AN  OKDmA^^CE 


Autliorizijig-  the  execution  of  ;i  contract  with  the  Phila- 
delphia Kapid  Transit  Company,  in  accordance  with 
the  act  of  Assembly  approved  ^lav  3,  1905,  entitled 
"An  Act  anrliorizing  contracts  between  cities,  boroughs 
and  townshi[)S,  of  the  one  part,  and  street  passenger 
railway  con) panics  and  motor  power  companies,  of  the 
otlier  part ;  providing  for  tlie  keeping  of  certain  streets 
free  from  street  railway  tracks,  by  permitting  the  tem- 
])oi'ary  relocation  or  abandonment  of  tracks  already 
laid,  or  the  postponement  of  the  laying  of  tracks  duly 
autliorized,  while  preserving  the  rights  of  such  company 
to  resume  the  exercise  of  its  said  franchises  upon  the 
termination  or  breach  of  such  contract,''  said  contract 
providing  for  the  removal  of  tracks  and  overhead  trolley 
system  now  on  Passyunk  avenue,  between  South  street 
and  Tenth  street;  on  Passyunk  avenue,  between 
Eleventh  street  and  Snyder  avenue ;  and  on  Dickinson 
street,  between  Fourth  street  and  Passyunk  avenue, 
upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Skctiox  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Fhitadel pliia  do  ordain.  That  in  accordance  with 
the  powers  granted  by  the  act  of  the  (ieneral  Assembly 
aj)i)r()ved  May  3,  1905,  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  con- 
tracts between  cities,  boroughs  and  townships,  of  the  one 
part,  and  street  passenger  railway  companies  and  motor 
];i)Wer  companies,  of  the  other  ])art;  providing  for  the 
keeping  of  certain  streets  free  from  street  railway  tracks, 
])y  ])ermittiiig  tlie  temporary  relocation  or  abandonment 
(if  tracks  already  laid,  or  the  postponement  of  the  laving 
"f  traeks  duly   aiuhori/.ed,   while   preserving  tlie  I'ights  of 


such  conn)aiiy  to  resume  the  exercise  of  its  said  franchises 
upon  tlie  termination  or  breach  of  such  contract,"  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  shall  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Phila- 
delphia Papid  Transit  Company,  in  the  form  following, 
foi-  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  the  objects  set  out  in  the 
recitals  and  covenants  therein  contained : 

]\lE:\roRAXDUM  OF  Ageeement  entered  into  this 

day  of  ,  A.  D.  one  thousand  nine 

hundred  and  ,  by  and  between  the  City  of  Phil- 

adelphia (hereinafter  called  the  City),  of  the  first  part, 
and  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  (herein- 
after called  the  Company),  of  the  second  part,  Witness- 
ETM :     That 

^YHEEEAs;  It  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  public  bene- 
fit and  convenience  and  to  secure  better  accommodations 
to  the  public  by  the  rerouting  of  various  street  railway 
lines  by  the  Philadelphia  Papid  Transit  Company,  to  re- 
move the  street  railway  tracks  now  on  Passyunk  avenue, 
between  South  street  and  Tenth  street ;  on  Passyunk  ave- 
nue, between  Eleventh  street  and  Snyder  avenue ;  and  on 
Dickinson  street,  between  Fourth  street  and  Passyunk 
avenue,  which  have  been  laid  under  legislative  powers 
granted  to  The  Prankford  and  Southwark  Philadelphia 
City  Passenger  Railroad  Company,  lessor  of  the  Philadel- 
phia Rapid  Transit  Company ; 

AxD  WiiEKEAS,  The  Public  Service  Commission,  after 
due  hearing  and  investigation,  has  determined  that  said 
cliange  of  route  will  promote  tlie  convenience  and  safety 
of  the  public,  and  the  Superior  Court  has  affirmed  the 
said  determination  of  The  Public  Service  Commission ; 

And  Whereas,  The  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
pany has  expressed  its  willingness,  under  and  in  pursuance 
of  the  act  of  General  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania  approved 
May  8,  1905,  entitled  ''An  Act  authorizing  contracts  be- 
tw^een  cities,  boroughs  and  townships,  of  the  one  part,  and 
street  passenger  railway  companies  and  motor  power  com- 
panies, of  the  other  part ;  providing  for  the  keeping  of  cer- 
tain streets  free  from  street  railway  tracks,  by  permitting 
the  temporary  relocation  or  abandonment  of  tracks  already 


laid  or  tlio  postpoiiciiicnt  of  the  layiiio-  of  tracks  dulv  au- 
thorized, while  preserving  the  rigl'its  of  such  company  to 
resume  the  exercise  of  its  said  franchises  upon  the  ter- 
mination or  breach  of  such  contract,"  and  upon  the  faith 
thereof  to  take  up  the  said  tracks  and  temporarily  abandon 
said  streets  upon  the  terms  hereinafter  expressed; 

Xow,  Tiiei;ef()i:e,  In  consideration  of  tlie  nmtual  cov- 
enants and  conditions  herein  contained,  it  is  agreed  be- 
tween the  parties  hereto  as  follows: 

1.  The  C'ompany  shall,  within  twelve  months  after  the 
execution  of  this  conti-act,  remove  its  tracks  and  its  poles 
and  overhead  wires  constituting  the  trolley  system  on 
Passyunk  avenue,  betvv'een  South  street  and  Tenth  street ; 
on  Passyunk  avemu>,  between  Eleventh  street  and  Snvder 
avenue;  and  on  Dickinson  street,  between  Fourth  street 
and  Passyunk  avenue,  and  shall  make  such  repairs  to  the 
street  pavement  as  are  rendered  necessary  bv  reason  of 
such  removal ;  all  of  which  work  shall  be  clone  bv  and  at 
the  expense  of  the  Company.  The  Company  shall  be  per- 
mitted, however,  to  maintain  and  use  any  underground 
conduits  now  laid  in  the  beds  of  said  streets,  and  shall  be 
liable  for  all  repairs  to  the  pavement  as  are  caused  by  the 
use  and  maintenance  of  such  conduits  and  manholes  in 
connection  therewith. 

2.  This  agreement,  after  execu'ion  by  both  parties,  shall 
go  into  effect  immediately  and  shall  continue  for  the  full 
period  of  fifty  years  thereafter. 

3.  It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that  neither  the 
purpose  nor  intent,  nor  the  obligation  of  this  contract,  if 
and  when  approved  by  The  Public  .Service  Commission  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  is  such  as  to  impair 
or  in  anywise  affect  the  exercise  by  said  Commission  of 
any  of  the  powers  vested  in  it  by  The  Public  Service  Com- 
pany Law  approved  July  2G,  VM?>. 

•i.  It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  by  both  parties 
hereto  that  the  rights  of  the  Company  and  its  lessors  in 
said  streets  shall  not  be  deemed  lost  or  abandoned  by 
reason  of  its  action  hereunder  in  removing  its  tracks  and 
trolley  system,  but  that  upon  the  termination  of  this  con- 


tract,  or  upo]!  nny  breaeli  bv  the  City  of  any  covenants  or 
conditions  hereof,  the  Company  shall  be  entitled,  without 
further  consent  or  permission,  to  enter  upon  said  streets, 
or  any  of  them,  and  reconstruct  its  tracks  and  trolley  sys- 
tem, and  thereafter  maintain  and  use  the  same,  with  all 
the  rig'hts,  powers  and  privileges  now  vested  in  it  with 
respect  thereto. 

Ix  Wttxkss  Wuekeof,  The  corporate. seal  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  the  party  of  the  hrst  part,  hath  been  here- 
to athxed,  duly  attested  by  the  ]\layor  of  the  City,  and  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
pany, the  party  of  the  second  part,  hath  been  hereto  affixed, 
duly  attested  by  the  proper  officers  thereof,  the  day  and 
year  tirst  above  written. 

Skct.  '1:  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
and  deliver  said  contract,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  to 
till  in  the  blank  left  for  the  date  in  the  above  Agreement, 
and  all  ordinances  and  resolutions  and  ])arts  thereof  in- 
consistent herewith  ai'e  hereby  repealed.

avenues  adjacent  thereto,"  approved  October  4,  1916,  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  accepted  the  offer  of  the  donors  re- 
cited in  said  ordinance  upon  the  terms  therein  set  forth ; 

AxD  WriEEEAs,  The  said  donors  by  November  30,  1917, 
had  executed  and  delivered  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
the  four  deeds  required  to  carry  said  offer  and  acceptance 
into  effect,  but  which  said  deeds  were  not  in  strict  accor- 
dance with  the  terms  thereof;

Sect.  4.  Before  the  Board  of  Surveyors  shall  confirm 
the  revision  of  plan  as  aiithorized  in  Section  2  and  the 
work  authorized  in  Section  3  shall  be  commenced,  the 
parties  in  interest  making  the  offer  as  recited  in  the  ordi- 
nance October  4,  1916,  shall  enter  into  an  agreement 
acquiescing  in  all  the  terms  of  this  supplement  and  all  the 
parties  in  interest  owning  land  abutting  on  the  southeast 
side  of  iSouth  Mt.  Pleasant  road,  from  Greene  street  to

establishments  and  appliances  for  which  water  shall  be 
furnished  by  meter   and  authorizing  the  installation  of 
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meters,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  all  of  Section  7  and  substituting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following : 

''Sect.  7.  All  meter  accounts,  including  water  con- 
sumed, repairs  to  meters,  furnishing  and  installing  meters, 
shall  be  payable  quarterly  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes.  Ac- 
counts for  consumption  of  water  shall  be  made  up  from 
meter  readings  taken  periodically  by  the  Bureau  of  Water, 
and  bills  shall  be  rendered  under  the  following  conditions : 

The  first  quarterly  bill  in  each  year  shall  include  the 
yearly  minimum  charge.  Any  bill  may  be  omitted  in 
the  second  and  third  quarters  unless  the  amount  of  such 
bill  is  greater  than  the  yearly  minimum  charge. 

If  any  meter  water  account  remains  unpaid  fifteen  (15) 
days  after  the  bill  for  the  same  is  rendered,  there  shall 
be  charged  as  a  penalty  for  such  non-payment  an  addi- 
tional sum  or  sums,  as  follows : 

Five  (5)  per  cent,  at  the  expiration  of  fifteen  (15)  days. 

Five  (5)  per  cent,  additional  at  the  expiration  of  forty- 
five  (4:5)  days. 

Five  (5)  per  cent,  additional  at  the  expiration  of  one 
hundred  and  five  (105)  days. 

If  any  meter  water  account  remains  unpaid  one  hun- 
dred and  five  (105)  days  after  the  bill  for  the  same  has 
been  rendered,  the  Water  Bureau  shall  serve  a  notice  upon 
the  delinquent  property  owner,  and  if  said  account  re- 
mains unpaid  for  ten  (10)  days  thereafter,  the  premises 
shall  be  deprived  of  water  until  all  arrearages  are  paid. 

If,  in  disregard  of  this  provision,  the  water  is  turned 
on  before  the  payment  of  all  arrearages,  the  ferrule  may 
be  detached  from  the  water  main.  In  such  cases  the 
ferrule  shall  not  be  reconnected  until  all  back  water  rent 
charges  and  penalties  are  paid,  and  the  necessary  permit 
taken  out  for  the  replacing  of  the  ferrule,  which  permit 
shall  include  the  cost  of  withdrawing  and  replacing  the 
ferrule.''

To  amend  "An  Ordinance  to  make  uniform  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  government  of  the  municipal  market

P.  M. :  Provided,  That  no  stalls  or  stands  shall  be 
occupied  on  Sunday  or  on  any  legal  holiday:  And 
provided  furtlier,  That  the  market  shall  be  open  until 
nine  o'clock  P.  M.  on  the  day  preceding  such  holi- 
day." 

and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

"Sect.  16.  Any  person  or  persons  occupying  stalls  or 
stands  in  any  of  the  municipal  markets  shall  vacate  same

brance, Torresdale  avenue,  one  hundred  feet  wide,  from 
Convent  lane  as  now  in  use  to  the  present  northeasterly 
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tenninus  of  Torresdale  avenue  about  one  hundred  and 
four  feet  northeast  of  Pearson  avenue,  or  will  save  the 
City  harmless  from  any  damages  that  may  be  assessed  by

or  railroad  tracks" ;  "a  portion  of  the  south  approach  of 
a  bridge  on  line  of  Thirty-fourth  street  over  the  Schuylkill 
River,  between  Grays  Ferry  avenue  and  University  ave- 
nue."

That  the  following  sums  be  set  aside  in  Item 
195  (Loan)  of  the  appropriation  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  for  new  bridges  for 
the  year  1916  :  For  the  bridge  on  line  of  South  street  over 
the  Schuylkill  River,  five  hundred  and  ninety  thousand 
(590,000)  dollars;  for  the  bridge  on  line  of  Forty-ninth 
street  over  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Washington 
Railroad,  eighty-four  thousand  (84,000)  dollars;  for  the 
bridge  on  line  of  Fifth  street  over  the  Port  Richmond 
branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway,  eighteen 
thousand  (18,000)  dollars;  for  the  foot  bridge  on  line  of 
Harvey  street  under  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and 
ISTorristown  Railroad  and  under  Cresson  street,  fourteen 
thousand  (14,000)  dollars;  and  two  bridges  on  the  line  of 
Cobbs  Creek  Parkway  over  Cobbs  Creek,  forty-four  thou- 
sand (44,000)  dollars;  Provided,  That  in  the  event  of  any 
of  the  said  bridges  costing  less  than  the  sum  herein  set 
aside  for  its  construction,  the  Director  of  Public  Works  is 
hereby  authorized,  at  his  discretion,  to  use  the  balance  or 
any  part  thereof,  for  the  completion  of  any  of  the  bridges 
named  herein  for  which  the  sum  set  aside  is  insufficient. 

Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  advertise  for 
proposals  and  to  award  contracts,  as  provided  in  existing 
ordinances  and  laws,  for  the  construction  of  said  bridges 
and  work  appurtenant  thereto,  in  accordance  with  plans 
and  specifications  to  be  prepared  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys),  and  is  also  authorized 
to  appoint  assistants  and  inspectors  as  may  be  requisite, 
and  to  pay  all  expenses  for  salaries,  soundings,  inspection, 
tests,  transportation  and  incidental  expense  not  otherwise 
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provided  for  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  cost  of  said 
bridges,  and  is  authorized  to  join  in  contract  with  any 
persons  or  corporations  in  the  construction  of  the  said 
bridges  for  which  said  persons  or  corporations  shall  cdn- 
tribute  a  portion  of  the  cost. 

Sect.  4.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  security,  on  behalf 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  payment  of  any  dam- 
ages which  may  be  assessed  by  reason  of  the  construction 
of  the  said  bridges  or  any  of  the  work  that  is  authorized 
by  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  5.  It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that 
neither  the  purpose  nor  intent,  nor  the  obligations  of  this 
ordinance  or  of  the  contracts  authorized  therein,  if  and 
when  approved  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  is  such  as  to  impair  or 
in  anywise  affect  the  exercise  of  said  Commission  of  any 
of  the  powers  vested  in  it  by  the  Public  Service  Company 
Law,  approved  July  26,  1913."

A'N  ORDmA]S^CE 

To  amend  an  ordinance,  approved  June  2,  1866,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  expense  incurred  in 
the  laying  of  pipes  for  the  conveyance  of  water  in  and 
through  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

Sectiox  1.  The  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
ordains.  That  Section  1  of  an  ordinance  approved  June 
2,  1866,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  ex- 
pense incurred  in  the  laying  of  pipes  for  the  conveyance 
of  water  in  and  through  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia" which  reads  as  follows :  "That  whenever  any 
pipes  for  the  conveyance  of  water  shall  be  laid  in  any  of 
the  streets  or  highways  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
the  owners  of  the  ground  in  front  whereof  the  same  shall 
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be  laid,  shall  pay  for  tlie  expense  thereof,  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  for  each  foot  of  their  ground  upon  such  street : 
Provided,  That  on  all  corner  lots  an  allowance  shall  be 
niade  of  one-third  the  length  of  one  of  their  fronts,  but 
such  allowance  shall  be  always  and  only  on  the  street  or 
highway  running  at  an  angle  to  the  street  or  highway  in 
wliich  pipe  shall  have  been  previously  laid  and  paid  for; 
but  in  no  case  shall  the  allowance  exceed  fifty  feet  on 
any  corner  lot.  If  allowances  have  been  made  on  corner 
lots  previous  to  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  and  not 
in  accordance  with  its  provisions,)  the  same  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  additional  allowances,"  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows :  "That  whenever  any  pipes  for  the  conveyance 
of  water  shall  be  laid  in  any  of  the  streets  or  highways 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  owners  of  the  ground 
fronting  upon  such  street  shall  be  assessed  for  the  ex- 
pense thereof  the  sum  of  two  (2)  dollars  for  each  foot 
of  their  ground  fronting  on  such  street  or  highway:  Pro- 
vided, That  on  all  corner  lots  an  allowance  shall  be  made 
of  one-third  of  the  length  of  one  of  their  fronts,  but  such 
allowance  shall  be  only  and  always  on  the  street  or  high- 
way running  at  an  angle  with  the  street  or  highway  in 
which  pipe  shall  have  been  previously  laid  and  paid  for 
in  full,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  allowance  exceed  fifty 
(50)  feet  on  any  corner  lot."

street  and  road  crossings,  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed 
by  the  Director  of  Public  Works. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director '  of  Public  Works  is  hereby 
authorized  to  notify  the  Roxborough,  Chestnut  Hill  and 
Xorristown  Railway  Company  and  its  lessees,  the  Schuyl- 
kill Valley  Traction  Company  and  the  Reading  Transit 
and  Light  Company,  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  1  of  this  ordinance  witliin  thirty  (30)  days  after 
notice  of  its  passage  and  approval  is  given  them  and  in 
default  of  said  Company  and  its  lessees  having  started 
the  work  on  the  expiration  of  the  time  limit,  the  Director 
of  Public  Works  is  further  authorized  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract for  improving  as  a  country  road.  Ridge  avenue,  from 
Lamonte  street  to  the  Montgomery  County  Line,  by  paving 
the  roadway  to  a  width  of  twenty  (20)  feet  with  asphalt  in 
about  the  center  of  the  road,  and  paving  with  granite 
block  between  the  tracks  at  street  and  road  crossings ; 
Provided,  That  the  bills  for  such  improving  of  Ridge  ave- 
nue, from  Lamonte  street  to  the  Montgomery  County 
Line,  by  paving  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  City 
Solicitor  for  collection   from  the   Roxborough,    Chestnut 
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Hill  and  Xorristown  Eailway  Company,  or  its  lessees, 
the  Schuylkill  Valley  Traction  Company  and  the  Reading 
Transit  and  Light  Company,  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  said  agreement  and  ordinance  of  March  28,  1894. 

The  cost  of  the  said  paving  is  to  be  paid  out  of  any  item 
in  the  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
(Bureau  of  Highways)  for  the  improvement  of  country 
roads.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  permit  Abbott's  Alderney  Dairies,  Inc.,  to  construct 
-   and   maintain   a   conduit   under   and   across    Lombard 
street,  west  of  Second  street.

Before  exercising  any  privilege  under  this  ordinance  the 
said  Abbott's  Alderney  Dairies,  Inc.,  shall  pay  into  the 
City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  pub- 
lication of  this  ordinance.

Wjiereas^  The  Philadelphia  Papid  Transit  Company 
has  made  request  for  consent  to  constrvict,  under  a  charter 
to  be  known  as  The  Wyoming  and  Frankford  Railway 
Company,  such  portions  of  a  double-track  passenger  rail- 
way as  may  be  needed  to  permit  the  operation  of  a  route 
between  a  point  on  Adams  avenue  at  or  near  the  inter- 
section of  Pamona  avenue  and  the  intersection  of  Wyo-

That  consent  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  construction  of  a  passenger  railway  with  double 
tracks,  beginning  at  a  point  on  Adams  avenue  at  or  near 
the  intersection  of  Pamona  avenue,  thence  northwest  on 
Adams  avenue  to  the  Poosevelt  Boulevard,  and  along 
said  Boulevard  to  Rising  Sun  lane,  thence  southerly  on 
Rising  Sun  lane  to  Wyoming  avenue,  thence  westerly  along 
Wyoming  avenue  to  Old  York .  road,  and  returning  over 
the  same  route ;  with  the  necessary  poles  and  overhead 
wires  for  the  operation  of  cars  by  the  overhead  electric 
trolley  system;  and  to  the  construction  of  all  necessary 
switches,  curves  and  cross  overs;,  and  with  the  further 
right  to  connect  with  any  other  line  or  lines  of  street  rail- 
way which  it  may  intersect  or  join ;  and  with  the

Sect.  2.  Upon  that  portion  of  the  route  located  upon 
the  Poosevelt  Boulevard  the  tracks  shall  be  so  placed 
and  constructed  that  one  track  shall  occupy  each  of  the 
grass  plots  on  each  side  of  the  center  driveway. 
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At  bridges  and  such  other  points  of  the  said  Boule- 
vard where  but  a  single  driveway  exists,  the  location 
of  tracks  shall  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  but  all  locations  .are  understood  to 
be  subject  to  change  whenever  Council  shall,  by  ordi-

Whitaker  avenue  and  on  Whitaker  avenue  to  Roosevelt 
Boulevard,  when  such  streets  are  opened  and  available,

Sect.  ">.  Interest  on  said  loan  or  loans  at  a  rate  not  ex- 
ceeding five  (5)  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be  paid  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  half-yearly,  on  the  first  days  of 
the  months  of  Januarv  and  Julv,  at  the  office  of  the  fiscal 
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ageiiev  of  the  City  of  l^liihuU'lphia.  Certificates  of  tlie 
said  loan  shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  in  such  amounts  as 
the  lender  may  require,  in  the  sums  of  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars  and  its  nmltiples,  in  registered  or  coupon  form, 
and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  said  certificates  that  the  loan 
therein  mentioned  is  payable  in  thirty  years  after  the 
date  thereof,  and  that  the  principal  and  interest  on  said 
loan  or  loans  are  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  free  from  all  taxes.

sioners of  the  Sinking-  Fund,  out  of  the  taxes  so  collected, 
a  sum  suificient  to  pay  the  interest  of  said  loan,  also 
the  principal  thereof,  within  thirty  years  and  as  the  same 
becomes  payable,  the  appropriation  for  the  interest  to 
be  paid  semi-annually,  and  for  the  sinking  fund  quarterly, 
to  the  said  Commissioners.

and  repairs  to,  nndergrouncl  services,  fixing  the  charges 
for  making  the  connections  to  mimicipal  structures  and 
the  breaking  of  the  streets,  regulating  the  performance 
of  this  work  and  providing  a  penalty  for  the  violation 
of  this  ordinance. 

Section  1.  The  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
ordains,  That  from  and  after  October  1,  1920,  the  road- 
way and  footway  of  any  street  shall  not  be  opened  nor  any 
street  tunneled  in  the  City  of  Phihidelphia  by  any  person, 
firm,  association  or  corporation  until  a  permit  to  do  so  shall 
have  been  obtained  as  provided  in  Sections  2  and  S  of  this 
ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation 
desiring  to  break  a  street  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  or 
tunnel  same  for  the  purpose  of  making  connection  with 
or  repairing  any  sewer  or  water  pipe  or  other  underground 
service,  shall  first  present  an  application  to  the  Bureau  of 
Highways,  setting  forth  in  full  the  place  where,  and  the 
particular  object  or  objects  for  which  the  street  is  to  be 
broken  or  tunneled,  together  with  the  kind  of  pavement, 
if  any,  laid  in  such  street.  The  Chief  of  said  Bureau  may 
thereupon  furnish  the  applicant  with  a  certificate  setting 
forth  in  detail  the  information  contained  in  the  applica- 
tion, together  with  the  charges  and  cost  of  permit,  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  4  of  this  ordinance.  This  certificate 
shall  then  be  presented  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes.  Upon 
payment  of  the  charges  and  costs  set  forth  in  such  certifi- 
cate and  upon  the  presentation  of  a  receipt  therefor  duly 
signed  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  the  applicant  shall  then 
be  entitled  to  receive  a  permit  from  the  Bureau  or 
Bureaus  having  charge  of  the  particular  part  or  parts  of 
the  underground  service  desired  to  be  connected  with  or 
repaired,  which  permit  duly  signed  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways  shall  be  full  and  sufficient  authority 
for  such  applicant  to  break  the  street,  subject  to  the  sup- 
ervision of  the  various  Bureaus  as  now  provided  by  law. 
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Sect.  3.  All  applicants  shall  be  required  to  pay  to 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes  for  permits  provided  for  in  Section 
2,  before  procuring  same,  the  following  sums,  viz. : 

For  breaking  any  paved  or  macadamized  street  twenty 
(20)  dollars. 

For  breaking  any  unpaved  street  one  (1)  dollar,  for 
one  opening. 

Provided,  That  in  no  case  shall  a  charge  of  more  than 
twenty  (20)  dollars  be  made  for  any  number  of  open- 
ings on  one  or  both  sides  of  an  unpaved  street  within  an 
ordinary  City  block  between  two  main  highways. 

For  tunneling  a  paved  street  two  (2)  dollars,  and  one 
(1)  dollar  each  for  two  or  more  tunnels. 

Provided,  That  the  top  of  a  tunnel  in  a  paved  street 
shall  not  be  less  than  five  feet  from  the  surface  of  the 
street  and  the  tunnel  shall  not  extend  more  than  five  feet 
from  the  curb. 

Provided  further.  That  for  permits  for  water  con- 
nections two  (2)  dollars  additional  shall  be  charged  for 
each  connection,  which  sum  shall  include  a  ferrule  of  the 
most  improved  pattern  and  driving  of  the  same. 

Sect.  4.  Permits  granted  on  payment  of  the  charges 
noted  in  Section  3  shall  entitle  the  permittee  to  dig  a 
trench  not  exceeding  three  feet  in  width.  In  this 
trench  connections  may  be  made  with  the  underground  ser- 
vices for  which  permits  have  been  granted.  The  permittee 
shall  be  responsible  for  all  damage  done  to  other  under- 
ground structures  or  services.  All  trenches  dug  under 
permits  granted  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  refilled  im- 
mediately upon  the  completion  of  the  work  for  which  the 
permit  w^as  required  and  the  dirt  shall  be  thoroughly  com- 
pacted by  ramming  in  layers  not  exceeding  six  inches  in 
thickness.  J^o  puddling  shall  be  permitted  when  trenches 
are  refilled.  The  former  paving  surface  course  shall  be 
replaced  temporarily  upon  the  dirt  filling,  the  surplus  dirt 
removed  and  the  street  cleaned.  If  the  permittee  is  unable 
to  prosecute  continuously  to  completion  the  work  for 
wdiich  the  trench  was  opened,  so  that  work  must  be  sus- 
pended and  the  trench  allowed  to  remain  open  for  more 
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than  three  days,  he  sliall  refill  and  repave  the  trench 
temporarily  until  such  time  as  he  can  reopen  and  complete 
the  work.  During  the  time  that  the  trench  is  opened,  and 
until  it  has  been  refilled  and  has  compacted  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Highways,  the  permittee 
shall  be  responsible  for  all  injuries  to  persons  or  damage 
to  property  that  may  occur.  The  permittee  shall  place  and 
maintain  all  necessary  safeguards,  including  barricades 
and  red  flags  with  watchmen  when  needed,  and  from  sun- 
set to  sunrise  he  shall  maintain  a  sutficient  number  of 
lighted  red  lanterns.  Tunneling  in  unpaved  streets  will 
not  be  permitted.  The  refilling  of  all  tunnels  shall  be  thor- 
ouglily  compacted  by  ramming.  The  surface  over  tunnels 
shall  be  broken  down  if  required  by  the  Chief,  Bureau  of 
Highways,  and  the  opening  shall  be  refilled  and  the  re- 
filling thoroughly  compacted  by  ramming.  Where  open- 
ings are  made,  as  provided  in  Section  8  of  this  ordinance, 
the  trench  shall  be  refilled  as  noted  above,  and  the  paving 
restored  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  speci- 
fications in  force  at  the  time  the  opening  is  made.  Where 
a  longitudinal  opening  is  made  in  a  railway  street,  between 
the  rail  and  the  curb,  the  street  shall  be  repaved  from  the 
curb  to  the  nearest  rail  if  the  paving  be  upon  a  gravel  base, 
and  for  an  additional  width  of  one  foot  on  each  side  of  the 
trench  where  the  paving  be  upon  a  concrete  base,  excepting 
in  cases  where  the  City  is  responsible  for  the  cost  of  the 
replacement. 

Sect.  5.  Xo  permit  granted  under  this  ordinance  shall 
be  operative  after  a  period  of  two  weeks  from  the  date 
it  is  issued,  but  it  may  be  renewed  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Highways,  upon  the  payment  of 
fifty  (50)  cents.  Permits  may  be  exchanged  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  C  hief,  Bureau  of  Highways,  for  a  diflFerent 
location,  but  for  the  same  character  of  paving,  where 
satisfactory  evidence  has  been  presented  that  the  street 
pavement  has  not  been  opened  under  the  original  permit.

Sect.  1.  Any  person  violating  sluj  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars,  said  fine  to  be  collected  as  like  penalties  are  now 
collected,  and  no  permit  shall  be  issued  to  any  person  so 
offending  directly  or  in  his  behalf  until  all  fines  and 
penalties  have  been  paid. 

Sect.  8.  Any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation 
permitted  to  open  the  streets  under  a  specific  ordinance 
or  agreement  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  desiring  to 
break  a  street  for  the  purpose  of  making  connections  with 
or  repairing  any  electrical  or  other  tube,  conduits  or  other 
underground  structure,  shall  first  present  an  application 
to  the  Bureau  of  Highways  in  the  form  designated  in 
Section  2,  and  thereupon  the  Chief  of  said  Bureau  may 
issue  the  necessary  permit  without  expense  to  the  appli- 
cant, which  shall  provide  that  the  person,  firm,  association 
or  corporation  receiving  same  shall,  at  his  or  their  own 
cost  and  expense,  repave  and  maintain  in  a  satisfactory 
manner  so  much  of  the  street  pavement  as  may  have  been 
opened,  under  authority  of  said  permit :  Provided^  That 
where  the  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  author- 
ized to  open  the  streets  has  no  agreement  with,  or  bond  de- 
posited with,  the  City  of  Philadelphia  covering  the  restora- 
tion and  maintenance  of  the  paving,  that  the  Chief, 
Bureau  of  Highways,  may  require  the  deposit  of  a  certified 
check  covering  the  estimated  cost  of  the  restoration  and 
maintenance  of  the  pavement,  plus  fifty  (50)  per  cent., 
and  that  in  the  event  of  the  non-restoration  of  the  pave- 
ment or  the  failure  to  maintain  it  in  the  proper  manner, 
that  the  necessary  repairs  may  be  made  by  the  City  and 
the  cost  thereof  deducted  from  the  deposited  amount: 
Further  'provided,  That  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chief, 
Bureau  of  Highways,  it  appears  undesirable  that  an  open- 
ing be  made  at  the  time  and  place  requested  by  the  appli- 
cant, he  may  refuse  to  grant  a  permit  and  may  refer  the 
application  to  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors.  The 
decision  of  that  Board  shall  be  final  as  to  the  issuance  or 
refusal  of  the  necessary  permit.

such  consent,  by  advertisement  once  a  week  for  four  weeks 
in  each  of  the  three  newspapers  having  a  bona  fide  circula- 
tion in  Philadelphia  of  at  least  thirty  thousand  copies  per 
issue.  The  said  notice  or  advertisement  shall  contain  a 
copy  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  also  set  forth  a  certificate 
of  the  City  Controller  as  required  by  the  Act  of  Assembly 
approved  June  25,  1919,  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  better 
government  of  cities  of  the  first  class  of  this  Common- 
wealth." 

Sect.  G.  The  City  Commissioners  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  prepare  and  distribute  the  neces- 
sary ballots,  ballot  boxes  and  other  articles;  and  to  take 
such  other  action  as  may  be  required  for  the  holding  of 
said  election  as  provided  for  in  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  governing  the  increase  of  indebtedness  of 
municipalities  and  holding  of  elections  therefor.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  amend  Section  1  of  an  ordinance  approved  the  eighth 
day  of  July,  1919,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  amend 
Sections  3  and  4  of  an  ordinance  approved  the  twenty- 
ninth  day  of  June,  1916,  entitled  'An  Ordinance  to 
authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  or  loans  in  the  sum 
of  sixty-seven  million  one  hundred  thousand  (67,100,- 
000)  dollars,  to  be  used  for  the  construction  and  im- 
provement of  wharves  and  docks,'  etc.,  and  'toward  the 
construction  and  improvement  of  subways,  tunnels,  rail- 
ways, elevated  railways  and  other  transit  facilities,'  etc., 
by  changing  the  rate  of  interest  upon  said  loan  or  loans 
from  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  per  centum  per  annum 
to  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  and  one-half  per  centum 
per  annum,  and  increasing  the  tax  levied  to  pay  the 
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principal  and  interest  of  said  loan  or  loans  from  five 
per  centnm  on  the  par  value  of  such  certificates  to  five 
and  one-half  per  centum,"  by  changing  the  rate  of  in- 
terest upon  said  loan  or  loans  from  a  rate  not  exceed- 
ing four  and  one-half  per  centum  per  annum  to  a  rate 
not  exceeding  five  and  one-half  per  centum  per  anum 
and  increasing  the  tax  levied  to  pay  the  principal  and 
interest  of  said  loan  or  loans  from  five  and  one-half  per 
centum  on  the  par  value  of  such  certificate  to  six  and 
one-half  per  centum. 

Section  1.  The  Council  of  the  Citij  of  PhUadelphia 
ordains.  That  Section  1  of  the  ordinance  approved  the 
eighth  day  of  July,  1919,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to 
amend  Sections  3  and  4  of  an  ordinance  approved  the 
twenty-ninth  day  of  June,  1916,  entitled  'An  Ordinance 
to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  or  loans  in  the  sum 
of  sixty-seven  million  one  hundred  thousand  (67,100-, 
O'OO)  dollars,  to  be  used  for  the  construction  and  improve- 
ment of  wharves  and  docks,'  etc.,  and  'toward  the  con- 
struction and  improvement  of  subways,  tunnels,  railways, 
elevated  railways  and  other  transit  facilities,'  etc.,  by 
changing  the  rate  of  interest  upon  said  loan  or  loans  from 
a  rate  not  exceeding  four  per  centum  per  annum  to  a  rate 
not  exceeding  four  and  one-half  per  centum  per  annum, 
and  increasing  the  tax  levied  to  pay  the  principal  and 
interest  of  said  loan  or  loans  from  five  per  centum  on  the 
par  value  of  such  certificates  to  five  and  one-half  per 
centum,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

"Section  1.  The  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
ordains,  That  Section  3  of  an  ordinance  approved  the 
twenty-ninth  day  of  June,  1916,  entitled  'An  Ordinance 
to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  or  loans  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  in  the  sum  of  sixty-seven  million  one  hun- 
dred thousand  (67,100,000)  dollars-  to  be  used  for  the 
construction  and  improvement  of  wharves  and  docks,  etc., 
and  'toward  the  construction  and  improvement  of  sub- 
ways, tunnels,  railways,  elevated  railways  and  other 
transit  facilities,'  etc.,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended 
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bv  strikinf;'  out  tlic  words  'four  per  centum'  and  insert- 
ing the  words  'five  and  one-half  per  centum/  and  that 
Section  4  of  said  ordinance  be  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  'live  per  centum,'  and  inserting  the  words 
'six  and  one-half  per  centum/  so  that  the  said  sections 
shall  read  as  follows : 

'"'Section  3.  Interest  on  said  loan  at  a  rate  not  ex- 
ceeding five  and  one-half  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be 
paid  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  half-yearly,  on  the  first 
days  of  the  months  of  January  and  July,  at  the  office  of 
the  fiscal  agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  'Certificates 
of  the  said  loan  shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  in  such  amounts 
as  the  lender  may  require,  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
(100)  dollars  and  its  multiples,  in  registered  or  coupon 
forms,  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  the  said  certificates 
that  the  loan  therein  mentioned  is  payable  ,in  fifty  years 
after  date  thereof,  and  that  the  principal  and  interest  on 
said  loans  are  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States,  free  from  all  taxes. 

'"Sect.  4.  (Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by 
virtue  of  this  ordinance  there  is  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  by  force  hereof 
annually  out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  loan  as  issued,  dur- 
ing the  period  of  the  construction  of  the  work  for  which 
such  loan  shall  be  created  and  one  year  after  the  com- 
pletion of  said  work  of  construction,  a  sum  sufiicient  to 
pay  the  instalments  due  the  Sinking  Fund  and  required 
for  the  discharge  within  fifty  (50)  years  of  the  principal 
of  such  loan.  And  there  is  further  hereby  appropriated 
annually  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  out 
of  the  said  proceeds,  during  such  period  of  construction 
and  one  year  thereafter,  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  on  said  loan.  And  the  said  Commissioners  of 
the  Sinking  Fund,  with  the  assent  of  the  City  Controller, 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  fix,  deduct  and  set 
aside  such  sum  or  sums  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  loans 
so  issued  as  may  be  required  and  sufficient  for  the  fore- 
going purposes.  And  after  the  lapse  of  one  year  from 
the  completion  of  said  work  of  construction,  there  is 
hereby  levied  an  annual  tax  of  six  and  one-half  per  centum 
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per  annum  on  the  par  value  of  the  certificates  so  issued,  to 
pay  the  interest,  also  the  principal  of  such  loan  within 
fifty  (50)  years  from  the  date  of  issue  thereof.  And 
there  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  out  of  the  tax  so  levied  a 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  loan,  also  the 
principal  thereof,  within  fifty  (50)  years  and  as  the 
same  becomes  payable ;  the  appropriation  for  the  interest 
to  be  paid  semi-annually,  and  for  the  Sinking  Fund 
quarterly  to  the  said  Commissioners." 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Regulating  the  assessment  upon  property'  for  construc- 
tion of  sewers,  and  providing  for  the  disposition  and 
collection   of  bills  and  proceedings  therefor. 

Section  1.  The  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
ordains.  That  whenever  by  authority  of  the  Council  any 
sewer  shall  be  constructed  in  any  street  or  highway,  or 
portion  thereof,  the  owners  of  ground  fronting  upon  said 
street  or  highway,  or  portion  thereof,   shall  pay  for  the 
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construction  of  said  sewer  the  sum  of  four  (4)  dollars 
per  each  foot  of  their  ground  fronting  upon  such  street  or 
highway,  or  portion  thereof:  Provided,  That  on  all  corner 
lots  an  allowance  shall  be  made  of  one-third  the  length 
of  one  of  their  fronts,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  ex- 
ceed fifty  feet  on  any  corner  lot;  the  allowance  shall  be 
made  on  the  street  or  highway  having  the  longer  front- 
age, and  in  case  both  fronts  are  equal  in  dimensions,  the 
allowance  shall  be  on  the  side  along  which  the  sewer  is 
last  constructed,  and  where  a  full  block  is  unimproved 
the  frontage-  of  the  lot  for  computing  the  allowance  shall 
be  taken  as  one-half  the  length  of  the  block;  where  a. 
corner  lot  has  not  received  an  allowance  on  the  side  where 
a  previous  sewer  has  been  constructed  an  allowance  shall 
be  made  on  the  remaining  side,  but  more  than  one  -allow- 
a.nce  shall  not  be  made  on  any  corner  lot. 

iSect.  2.  Upon  the  completion  of  any  sewer,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Surveyor  and  Regulator  of  the  District 
in  which  said  sewer  is  located,  to  assess  for  the  con- 
struction of  such  sewer  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this 
ordinance,  and  duplicate  bills  shall  be  made  .out  against 
each  assessable  property,  and  the  said  bills  shall  be  re- 
turned to  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  The  said 
bills  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  plan  of  the  sewer  show- 
ing its  position,  size  and  depth,  with  the  location  of  the  in- 
lets and  manholes  and  other  details,  and  with  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  frontage  of  properties  and  the  names  of  the 
owners  thereof  on  such  street  or  portion  of  street  in  which 
the  sewer  is  constructed,  all  of  which  must  be  on  file  and 
duly  recorded  before  a  final  estimate  for  the  construction 
of  said  sewer  shall  be  signed  and  issued  by  the  said  Chief 
Engi^ieer  and  Surveyor. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  a  condition  of  the  contract  where 
an  assessment  is  provided,  that  the  contractor  shall  ac- 
cept the  assesment  bills  prepared  in  accordance  with 
Sections  1  and  2  of  this  ordinance,  and  endorsed  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  in  favor  of  said  contractor, 
as  so  much  cash  paid  by  the  City  on  the  said  contract, 
and  the  said  contractor  shall  collect  the  same  at  his  own 
cost  without  recourse  to  the  City  in  any  event,  and  in 
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order  to  enable  him  so  to  do,  lie  may  use  the  name  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  employ  all  remedies  or  proceed- 
ings, whether  of  lien  or  otherwise  to  wdiich  the  City  may 
be  competent:  Provided,  That  the  said  conta-act  is  fnl- 
filled  in  accordance  with  specifications  furnished  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  the  said  sewer  is  con- 
structed to  the  lines  and  grades  as  given  by  the  Surveyor 
and  Regulator  of  the  District. 

iSect,  4.  Should  any  of  the  bills  of  assessment  so 
prepared  against  the  ov/ner  or  owners  of  property  remain 
in  possession  of  the  City  after  the  contract  for  the  con- 
struction shall  have  been  completed  and  final  estimate 
paid,  then  in  that  case  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  proceed  to  collect 
the  same,  and,  if  necessary,  through  the  City  Solicitor, 
file  claims  therefor  as  is  now  practiced  and  provided  by 
law. 

Sect.  5.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  to  construct  a  sewer  in  or  upon  any  of  the 
public  highways  of  the  City  without  obtaining  the  au- 
tliority  from  the  Council,  or  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  do  so  with- 
out such  authority  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  $100, 
to  be  collected  as  debts  due  the  City  now  are  or  may  be 
hereafter  by  law  recoverable. 

.Sect,  6.  All  persons  owning  property  upon  the  line 
of  any  sewer,  who  shall  by  receipt  produced  show  that 
they  have  contributed  to  the  cost  of  constructing  the  sewer 
in  front  of  their  property,  or  haye  otherwise  shown  their 
right  to  the  use  of  the  sewer,  shall  have  authority  to 
make  connection  therewith  from  said  property,  upon  ob- 
taining permits  from  the  Bureau  of  Surve,ys  and  the 
Bureau  of  Highways,  and  paying  such  charges  as  may 
be  provided  by  ordinance,  and  all  such  connections  shall 
be  made  under  the  direction  and  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor.

with  their  wharf  on  the  west  side  of  said  street.  The 
said  tunnel  is  to  be  constructed  under  the  supervision  and 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
in  accordance  with  plan  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Highway  Supervisors  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  any 
municipal  or  other  structures  in  said  street.  The  said

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Tlie  Atlantic  Refining  Company.  Before  exercising 
any  privilege  under  tins  ordinance,  the  said  The  Atlantic 
Refining  Company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  satis- 
factory to  the  Qity  Solicitor,  protecting  the  City  from  all 
damages  by  reason  of  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  said  tunnel,  and  agi*eeing  to  remove  the  same  and  re- 
store the  street  to  its  present  condition  upon  the  passage 
of  an  ordinance  to  that  effect,  and  shall  pay  into  the 
City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  pub- 
lication of  this  ordinance.

provement of  subways,  tunnels,  railways,  elevated  rail- 
ways and  other  transit  facilities,  to  wit:  on,  under  or 
above  Broad  street.  Front  street,  Kensington  avenue, 
Frankford  avenue,  Oxford  avenue.  Castor  road,  Bus- 
tleton  avenue,  Verree  road,  as  proposed;  Worthington 
road,  Southampton  road;  from  Thirtieth  and  Market 
or  Chestnut  streets  to  Darby;  Parkway,  Fairmount 
Park,  Twenty-ninth  street,  Henry  avenue  or  street, 
with   extension  to   Roxborough;    Arch    street,    Eighth 
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street,  Locust  street  and  Chestnut  street,"  approved 
December  30,  1919,  by  providing  that  interest  on  said 
loan  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  and  one-half  (5^) 
per  centum  per  annum  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia;  and  further  providing  that  after  the 
lapse  of  one  year  from  the  completion  of  said  work 
of  construction  there  is  levied  an  annual  tax  of  six 
and  one-half  (6^)  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  par 
value  of  the  certificate  so  issued,  to  pay  the  interest, 
also  the  principal  of  such  loan  within  fifty  (50)  years 
from  the  date  of  issue  thereof.

That  Section  3  of  an  ordinance  approved  Decem- 
ber 30,  1919,  entitled  ''An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the 
creation  of  a  loan  or  loans  in  the  sum  of  sixty-two  mil- 
lion one  hundred  thousand  (62,100,000)  dollars,  being 
the  unissued  portion  of  a  loan  for  the  sum  of  sixty-seven 
million  one  hundred  thousand  (67,100,000)  dollars  pro- 
vided for  by  an  ordinance  approved  the  twenty-ninth  day 
of  June,  1916,  this  ordinance  being  supplementary  to 
the  said  ordinance  of  June  29,  1916,  the  said  sixty-two 
million  one  hundred  thousand  (62,100,000)  dollars  to 
be  used  for  the  construction  and  improvement  of  wharves 
and  docks,  including  the  acquisition  of  land  upon  which

Castor  road,  Bustleton  avenue, 
Verree  road,  as  proposed;  Worthington  road,  Southamp- 
ton road ;  from  Thirtieth  and  Market  or  Chestnut  streets 
to  Darby;  Parkway,  Fairmount  Park,  Twenty-ninth 
street,  Henry  avenue  or  street,  with  extension  to  Rox- 
borough;  Arch  street.  Eighth  street.  Locust  street  and 
Chestnut  street,"  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Sect.  3.  Interest  on  said  loan  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  four  and  a  half  (4-|)  per  centum  per  an- 
num shall  be  paid  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  half- 
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yearly,  on  the  first  days  of  the  months  of  January 
and  July,  at  the  office  of  the  fiscal  agency  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia.  Certificates  of  the  said  loan  shall 
be  in  the  usual  form,  in  such  amounts  as  the  lender 
may  require,  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  (100)  dol- 
lars and  its  multiples,  in  registered  or  coupon  forms, 
and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  the  said  certificates  that 
the  loan  therein  mentioned  is  payable  in  fifty  years 
after  date  thereof  and  that  the  principal  and  in- 
terest on  said  loans  are  payable  in  lawful  money  of 
the  United  States,  free  from  all  taxes."

Authorizing  the  Mayor  to  employ  experts  to  make  a  study 
of  the  property  and  operation  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas 
Works  and  to  make  a  report  thereof  to  the  Council, 
and  appropriating  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
(25,000)  dollars  to  pay  the  expenses  of  such  investiga- 
tion. 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Philadelphia  and  The  United 
Gas  Improvement  Company  entered  into  an  agreement 
dated  November  12,  1897,  as  authorized  by  an  ordinance 
of  said  City,  approved  l^ovember  12,  1897,  providing 
for  the  lease  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  and  under 
Clause  9  of  said  agreement  the  said  lessee  is  required  to 
supply  gas  to  the  City  and  other  consumers  thereof  of  not 
less  than  twenty-two  candle-power  tested  as  is  provided 
in  said  agreement ; 

And  Whereas,  It  is  alleged  that  there  is  at  present  a 
serious  diminution  in  the  supply  of  oil  available  for  the 
manufacture  of  gas,  and  that  the  manufacture  of  twenty- 
two-candle-power  gas  involves  the  use  of  a  larger  anionnt 
of  oil  than  is  necessary  under  modern  practice ; 

And  Whereas,  The  United  Gas  Improvement  Com- 
pany by  a  letter  to  the  Mayor,  dated  May  19,  1920,  haa 
requested  that  there  shall  be  substituted  for  the  candle- 
power  standard  so  provided  for  in  the  9th  clause  of  the 
said  agreement  a  heat  standard,  known  as  the  British 
thermal  unit,  which  it  is  alleged  is  now  in  use  in  most  of 
the  cities  in  the  United  States,  England  and  Canada  ; 

And  Whereas,  An  Ordinance  was  passed  by  Council 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  July  19,  1920,  providing 
for  a  temporary  suspension  of  the  twenty-two-candle- 
power  standard  and  the  substitution  of  the  heat  standard 
therefor,  which  change  of  standard  the  said  Company 
desires  shall  eventually  become  permanent; 

And  Whereas,  The  present  lease  expires  by  limitation 
December  31,  1927,  when  some  new  arrangement  will 
have  to  be  made  for  the  operation  of  the  Gas  Works ; 
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And  Whereas,  It  is  desirable  that  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia should  have  the  benefit  of  a  general  survey  of 
the  gas  situation  and  the  advice  of  experts  concerning 
these  and  other  matters  involved  in  the  future  operation 
and  development  of  the  gas  works,  and  that  a  sufficient 
sum  should  be  appropriated  to  carry  this  purpose  into 
effect ;  now  therefore 

Section  1.  The  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
ordains.  That  competent  public  utility  experts,  not  ex- 
ceeding three  in  number,  be  employed  by  the  Mayor, 
and  other  persons  not  exceeding  two  in  number  to  act 
with  said  experts,  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  all  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  to  make  a 
survey  of  the  property  and  present  operation  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Gas  Works,  under  supervision  of  the  Mayor,  and 
to  make  a  report  to  Council  and  the  Mayor  prior  to  April 
1,  1921,  of  their  findings  and  recommendations,  in  the 
light  of  recent  developments  in  the  gas  industry,  to  enable 
Council  to  pass  upon  and  determine  the  question  of  per- 
manently changing  the  candle-power  standard  to  the  heat- 
unit  standard,  and,  if  such  change  be  recommended,  the 
terms  and  conditions  upon  which  it  should  be  made,  and 
to  outline  a  permanent  policy  and  plan  for  the  City  to 
pursue  in  the  future  development  and  operation  of  the 
Philadelphia  Gas  Works. 

An  accountant  and  other  assistants,  deemed  necessary 
to  aid  in  such  work,  may  also  be  employed.

a:nd  farm  lands,  and  rural  or  suburban),  a  tax  of  two  (2) 
dollars  and  fifteen  (15)  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  on 
the  assessed  value  thereof. 

iSect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1921 
as  one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the 
following  objects  for  the  said  year,  viz. : 

For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt  and  for 
the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  forty  (40)  cents. 
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For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum  of 
four  (4)  cents. 

For  health,  the  sum  of  twelve  (12)  cents. 

For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  ten  (10)  cents. 

For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of  twenty 
(20)  cents. 

For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  eleven  (11)  cents. 

For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the  sum  of 
four  (4)  cents. 

For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  (25)  cents. 

For  fire,  the  sum  of  fifteen  (15)  cents. 

For  prisons,  the  sum  of  three  (3)  cents. 

For  the  expenses  of  the  City  Commissioners,  the  sum 
of  fifteen  (15)  cents. 

For  supplies,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  (25)  cents. 

For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality,  the 
sum  of  thirty-one  (31)  cents. 

Said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes  to  cause 
to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects 
hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
marked  "agricultural  and  farm  lands"  only  one-half  of 
the  highest  rate  of  taxes  shall  be  levied,  and  on  all  such 
portions  marked  "rural  or  suburban"  only  two-thirds  of 
the  highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied;  and  no  part  set 
apart  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be 
levied  on  the  assessed  property  situate  in  wards  where 
houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided, 
as  required  by  the  Eighteenth  Section  of  the  act  of  Febru- 
ary 2,  1854.  '  ^ 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  during  January, 
February  and  March  a  discount  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall 
be  allowed;  during  the  month  of  April  a  discount  at  the 
rate  of  three-fourths  (f )  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall  be  al- 
lowed ;  during  the  month  of  May  a  discount  at  the  rato 
26 
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.of  one-lialf  (^)  oi  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall  be  allowed,  dur- 
ing the  month  of  June  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one-fourth 
(^)  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall  be  allowed.  During  July 
and  August  no  discount  shall  be  allowed  and  no  penalty 
shall  be  imposed.  If  paid  after  the  thirty-first  day  of 
August  and  on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  September, 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall  be  im- 
posed ;  if  paid  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  October 
there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  (2)  per  cent, 
imposed;  if  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  No- 
vember there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three  (3) 
per  cent,  imposed ;  if  paid  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  four 
(4)  per  cent,  imposed,  and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  un- 
paid on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  fi.ve  (5)  per  cent,  and  the  cost 
of  advertising  added  to  and  made  payable  on  the  same. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  dis- 
play from  day  to  da}^,  in  large  figures,  and  in  a  conspic- 
uous place  in  the  Tax  Office,  the  amount  of  discount  or 
penalty  fixed  by  ordinance. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  additional  compensation  for  certain  employees 
of  the  City  and  county  and  all  other  departments  paid 
by  appropriation  during  the  year  1921. 

Section  1.  The  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
ordains,  That  during  the  year  1921,  all  per  diem  employees 
and  all  other  employees  of  the  City,  county  and  other 
departments  paid  by  appropriations  from  the  City  Treas- 
ury, except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  receive  addi- 
tional compensation,  as  follows:  Twenty  per  cent,  to  all 
those  receiving  one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500)  dol- 
lars per  annum  or  less;  fifteen  per  cent,  to  all  those  re- 
ceiving from  one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500)  dollars 
up  to  and  including  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars  per 
annum,  and  ten  per  cent,  to  all  those  receiving  over  two 
thousand  (2,000)  dollars  up  to  and  including  four  thou- 
sand (4,000)  dollars  per  annum.  Provided,  That  said 
employees  shall  only  receive  said  additional  compensa- 
tion for  whatever  time  they  shall  be  in  the  service  of  the 
City,  county  or  other  department.  ■  And  provided  further. 
That  for  the  purposes  of  pension  fund  payments  by  em- 
ployees, the  above-mentioned  bonuses  may  be  considered 
as  increases  in  salary  or  wages  and  payment  be  made  into 
the  municipal  and  other  pension  funds  upon  that  basis. 

Sect.  2.  The  following  employees  by  reason  of  salary 
adjustment  heretofore  made,  are  hereby  excluded  from 
the  provisions  of  Section  1  of  this  ordinance:  captains, 
lieutenants,  street  sergeants,  house  sergeants,  captain  of 
detectives,  lieutenants  of  detectives,  detectives,  photog- 
rapher, and  patrolmen  in  the  Bureau  of  Police ;  battalion 
chiefs,  captains,  lieutenants,  firemen,  hosemen,  laddermen 
in  the  Bureau  of  Fire;  all  employees  of  the  Bureaus  of 
Highways,  Surveys  and  Water;  captain,  lieutenants,  ser- 
geants and  guards,  in  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount 
Park. 

Sect.  3.  Warrants  except  as  hereinafter  provided 
shall  be  drawn  by  the  City  Treasurer  semi-monthly  against 
Item  16  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  his  department, 
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for  the  year  1921,  in  favor  of  the  respective  heads  of  the 
departments  affected  upon  presentation  of  a  certified  list, 
approved  by  the  City  Controller,  of  the  employees  shar- 
ing in  said  additional  compensation.

Paving,  Eepaving  and  Maintenance  of  Streets;  Status 
of  Contracts. 

John  C.  Winston,  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Works, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

Deak  Sir  : — I  have  three  letters  from  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways  with  reference  to  various  contracts 
relating  to  work  in  that  bureau,  all  dated  January  6, 
1920. 

The  letter  first  received  pertains  to  two  contracts  entered 
into  by  both  the  contractors,  the  Barber  Asphalt  Company 
and  the  Union  Paving  Company,  for  $500,000  each, 
which  are  signed  by  the  Mayor,  but  not  countersigned 
by  the  City  Controller.  These  contracts  are  for  the  main- 
tenance of  asphalt  streets.  They  were  awarded  on  July 
21,  1919,  on  invitations  to  bid,  which  in  the  advertise- 
ment, were  all  of  a  general  character  as  to  time.  An 
appropriation  of  $1,000,000  to  that  bureau  for  the  pur- 
poses which  the  contracts  had  in  view  was  made  by  ordi- 
nance of  July  18,  1919,  out  of  the  Councilmanic  loan 
of  July   11th   of  that  year,   which   the   Supreme   Court 


afterwards  held  to  be  invalid  in  so  far  as  it  related  to 
those  purposes.  In  the  budget  ordinance  of  December 
15,  1919,  an  appropriation  for  use  in  1920  of  $1,000,000 
for  repairs  and  maintenance  work  was  made  and  this 
money  is  now  available. 

Before  taking  up  the  specific  inquiries  as  to  these  con- 
tracts, I  would  say  that  not  having  been  supported  by 
a  valid  appropriation  and  not  having  been  countersigned 
and  properly  charged  against  such  appropriation  by  the 
City  Controller,  they  have  failed  to  take  effect  and  have 
no  legal  existence.  I  would  also  say  that  the  time  has 
long  since  elapsed  in  which  the  contractors  could  have 
been  compelled  to  enter  into  new  contracts  on  the  footing 
of  their  bids  made  last  July. 

I  find  by  an  examination  of  the  contracts  that  the  pro- 
posals were  endorsed  "Proposal  and  specifications  for 
repairing  asphalt  pavements  for  the  year  19.19,"  and 
headed  "Proposal  and  specifications  for  maintenance  of 
asphalt  streets  subject  to  future  appropriation  and  legis- 
lation, 1919."  One  of  the  provisions  of  the  proposal, 
however,  is  that  the  contractor  shall  start  work  within 
ten  (10)  days  from  the  date  of  notice  to  begin  and  shall 
complete  the  work  within  ten  (10)  months  of  said  notice. 
It  is  evident  from  this  that  the  work  was  to  be  done  not 
only  in  1919,  but  also  in  1920,  a  fact  which  is  borne 
out  by  the  general  nature  of  the  advertisement  for  bids 
above  mentioned. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,000,000  to  the  Highway 
Bureau  for  this  purpose  is  general  in  its  character  and 
without  limitations  of  any  kind. 

The  possibility  suggests  itself  that  one  of  these  bidders 
may  decline  to  enter  into  a  new  contract  on  the  basis 
of  the  old  bids,  and  in  that  event  the  question  might 
arise  whether  a  contract  with  the  other  bidder  for  the 
entire  amount  of  $1,000,000  should  be  made.  Such  a 
course  would,  in  my  judgment,  be  unwise  and  inadvisable. 

I  think,  however,  that  in  view  of  the  circumstances 
above  recited,  if  either  contractor  is  now  willing  to  enter 
into  a  contract  on  the  terms  of  its  bid  and  within  the 
limitations  of  the  original  award  and  proposed  contract, 


a  new  contract  bearing  date  as  of  the  present  time,  which, 
of  course,  is  subsequent  to  the  appropriation  of  Decem- 
ber 15,  1919,  may  be  entered  into  with  the  contractor  so 
assenting.  I,  of  course,  assume  that  this  will  be  done 
by  you  only  if  you  feel  assured  that  the  interests  of  the 
City  will  be  served  by  taking  this  course  rather  than 
asking  for  new  bids,  becavise  of  the  probability  that  such 
new  bids  would  be  substantially  higher  than  those  already 
received.  Unless  you  feel  so  assured  it  would  be  better 
to  again  advertise  for  new  bids,  disregarding  the  imper- 
fect contracts  and  the  awards  on  which  they  were  based. 
Taking  up,  your  questions  severally : 

"1.  Can  an  award  be  made  from  the  bids  re- 
ceived on  July  15,  1919,  for  maintenance  of  asphalt 
streets,  to  be  charged  against  Item  42  of  the  1920 
budget,  i.  e.,  $1,000,000  for  repairs  and  mainte- 
nance of  asphalt  streets  ?" 

No  new  award  is  necessary.  If  new  contracts  are  to 
be  entered  into  they  may  be  made  by  virtue  of  the  awards 
already  made,  with  the  assent  both  of  the  City  and  of 
the  contractors  and  upon  the  appropriation  mentioned 
in  this  inquiry. 

"2.  Can  these  two  incompletely  executed  con- 
,  tracts,  i.  e.,  to  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company 
for  $500,000  and  to  the  Union  Paving  Company 
for  the  same  amount,  be  rewritten  in  such  a  way  as 
to  be  legal,  the  funds  to  be  taken  from  Item  42  of 
the  1920  budget  for  the  Bureau  of  Highways." 

If  the  contractors  are  now  willing  to  enter  into  new 
contracts  based  on  those  bids,  such  new  contracts  may, 
I  think,  without  valid  objection,  be  drawn  and  executed. 

"3.  In  the  event  of  a  negative  opinion  on  the 
above  two  questions,  are  we  right  in  assuming  that 
the  only  relief  is  to  withdraw  the  awards,  notifying 
the  contractors  that  the  contracts  were  not  fully 
executed,  in  that  the  Controller  had  refused  to 
countersign  them  and  write  you,  requesting  the  re- 
lease of  the  sureties,  and  proceed  to  readvertise  for 
new  bids  ?" 


If  new  contracts  on  those  awards  should  not  be  made, 
proper  notice  to  the  proposed  contractors  should  be  given, 
and  the  only  course  would  be  to  readvertise  for  new  bids 
and  proceed  in  the  usual  manner. 

In  the  next  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  the  facts 
are  in  many  respects  similar  to  those  with  reference  to 
the  two  contracts  already  considered. 

It  appears  that  the  Bureau  of  Highways  received  bids 
on  various  dates  in  August  and  September,  1919,  and 
awarded  contracts  for  repaving  some  thirty-seven  streets, 
with  the  expectation  that  the  appropriation  made  by 
Councils  on  July  18,  1919,  from  the  loan  of  July  11th, 
would  be  used  as  the  basis  for  these  contracts,  which  loan 
as  already  seen,  was  decided  to  be  invalid,  with  the  con- 
sequent fall  of  the  appropriations  based  thereon. 

By  ordinance  of  December  15,  1919,  an  appropriation 
was  made  to  the  Bureau  of  Highways  from  current 
budget  funds  for  1920  of  $1,000,000  to  Item  49,  for  re- 
paving.  As  to  this  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  asks  ''Can 
these  contracts  be  executed  by  the  City  and  charged 
against  Item  49,  repaving,  in  the  1920  budget  ?" 

Subject  to  the  qualifications  above  mentioned,  with  the 
assent  of  the  contractors,  I  think  this  can  be  done. 

In  the  third  letter  contracts  are  referred  to  which  are  in 
substantially  similar  positions  to  those  last  inquired  about. 
Again  it  appears  that  bids  were  received  in  July,  August 
and  September  for  the  paving  and  grading  of  streets,  with 
the  expectation  that  funds  would  be  obtained  from  the 
Councilmanic  loan  afterwards  held  to  be  invalid  for  the 
purposes  of  such  contracts.  Some  of  the  awards,  it  is 
stated,  were  made  subject  to  the  decision  of  the  Court 
on  the  validity  of  the  loan.  The  contracts  were  entered 
into  by  the  contractors  and  signed  by  them  and  the  Mayor, 
but  were  not  countersigned  by  the  Controller.  These 
instances  differ  from  the  last  ones  only  in  one  matter  of 
moment,  and  that  is  that  the  appropriations  to  the  Bureau 
of  Highways  under  which  it  is  now  proposed  to  execute 
new  contracts  are  from  the  loan  of  December  15,  1919, 
for  the  paving  and  grading  of  streets  and  the  improving 
of  country  roads,  and  not  from  the  annual  appropriation 


for  1920.  The  appropriations  are  more  than  ample  to 
provide  funds  for  the  contracts  in  question.  This  de- 
partment is  therefore  asked: 

"1.  What  is  the  status  of  the  contracts  that  have 
been  signed  by  the  Mayor,  but  not  countersigned  by 
the  Controller  ?' ' 

These  contracts  not  having  been  based  on  antecedent 
appropriations  and  not  having  conformed  to  the  require- 
ment of  the  Bullitt  Act,  which  was  then  in  force,  are 
without  validity  and  have  no  legal  effect, 

'"2.  Assuming  that  the  contracts  that  have  been 
signed  by  the  Mayor  can  be  legally  rewritten  and 
charged  against  available  funds,  shall  we  request  the 
execution  of  the  remaining  contracts  that  have  been 
awarded  ?" 

This  is  a  question  of  expediency  for  you  to  decide.  If 
the  contractors  are  willing  to  enter  into  these  contracts 
on  the  basis  of  the  perfected  appropriation,  this  depart- 
ment does  not  think  such  a  course  would  be  legally  ob- 
jectionable, but  whether  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  enter 
into  new  contracts  or  to  advertise  for  new  bids  is  a  matter 
which  rests  with  your  department.

Removal  of  Desks  from  Council  Chambers. 
Hon.  J,  Hampton  Moore,

Dear   Mr,    Mayor: — With   reference   to    the   Bill    in 
Equity  in  the  case  of  Doyle  1^5,  Philadelphia  et  al.,  to 
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restrain  the  removal  of  desks  and  chairs  from  the  old 
Council  Chambers,  as  to  which  you  ask  to  be  advised, 
the  supposed  authorization  for  such  removal  is  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  Select  and,  Common  Councils  passed  on  De- 
cember 23,  1919,  but  not  submitted  to  the  Mayor  for  his 
approval  or  signed  by  him. 

In  my  opinion  this  affords  no  warrant  for  the  taking 
away  of  the  desks  and  chairs.  Neither  the  Councils 
themselves  of  their  own  motion  nor  in  conjunction  with 
the  Mayor,  have  any  right  to  dispose  gratuitously  of  the 
City's  property,  either  real  or  personal,  to  third  parties 
or  to  themselves  as  individuals.  Wholly  irrespective  and 
independently  of  the  bill  of  a  taxpayer  I  think  it  en- 
tirely within  your  province  as  Mayor  to  refuse  to  per- 
mit the  removal  of  such  property,  or  to  recognize  the 
validity  of  the  resolution. 

If  legal  authority  be  necessary  to  support  this  proposi- 
tion, I  may  refer  to  the  case  of  Blankenburg  vs.  Phila- 
delphia, 20  D.  E.  531,  in  which  it  was  held  that  money 
of  the  City  could  not  be  legally  appropriated  for  the  giv- 
ing of  a  dinner  in  honor  of  Mr.  Hammerstein  on  the 
establishment  of  the  Metropolitan  Opera  House  in  this 
City,  even  by  an  ordinance  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  each  branch  and  approved  by  the  Mayor ;  and  to 
Historical  Pageant  Association  vs,  Philadelphia,  260  Pa. 
447,  in  which  the  Supreme  Court  decided  that  the  pub- 
lic money  could  not  by  a  similar  ordinance  be  validly  ap- 
propriated to  meet  a  deficit  of  the  Historical  Pageant 
Association  incurred  in  the  giving  of  an  entertainment 
of  a  more  or  less  public  character.  Many  other  cases  of 
like  import  might  be  cited.

Appointments  Under  Soldier  Preference  Act.

Dear  Sir: — ^With  reference  to  your  inquiry  regarding 
the  Act  of  June  12,  1919,  relating  to  appointments  under 
the  civil  service  in  counties,  cities  and  boroughs  and 
providing  penalties,  that  Act  purports  to  apply  to  all 
counties,  cities  and  boroughs  and  requires  the  arrange- 
ments of  all  persons  on  any  eligible  list  according  to  their 
percentage,  and  the  certification  to  the  appointing  power 
of  the  four  names  standing  highest  on  said  list,  from 
which  such  appointment  shall  be  made,  except  as  herein- 
after provided  in  the  cases  of  honorably  discharged 
soldiers,  sailors  and  marines.  Section  3  provides  that 
preference  may  be  given  to  honorably  discharged  soldiers, 
sailors  and  marines  who  served  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of 
the  United  States  during  times  of  war  and  have  passed 
the  required  civil  service  examination,  notwithstanding 
their  names  may  not  be  among  the  four  standing  highest 
upon  the  eligible  lists  and  without  regard  to  an}^  age 
limitations  provided  by  law  or  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  any  board  or  commission  having  in  charge  civil  service 
regulations  in  any  such  county,  city  or  borough. 

The  Charter  Act  of  June  25,  1919,  for  cities  of  the 
first  class  contains  in  Article  XIX  an  elaborate  system 
of  legislation  with  respect  to  the  civil  service,  and  among 
other  provisions  of  that  article  is  the  following,  in  Section 
14: 

"Honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and 
marines  who  have  served  as  such  in  the  Army,  Xavy 
or  Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States  or  in  the 
l^ational  Guard  of  this  State  shall  be  given  full  credit 
for  their  experience  gained  in  such  service,  having 
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due  regard  to  the  position  for  which  the  examina- 
tion is  held." 

and  by  the  Charter  Act  the  two  highest  on  the  eligible 
list  alone  are  certified  for  appointment. 

I  think  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  Act  with  refer- 
ence to  cities  of  the  first  class  are  at  variance  with  those 
of  the  Act  of  June  12,  1919,  already  referred  to,  and 
that  in  such  cities  the  Act  of  June  25,  1919,  governs; 
that,  therefore,  the  conflicting  provisions  of  the  earlier  act 
should  be  disregarded. 

I  may  say  further,  that  in  the  Civil  Service  Act  of 
1906  there  appeared  a  provision  exempting  honorably 
discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  and  their  widows 
and  children  from  the  provisions  of  that  Act.  This  ex- 
emption was  held  unconstitutional  in  the  case  of  Wood  vs. 
Philadelphia,  46  Superior  Court  573,  upon  grounds 
which  would  seem  to  be  equally  applicable  to  the  language 
of  the  Act  of  June  12,  1919,  providing  that  honorably 
discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  may  be  appointed 
to  municipal  positions  irrespective  of  the  fact  that  they 
have  not  the  rank  upon  the  eligible  lists  which  all  other 
appointees  are  required  to  reach.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  inquiry  of  this  date,  I 
find   that   a   number   of   statutes   have  provided   for   the 


appointment  of  deputy  coroners  in  the  various  counties 
of  the  State,  including  Philadelphia,  having  general  power 
to  act  for  coroners.  The  right  to  draw  warrants,  how- 
ever, is  neither  expressly  conferred  nor  is  it  in  terms  ex- 
cluded. 

I  do  not  think  it  unlawful  for  the  deputy  to  act  for 
you  while  you  are  out  of  the  City,  or  in  any  other  similar 
circumstances,  which  would  make  it  impossible  for  the 
Coroner  to  act  personally,  under  such  arrangement  as  may 
be  made  with  the  City  Controller  as  to  your  assumption  of 
responsibility  for  the  acts  of  the  deputy,  etc.  If  you 
will  see  that  official,  or  Mr.  Hadley,  his  deputy,  a  practi- 
cal and  satisfactory  arrangement  for  this  purpose  can 
doubtless  be  arrived  at.

Purchase  of  Supplies  Manufactured  by  Prison  Labor. 

Hon.  J.  Hampton  Moore,

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — Your  Secretary  sends  to  me  a 
letter  from  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Prison 
Labor  Commission,  asking  to  be  advised  whether  the 
County  of  Philadelphia  is  permitted  to  purchase  sup- 
plies manufactured  by  the  Prison  Labor  Commission  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania.  As  requested,  the 
communication  in  question  is  herewith  returned. 

That  Commission  was  established  by  Act  of  June  1, 
1915,  P.  L.  656.     In  Section  1  of  that  Act  aU  persons 
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sentenced  to  the  Eastern  or  Western  Penitentiaries,  or  the 
Industrial  Reformatory  at  Huntingdon  or  other  correc- 
tional institutions  thereafter  established,  who  are  physi- 
cally capable  of  such  labor,  may  be  employed  at  labor  for 
not  exceeding  eight  hours  each  day,  other  than  Sundays 
and  holidays.  The  labor  so  provided  for  shall  be  for  the 
purpose  of  the  manufacture  and  production  of  supplies 
for  said  institutions  or  for  the  Commonwealth,  or  for  any 
county  thereof,  or  for  other  specified  public  uses. 

Section  4  of  that  Act  provides  that  the  Prison  Labor 
Commission  shall  arrange  for  the  sale  of  the  materials 
produced  at  the  prisons  to  the  Commonwealth  or  to  any 
county  thereof,  or  to  any  of  the  public  institutions  owned, 
managed  and  controlled  by  the  Commonwealth. 

By  the  Act  immediately  preceding — P.  L.,  1915,  p. 
654 —  approved  the  same  date,  an  earlier  act  is  so  amended 
as  to  exempt  from  its  operation — which  limited  the  per- 
centage of  labor  to  be  employed  in  the  prisons,  work- 
houses and  reformatory  institutions  in  various  industries 
— goods  manufactured  therein  by  the  inmates  for  the  use 
of  the  county  itself. 

It  seems  clear  from  these  acts  that  the  county,  as  dis- 
tinct from  the  municipality,  is  intended  to  be  authorized 
to  purchase  supplies  manufactured  in  the  prisons  or  like 
institutions.  This  would  necessarily  follow  from  the 
legislation  requiring  that  the  sale  of  material  produced 
at  the  prisons  to  the  Commonwealth  or  to  the  county 
thereof,  shall  be  arranged  for  and  that  the  products  of 
such  labor  may  be  supplied  for  the  use  of  the  county.

Removal  of  Ashes  from  Office  Buildings. 
Joiiiv  C.  Winston,  Esq.,

Deak  Sir  : — I  herewith  return  letter  to  yon  from  D.  E. 
Dallam  in  reference  to  the  collection  of  ashes  from  office 
buildings  and  other  similar  structures. 

The  subject  is  governed  by  the  contracts  between  the 
City  and  the  various  persons  to  whom  such  contracts 
have  been  awarded  for  the  collection  of  ashes  in  the  nine 
districts  of  the  City.  The  specifications  included  in  these 
contracts  are  alike  and  the  matter  is  treated  in  para- 
graph 12'3  of  the  specifications,  which  is  in  the  follow- 
ing terms: 

"Ashes  that  are  placed  on  the  sidewalks  in  tight 
receptacles,  in  weight  with  contents,  not  exceeding 
150  pounds  each,  and  not  exceeding  400  pounds  of 
ashes  per  week  from  one  building,  must  be  removed 
at  least  once  each  week  from  all  buildings.  When 
more  than  one  building  is  heated  from  a  central 
heating  plant,  the  amount  of  ashes  to  be  removed 
shall  not  exceed  400  pounds  for  each  building  so 
heated.  If  the  plant,  however,  is  in  a  building 
constructed  and  used  for  a  heating  plant  only  400 
pounds  of  ashes  need  be  removed  by  the  contractor. 
If  ashes  are  not  placed  in  tight  receptacles  of  wood 
or  metal,  the  contractor  will  not  be  required  to  re- 
move them.  The  contents  of  receptacles  must  be 
emptied  into  wagons  or  carts  without  spilling,  and  the 
receptacles  returned  to  the  sidewalk  near  the  curb 
line,  without  injury.  JSTone  but  uniformed  helpers 
will  be  permitted  to  work  on  ash  routes  or  wagons. 
Each  ash  route  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  a 
foreman,  whose  duties  shall  be  confined  exclusively 
to  the  said  route." 
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Within  the  requirements  of  this  pai-agraph  the  con- 
tractors are  obliged  to  collect  the  ashes  without  charge. 
If  the  quantities  exceed  those  designated  or  if  the  other 
stipulations  of  this  paragraph  are  not  observed  by  those 
placing  ashes  out  for  collection  such  persons  are  not  en- 
titled to  have  the  ashes  collected  free  of  charge  and  must 
make  other  arrangements  for  that  purpose.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  13th  inst.  you  refer 
to  a  case  in  which  in  drawing  specifications  for  a  struc- 
ture of  the  City  valves  were  specified  "as  manufactured 
by  the  Eddy  Valve  Company,  Waterford,  iSTew  York,  or 
approved  equal"  together  with  other  descriptive  matter. 
In  taking  this  course  your  department  relied  upon  state- 
ments contained  in  a  printed  cafalogue  of  the  Eddy  Com- 
pany. AVhen  the  valves  came  to  be  installed  they  were 
found  to  be  leaky  and  unsatisfactory  and  not  in  con- 
formity with  the  printed  description  in  the  catalogue 
furnished  by  the  manufacturer  of  the  valves,  who  has 
made  unsuccessful  attempts  to  have  the  defects  remedied, 
but  appears  to  have  given  up  the  effort,  and  in  a  copy 
of  a  letter  from  the  manufacturing  company  to  yourself 
states  that  there  is  no  use  to  make  further  attempts  to 
furnish  this  style  of  valve  and  that  the  valves  shipped 
may  be  returned,  whereupon  a  credit  bill  for  the  amount 
received  for  the  valves  will  be  issued. 

In  these  circumstances  you  state  that  as  the  contractor 
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is  in  no  way  responsible  and  as  it  will  be  necessary  to 
redesign  part  of  this  work  and  obtain  another  type  of 
valve  at  the  cost  of  the  City,  you  desire  advice  whether 
a  claim  can  be  made  and  collected  from  the  valve  Manu- 
facturing company  for  the  additional  expense  to  which 
the  City  will  be  put  by  reason  of  the  valves  not  fulfilling 
the  claim  made  for  them  in  the  catalogue. 

The  valve  manufacturer,  I  assume,  was  not  a  party  to 
any  contract  with  the  City  but  was  a  sub-contractor  with 
the  person  or  corporation  with  which  the  City  made  its 
contract.  If  this  be  so,  there  is  no  privity  of  relation- 
ship between  the  City  and  the  valve  company,  and  any 
rights  which  the  City  may  have  in  the  premises  would 
have  to  be  worked  out  as  against  its  own  immediate  con- 
tractor, leaving  him  to  his  remedies  against  the  sub-con- 
tractor. What  the  rights  of  the  City  as  between  itself 
and  the  contractor  may  be,  would  depend  upon  the  terms 
of  the  contract  and  specifications.  It  is  quite  possible,  as 
you  state,  that  the  City  cannot  hold  him  responsible,  since 
the  valves  called  for  by  the  specifications  were  furnished. 
Whether  this  is  so  or  not,  as  already  stated,  can  be  deter- 
mined only  by  an  inspection  of  the  contract  to  which  I 
w^ould  be  glad  to  be  referred  if  the  subject  is  to  be  pursued 
further.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  letter  of  yesterday  you  ask  for  an 
opinion,  whether  the  appointing  power  in  each  of  the  de- 
partments is  entitled  to  two  or  three  exempt  positions. 
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The  uncertainty  on  this  head  arises  out  of  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  3,  Article  XIX  of  the  Act  of  June  25, 
1919,  which  provide:  that  the  assistant  director  of  each  de- 
partment is  placed  in  the  unclassified  service,  and  the 
provisions  of  Section  8  of  the  same  Article,  which  pro- 
vide :  "that  the  exempt  class  shall  include  the  chief  assist- 
ant to  the  head  of  each  of  the  departments  of  government 
(except  the  Civil  Service  Commission),  one  secretary  or 
clerk  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  one  secretary  or  clerk 
appointed  by  each  head  of  each  department  of  the  City 
Government." 

The  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion is  stated  by  you  to  be  whether  the  chief  assistant  to 
the  head  of  each  department  mentioned  in  Section  8  is 
to  be  regarded  as  the  assistant  director  mentioned  in 
Section  3,  or  whether  these  two  are  separate  positions. 

The  scheme  of  division  of  the  civil  service  of  the  City 
as  formulated  in  Section  19  of  the  Act  provides  for  a  pri- 
mary division  into  the  unclassified  service  and  the  classi- 
fied service.  Among  those  in  the  unclassified  service  is 
the  assistant  director  of  each  department  of  the  City  Gov- 
ernment. The  classified  service  is  then  subdivided 
(Section  Y)  into  three  classes,  designated  as  the  com- 
petitive class,  the  exempt  class  and  the  labor  class,  and 
in  the  exempt  class  is  included  the  chief  assistant  to  the 
head  of  each  of  the  departments  of  government  except 
the  Civil  Service  Commission.  It  cannot  be  assumed  that 
the  same  official  is  at  once  in  the  classified  and  in  the  un- 
classified branch  of  the  City  service,  and  it  would  follow 
.that  the  chief  assistant  to  the  head  of  each  department, 
being  in  the  exempt  subdivision  of  the  classified  service, 
is  not  the  same  official  as  the  assistant  director  of  each 
department  of  the  City  Government,  who  is  specifically 
mentioned  as  belonging  to  the  unclassified  service. 

I  would,  therefore,  advise  you  that  the  chief  assistant 
of  Section  8  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  the  assistant  di- 
rector of  Section  3,  and  that  the  latter  is  not  to  be  re- 
quired to  take  an  examination  or  to  be  otherwise  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  act  applicable  only  to  employees 
or  officials  in  the  classified  service,  and  that  in  addition 
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each  head  of  a  department  is  entitled  to  a  chief  assistant 
and  a  secretary  or  clerk  who  are  in  the  exempt  class  of 
the  classified  service  of  the  City.

Poivers  of  Purchasing  Agent  as  to  Appointment  of  an 
Assistant.

Dear  Sir: — In  reference  to  your  inquiry  of  the  13th 
inst.  whether  the  Purchasing  Agent  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia is  the  head  of  a  department  and  has  the  same 
rights  and  powers  in  regard  to  the  appointment  of  an 
assistant  as  the  heads  of  the  other  departments,  I  would 
say  that  the  departments  of  the  City  Government  are  enu- 
merated in  Section  1  of  Article  III  of  the  Charter  Act, 
and  this  enumeration  does  not  include  the  Purchasing 
Agent.  That  official  is  provided  for  by  Section  7  of 
Article  II,  which  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Maj^or  to 
appoint  a  Purchasing  Agent  who  is  to  ''have  and  exercise 
the  powers,  functions  and  duties  heretofore  had  and  ex- 
ercised by  the  Director  of  Supplies  in  such  City.  He 
shall  appoint  such  employees  as  may  be  provided  for  by 
ordinance." 

The  powers  and  duties  thus  referred  to  are,  I  think, 
those  concerned  with  the  purchase  of  supplies  for  the 
City  which  were  formerly  vested  in  the  Department  of 
Supplies,  and  not  those  relating  to  the  appointment  of 
assistants,  which  latter  function  is  provided  for  by  the 
words  already  quoted.     But  this  does  not  make  the  Pur- 
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chasing  Agent  the  head  of  a  department,  and  when  Article 
XIX,  Section  3  of  the  Act  places  in  the  unclassified 
service  the  assistant  director  of  each  department,  and 
enumerates  the  Purchasing  Agent  himself  as  in  the  un- 
classified service,  making  no  mention  of  an  Assistant 
Purchasing  Agent,  it  seems  clear  that  it  was  intended 
to  differentiate  the  Purchasing  Agent  from  the  heads 
of  departments  as  to  his  assistant,  and  consequently,  that 
the  Assistant  Purchasing  Agent,  when  provided  for  by 
ordinance,  is  not  placed  in  the  unclassified  service  as  the 
statutory  assistant  directors  of  the  various  departments 
of  the  City  Government  are  so  placed  by  the  terms  used 
in  the  Act.

Additional  Compensation  to  City  Employees  for  1920.

Dear  Sir: — ^The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  makes 
inquiries  through  you,  with  reference  to  the  interpreta- 
tion of  the  ordinance  providing  additional  compensa- 
tion for  certain  employees  during  the  year  19'20. 

The  ordinance  referred  to  provides  that  all  per  diem 
employees  and  all  other  employees  of  the  City  paid  by 
appropriations  from  the  City  Treasury  except  as  therein 
provided,  shall  receive  additional  compensation  for  the 
year  1920,  as  follows:  twenty  per  cent,  to  all  those  receiv- 
ing $1,500  per  annum  or  less;  fifteen  per  cent,  to  all 
those  receiving  $1,500,  up  to  and  including  $2,000  per 
annum,    and   ten   per   cent,    to    all    those   receiving  over 
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$2,000  up  to  and  including  $4,000  per  annum,  provided 
that  said  employees  shall  only  receive  said  additional 
compensation  for  whatever  time  they  shall  be  in  the  serv- 
ice of  the  City,  county  or  other  department. 

The  difficulty  suggested  by  the  inquiry  arises  from  the 
fact  that  some  of  the  per  diem  men  would  be  within  the 
class  receiving  a  bonus  of  twenty  per  cent,  of  their  wages 
at  the  regular  rates  at  which  they  are  paid  and  not  in- 
cluding pay  for  overtime  which  overtime  pay,  however, 
for  work  beyond  the  customary  hours  or  on  Sundays  or 
holidays,  may  bring  the  total  pa;yTiients  to  such  employees 
to  an  amount  which  would  only  entitle  them  to  the  fifteen 
per  cent,  additional  compensation.  This  department  is 
thereupon  asked: 

"1.  Shall  the  additional  compensation  to  be  paid 

per   diem   employees  be   based   on   the   total   money 

earned  by  said  employees?" 
The  lansuaere  of  the  ordinance  makes  the  basis  of  the 
computation  the  amount  which  the  various  City  employees 
"shall  receive."  This  would  include  the  moneys  received 
by  them  whether  at  the  regular  wage  rate  or  for  over- 
time or  otherwise,  and  I  think  this  requires  that  the 
question  above  quoted  shall  be  answered  affirmatively. 
The  second  question  asked  is : 

"2.  Shall  per  diem  employees  be  graded  for  the 
purpose  of  placing  them  in  the  twenty  per  cent,  or 
fifteen   per   cent,    grade   according   to    the   probable 
total  yearly  compensation  at  the  daily  rate  fixed  ?" 
As  it  is  impossible  to  forsee  how  much  overtime  wages 
will  be  earned  in  the  case  of  each  employee  a  practical 
solution  of  the -difficulty  would  be  to  make  the  additional 
compensation  payments  on  the  basis  of  the  regular  wages. 
This    arrangement   to  be    subject    to    future   adjustment 
should  in  any  instance  the  actual  total  payments  be  such 
'as  to  place  the  employee  in  a  different  class.

Deak  Sik  :— The  'Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  writes 
this  department  under  date  of  January  19th,  with  refer- 
ence to  Contract  I^o.  112,  made  in  connection  with  the 
abolition  of  grade  crossings  along  the  Richmond  Branch 
of  the  Philadelphia  &.  Beading  Bailway,  between  Somer- 
set and  Bichmond  streets. 

It  appears  that  this  contract  was  awarded  December 
20,  1910,  the  work  was  commenced  Bebruary  23,  1911, 
and  completed  December  17,  1914,  the  stipulated  time 
for  completion  being  eighteen  months.  That  the  limit 
of  the  contract  which  was  charged  against  Item  40-Loan 
is  $315,000;  that  there  has  been  paid  on  estimates  $265,- 
726.27  and  there  is  due  for  work  done  $636.25,  making 
a  total  expenditure  of"  $266,362.52,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$48,637.48. 

It  is  also  stated  that  a  final  estimate  was  drawn  which 
the  contractor  refused  to  accept,  as  he  made  a  claim  and 
entered  suit  for  additional  compensation,  which  claim 
amounts  to  $9,876.66  and  which  suit  was  begun  Decem- 
ber, 1918,  and  is  still  pending.  Thereupon  Mr.  Webster 
asks  whether  the  Controller  can  recredit  $33,367.48  of 
the  amount  of  the  Loan  Item  40,  as  he  believes  the 
$15,000  that  would  still  remain  charged  against  the  item 
will  be  ample  to  pay  the  claim  of  the  contractor,  with 
interest,  if  it  is  decided  against  the  City,  and  that,  there- 
fore, the  said  sum  of  $33,637.48  will  not  be  required  in 
any  contingency  for  the  purposes  of  the  contract. 

If  the  work  has  been  entirely  completed,  leaving  a 
balance  of  that  amount  after  full  payment  and  an  adequate 
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allowance  for  the  contested  claim,  I  think  the  sum  named 
may  be  recredited  as  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  suggests.

Legality  of  Notarial  Fee  by  Clerk  in  Puhlic  Office.

My  Dear  Mr,  Mayor: — Your  Secretary  inquires  as 
to  the  right  of  the  Clerk  in  the  License  Bureau  of  your 
department,  under  Section  3,  Article  IV  of  the  Charter, 
to  charge  and  retain  a  notary  public's  fee  of  fifty  (50) 
cents  for  each  affidavit  required  in  the  application  for 
and  issuing  of  licenses. 

You  will  note  that  the  section  in  question  expressly 
excepts  notaries,  commissioners  of  deeds,  etc.,  from  the 
double-office  holding  therein  prohibited.  In  taking  these 
affidavits  the  clerk  does  not  act  as  a  clerk  but  simply  as 
a  notary  public,  and  I  do  not  think  the  usual  notary's 
fee  is  forbidden  to  be  charged  or  that  such  fee  is  required 
to  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury.  I  believe  it  lawful 
and  proper  that  these  fees  should  be  retained  by  the 
clerk  who  acts  as  a  notary  in  such  matters,  or  by  any 
other  notary  who  takes  the  affidavits.

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  in 
a  communication  of  the  16th  inst.  refers  to  proposals  for 
the  construction  of  branch  sewers  received  in  August  and 
October  of  last  year  with  the  expectation  that  the  con- 
tracts resulting  therefrom  could  be  charged  against  the 
appropriation  made  by  Councils  from  the  Loan  of  July 
11,  1919,  which  purpose  was  interfered  with  by  the  de- 
cision of  the  Supreme  Court  invalidating  the  loan.  Other 
awards  were  made  on  various  dates  in  December  and  the 
contractors  notified  to  execute  contracts,  some  of  which 
were  signed  by  the  contractors  and  forwarded  to  the 
Bureau  of  Surveys  to  be  charged  off,  but  under  instruc- 
tions from  the  City  Solicitor  were  held  at  that  point. 
It  is  also  stated  that  other  contractors  were  not  permitted 
to  execute  the  contracts  which  had  been  prepared. 

It  is  further  stated  that  the  contracts  already  signed 
are  dated  after  the  ordinance  of  December  15,  1919  (i.  e., 
the  ordinance  for  the  new  loan  to  take  the  place  of  that 
invalidated  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court)  ;  that 
they  have  not  been  presented  for  any  further  signature 
and  the  remaining  contracts  awaiting  signature  must  be 
dated  during  the  present  year.  The  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau quotes  from  an  opinion  of  this  department  as  fol- 
lows : 

"If  the  contractors  are  willing  to  enter  into  these 
contracts  on  the  basis  of  a  perfected  appropriation, 
this  department  does  not  think  such  a  course  would 
be  legally  objectionable,  but  whether  it  is  deemed 
advisable  to  advertise  for  new  bids  is  a  matter  which 
rests  with  your  department." 
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He  requests  an  opinion  upon  the  advisability  of  releas- 
ing all  contracts  held  in  his  office  for  full  execution  and 
presenting  the  contracts  held  in  the  office  of  the  City 
Solicitor  for  the  signature  of  the  contractor  and  full  ex- 
ecution ''in  order  that  drainage  work  urgently  required 
may  be  proceeded  with  without  further  delay,  which 
would  be  caused  by  a  readvertisement." 

The  question  of  expediency  is,  as  stated  in  the  quota- 
tion from  the  former  opinion  of  this  department,  one  to 
be  determined  by  yourself  and  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys.  There  is  no  reason  to  differentiate  these  con- 
tracts from  those  which  were  the  subject  of  the  opinion, 
on  the  question  of  law  involved.  If,  therefore,  it  be  deemed 
advantageous  to  the  City  to  follow  the  course  suggested 
with  reference  to  these  contracts,  either  to  avoid  delay 
or  because  of  an  increased  cost  resulting  from  a  readver- 
tisement, then  it  would  be  advisable  to  release  the  con- 
tracts held  in  the  iSurvey  Bureau  and  present  those  held 
in  this  office  for  the  signatures  of  the  contractors  and  full 
execution.

Submission  of  City  Contracts  to  the  Mayor. 

PIoN.  J.  Hampton  Moore, 

Mayor  of  Philadelphia, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — With  reference  to  your  in- 
quiry whether  under  the  law  contracts  may  be  made  by  any 
department  of  the  City  Government  or  county  officers,  or 
by  the  Council  or  any  other  official  or  person  without 
being  submitted  to  the  Mayor,   I  would  say  that   in  so 
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far  as  the  City  contracts  are  concerned  as  distinguished 
from  those  relating  to  county  offices,  the  subject  is  pro- 
vided for  by  Section  1,  of  Article  XX  of  the  Charter  Act 
of  1919,  which  is  in  the  same  language  as  was  the  Bullitt 
Act  on  this  subject.     That  section  provides  in  part: 

''All  contracts  relating  to  the  affairs  of  such  City 
shall  be  in  writing,  signed  and  executed  in  the  name 
of  the  City  after  due  notice  by  the  officer  authorized 
to  make  the  same,  and  in  cases  not  otherwise  di- 
rected by  law  or  ordinance  such  contracts  shall  be 
made  and  entered  into  by  the  Mayor.  Xo  contract 
shall  be  entered  into  or  executed  directly  by  the 
City  Council  or  by  a  committee  thereof,  but  some 
officer  of  the  executive  branch  of  the  government  of 
such  City  shall  be  designated  by  ordinance  to  enter 
into  and  execute  the  same." 

From  this  it  is  seen  that  contracts  relating  to  City 
affairs  are  to  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  unless  Council  by 
ordinance  designates  some  other  executive  official  for  that 
purpose  or  unless  some  law  provides  otherwise.  I  know 
of  no  such  law,  but  there  have  been  instances  in  the  past 
in  which  Councils  have  directed  a  contract  to  be  signed 
by  some  other  official. 

With  reference  to  county  officials  the  same  obligation 
does  not  exist.  As  a  matter  of  practice  many  of  the 
county  offices  have  their  contracts  drawn  by  this  depart- 
ment, and  in  all  such  cases  they  are  so  prepared  as  to  re- 
quire the  signature  of  the  Mayor.  The  county  officers 
following  this  course  are  the  City  Controller,  Prothono- 
tary,  Register  of  Wills,  the  City  Commissioners,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  and  the  Recorder 
of  Deeds;  on  the  other  hand,  the  Coroner,  District  Attor- 
ney, the  Sheriff  and  the  City  Treasurer  do  not  send  their 
contracts  to  this  department  for  preparation,  and  in  those 
cases  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  does  not  appear  upon 
their  contracts.  Indeed,  I  am  informed  that  in  many 
instances  those  officials  do  not  enter  into  formal  written 
contracts  at  all,  but  purchase  their  supplies,  etc.,  without 
a,  written   agreement,   simply   drawing  warrants   against 
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the  appropriations  made  them  by  Councils  in  satisfaction 
of  such  purchases.  The  Commissioners  of  Fairmount 
Park  prepare  their  own  contracts  and  do  not  send  them 
to  the  Mayor  for  signature.

Deak  Sir  : — The  Mayor  has  transmitted  to  this  Depart- 
ment a  letter  from  Mr.  William  J.  Roney,  Manager  of  the 
State  Working-men's  Insurance  Fund,  a  copy  of  which  I 
send  you.  He  asks  that  I  make  suggestions  with  refer- 
ence to  this  matter.  In  order  to  do  so  intelligently  I  would 
be  glad  to  learn  how  much  it  cost  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
during  the  year  1919  for  this  purpose — that  is,  the  pay- 
ment of  compensation  claims  with  regard  to  injuries  to 
employees  of  the  City,  etc.  Also,  how  much  has  been  ex- 
pended, and  how  much  remains  of  the  sum  of  $250,000 
borrowed  under  the  ordinance  of  June  29,  1906,  for  the 
payment  of  claims  under  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act,  and  any  other  facts  which  will  enable  me  to  deal  with 
the  Mayor's  request. 

I  understand  that  no  annual  appropriation  has  been 
made  for  the  payment  of  Workmen's  Compensation  claims 
during  the  year,  the  only  appropriation  which  relates  at 
all  to  this  subject  being  that  of  $8j000  to  this  Department, 
to  Item  a-5  for  the  compensation  of  solicitors,  clerks,  medi- 
cal examiners,  expert  stenographers,  etc.  (Workmen's 
Compensation. )     Is  this  correct  ? 
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My  general  thoiiglit  at  present  on  the  subject  is  tliat  it 
will  be  advisable  for  the  Mayor  to  learn  from  Mr.  Roney 
what  the  financial  outlay  of  the  City  would  be  should  the 
workmen's  liability  risk  be  insured  with  the  State  Work- 
men's Insurance  Fund,  and  that  this  sum  should  be  com- 
pared with  the  cost  to  which  the  City  will  be  put  during 
the  current  year  on  this  head,  the  purpose  being  to  make  a 
recommendation  to  Council  such  as  may  be  justified  by  the 
comparison.  In  order  to  follow  this  course,  however,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  know  what  funds  are  available  to 
carry  the  City  through  the  year  1920  for  its  Workmen's 
Compensation  liability. 

I  will  be  greatly  indebted  to  you  for  any  information 
which  will  facilitate  the  answering  of  the  Mayor's  inquiry 
in  such  manner  as  to  lay  before  him  the  facts  which  should 
be  considered  in  the  matter.

Billiard  Licenses. 
J.  T.  CoKTELYOu,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  your  inquiries  on  the 
subject  of  money  paid  upon  application  for  billiard  licenses 
($10  with  each  application)  the  Act  provides  that  this  sum 
is  "for  expenses  connected  therewith  as  provided  for  in 
this  Act."  Such  expenses  include  the  cost  of  publication 
in  three  daily  newspapers  once  a  week,  presumably  during 
the  interval  between  the  filing  thereof  and  the  granting  or 
refusal  of  the  application  of  notice  containing  the  various 
matters  set  forth  in  the  Act. 
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I  think  the  entire  scope  of  the  statute  shows  that  the 
sum  of  $10  thus  paid  is  to  be  set  apart  to  meet  the  expenses 
of  the  application  and  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  money  of 
the  City  except  as  to  any  surplus  which  may  remain  un- 
expended. 

The  provisions  of  the  Charter  Act  of  1919,  requiring 
that  officers,  etc.,  receiving  money  for  the  City  and  pay- 
able to  the  City  Treasurer  shall  give  bond  and  shall  be 
re(]uired  to  make  return  to  the  City  Controller  of  each  item 
of  the  monies  received  by  him,  and  to  pay  the  amount  in 
his  hands  to  the  City  Treasurer ;  and  the  requirement  of 
Article  XI,  Section  6,  that  all  monies  of  the  City  received 
by  any  officer  or  agent  thereof  shall  be  paid  daily  to  the 
iCity  Treasurer,  are  substantially  re-enactments  of  similar 
provisions  of  the  Bullitt  Act. 

Under  that  Act,  and  since  the  Billiard  Table  Act  of 
1911,  it  has  been  the  practice  to  segregate  this  money  for 
the  payment  of  newspaper  and  other  expenses  connected 
with  the  application,  and  I  am  of  opinion,  as  my  predeces- 
sors were,  that  the  law  does  not  forbid  this  course,  in  view 
of  the  dedication  of  the  money  to  the  payment  of  expenses 
as  provided  in  the  Act. 

You  further  state  that  a  similar  condition  arises  with 
regard  to  the  ordinance  placing  Turkish  bath  establish- 
ments under  the  jurisdiction  of  your  department,  which 
also  calls  for  the  payment  of  a  petition  fee  of  $10  with 
each  application. 

You  will  notice  that  under  this  ordinance  the  payment  is 
not  to  be  made  to  the  Director  of  Public  Safety,  but  di- 
rectly into  the  City  Treasury — the  certificate  of  the  City 
Treasurer  showing  the  payment  to  accompany  the  appli- 
cation. Moreover,  I  do  not  find  any  provision  in  the  ordi- 
nance for  public  notice  by  advertisement.  I  do  not  know 
what  regulations  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  may 
have  established  upon  this  subject  with  reference  to  news- 
paper publication,  but  as  already  stated,  no  such  require- 
ment appears  in  the  ordinance. 

However  this  may  be,  the  fact  that  the  money  is  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury  and  not  to  the  Department  of  Pub- 
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lie  Safety  is  decisive.  Should  the  carrying  out  of  the  pro- 
visions^ of  this  ordinance  entail  any  special  expenses  upon 
your  department  other  than  those  of  ordinary  routine,  the 
matter  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Council, 
so  that  an  appropriation  to  cover  such  expenditures  may  be 
made.

Exempt  Positions  Under  Civil  Service. 

'Civil  Service  Commission, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — ^Commissioner  Van  Dusen,  under  date 
of  the  27th  instant,  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  under 
the  Act  of  June  25,  1919  (Article  XIX),  certain  posi- 
tions exist  "which  would  seem  not  to  come  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Civil  'Service  Commission."  He  instances 
those  mentioned  as  being  in  the  unclassified  service  in  Sec- 
tion 3  and  those  positions  which  are  made  exempt  by  Sec- 
tion 8t  As  to  these,  he  suggests  that  the  Commission 
would  have  no  jurisdiction  and  asks  an  opinion  on  that 
subject,  especially  with  reference  to  the  Commission's  as- 
sumption that  the  positions  above  referred  to  are  not  in 
any  way  within  its  control  and  it  could  therefore  not  pro- 
vide a  residential  qualification,  etc.,  as  to  positions  in  these 
classes. 

The  1st  Section  of  Article  XIX  provides  that  all  ap- 
pointments, transfers,  reinstatements,  promotions,  re- 
ductions, suspensions,  removals  and  dismissals  in  the  Civil 
Service  of  the  City  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  Article  XIX  and  the  rules  prescribed  thereunder 
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— the  Civil  Service  of  the  City  being  defined  in  Section  2 
as  including  all  offices,  positions  and  employments  in  or 
under  such  City  or  any  departments,  boards,  or  commis- 
sions thereof. 

Standing  alone  these  sections  would  seem  to  extend  the 
field  of  operation  of  the  rules  of  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion to  the  entire  Civil  Service  of  the  City  as  so  defined, 
but  subsequent  sections  of  the  article  tend  to  modify  this 
conclusion. 

In  the  3rd  Section  the  Civil  Service  is  divided  into  the 
unclassified  and  the  classified  service — the  positions  com- 
prised in  the  unclassified  service  being  enumerated,  and 
all  others  brought  within  the  classified  sel'vice. 

In  Section  7  the  classified  service  is  sub-divided  into  the 
competitive  class,  the  exempt  class  and  the  labor  class — ■ 
to  be  arranged  as  to  these  classes  by  the  Commission,  with 
power  of  re-classification.  The  exempt  class  differs  from 
the  competitive  class  in  that  examinations,  competitive  or 
otherwise,  are  dispensed  with  for  the  filling  of  positions 
in  the  former  class. 

In  Section  13  it  is  provided  that  tlie  Commission  shall 
adopt,  amend  and  enforce  rules  ''for  the  classified  service 
which  shall  have  all  the  force  and  effect  of  law."  This  is 
followed  by  an  enumeration  of  eight  subject-matters  for 
which  the  rules  shall  provide,  and  for  others  for  which  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Commission  they  may  also  provide. 

It  will  be  noted  that  in  Section  13  the  rules  were  author- 
ized to  be  adopted  and  enforced  with  regard  to  the  classi- 
fied service,  which  fvould  seem  to  include  all  the  sub-classes 
thereunder  and  to  exclude  the  unclassified  service,  being 
in  this  respect  narrower  than  the  provision  regarding  "the 
Civil  Service  of  such  city  as  made  in  Section  1." 

In  various  other  sections  of  the  article  the  inference 
that  the  rules  of  the  Commission  are  to  extend  to  the  entire 
classified,  but  not  to  the  unclassified,  service,  is  strength- 
ened. Thus  Section  16  forbids  political  or  religious  tests 
as  to  the  classified  service. 

Section  17  authorizes  the  classification  and  grading  by 
the  Commission  of  all  positions  in  the  classified  service. 
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iSection  IS  fixes  the  method  for  the  removal,  discharge  or 
reduction  in  pay  or  position  of  the  officers,  clerks  or  em- 
ployees in  the  classified  service. 

I  think  the  entire  framework  and  scope  of  the  Act  makes 
it  clear  that  the  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the  Civil  Ser- 
vice Commission,  in  the  formulation  and  enforcement  of 
rules,  extend  throughout  the  classified  service,  but  no  such 
broad  power  of  control  and  administration  by  rule  of  the 
■Commission  extends  to  the  unclassified  service. 

I  should,  therefore,  regard  the  assumption  of  the  Com- 
mission as  correct  insofar  as  relates  to  its  lack  of  juris- 
diction, by  rule  or  regulation,  over  the  unclassified  branch 
of  the  City  service,  but  not  correct  with  reference  to  the 
exempt  branch  of  the  classified  service.  Regarding  the 
latter,  the  Act  itself  makes  the  distinction  by  exempting 
those  embraced  in  that  snb-class  or  branch  from  the  neces- 
sity of  taking  examinations,  but  in  other  respects  the  rules 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  would  apply  to  the  mem- 
bers thereof  as  they  would  to  the  other  branches  of  the 
classified  service.  •  •

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — I  am  returning  to  you  newspaper 
clipping  and  warrant  to  the  order  of  the  Philadelphia  Jew- 
ish Morning  Jourval  for  $312.50  ;  also  newspaper  clipping 
and  warrant  to  the  order  of  The  Day  for  $801.50.     These 
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warrants  are  drawn  for  the  purpose  of  paying  advertise- 
ments of  ordinances  appearing  in  these  papers. 

The  Act  of  July  19,  1917,  provides  that  if  advertise- 
ments are  made  in  foreign-language  papers,  that  such 
papers  are  to  be  printed  in  and  of  general  circulation  in 
such  county  or  city,  etc,  etc. 

I  think,  as  a  practical  matter,  that  these  warrants 
should  be  paid — first  taking  from  the  newspaper  pro- 
prietors a  bond  indemnifying  you  from  loss  in  the  event 
of  proceedings  on  the  part  of  any  taxpayer. 

I  would  hesitate  to  have  any  further  advertisements 
appear  in  papers  not  complying  with  the  Act. 

If  Mr,  Shuster  will  send  the  representatives  of  these 
papers  to  me,  I  will  prepare  a  bond.

Contract  for  Erecting  Boiler — Appropriation. 

Hon.  J.  Hampton  Moore^ 

Mayor  of  Philadelphia, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia: 

My  Dear  Sir: — There  has  been  prepared  in  this  office 
a  contract  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  William 
M.  Anderson  for  erecting  boilers  at  Blockley,  which  has 
been  sent  to  you  for  signature. 

This  contract  is  based  upon  an  appropriation  made  last 
December  out  of  the  $12,460,000  loan,  which  appropria- 
tion Avas  made  to  the  then  "Department  of  Public  Health 
and  Charities,  Bureau    of    Charities,"    the    functions    of 
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which  now,  under  the  Charter  Act,  devolve  upon  the  '^De- 
partment of  Public  Health,  Bureau  of  Hospitals." 

At  the  time  this  appropriation  was  made,  the  ''Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  and  Charities"  lawfully  existed 
and  was  the  body  to  which  this  particular  work  was  con- 
fided by  law,  and  the  appropriation  was  therefore  correctly 
so  made. 

Immediately  upon  the  signing  of  the  appropriating 
ordinance  by  the  Mayor  the  contract  in  question  could 
have  been  let  by  that  department.  It  was  not  so  let,  and 
on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1920,  by  operation  of  the 
Charter  Act,  the  powers  and  duties  involved  as  above 
stated  vested  in  the  "Department  of  Public  Health"  which 
now  proposes  to  have  the  work  performed. 

The  question  is:  Must  a  new  appropriating  ordinance 
be  passed  specifically  appropriating  this  amount  to  the 
"Department  of  Public  Health  ?" 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  no  such  ordinance  need  be 
passed.  The  new  department  will  undertake  the  com- 
pletion of  contracts  over  which  it  has  control  mad^  by  the 
now  defunct  "Department  of  Public  Health  and  Chari- 
ties," and  will  draw  the  necessary  warrants  out  of  appro- 
priations previously  made  to  the  latter.  Any  stoppage  or 
interference  with  the  ordinary  business  of  the  City  is  not 
to  be  presumed.  The  policy  of  the  Charter  Act  would 
•  clearly  be  misrepresented  by  such  a  constructioh. 

Therefore,  this  appropriation  as  a  matter  of  law  should 
be  held  to  have  been  made  to  the  existing  department  exer- 
cising the  functions  of  the  recent  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities,  and  I,  therefore,  advise  you  that  in 
my  opinion  no  new  ordinance  is  necessary.

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — I  am  returning  to  you  here- 
with bonds  which  had  been  sent  to  you  for  your  signature, 
covering  the  opening  of  TWenty-seventh  street,  Sixty-sixth 
street,  Tulip  street,  Hortter  street.  Sixty-sixth  avenue, 
Margie  street  and  York  street,  between  streets  indicated 
in  the  respective  bonds. 

I  am  also  sending  to  you  copies  of  communications  from 
Mr.  Chester  E.  Albright,  Chief  Engineer  in  the  Survey 
Bureau ;  and  further  advise  you  that  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  under  date  of  January  22,  1920,  indicated 
that  the  opening  of  the  streets  in  question  is  for  the  gen- 
eral public  benefit,  which  means  that  it  is  not  desirable 
to  seek  the  repeal  of  the  ordinances. 

The  final  approximate  cost  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  in  the  opening  of  these  streets  amounts  to  $26,000. 
Of  course  the  owners  of  properties  will  undoubtedly  ask 
more  than  this  sum  and  we  have  no  means  of  knowing  how 
much  less  may  be  awarded  or  how  much  more  than  the 
$26,000  fixed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  be 
awarded  by  the  Board  of  Viewers. 

Some  better  estimate  of  the  damages  to  property  might 
be  gotten  if  one  of  the  City  real  estate  experts  was  assigned 
to  an  investigation  of  the  property  and  a  valuation  placed 
by  him,  after  that  physical  examination.  However,  if  it 
is  necessary  to  open  these  streets,  the  question  of  the 
amount  of  damages  might  not  interfere  with  your  execu- 
tion of  the  bonds. 

You  ^yill  observe  from  the  enclosures  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  has  not  recommended  the  opening 
of  the  following  streets:     Seventy-second  street,  Seventy- 
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third  street,  Seventj-fifth  avenue  Xorth,  Oedar  Park  ave- 
nue and  Twenty-tliird  street.  If  these  ordinances  have 
been  passed  and  signed  bj  former  Mayor  Smith  and  it  is 
jour  desire  to  repeal  them,  if  you  will  advise  me,  ,we  will 
prepare  the  ordinances  and  have  them  introduced. 

Will  you  be  good  enough  to  return  the  correspondence 
at  your  convenience  ?

Dear  Sir: — Your  Chief  Clerk  sends  a  letter  from 
Albert  B.  Wager,  Jr.,  which  is  returned  in  accordance 
with  his  request.  We  are  asked  for  a  legal  opinion 
whether  it  would  be  legal  for  Mr.  Wager  to  waive  his 
rights  against  the  City  of  Philadelphia  under  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act  in  case  he  should  be  employed. 

It  appears  that  he  took  a  physical  examination  which 
resulted  in  the  discovery  of  some  weakness  of  the  heart. 
The  examiner  did  not  regard  this  as  sufficient  to  interfere 
with  his  duties  but  thought  that  his  employment  would 
place  the  City  under  an  undue  risk  by  reason  of  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  and  refused  to  certify  him 
for  further  examination.  Thereupon,  Mr.  Wager  offered 
to  waive  any  claim  he  might  have  under  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act,  and  the  inquiry  is  whether  it  would 
be  legal  for  him  to  do  this. 

Under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  of  June  2, 
1915,  private  employers  and  private  employees  may  give 
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notice  that  they  will  not  be  bound  by  the  provisions  of 
Article  III  of  that  Act  at  the  time  of  the  contract  of  em- 
ployment, and  thereupon  in  compliance  with  the  for- 
malities required  by  the  Act  and  the  rules  of  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Bureau  the  contract  of  service  be- 
tween them  will  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  that 
article,  but  the  relations  of  the  employer  and  employee 
will  be  as  at  common  law,  excepting  that  many  of  the  old 
common  law  defenses  are  abolished  by  the  terms  of  the 
Act,  such  as  the  defense  of  contributory  negligence,  the 
assumption  of  risk  and  the  doctrine  of  injury  by  act  of 
a  fellow  servant,  etc.  The  State  and  its  political  sub- 
divisions, however,  are  not  permitted  to  escape  the  re- 
quirements of  Article  III  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act,  but  nothing  appears  therein  to  prevent  the  employees 
of  a  City  or  other  sub-division  of  the  State  from  giving 
the  necessary  notice  and  thus  bringing  themselves  within 
the  common  law  relationship  modified  as  above  stated. 

Under  the  Act  and  the  rules  of  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Bureau  the  notice  must  be  given  at  the  time 
of  the  contract  of  employment,  and  proof  of  service  thereof 
must  be  sent  to  that  bureau  within  ten  days  and  before 
an  accident  happens,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  rejec- 
tion notice.  Forms  of  such  notice  and  of  the  affidavit 
of  service  have  been  prescribed  by  the  bureau  for  this 
purpose.  Such  forms  will  be  found  in  Schnader  & 
Storey  on  Pennsylvania  Workmen's  Compensation  Law 
on  pages  379-381  respectively. 

From  the  foregoing  it  would  appear  that  it  would  be 
legal  for  Mr.  Wager  to  serve  such  notice  at  the  time  of 
his  employment  and  thus  release  the  City,  as  to  him,  from 
its  obligations  under  the  Workmen's  'Compensation  Act, 
provided  the  formalities  so  required  shall  be  complied 
with.  To  what  extent  this  course  may  be  practicable  i^i 
the  present  instance  this  department  does  not  attempt  to 
decide.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Street  Clean- 
ing brought  me  a  memorandum  yesterday  making  various 
inquiries  with  reference  to  the  contract  and  specifications 
for  cleaning  the  streets  and  the  powers  of  your  depart- 
ment with  reference  thereto. 

The  first  inquiry  is  whether  you  can  hold  up  one- 
half  the  payments  on  the  contracts  for  street  cleaning, 
presumably  referring  to  the  work  now  proceeding.  This 
subject  is  governed  by  Section  3'3  of  the  specifications, 
which  provides  as  follows: 

"Method  of  Making  Payments :  Payments  will  be 
made  by  warrants  on  the  City  Treasurer  upon  bills 
prepared  and  apj)roved  by  the  Chief.  The  payments 
for  each  entire  month,  except  January,  February 
and  March,  shall  be  one-twelfth  (1-12)  part  of  the 
per  annum  contract  price,  less  all  deductions  for  the 
current  month,  as  liquidated  damages  for  violations 
of  contract  and  specifications,  in  addition  to  any  de^- 
ductions  for  each  of  these  three  (3)  months,  as 
liquidated  damages  for  violations  of  contract  and 
specifications,  the  payment  of  one-twenty-fourth 
(1/24)  part  of  the  per  annum  contract  price  shall 
be  withheld  for  the  months  of  January,  February 
and  March,  until  such  times  as  the  Chief  may  decide 
that  the  unavoidable  and  resultant  street  dirt  ac- 
cumulations, due  to  the  inability  of  the  contractor  to 
thoroughly  clean  the  streets  and  alleys  in  cold  weather 
shall  be  entirely  removed,  and  until  the  streets  and 
alleys  are  thoroughly  cleaned  to  his  satisfaction." 

Under  this  specification  the  contractor  is  entitled  to 
one-twelfth  part  of  the  per  annum  contract  price  less  de-

ductions  for  the  current  month  for  liquidated  damages  for 
violations  of  contract  and  specifications.  In  the  three 
months  of  January,  February  and  March,  however,  it  is 
further  provided  that  one-half  of  the  monthly  payment, 
that  is,  1/24  of  the  entii-e  per  annum  price  shall  be  with- 
held until  the  Chief  may  decide  that  the  unavoidable  and 
resulting  street  dirt  accumulations  due  to  the  inability 
of  the  contractor  to  thoroughly  clean  the  streets  and  alleys 
in  cold  weather,  shall  be  entirely  removed,  and  until  the 
streets  and  alley's  are  thoroughly  cleaned  to  his  satisfac- 
tion. This  evidently  assumes  that  during  the  months 
specified  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  cold  weather  then 
prevailing  will  prevent  the  contractor  from  thoroughly 
cleaning  the  streets  and  alleys.  One-half  of  the  pay- 
ments in  those  months,  therefore,  is  to  be  withheld  until 
they  are  thoroughly  cleaned  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau.  No  time  is  fixed  for  this  suspen- 
sion of  payment,  but  I  think  it  is  to  be  inferred  that  as 
soon  as  the  preventive  cold  weather  ceases  the  contractor 
may  be  required,  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  entirely 
remove  the  dirt  accumulations  which  weather  conditions 
had  prevented  from  being  removed  theretofore.  The 
Chief  is  vested  with  the  authority  to  decide  when  that 
time  shall  come,  and  he  may  thereupon  require  the  con- 
tractor, with  reasonable  promptness,  to  proceed  to  re- 
move the  accumulations,  continuing  to  withhold  the  one- 
half  of  the  monthly  payments  until  the  removal  of  the 
dirt  is  completed  and  the  streets  and  alleys  thoroughly 
cleaned  to  his  satisfaction,  upon  which  payment  of  these 
portions  of  the  contract  price  should  be  made. 

The  other  inquiries  relate  to  the  fines  or  liquidated 
damages  which  may  be  incurred  under  Section  76  of 
specifications  for  the  various  derelicitions  enumerated  in 
the  following  sections  from  77-105,  inclusive.  Similar 
specifications  were  the  subject  of  litigation  in  the  case  of 
Curran  vs.  Philadelphia,  and  I  enclose  a  copy  of  the 
opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  that  case,  which  I  would 
suggest  should  be  read  by  yourself  and  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning,  and  the  various  points  de- 
cided  therein  carefully  noted.     From   that   opinion  you 
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will  see  that  it  appears  that  your  right  to  act  as  an  arbi- 
trator in  these  matters  is  definitely  sustained,  and  that 
in  so  acting  you  exercise  a  judicial  function,  involving  the 
duty  upon  you  to  afford  the  contractor  an  opportunity  to 
be  heard  before  making  the  award,  that  is  to  say,  before 
actually  determining  what  amount  of  liquidated  damage 
is  to  be  deducted  from  the  monthly  payment  to  the  con- 
tractor under  the  terms  «f  the  specifications.  It  is  also 
held  therein  that  a  refusal  by  the  contractor,  when  notified 
of  any  such  hearing,  to  attend  thereat,  is  a  waiver  of  his 
right  to  be  heard  in  the  matter,  but  in  the  absence  of  sucn 
waiver  the  right  to  be  so  heard  is  a  definite  and  positive 
one.  The  Director  himself  is  required  to  act,  in  spite  of 
the  provision  that  the  word  "Director"  as  used  in  the  con- 
tract shall  mean  the  Director  or  his  authorized  represen- 
tatives, which  definition  appeared  in  the  contract  then 
before  the  court  as  it  does  in  the  street  cleaning  con- 
tract for  the  coming  year.  This  docs  not  imply  that  the 
Director  must  actually  see  the  work,  but  he  may  act  on 
the  reports  of  the  inspectors  in  the  first  instance,  espe- 
cially if  these  reports  be  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau,  who  acts  in  so  approving  with  first-hand  knowl- 
edge as  to  the  facts. 

With  reference  to  the  procedure  to  be  followed,  you 
will  notice  that  on  page  7  of  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme 
'Court  enclosed  herewith  it  is  said  that  "hearings  on  points 
of  the  character  here  involved  can  be  made  most  simple; 
and  in  the  end  it  is  quite  probable  they  will  serve  the 
best  interests  of  all  concerned,  including  the  public." 

I  would  suggest  that  the  inspectors  should  recommend 
such  deductions  under  paragraph  76  and  the  following 
sections  of  the  specifications  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
itemizing  the  nature  of  the  default  in  each  case,  the  time 
and  locality  wherever  practicable,  and  the  amount  assessed 
against  the  contractor  in  each  instance.  This  should  be 
approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  and  submitted  to 
yourself  as  the  Director  of  the  Department.  Thereupon 
notice  should  be  sent  to  the  contractor  of  the  deductions  so 
recommended  and  approved,  giving  to  him  all  the  details 
above  mentioned  and  avoiding  any  implication  that  the 
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matter  has  been  pre-judged  before  bearing.  This  should 
be  accompanied  by  notice  to  him  that  before  final  action 
is  taken  he  mav  be  heard  upon  the  matter,  and  if  you  are 
so  advised  before  a  specified  date  that  a  time  and  place 
will  be  fixed  for  that  purpose,  or,  if  more  convenient, 
such  time  and  place  may  be  fixed  in  the  first  instance. 
At  any  hearing  so  appointed  the  inspectors  making  the 
recommendations  and  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  should  be 
present  in  order  that  the  contractor  may  exercise  his 
right  to  question  them  if  he  sees  fit  to  do  so.  The  inspec- 
tors may  then  go  over  the  list  of  recommended  deduc- 
tions without,  however,  going  into  further  details  than 
those  above  enumerated  unless  questioned  by  yourself 
or  the  contractor,  who  should  be  afforded  an  opportunity 
to  make  any  statements  or  produce  any  testimony  which 
he  may  desire  to  introduce;  and  in  your  discretion  the 
decision  may  be  made  after  hearing  all  that  is  said,  either 
at  that  meeting  or  subsequently,  as  may  be  deemed  most 
desirable  or  convenient. 

Regarding  the  results  obtained  by  the  contractor  in  the 
Curran  case,  as  to  which  inquiry  is  made,  in  that  case 
the  Director  assessed  the  fines  and  deducted  the  amount 
thereof  without  any  hearing.  The  contractor  thereupon 
sued  the  City  for  the  amount  so  deducted  without  hav- 
ing made  a  request  to  be  heard.  The  court  decided  that 
the  Director,  acting  as  an  arbitrator,  should  have  afforded 
the  contractor  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  before  deduct- 
ing the  amounts  in  question,  but  that  the  contractor  not 
having  demanded  any  such  hearing,  and  having  brought 
suit  against  the  City  without  this  demand,  his  action 
was  premature  and  he  could  not  recover  therein.  The 
matter  came  before  the  Supreme  Court  on  an  appeal  from 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  which  had  entered  judg- 
ment in  favor  of  the  City.  The  appeal  was  dismissed 
but  "without  prejudice,  however,  to  the  right  of  the 
plaintiff  to  pursue  his  proper  remedy  under  the  con- 
tract," such  remedy  being  a  demand  for  a  hearing.  T 
understand  that  he  has  since  made  a  demand  therefor^ 
and  that  a  hearing  was  afterwards  accorded  to  him. 
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Trusting  tliat  the  foregoing,  which  I  will  supplement 
if  further  information  is  desired,  sufficiently  answers 
your  inquires,  I  am,

Testimony  at  Boards  of  Trial. 

Civil  Service  CoMMissioisr, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — You  forward  for  the  views  of  this  de- 
partment concerning  its  sufficiency  and  probable  effect, 
a  proposed  rule  regulating  in  some  degree  the  production 
of  testimony  at  trials  before  your  body  or  Boards  of  Trials 
appointed  by  it,  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  June  25, 
1919. 

In  Section  13,  Article  XIX  of  that  Act  it  is  provided 
that  tlie  Commission  shall  adopt  such  other  rules  not 
inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section 
as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  enforcement  of 
this  article.  Elsewhere  it  is  provided  that  the  rules  of 
the  Commission  shall  have  the  force  of  law. 

I  think  the  subject  of  the  proposed  rule  is  properly 
within  the  purview  of  the  Act  and  one  as  to  which  your 
body  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations.  I  also  think  that 
the  general  scope  of  the  proposed  rule  is  proper. 

The  word  ''you"  in  the  sixth  line  is  probably  a  clerical 
error  for  "upon"  or  some  similar  word. 

So  much  of  the  first  paragraph  of  the  rule  as  follows 
the  words  "it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission to  enforce  this  section"  seems  to  provide  a  method 
of  discharge   other  than   that   provided  for   in   the   Act. 
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• 
That  is,  by  more  notice  to  the  City  Controller  and  City 
Treasurer  and  without  giving  to  the  person  accused  the 
notice  from  his  superior  officer  and  an  opportunity  to 
reply  which  the  more  general  provisions  of  the  Act  pro- 
vide for.     This  I  think  should  be  modified  accordingly. 

In  the  second  paragraph  the  words  "any  public  hear- 
ings" might  include  hearings  of  a  kind'  to  which  the  rule 
would  not  be  reasonably  applicable.  .  The  Civil  Service 
Commission  has  power  to  hold  hearings  on  a  consider- 
able variety  of  subjects.  Might  not  the  word  "trial"  be 
advantageously  substituted  for  "public  hearing  ?" 

The  rule  would  limit  the  number  of  witnesses  to  be 
called  on  behalf  of  the  defendant  to  ten.  It  occurs  to 
me  that  the  accused  person  ought  to  have  the  right  to 
summon  as  many  witnesses  as  he  thinks  necessary,  and 
to  have  the  assistance  of  the  trying  tribunal  in  securing 
their  attendance. 

The  rule  does  not  show  how  it  is  to  appear  that  the 
witnesses  are  actually  needed  by  the  accused.  Would 
it  not  be  well  to  provide  for  his  furnishing  a  list  of  names 
and  addresses  to  the  Commission  with  a  statement  that 
they  are  witnesses  actually  needed  at  the  trial  ?  Would 
it  not  also  be  well  to  extend  the  same  privilege  to  the 
accusing  official  ? 

The  word  "therefore"  on  the  eighth  line  of  the  second 
paragraph  should  evidently  be  "thereupon." 

The  foregoing  are  tentative  suggestions  submitted 
merely  for  the  consideration  of  the  Commission.

Discharge  During  Probationary  Period. 

Charles  W.  Neeld,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  28th  ultimo,  quoting 
the  provisions  of  Sections  15  and  18,  Article  XIX,  Act 
June  25,  1919,  with  reference  to  the  discharge  of  officers 
or  employees  of  the  City  during  the  probationary  perio>l 
of  their  appointments,  you  ask  ''whether  it  is  necessary 
to  serve  notice  of  intended  discharge  and  final  discharge 
papers  in  cases  where  the  appointing  officer  desires  to 
remove  an  employee  before  the  expiration  of  the  three 
months'  probationary  period,  or  whether  it  is  discretionary 
to  discharge  an  unsatisfactory  employee  at  any  time  with- 
in the  probationary  period  without  the  service  of  notice 
of  intended  discharge  and  the  final  discharge  papers." 

Section  15  in  part  provides  that  "when  an  appoint- 
ment is  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall 
be  in  the  first  instance  for  a  probationary  period  of  three 
months.  If  during  that  period  the  service  of  that  officer 
or  employee  is  unsatisfactory,  the  appointing  officer  shall 
notify  him  in  writing  that  he  will  not  be  retained  in  the 
public  service  after  such  three  months'  period.  If  not  so 
notified  his  appointment  shall  become  permanent  at  the 
end  of  the  three  months'  probationary  period." 

Section  18  includes  this  provision:  "Xo  such  officer, 
clerk,  or  employee  shall  be  removed,  discharged,  or  re- 
duced except  during  the  probationary  period,  until  he 
shall  have  been  furnished  with  a  written  statement  of 
the  reasons  for  such  action,  and  been  allowed  to  give  the 
removing  officer  such  written  answer  as  the  person  sought 
to  be  removed  may  desire." 

The  latter  clause  relates  to  the  formalities  foi-  the  dis- 
charge of  officers,  clerks  and  employees  who  ai-e  in  the 
service  after  the  expiration  of  the  probationary  period. 
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The  phrase  "except  during  the  probationai;y  period"  takes 
from  the  operation  of  this  provision  those  who  arc  in  the 
first  three  months  of  their  service,  i.  e.,  during  the  pro- 
bationary period.  Such  employees  may  be  discharged 
simply  by  giving  them  notice  that  they  will  not  be  re- 
tained after  the  expiration  of  the  three  mouths.  No 
reason  need  be  assigned  and  no  opportunity  for  a  reply 
afforded  them. 

Your  inquiry,  however,  raises  the  question  as  to  the 
removal  of  an  employee  before  the  expiration  of  the  pro- 
bationary period.  The  language  of  Section  15  would 
seem  to  give  to  such  an  employee  the  right  ro  serve  for 
the  full  period  of  three  months,  no  matter  how  unsatis- 
factory his  service  may  be.  It  is  true  that  the  notice 
may  be  given  him  at  any  time  during  that  period,  but 
the  form  of  notice  which  the  statute  provides  for  is  that 
"he  will  not  be  retained  in  the  public  service  after  such 
three  months'  period"  and  this  would  imply  his  right  to 
remain  in  the  service  during  all  of  that  period.  The  onlv 
modification  of  this  which  the  statute  provides  for  is  in 
Section  25,  in  case  an  officer,  clerk,  or  employee  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  Article  XIX.  This 
would  compel  his  immediate  removal  from  the  service  and 
would  apply  to  a  probationary  employee  as  well  as  to 
one  who  had  served  the  probationary  period.

Dear  Sir: — ^Relative  to  your  inquiry  concerning  the 
disposition  of  the  carpenter  shop  temporarily  located  on 
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the  North  Plaza  of  the  City  Hall,  yoii  ask  for  an  opinion 
whether  it  is  your  department's  jurisdiction  to  contract 
for  the  sale,  dismantling  and  removal  of  the  structure 
which  as  an  incident  of  the  work  of  subway  construction 
has  become  the  property  of  the  City,  or  whether  it  is  to 
be  considered  as  a  matter  of  the  sale  of  city  property  to 
be  handled  by  the  Department  of  the  Purchasing  Agent. 

I  do  not  think  that  the  Purchasing  Agent  has  any  con- 
trol in  such  matters,  as  that  department  is  concerned  with 
the  buying  and  not  the  selling  of  City  Property.  If  it  were 
not  your  department  which  should  dispose  of  the  material 
in  the  shop  that  duty  would  rest  with  the  Bureau  of  City 
Property.  However,  I  think  in  the  present  instance  that 
the  whole  matter  may  be  regarded  as  purely  incidental 
to  the  subway  contracts  and  that  your  department  may 
therefore  arrange  for  the  disposition  of  this  useless  ma- 
terial.

Sale  of  City  Bonds  Under  "All  or  None"  Bids. 

Hon.  J.  Hampton  Moore, 

Mayor  of  Philadelphia, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia, 

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor  : — I  return  herewith  the  letter 
to  yourself  from.  George  W.  jSTorris,  Esq.,  concerning  the 
purchase  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission  of  City  bonds 
of  the  last  issue  from  the  syndicate  to  whom  they  were 
awarded  by  the  City. 

Whether  the  transaction  netted  a  loss  or  gain  to  the 
'City  depends,  I  think,  on  the  point  of  view.  The  syndi- 
cate bid  for  the  $3,000,000  of  bonds  a  certain  price  for 
"all   or  none."     The   Sinking;  Fund   Commissioners   bid 
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a  higher  price  for  $2,000,000  thereof,  and  there  were  not 
enough  other  bids  to  cover  the  entire  issue  exclusive  of 
the  syndicate  bid.  The  bonds  were  therefore  awarded 
to  the  syndicate  in  fulh  The  Sinking  Fund  Commission 
then  paid  thp  syndicate  for  the  bonds  a  price  higher  than 
the  syndicate  bid  and  lower  than  that  bid  by  the  Sinking 
Fund  Commission  itself. 

Mr.  Norris  is  quite  right  in  pointing  out  that  the  profit 
which  was  made  by  the  syndicate  in  selling  the  bonds  to 
the  Sinking  Fund  Commission  was  ultimately  a  profit 
paid  by  the  City  on  its  own  issue  of  bonds,  yet  on  the 
other  hand  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission  bid  a  higher 
price  than  that  which  they  finally  paid,  and  doubtless 
would  have  been  willing  to  pay  that  price  for  similar 
bonds  in  the  open  market.  Looking  at  the  matter  in 
this  way  it  would  seem  that  there  had  been  something 
of  a  saving. 

With  reference  to  Mr.  jSTorris'  suggestion  that  ''all  or 
none"  bids  shall  hereafter  be  subject  to  a  prior  claim  of 
the  Sinking  Fund  Commission  to  have  the  bonds,  or,  that 
the  same  result  might  be  reached  by  the  requirement 
that  the  successful  bidder  on  an  "all  or  none"  bid  shall 
sell  to  the  Sinking  Fund  at  cost  the  amount  which  it  de- 
sires to  buy,  I  do  not  believe  that  in  the  present  condi- 
tion of  the  law  either  expedient  is  practical.  The  Act 
of  July  6,  1917,  P.  L.  717,  requires  municipal  bonds  to 
be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  and  I  doubt  the  right  of 
the  City  to  annex  any  such  conditions.  That  the  law 
should  be  amended  to  secure  this  result  is  another  sug- 
gestion which  Mr.  ISTorris  makes,  and  which  seems  to  be 
a  good  one.  Any  such  change  in  the  law,  however,  in 
my  judgment,  should  be  optional  with  the  City  and  not 
obligatory,  so  that  it  may  at  any  time  be  abandoned  if 
after  trial  it  appears  that  such  conditions  deter  bidding. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  take  up  the  matter  with  you  further 
should  you  so  desire.

Cost  of  Construction  as  Charge  Against  Loan.

Deak  Sie  : — You  call  attention  in  your  letter  of  the 
26th  instant  to  the  Constitutional  Amendment  of  1918, 
under  which  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges  during  the 
period  of  construction  of  income  producing  improvements 
may  be  included  in  and  charged  against  the  principal  of 
loans  by  which  such  improvements  are  to  be  financed ;  and 
in  this  connection  you  ask  advice  with  regard  to  a  particu- 
lar bulkhead  built  by  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks 
and  Ferries  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  $67,100,- 
000  'loan,  which  bulkhead  has  been  in  operation  for  one 
year  from  the  date  of  its  completion.     You  also  ask: 

"whether  the  sinking  fund  and  interest  charges  upon 
the  portion  of  the  said  loan  spent  for  above-men- 
tioned bulkhead,  should  hereafter  be  paid  from  ap- 
propriation by  the  City  Council  out  of  the  general 
fund  and  a  corresponding  sum  deducted  from  the 
amount  payable  out  of  the  principal  of  the  loan,  or 
whether  the  total  amount  of  sinking  fund  and  in- 
terest charges  upon  the  loan  for  which  the  money  for 
building  this  bulkhead  was  derived,  should  be  paid 
from  the  principal  of  the  loan  until  one  year  after 
the  completion  of  the  entire  program  of  port  facili- 
ties authorized  to  be  paid  from  the  $67,100,000 
(1916)  loan." 

I  think  the  former  alternative  is  legally  the  one  which 
should  be  adopted  and  that  appropriations  should  be  re- 
quired to  meet  the  needs  for  interest  and  sinking  fund 
purposes   of   that   part   of  the  loan   which   has  been   ex- 
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pended  in  building  the  bulkhead  in  question  or  as  near 
thereto  as  may  be  practically  calculated.

Exchange  of  Automobile;  Eight  to  Charge  Against 
Appropriation  for  Fire  Apparatus. 

James  T.  Coktelyou,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir:— It  appears  from  your  letter  of  the  3d 
inst.  that  there  is  a  balance  of  $4,082.50  remaining  m 
an  appropriation  of  $250,000  for  fire  apparatus  to  Loan 
191.  It  further  appears  that  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the 
Bureaus  of  Police  and  Fire  is  in  urgent  need  of  a  new 
automobile  and  wishes  to  resort  to  this  balance  to  pay 
the  cash  needed  for  the  purchase  of  a  car  in  addition  to 
an  old  automobile  to  be  taken  over  by  the  company  selling 
the  new  one  to  the  City  in  part  payment.  You  inquire 
as  to  the  legality  of  this  course. 

If  the  automobile  were  to  be  used  only  for  the  ordinary 
purposes  of  such  a  vehicle  it  could  not  legally  be  pur- 
chased with  this  fund,  but  it  appears  from  your  letter 
and  from  other  written  matter  submitted  by  you  that  the 
Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Bureaus  of  Police  and  Fire  answers 
all  two-alarm  fires  in  all  sections  of  the  City,  makes  calls 
on  firemen  and  patrolmen  who  are  ill,  and  his  automobile 
is  frequently  used  for  transporting  injured  members 
of  the  bureaus  to  and  from  hospitals  and  three  automobiles 
in  the  Chief  Surgeon's  office  have  in  the  last  ten  years 
been  purchased  out  of  the  item  for  the  purchase  of  fire 
apparatus.     Specifications   for    the    automobiles   call    for 
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all  necessary  first-aid  equipment,  such  as  facilities  for 
carrying  a  lungmotor,  an  emergency  kit,  fire  lantern,  axe, 
fire  extinguisher  and  collapsible  stretcher. 

An  automobile  of  this  character  and  intended  for  such 
uses  may,  without  unduly  straining  the  sense  of  the 
words  "fire  apparatus,"  be  regarded  as  coming  within  them 
and  could  therefore  be  paid  for  from  the  loan  fund  in 
question.

Dumping  of  Ashes  on  Street — Penalty.

Dear  Sie  : — Replying  to  your  communication  of  Febru- 
ary 10^  1920,  concerning  the  relief  allowed  by  law  for  the 
dumping  of  ashes  on  the  street,  the  ordinances  of  Coun- 
cils relating  to  the  same  merely  impose  a  fine  for  the 
violation,  which  fine  is  recoverable  only  by  civil  process. 

The  Act  of  April  20,  1905,  imposes  a  fine  of  ten 
dollars  upon  any  person  convicted  of  throwing  waste 
paper,  sweepings,  ashes,  etc.,  into  the  street.  A  warrant 
may  be  issued  under  this -Act  and  when  the  defendant  is 
convicted  of  a  violation  of  the  same,  a  fine  of  ten  dollars 
is  imposed  by  the  ihagistrate,  and  if  the  defendant  re- 
fuses to  pay  the  same  he  can  be  committed  for  ten  days 
in  the  county  prison. 

There  is  no  Act  or  ordinance,  however,  which  contem- 
plates the  arrest  for  the  purpose  of  imprisoning  any 
offender  violating  the  law  or  ordinances  concerning  the 
throwing  of  ashes  upon  the  public  highways. 
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In  addition  to  these  remedies,  the  Act  of  1876  permits 
the  arrest  of  any  person  violating  any  of  the  City  ordi- 
nances in  the  presence  of  a  policeman  or  constable.  For 
these  violations,  however,  no  warrant  is  permitted,  but 
the  violator  is  taken  before  the  nearest  magistrate  by  the 
policeman  or  constable  who  sees  the  violation. 

Eeplying  to  your  question,  therefore,  I  would  state 
that  you  may  issue  warrants  for  the  arrest  of  any  indi- 
vidual violating  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  April  20,  1905, 
above  referred  to,  and  upon  the  conviction  of  the  persons 
so  arrested,  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  will  be  imposed,  and 
in  his  default  of  payment  thereof  he  may  be  committed 
to  the  county  jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ten  days.

Opening  of  Tulip  and  Emerald  Streets — Transfer  of 
Loan  Money. 

John  C.  Winston,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  the  letter  of  the  C'hief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  relative  to  the  use  of  loan 
moneys  for  the  opening  of  Tulip  and  Emerald-  streets, 
between  Lehigh  avenue  and  Somerset  street,  under  the 
Richmond  Branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Rail- 
way, it  appears  that  at  various  times  loans  have  been  au- 
thorized and  issued  for  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings 
on  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and  Norris- 
town  Railroad  and  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Rail- 
way at  different  points.  That  by  ordinance  of  July  10, 
1914,  P.  L.  339,  the  opening  of  the  streets  named  was

authorized  and  the  sum  of  $500,000  set  aside  from  the 
appropriation  of  the  loan  of  June  19,  1911,  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

It  further  appears  that  owing  to  the  increased  cost  of 
Labor  and  material  the  $500,000  so  set  aside  is  not 
sufficient  to  pay  for  its  cost  and  the  land  damages,  but 
that  one  of  the  loans  first  mentioned  (that  of  October  1, 
1906,  for  $2,500,000),  which  was  for  the  abolishment  of 
grade  crossings  on  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Rail- 
way, from  Spring  Garden  street  to  Wayne  Junction,  has 
been  more  than  sufficient  to  complete  that  improvement, 
which  is  substantially  finished,  leaving  a  balance  of  $468,- 
244.51.  As  to  this  it  is  said  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau: 
^^This  work  has  been  entirely  completed  but  there  remains 
a  few  small  claims  for  damages  by  reason  of  the  work. 
These  claims  will  probably  not  exceed  $25,000." 

The  construction  work  on  Tulip  and  Emerald  streets 
was  commenced  in  1916,  and  is  now  under  way,  having 
been  delayed  during  the  war  period.  Information  is  de- 
■dsired  Avhether  a  portion  of  the  unexpended  balance  of 
the  $2,500,000  loan  above  referred  to,  amounting  to  $300,- 
000,  can  be  utilized  for  the  completion  of  the  work  of 
opening  these  streets  if  the  same  is  authorized  by  ordi- 
nance, the  work  in  both  cases  being  in  connection  with 
the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company  and  for 
the  purpose  of  avoiding  the  crossing  of  the  railroad  with 
highways  at  grade.  A  form  of  ordinance  is  submitted 
for  this  purpose,  together  with  the  citation  of  instances 
in  which  similar  uses  of  money  borrowed  for  one  pur- 
pose have  been  made  for  more  or  less  like  objects. 

When  money  is  borrowed  for  a  certain  purpose, 
especially  if  so  borrowed  with  the  assent  of  the  electors, 
it  ordinarily  cannot  be  diverted  to  any  other  purpose. 
This  view  has  always  been  held  by  the  Department  of 
Law  to  be  subject  to  the  qualification  that  when  the  funds 
borrowed  have  sufficed  to  complete  an  improvement  leav- 
ing an  unexpended  balance;  or,  if  there  has  been  for  any 
reason  a  definite  abandonment  of  the  project  after  the 
borrowing  of  the  money,  any  balance  remaining  on  hand 
may  be  employed  in  such  manner  as  the  Council  may 
direct. 
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In  the  case  now  in  question  the  improvement  supposed 
to  cost  $2,500,000  is  said  to  be  completed  with  the  ex- 
penditure of  less  than  the  amount  so  borrowed  therefor, 
and  it  also  appears  that  this  loan  was  issued  to  accomplish 
an  end  strictly  analogous  to  the  one  for  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  use  the  balance  remaining  therefrom,  the  two 
being  in  reality  but  parts  of  one  general  improvement. 

I  am  pf  opinion,  therefore,  that  should  the  Council 
authorize  by  a  transfer  ordinance  the  use  of  a  part  of 
such  balance  originally  borrowed  for  the  abolition  of  grade 
crossings  on  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway,  from 
Spring  Garden  street  to  Wayne  Junction,  so  that  it  may 
be  employed  for  the  opening  of  Tulip  and  Emerald  streets 
under  the  Richmond  Branch  of  that  railway,  there  would 
be  no  legal  objection  to  this  being  done.

Dance  Hall  Permits  and  License  Fees. 
Hon.  J.  Hampton  Moore, 

Mayor  of  Philadelphia, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — Your  Secretary  states  that 
various  applications  have  been  received  for  permits  for 
dances  to  be  given  in  school  buildings,  the  Commercial 
Museum  and  in  the  armories,  etc. ;  that  as  these  properties 
are  owned  by  the  State  and  City  the  question  has  arisen 
whether  they  can  be  compelled  to  take  out  a  license  as 
dance  halls  "even  though  they  are  let  out  for  dance  pur- 
poses which  require  the  dance  permits." 

The  subject  is  governed  by  the  Act  of  May  16,  1919, 
P.  L.  193,  to  provide  for  the  licensing  and  regulations  of 
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public  dance  halls  and  ball  rooms,  and  for  the  regulation, 
supervision  of  public  dances  and  balls  in  the  cities  of  the 
various  classes.  In  Section  2  the  term  public  dance  or 
public  hall  is  defined  to 

"include  any  dance  or  ball  conducted  in  connection 
with  instruction  in  dancing  for  hire,  and  any  dance 
or  ball  to  which  admission  may  be  had  by  the  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  or  by  the  purchase,  possession  or  pre- 
sentation of  a  ticket  or  token,  or  in  connection  with 
which  a  charge  is  made  for  caring  for  clothing  or 
other  property,  and  any  dance  or  ball  to  which  the 
public  generally  may  gain  admission  with  or  without 
the  payment  of  a  fee." 

The  term  dance  hall  or  ball  room  is  by  the  same  section 
defined  "to  include  any  room,  place  or  space  in  which  a 
public  dance  or  public  ball  as  therein  defined  shall  be  held 
and  any  hall  or  academy  in  which  classes  in  dancing  are 
held  or  instruction  in  dancing  given  for  hire."  By  subse- 
quent sections  a  permit  fee  of  $1  is  required  for  the  hold- 
ing of  public  dances  or  public  balls  as  thus  defined,  and 
dance  halls  are  further  required  to  take  out  annual 
licenses  paying  fees  of  $10  in  the  case  of  dance  halls  main- 
tained and  conducted  in  connection  with  regularly  estab- 
lished instruction  in  dancing  and  used  exclusively  for  that 
purpose,  and  of  $15  for  all  other  dance  halls  or  ball  rooms. 
With  reference  to  the  permit  charge  of  $1  I  think  the 
criterion  whether  this  should  be  exacted  is  the  public 
character  of  the  dance  or  ball.  Whether  admission  be  by 
payment  therefor,  by  payment  merely  for  the  care  of 
clothing  or  other  incidental  purposes,  or  whether  the  at- 
tendance be  entirely  gratuitous,  if  the  entertainment  is 
open  to  the  entire  public  the  permit  fee  of  $1  must  be 
paid.  The  language  of  the  Act  is  somewhat  obscure  on 
this  and  other  points,  but  such  would  seem  to  be  its  pur- 
port. 

Literally  interpreted  it  would  seem  to  follow  that  any 
room  or  other  place  in  which  a  public  dance,  as  defined  in 
the  Act,  shall  be  given,  is  also  required  to  take  out  the 
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annual  license,  paying  the  fee  of  $15,  therefore,  if  it  be 
not  an  establishment  conducted  for  instruction  in  dancing. 
I  greatlj  doubt,  however,  whether  the  statute  is  to  have  so 
sweeping  a  construction  as  this,  for  such  an  interpretation 
of  it  would  require  the  payment  of  the  annual  license  fee 
in  the  case  of  a  building  or  room  in  which  a  single  dance 
were  held,  provided  that  such  dance  were  open  to  the  pub- 
lic and  whether  it  were  given  for  profit  or  for  merely  social 
or  semi-charitable  purposes  to  provide  amusement  for 
those  not  otherwise  able  to  obtain  it.  If  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  have  this  significance  a  public  dance  given  in  a 
school  room,  a  club  house,  a  "social  center,"  or  even  in  a 
private  residence  would  compel  the  taking  out  of  the 
annual  license  and  payment  of  the  fee  of  $15,  though  no 
element  of  gain  or  profit  was  in  view,  and  though  admis- 
sion might  be  had  entirely  without  charge. 

I  do  not  believe  the  Act  had  such  an  object  in  view; 
it  was  intended  to  conserve  the  morals  and  the  safet}"-  of 
the  public  by  such  regulation  as  would  discourage  and  pre- 
vent the  too  lax  association  of  the  sexes  and  the  neglect  of 
such  precautions  as  would  prevent  the  occurrence  of  fire 
and  other  disasters. 

If  tliis  be  the  correct  view  of  the  Act  the  answer  to  the 
inquiry  of  your  Secretary  would  depend  on  what  he  means 
when  he  states  that  the  Commercial  Museum,  school  build- 
ings, etc.,  "are  let  out  for  dance  purposes."  Any  such 
place  which  is  rented  as  a  matter  of  business  for  balls  or 
dances  would  require  an  annual  license  and  the  payment 
of  the  license  fee  therefor.  On  the  other  hand,  to  give  a 
single  dance,  or  an  occasional  dance  in  a  school  building, 
or  at  the  Commercial  Museum  and  the  like  places  without 
rental  or  other  business  features,  it  seems  to  me  under  a 
sane  and  reasonable  construction  of  the  real  meaning  of 
the  Act  would  not  include  these  buildings  as  dance  halls 
or  ball  rooms  actually  intended  by  its  terms. 

At  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  an  effort  should  be 
made  to  have  the  meaning  of  this  statute  clarified.

Sewer  'Contracts — Daniel  J.  Persia  and  J.  Joseph  Mc- 
Hugh — Stewart  Street  and  Twenty -first  Street.

Dear  Sir: — Under  date  of  February  5tli  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  writes  me  two  letters 
inquiring  as  to  the  contracts  for  the  construction  of  branch 
sewers  in  Twenty-first  street,  from  Conlyn  street  to  ISTedro 
avenue,  and  in  Stewart  street,  from  Fifty-seventh  to  Fifty- 
ninth  streets,  asking  the  same  questions  as  to  both  of  these 
— that  is,  whether  it  would  be  advisable  to  relet  these  con- 
tracts and  attempt  to  hold  the  former  contractors  responsi- 
ble for  any  increased  cost ;  or,  on  the  other  hand,  whether 
the  contracts  already  entered  into  should  not  be  annulled 
and  new  contracts  made  for  the  construction  of  the  sewers 
without  reference  to  any  liability  on  the  part  of  the  former 
contractors. 

As  the  facts  in  the  two  cases  have  many  features  in 
common,  I  shall  take  the  liberty  of  answering  both  com- 
numications  in  this  one  reply. 

With  reference  to  the  sewer  in  Conlyn  street  D.  J. 
Perna  executed  a  contract  for  its  construction  on  Decem- 
ber 15,  1916.  The  contract  was  prepared  from  the 
schedule  of  bids  received  in  l^ovember  of  that  year  and  he 
was  ordered  to  proceed  with  the  work  on  January  10, 
1917.  Early  in  that  year  this  country  became  involved  in 
war  and  the  immediate  demand  for  the  sewer  ceased  and 
no  action  has  hitherto  been  taken  to  readvertise  it  or  to 
compel  Mr.  Perna  or  his  surety  to  finish  it.  He  was  about 
this  time  placed  on  the  list  of  delinquent  contractors  for 
failure  to  carry  out  a  contract  for  constructing  another 
sewer.  The  contract  contained  a  condition  that  the  con- 
tractor should  accept  in  part  payment  assessment  bills  at 
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$1.50  a  foot  front.  The  rate  of  assessment  has  since  been 
raised  bv  ordinance  of  December  28,  1916,  to  $2.50  a 
lineal  foot. 

The  cost  of  building  a  sewer  at  this  time  would  be  very 
much  greater  than  it  would  have  been  had  the  City  pro- 
ceeded promptly  upon  the  default  of  the  contractor,  owing 
to  the  very  great  advance  in  labor  and  materials  of  all 
kinds. 

With  regard  to  the  sewer  in  Stewart  street  the  low 
bidder  was  J.  J.  McHugh,  the  contract  being  awarded  to 
him  in  November,  1916,  and  executed  under  date  of 
December  20,  1916.  In  the  succeeding  January  he  was 
notified  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the  sewer,  but 
a  dispute  arose  between  him  and  the  City,  he  contending 
that  the  street  was  not  yet  in  condition  to  permit  of  the 
work  being  done  and  the  Oity  denying  this  contention. 

He  was  again  notified  to  proceed  on  June  27,  1917, 
whereupon  he  claimed  that  the  City  had  made  no  effort 
to  place  the  street  in  proper  condition  and  requested  the 
annulment  of  the  contract.  Mr.  McHugh  was  thereupon 
advised,  in  July  of  that  year,  that  unless  he  proceeded 
with  the  work  the  City  would  do  so  at  the  expense  of  him- 
self and  his  surety.  Whereupon  further  correspondence 
ensued  agitating  the  same  question. 

In  September,  1917,  proposals  were  received  for  the 
construction  of  this  sewer,  ''but  owing  to  war  conditions  no 
award  was  made."  In  August,  1919,  proposals  were  again 
received,  but  the  bid  being  above  the  estimate  could  not  be 
accepted.  On  October  17,  1919,  new  bids  were  obtained, 
Mr.  McHugh  this  time  being  the  low  bidder,  and  the  con- 
tract in  December,  1919,  was  awarded  to  him  subject  to 
the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  validity  of  the 
loan  to  which  it  was  chargeable.  The  letter  asking  for  the 
preparation  of  this  contract  was  then  recalled. 

In  the  original  proposal,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Twenty- 
first  street  sewer,  the  assessment  bills  against  the  owners 
were  stated  to  be  $1.50  per  foot,  this  being  before  the 
change  made  by  the  ordinance  of  December  28,  1916, 
above  mentioned. 
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The  total  cost  of  the  sewer,  including  cash  and  assess- 
ment bills,  under  the  first  proposal  would  have  been 
$8,000.  In  the  second  proposal  this  total  cost  would  have 
been  $9,100.  In  the  third  it  would  have  totaled  $19,700 ; 
and  in  the  last  proposal  (that  of  October  17,  1919)  the  en- 
tire cost  of  the  sewer  would  have  been  $18,400.  In  all  of 
these  the  assessment  bills  against  the  abutting  owners  were 
stated  to  be  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  foot  front — this  being 
done  because  it  would  have  been  obviously  unfair  and  im- 
proper to  ask  bids  on  a  basis  diminishing  the  cash  pay- 
ments and  increasing  those  by  assessment  bills  merely^  if 
the  original  contractor  or  his  surety  were  to  be  held 
responsible  for  the  difference. 

The  McHugh  contract  was  the  subject  of  an  opinion  of 
this  department,  which  will  be  found  in  the  opinions  of  the 
City  Solicitor  for  1917,  page  121,  and  the  question  of  the 
increase  of  the  assessment  frontage  charge  in  various  cir- 
cumstances was  discussed  in  an  opinion  of  the  same  year, 
which  will  be  found  on  page  10. 

In  view  of  the  great  lapse  of  time,  the  very  considerable 
change  which  Jias  since  taken  place  in  the  cost  of  con- 
structions of  this  character,  and  of  the  failure  on  the  part 
of  the  City  to  proceed  with  reasonable  promptness  in  hav- 
ing contracts  executed  and  the  work  done,  I  believe  that 
the  difficulty  of  now  holding  these  contractors  or  either  of 
them,  or  their  sureties,  liable  for  the  difference  in  the  cost 
to  the  City  would  be  nearly  or  quite  insuperable. 

It  is  of  course  true  that  where  a  contractor  fails  through 
any  fault  of  his  own  (and  not  that  of  the  City)  to  pro- 
ceed with  work  after  being  ordered  to  do  so,  he  and  his 
surety  are  liable  for  any  increased  cost  entailed  by  such 
default ;  but  the  obligation  rests  on  the  City,  as  it  does 
upon  any  other  person  or  corporation  claiming  to  recover 
on  this  ground,  to  act  with  due  diligence  and  before  un- 
necessary and  costly  changes  to  the  disadvantage  of  the 
contractor  shall  intervene. 

So  long  a  period  of  delay  as  has  here  ensued  would  in 
my  judgment  debar  the  City  from  resorting  to  these  con- 
tractors or  their  sureties  for  the  great  difference  in  the 
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cost  of  construction  between  the  figures  on  wliicli  the  con- 
tracts were  based  and  those  wliich  would  now  represent 
the  expense  of  the  work. 

This  difficulty  in  these  instances  is  accentuated  by  the 
change  of  conditions  brought  about  by  the  ordinance  of 
December  28,  1916. 

I  think  the  proper  course  in  view  of  the  facts  is  the 
alternative  one  suggested  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys.  That  is  to  say,  to  annul  the  contracts,  recredit 
the  amounts  thereof  to  the  proper  item  or  items,  and  re- 
advertise  for  contracts  for  the  work  if  this  be  deemed  de- 
sirable.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  of  February  16th, 
covering  the  question  of  the  power  of  the  County  Commis- 
sioners to  appoint  a  number  of  children's  investigators. 

I  find  that  in  addition  to  the  Act  of  May  11,  1901,  re- 
ferred to  in  your  letter,  there  are  a  number  of  other  Acts 
requiring  the  County  Commissioners  to  perform  certain 
duties  with  regard  to  children.  Among  these  are  the  fol- 
lowing : 

May  31,  1907,  P.  L.  331,  5  Purdon  6380;  66. 
Provides  for  reimbursement  to  the  county  from  fami- 
lies able  to  contribute  to  the  maintenance  and  support 
of  indigent  and  dependent  children. 
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June  7,  1911,  P.  L.  676,  5  Pardon  6384;  83.  Ee- 
qiiires  county  to  pay  a  reasonable  charge  for  children 
committed  to  homes  or  institutions  out  of  the  State. 

May  8,  1913,  P.  L.  177,  5  Purdon  6382 ;  76. 
Gives  county  full  recourse  to  recover  contributions 
from  parties  chargeable  for  support  of  neglected  or 
dependent  children. 

July  5,  1917,  P.  L.  693.  Gives  €ounty  Commis- 
sioners power  to  establish  schools  for  delinquent  chil- 
dren. 

June  12,  1919,  P.  L.  45.  Amends  Acts  of  April 
23,  1903,  P.  L.  274;  July  25,  1913,  P.  L.  1039; 
May  13,  1915,  P.  L.  304.  Provides  that  court  may 
order  that  the  cost  of  board,  attendance  and  placing 
out  of  delinquent  children  shall  be  paid  by  the  county. 

In  connection  with  the  charges  upon  the  county  re- 
ferred to  in  the  above  Acts,  the  County  Commissioners 
might  contend  that  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  make  cer- 
tain investigations  with  regard  to  the  fair  cost  of  support- 
ing the  children  and  the  amount  the  families  can  contri- 
bute. If  Councils,  therefore,  should  refuse  to  appropriate 
money  for  the  employment  of  assistants  to  perform  those 
duties,  the  County  Commissioners,  should  that  contention 
prevail,  would  probably  have  the  right  to  mandamus  the 
Treasury  for  payment  for  adequate  assistance  to  perform 
duties  required  of  them  by  statute. 

I  have  not  found  any  express  legislative  sanction  for 
the  appointment  of  these  employees  by  the  County  Com- 
missioners, and  their  position  in  the  matter,  should  they 
take  an  adverse  one,  would  rest  upon  the  implication  aris- 
ing from  the  above  Acts  and  any  others  of  a  more  or  less 
similar  tenor. 

It  would  of  course  obviate  this  difficulty  to  have  definite 
action  taken  by  the  Legislature  transferring  these  duties 
from  the  County  Commissioners  to  your  department. 

However,  the  duties  imposed  upon  your  department  by 
the  Act  creating  it  appear  to  include  the  subject-matter  of 
the  work  performed  by  the  investigators  appropriated  for

by  Councils  in  the  1920  budget  under  ''City  Commis- 
sioners, Item  A-1,  Xos.  8,  9  and  10."  In  view  of  this  fact 
it  woud  appear  to  be  competent  for  Councils  to  transfer 
these  items  in  the  appropriation  to  the  proper  bureau  in 
your  department,  and  if  such  an  ordinance  be  desired  by 
you  and  decided  upon  as  a  question  of  policy,  the  form  of 
the  ordinance  should  be  that  of  a  transfer  of  these  items 
of  the  appropriation.

The  bond  for  District  4  is  that 
of  the  Fidelity  and  Deposit  Co.,  and  the  bonds  in  the  other 
eight  districts  are  those  of  the  National  Surety  Co.

Status  of  Contract  with  Philip  H.  Johnson,  Architect. 
Hon.  J.  Hampton  Moore, 

Mayor  of  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation of  February  9,  1920,  having  to  do  with  four  certain 
contracts  for  work,  etc.,  at  the  Philadelphia  Hospital  for 
Contagious  Diseases,  with  which  contracts,  as  you  recite, 
are  submitted  specifications  prepared  by  Philip  H.  John- 
son, architect.  You  also  enclose  copy  of  a  certain  contract 
of  March  31,  1903,  between  the  City  and  Mr.  Johnson  by 
the  terms  of  which  Mr.  Johnson  was  employed  as  archi- 
tect of  the  buildings  for,  inter  alia,  the  said  hospital  "and 
such  other  buildings  to  be  erected  in  the  future  as  may  be 
necessary  for  executive  and  departmental  purposes  there- 
of." 

You  state:  "These  contracts  raise  the  question  whether 
under  .  .  .  the  new  City  charter  it  is  obligatory  upon 
the  administration  to  continue  the  relationship  with  Philip 
H.  Johnson"  under  the  said  contract,  and  you  request  me 
to  "look  carefully  into  the  question  of  the  right  of  the  City 
to  free  itself  from  the  obligation  to  Mr.  Johnson  ...  in 
order  that  it  may  proceed  with  public  work  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  City  Architect  .  .  .  under  the  provisions 
of  the  new  City  charter." 

In  reply  I  beg  to  state  the  new  City  charter  by  its  pro- 
visions excludes  the  contract  of  March  31,  1903.  The  8th 
section  of  Article  II  of  the  charter,  which  authorizes  the 
Mayor  to  appoint  a  City  Architect  and  imposes  certain 
duties  upon  the  City  Controller,  expressly  provides 
"that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  affect  existing  contracts 
or  existing  drawings  and  plans  ...  or  cases  where  such 
drawings  and  plans  are  actually  in  existence  or  have  been 
actually  commenced  within  one  month  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  section." 
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The  effective  date  of  this  section  is  January  1,  1920. 
Neither  does  the  new  charter  in  the  said  section  affect 
these  four  contracts,  for  the  same  are  based  upon  bids  sub- 
mitted on  the  5th  day  of  jS^ovember,  1919. 

Therefore,  the  "right  of  the  City  to  free  itself  from  the 
obligation  to  Mr.  Johnson"  must  be  determined  without  re- 
course  to  the  new  Charter  Act  and  independently  thereof. 
The  proposition  as  to  whether  or  not  these  contracts  should 
be  executed  does,  however,  seem  to  depend  on  two  ques- 
tions : 

1.  Does  the  contract  of  1903  include  other  work 
than  that  originally  contemplated  at  that  time  ? 

2.  If,  as  they  do,  these  present  contracts  include 
such  other  work,  does  their  execution  either  wholly 
or  partially  estop  the  City  from  hereafter  confining 
Mr.  Johnson  to  work  at  the  hospital  so  originally  con- 
templated and  not  yet  finished  ? 

These  questions  arise  because  a  large  part,  if  not  all,  of 
the  construction  and  other  work  to  be  undertaken  under 
these  contracts  was  not  contemplated  in  1903.  They  are 
very  largely,  if  not  entirely,  extensions  to  buildings  long 
since  finished,  turned  over  and  accepted,  and  for  repairs 
to  such  buildings. 

I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  architectural  work  on 
such  additions  and  repairs  was  not  intended  to  be  and  is 
not  included  in  the  scope  of  the  employment  of  Mr.  John- 
son under  the  contract  of  1903,  and  that  he  was  not  entitled 
to  these  engagements  by  its  force,  and  need  not  be  so  en- 
gaged for  such  work  in  the  future ;  indeed,  such  employ- 
ment is  expressly  forbidden  under  the  terms  of  the  charter, 
for  such  work  can  hardly  come  under  the  exceptions  set 
out  in  the  charter  under  which  outside  architectural  aid 
may  be  invoked. 

But  as  a  matter  of  fact  he  was  so  engaged  and  has  drawn 
the  plans  and  prepared  the  specifications,  and  the  bids 
based  upon  them  form  the  foundation  of  the  contracts  re- 
ferred to.  This  would,  in  my  opinion,  give  him  the  right 
to  be  paid  for  his  services  therein,  without  reference  to  the 
contract  of  1903. 
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And  this  brings  us  to  the  consideration  of  the  second 
question. 

Is  there  raised  by  such  procedure  an  estoppel  in  the  City 
to  contest  any  claim  that  by  its  conduct  the  City  has  con- 
strued the  contract  so  as  to  permit  Mr.  Johnson  to  indefi- 
nitely continue  as  architect  at  this  hospital  ? 

I  believe  what  has  heretofore  been  done  has  not  effected 
such  an  estoppel,  for  it  seems  to  be  clear  from  inquiries 
which  I  have  caused  to  be  made  that  it  was  believed  by  all 
the  officials  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities  having  to  do  with  these  matters  that  Mr.  John- 
son's contract  required  that  he  be  given  such  work. 

I  am  informed  by  Assistant  Director  Taylor  and  Chief 
Vogleson  that  the  work  contemplated  by  these  contracts  is 
needed  immediately  for  the  uses  of  the  department,  and 
this  being  so  it  would  seem  to  be  to  the  advantage  of  the 
City  to  execute  these  contracts.  Should  these  contracts  be 
executed,  such  action  in  my  judgment  will  in  no  way 
affect  the  City's  rights  in  the  matter  subsequently  arising 
in  the  premises. 

I  am  also  informed  that  if  all  the  bids  are  thrown  out 
and  new  ones  asked  for,  the  new  bids  will  be  much  larger, 
prices  having  increased  since  last  ISTovember.  The  Di- 
rector employed  Mr.  Johnson  to  prepare  the  plans  and 
specifications  embodied  in  these  contracts  and  he  in  so 
doing,  as  already  indicated,  was  within  the  scope  of  his 
authority. 

Therefore,  rather  than  risk  the  liability  under  a  re- 
pudiated agreement — valid  whether  or  not  we  consider  the 
contract  of  1903 — and  pay  the  increased  prices  almost 
surely  to  be  demanded  for  the  work,  a  large  part  of  which 
it  is  imperative  must  be  performed  without  delay,  it  may 
well  be  deemed  advisable  and  in  the  City's  interest  that 
the  contracts  be  signed. 

As  to  the  question  of  the  continuing  force  of  the  agree- 
ment of  1903  and  the  possibility  of  disregarding  it  with- 
out liability  to  the  City,  it  appears  to  me  that  as  to  un- 
finished construction  clearly  contemplated  by  the  original 
comprehensive  plan,  unless  an  amicable  recision  of  it  may 
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l)e  arranged  between  the  parties,  the  only  way  to  enable 
the  City  to  escape  its  liability  would  be  its  ability  to  show 
some  lack  of  knowledge  or  of  care,  or  of  architectural 
ability,  or  of  probity  in  the  architect  sufficiently  important 
to  cause  a  court  to  declare  it  no  longer  binding  upon  the 
•City.  But  as  to  new  work  on  any  of  the  buildings  in  the 
nature  of  additions,  alterations  or  repairs  thereto,  not 
originally  contemplated  and  arising  after  the  completion 
and  acceptance  of  these  structures,  the  contract  with  Mr. 
Johnson  has  no  reference  thereto,  and  should  be  disre- 
garded in  connection  therewith.

1222  and  1224  South  Broad  street  under  a 
lease  running  from  year  to  year,  and  you  inquire  as  to  the 
propriety  of  countersigning  such  contracts. 

If  the  Council  has  duly  appropriated  funds  for  this 
purpose  and  the  proper  executive  department  and  Mayor 
have  entered  into  contracts  in  pursuance  of  such  appro- 
priation, I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  contracts  should  be 
countersigned,  the  question  of  the  expediency  of  spending 
the  money  in  this  manner  being  for  those  branches  of  the 
City  government.

Deak  Sir  : — The  Acting  Director  'of  your  department 
refers  to  a  letter  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Con- 
sultants and  Examiners  for  the  position  of  a  Director 
and  Clinical  Pathologist,  Bureau  of  Hospitals,  from  which 
it  appears  that  the  salary  of  $3,500  appropriated  for'  that 
position  is  deemed  inadequate  and  that  it  is  recommended 
that  the  position  carry  with  it  quarters  and  board ;  that 
additional  advertisement  in  other  cities  be  published  with 
reference  to  the  vacancy,  and  that  the  time  for  the  ex- 
amination be  extended.  As  to  this  reference  is  made 
only  to  the  question  whether  the  Director  of  your  de- 
partment has  the  power  to  give  the  successful  applicant 
quarters  and  board  in  addition  to  his  salary  without 
further  authorization  by  the  Council. 

If  the  giving  of  the  quarters  and  board  as  proposed 
should  involve  additional  expenditure,  this,  of  course, 
could  not  be  done  without  an  appropriation  by  the  Coun- 
cil for  the  purpose,  but  the  Acting  Director  has  stated 
to  this  department  that  what  is  intended  is  to  have  the 
Clinical  Pathologist  live  at  the  Philadelphia  General  Hos- 
pital where  quarters  can  be  assigned  to  him  and  where 
a  table  is  already  provided  for  the  resident  physicians, 
etc.,  at  which  the  pathologist  may  eat,  thus  requiring  no 
further  appropriation  of  funds. 

As  so  understood  I  think  the  matter  is  one  which  can 
be  regulated  by  yourself  as  the  executive  official  in  charge 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  being  a  subject  fit 
for  administrative  control  without  further  authorization 
by  the  Council.

Repairs  to  Fire  Boat  "Stuart."

Dear  Sir: — The  Assistant  Director  of  your  depart- 
ment writes  me  in  reference  to  a  contract  dated  Decem- 
ber 15,  1919,  with  the  John  Baizley  Iron  Works,  for  re- 
pairs to  the  fire  boat  "Edwin  S.  Stuart." 

It  appears  that  the  Inspectors  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Steamboat  Inspection  Serv- 
ice required  certain  equipment  and  repairs  to  be  made  to 
the  boat,  and  accordingly  a  contract  was  entered  into  after 
due  advertisement  and  bidding,  between  the  City  and  the 
Baizley  Iron  Works,  whereby  the  work  was  to  be  done 
at  a  cost  of  $19,965.10,  and  about  twenty  per  cent,  thereof 
has  been  completed.  As  a  result  of  raising  the  boilers 
certain  latent  defects  were  revealed  and  further  require- 
ments were  made  by  the  United  States  Inspectors,  includ- 
ing welding,  caulking,  riveting,  reinforcing,  etc,,  affecting 
both  boilers  of  the  said  boat. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  work  under  these  new  require- 
ments will  entail  an  additional  expense  of  about  $2,000, 
and  "the  question  has  arisen  as  to  whether  this  additional 
work  should  be  the  subject  of  a  new  open  market  bid  or 
be  viewed  as  extra  work  to  be  done  by  the  John  Baizley 
Iron  Works  and  charged  for  as  such  by  them.  In  the  latter 
case  specifications  would  be  drawn,  an  estimate  required 
and  a  contract  drawn  covering  the  same." 

There  is  no  provision  in  the  specifications  looking  to 
extra  work  and  the  limit  of  the  contract  is  fixed  at 
$19,965.10,  the  same  amount  as  the  contract  price, 
afi^ording  no  margin  for  any  further  expenditure  under 
this  contract.  A  new  one  must  therefore  necessarily  be 
made  as  is  suggested  in  the  communication  from  the 
Assistant  Director. 
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The  endorsement  of  the  City  Controller  upon  this  con- 
tract shows  a  balance  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  item  of 
appropriation  of  only  $924.28,  which  would,  of  course,  be 
insufficient  to  cover  the  proposed  new  $2,000  contract. 
Perhaps  this  could  be  charged  against  some  other  item, 
however,  as  to  which  I  have  no  information. 

Assuming  that  a  sufficient  appropriation  is  available 
for  the  purpose,  the  question  arises  whether  new  bids 
are  necessary  in  order  that  a  further  contract  may  be 
entered  into.  The  general  rule  under  the  statute  is  that 
all  work  and  materials  needed  by  the  City  must  be  pre- 
ceded by  competitive  bidding  and  award  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder ;  but  this  statutory  requirement  is  sub- 
ject to  exception  when  the  thing  required  by  the  munici- 
pal government  can  be  obtained  only  from  a  single  source, 
as  for  instance,  where  the  article  is  covered  by  a  patent 
and  sold  only  by  the  patentee,  or  where  the  service  is  of 
such  a  professional  character  that  competition  by  public 
bidding  is  not  calculated  to  result  in  the  employment  of 
the  person  best  fitted  to  render  the  assistance  desired.  Or 
in  any  other  situation  where  public  bidding  is  impossible 
or  impracticable  to  answer  its  intended  purpose. 

In  the  present  instance  the  repairs  and  alterations  under 
the  old  contract  and  under  the  proposed  new  one  are  of 
a  generally  similar  character  apparently,  and  if  not  im- 
possible would  seem  to  be  highly  impracticable  for  the 
workmen  of  one  contractor  and  those  of  another  to  be  at 
the  same  time  engaged  in  what  is  substantially  one  piece 
of  work.  The  confusion  resulting  from  this  course  and 
the  division  of  responsibility  between  the  two  contractors 
would  be  serious  if  not  insurmountable  obstacles  to  such 
procedure. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  case  comes 
within  the  exception  and  not  within  the  general  rule,  and 
that  in  unusual  circumstances  here  involved  the  method 
suggested  may  properly  be  followed,  that  is,  new  specifi- 
cations may  be  drawn,  an  estimate  of  the  new  work  made 
and  a  contract  entered  into  between  the  City  and  the 
present  contractor  for  the  additional  work  without  adver- 
tising; for  further  bids.

As  already  stated,  the  balance  of  $924.28  certified  to 
by  the  City  Controller,  must  be  supplemented  by  other 
available  funds  before  the  new  contract  can  be  executed. 

I  am  sending  a  copy  of  this  opinion  to  the  City  Con- 
troller.

Cancellation  of  Contracts — Claim  of  Keystone  State 
Construction  Compariy.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  18th 
inst.  enclosing  copies  of  the  correspondence  which  has 
passed  between  your  office  and  the  City  Controller  in  re- 
gard to  the  claim  made  by  the  Keystone  State  Construction 
Company,  contractor  for  the  subway  under  Contracts  Nos. 
201  and  203,  which  were  put  in  process  of  cancellation  in 
accordance  with  the  agreement  dated  July  11,  1918  (to  be 
found  on  page  49  of  the  Appendix  to  the  Journal  of  Com- 
mon Council,  Vol.  2),  the  report  concerning  the  same 
made  by  the  Mayor,  the  then  City  Solicitor  and  yourself, 
dated  September  28,  1918,  and  to  be  found  in  the  same 
book  on  page  37,  and  the  ordinance  of  I^ovember  26, 
1918,  to  be  found  on  page  35  of  the  same  book,  or  in  the 
ordinance  book  of  1919,  on  page  250. 

The  correspondence  sent  with  your  letter  discloses  two 
claims  by  the  contractor — one  for  interest  on  retained 
percentages  under  the  original  Contracts  Xos.  201  and 
203,  amounting  to  $4,219.92,  and  the  other  for  interest  on 
account  of  delays  in  the  payment  of  current  estimates  for 
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work  done  under  the  contract  of  July  16,  1918,  amount- 
ing to  $3,465.77. 

With  regard  to  the  claim  for  interest  on  the  retained 
percentages  (and,  as  I  have  before  stated,  I  understand 
these  retained  percentages  to  be  sums  of  money  retained 
for  work  done  under  the  said  original  Contracts  Nos.  201 
and  203  prior  to  July  16,  1918),  I  refer  you  to  the  fol- 
lowing clause  of  the  report  of  the  Mayor,  the  then  City 
Solicitor  and  yourself,  found  upon  page  47  of  the  book 
above  referred  to : 

"It  is  understood  that  the  retained  percentages 
earned  by  the  contractor  under  current  estimates 
prior  to  July  16,  1918,  and  now  standing  to  the  con- 
tractor's credit  upon  these  contracts  on  the  books  of 
the  City  Controller,  will  be  paid  in  the  final  estimate 
under  the  contracts  upon  the  completion  of  the  work 
specified  in  this  agreement." 

This,  of  course,  refers  to  the  completion  of  the  work 
required  under  the  agreement  of  July  11,  1918.  It  ap- 
pears from  the  letter  of  the  Keystone  State  Construction 
Company  forming  a  part  of  the  correspondence  above  re- 
ferred to,  that  the  work  required  to  be  done  under  these 
contracts  is  not  yet  completed. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  clause  in  the  above-men- 
tioned report,  which  on  page  39  of  the  said  book  refers 
to  this  agreement  of  July  11th,  is  to  be  considered  as 
embodied  in  the  said  agreement  of  July  11,  1918.  This 
clause  in  the  said  report  being  a  part  of  the  entire  pro- 
ceeding would  therefore  appear  to  dispose  of  the  conten- 
tion of  the  contractor  as  to  interest  on  these  particular 
retained  percentages,  because  it  specifically  fixes  the  time 
when  such  retained  percentages  are  to  be  paid  and  that 
time  has  not  yet  come  to  pass. 

With  regard  to  the  claim  for  the  payment  of  interest 
on  deferred  payments  of  current  estimates,  it  appears  as 
follows:  The  payment  for  work  done  after  July  16, 
1918,  to  which  these  current  estimates  refer  under  the 
contract  made  July  11,  1918,  provided  on  page  51  of  the 
same  book,  as  follows : 
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"Payments  on  account  of  work  done  within  the 
limits  specified  from  the  date  above  set,  July  16, 
1918,  and  until  Councils  shall  have  acted  shall  be 
under  the  force  accounts  provision  of  these  contracts 
(paragraph  31  of  specifications)  the  company  waiv- 
ing profit  and  charge  in  excess  of  cost,  or  the  actual 
cost  of  the  work  as  shown  by  monthly  statements  to 
the  Controller  and  vouchers  furnished  by  the  con- 
tractor and  approved  by  the  engineers  for  the  City." 

I  have  not  the  contract  in  question  before  me,  but  para- 
graph 31  of  the  standard  specifications  in  this  office  is 
in  part  as  follows: 

"Force  Accounts.  Payment  under  the  force  ac- 
count item  will  be  made  on  the  actual  net  expendi- 
ture for  labor,  including  employers'  liability  insur- 
ance and  material  plus  the  percentage  bid  to  cover 
superintendence  and  the  use  of  tools  and  plant." 

Here  it  would  seem  there  was  no  percentage  bid  to 
cover  superintendence  and  the  use  of  tools  and  plant. 
How  this  item  of  cost  was  arrived  at  I  do  not  know. 

The  contract  then  provides  (page  51)  that  "the  can- 
cellation .  .  .  shall  take  place  only  upon  certifica- 
tion by  the  Director  to  the  Mayor  that  the  portion  of  the 
work  to  be  completed  within  the  limits  herein  mentioned 
has  been  completed  and  is  acceptable  to  the  City,  and  that 
payment  shall  have  been  made  of  any  balance  due  the  con- 
tractor under  the  terms  approved  by  Councils." 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  provision  for  payment 
for  this  work  done  under  the  contract  of  July  16,  1918, 
other  than  that  above  set  forth.  The  company  is  to  be  paid 
"as  shown  by  manthly  statements,"  but  the  contract  does 
not  say  when. 

You  have  stated  to  me  orally  that  the  method  of  pay- 
ment actualy  carried  out  was  to  pay  on  monthly  state- 
ments, there  being  no  retained  percentages  but  the  full 
amount  of  the  estimates  being  paid  by  the  City  Controller 
when  properly  approved.  This  has  been  going  on  since 
August,  1918'. 
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The  claim  for  interest  upon  these  monthly  estimates 
appears  to  be  based  simply  because  of  delays  arising  after 
their  presentation  to  the  City  Controller. 

Under  Contract  No.  201  there  appears  to  have  been 
presented  seventeen  separate  bills,  and  that  delays  in  pay- 
ment of  the  amounts  thereof  arose  to  the  extent  of  from 
eighteen  days,  which  was  the  soonest  time  any  of  them  was 
paid,  to  eighty-eight  days,  which  was  the  greatest  time 
any  of  them  was  delayed;  and  under  Contract  No.  203 
there  were  also  seventeen  bills,  where  the  delays  ranged 
from  seventeen  to  eighty-eight  days,  there  being  a  delay 
in  the  payment  of  every  one  of  them. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  claim  for  interest  was  ever 
made  until  January  Gtli  of  the  present  year.  Such 
charges  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  contract.  They  are 
not  ''shown  by  monthly  statements  to  the  Controller  and 
vouchers  furnished  by  the  contractor  and  approved  by 
the  engineers  for  the  City."  They  are  for  interest  on 
bills  or  monthly  statements  which  were  presented  to  the 
City  Controller  and  after  greater  or  less  delays  have  been 
paid,  presumably  receipted  for,  settled  and  duly  charged 
on  the  books  of  the  City  Controller,  and  the  matter  as  to 
him  is  a  closed  incident.  The  fact  that  these  monthly 
statements  represented  only  actual  cost  and  contained  no 
margin  of  profit  cannot  enter  into  the  legal  aspect  of  the 
case.  There  is  no  higher  right  in  the  contractor  in  this 
case  to  receive  interest  of  a  deferred  payment  because  his 
bill  was  rendered  at  cost  than  there  would  be  in  any  other 
contractor  to  receive  interest  because  of  the  deferring 
of  a  payment  to  him  in  a  matter  where  he  had  a  profit. 
Both  having  complied  with  the  law,  they  are  equally  en- 
titled to  be  forthwith  paid.  Whether  or  not  this  con- 
tractor, one  of  these  monthly  estimates  not  having  been 
paid,  could,  when  making  out  the  next  monthly  estimate, 
have  charged  interest  on  the  unpaid  monthly  estimate  and 
made  an  item  of  this  in  the  su-cceeding  monthly  estimate, 
we  need  not  consider.  He  did  not  do  this  thing.  He 
made  out  a  bill  for  work  he  did  and  whether  or  not  there 
was  a  delay  these  bills  now  have  all  been  paid  and  ap- 
parently the  contractor  has  taken  the  money  without  any 
protest. 
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Under  these  circumstances  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
there  is  no  legal  claim  for  interest  because  he  was  not 
promptly  paid  his  monthly  estimates.  Should  it  be  con- 
sidered that  he  has  a  moral  claim  the  law  affords  him  a 
special  remedy. 

It  thus  appears  that  the  contractor  has  no  legal  stand- 
ing as  to  either  of  its  claims.  As  to  the  second  claim, 
however,  that  for  $3,465.77,  being  interest  on  payments 
deferred  for  considerable  periods  after  they  became  due, 
if  such  delay  resulted  from  the  act  of  the  City  and  was 
not  due  to  any  fault  of  the  contractor,  I  think  that  in  view 
of  all  the  circumstances,  irrespective  of  strictly  legal  con- 
siderations, a  fair  basis  for  a  moral  claim  would  arise ; 
but  this  would  be  a  matter  for  the  determination  of  the 
Mayor  and  the  Council,  who  would  also  be  vested  with 
power  to  recognize  the  first  claim  as  a  moral  one  if  they 
deemed  such  a  course  just  and  equitable.

Certification  of  Names  From  Eligible  Lists.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  2Gth  inst.  you  ask, 
for  the  purpose  of  formulating  rules  on  the  subject, 
whether  the  Act  of  June  25,  1919,  "requires  the  certifica- 
tion of  the  two  names  from  promotion  eligible  lists  as 
the  Act  unquestionably  requires  the  certification  of  two 
from  the  original  eligible  list."  In  this  connection  you 
point  out  that  the  language  of  the  Act  speaks  of  this 
without   indicating   whether   original   or   promotion   lists 
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are  involved  for  this  purpose,  and  you  refer  to  paragraphs 
3  and  5  of  Section  13  of  the  civil  service  article,  and  to 
a  part  of  Sections  14  and  15. 

The  Act  is  somewhat  obscure  as  to  the  precise  relation 
between  the  certifications  for  promotions  and  the  eligible 
list  which  it  provides  for.  I  think,  however,  that  Section 
15  is  intended  to  apply  to  the  entire  subject  of  appoint- 
ments, whether  the  same  be  original  or  by  promotion,  and 
that  this  and  the  other  sections  of  the  Act  in  requiring  that 
two  names  be  submitted  to  the  appointing  officer  from 
which  he  is  to  make  his  choice,  relate  equally  to  appoint- 
ments to  a  higher  position  by  promotion  and  to  appoint- 
ments of  those  who  are  taking  original  service  with  the 
City.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  in  which  you  re- 
ferred to  me  the  question  raised  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Rawle, 
regarding  the  operation  of  a  curb  market  at  a  certain 
location  in  West  Philadelphia,  I  desire  to  inform  you 
that  curb  markets  have  been  established  at  a  number  of 
specific  streets  in  Philadelphia  by  various  ordinances  of 
Councils.  These  ordinances  were  passed  under  the  Gen- 
eral Acts  of  Assembly  giving  Councils  power  to  regulate 
the  highways,  or  under  specific  Acts  of  Assembly  em- 
powering Councils  to  create  markets  at  certain  places. 

The  consent  of  owners  of  abutting  properties  is  not  re- 
quired except  where,  as  in  the  Act  of  March  21,  1871, 
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P.  L.  4'34,  providing  for  the  establishment  of  curb 
markets  in  certain  streets  in  the  northeastern  part  of 
the  City,  the  Act  of  Assembly  requires  the  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  property  owners. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  Act  or  ordinance  pro- 
viding for  the  establishment  of  or  permission  to  operate 
curb  markets  in  West  Philadelphia.  The  proper  pro- 
cedure for  the  persons  who  desire  to  operate  such  markets 
is  to  have  Councils  pass  such  ordinances,  fixing  the  streets 
for  .which  permission  is  desired.  Individual  vendors 
would  then  be  free  to  use  such  streets,  obtaining  their  in- 
dividual licenses  from  the  Bureau  of  City  Property  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  upon  compliance 
with  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety, 
which  are  enforced  by  the  lieutenant  of  the  district 
affected.

Prohibition  of  Fireicorl:s,  Sparhlers,  Etc. 

William  II.  Felton,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — You  transmit  a  resolution  of  the  Council 
of  March  2d  asking  for  an  opinion  whether  "the  present 
Acts  of  Assembly  and  ordinances  of  Councils  are 
suffieiently  comprehensive  to  prohibit  the  use  of  all  fire- 
works, sparklers  and  explosives  of  all  kinds  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia." 

I  think  that  the  prohibition  of  the  use  of  such  articles 
in  the  highways  and  public  places  of  the  City  is  already 
accomplished  by  existing  laws  and  ordinances.     A  brief 
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summary  of  these  may  be  found  useful  in  the  delibera- 
tions of  the  Council. 

The  general  nuisance  ordinance  of  September  23,  1864, 
in  Section  36,  makes  it  a  nuisance  to  throw,  cast  or  fire 
any  squib,  rocket  or  other  fireworks  in  or  into  any  of  the 
highways  of  the  City.  By  the  37th  Section  thereof  it  is 
made  a  nuisance  to  fire  off  or  discharge  wantonly  and 
without  any  reasonable  cause  any  gun,  pistol,  fowling 
piece  or  other  firearms  at  any  place  or  from  any  house 
within  the  City,  or  in  any  of  its  highways ;  and  by  the 
38th  Section  it  is  declared  a  nuisance  to  allow  or  per- 
mit any  person  to  fire '  off  or  discharge  at  or  from  any 
house  in  the  City  any  gun,  pistol  or  other  firearms. 
The  penalty  provided  by  this  ordinance  as  amended  is 
a  fine  of  $5.00,  to  be  recovered  before  the  magistrate 
whose  office  is  located  nearest  to  the  place  where  such 
violation  occurs  at  the  suit  of  the  City  and  for  its  use. 

What  are  known  as  high  explosives  are  further  regu- 
lated by  ordinances  of  April  2,  1901,  which  were  followed 
by  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  4th  of  the  same  year, 
a  validating  Act.  These  latter,  however,  do  not  relate 
to  what  are  known  as  fireworks  or  other  devices  of  which 
gun  powder  is  the  explosive  agent. 

The  ordinance  of  June  20,  1881,  forbade  the  selling 
or  exposing  for  sale  or  the  use  of  any  toy  pistol,  toy 
cannon,  devil's  bomb  or  other  toy  or  hand  weapon  used  for 
firing  salutes  for  celebrating  purposes  and  using  gun 
powder  or  other  explosives. 

Many  statutes  have  been  passed  upon  this  subject. 
The  Act  of  August  26,  1721,  forbade  any  person  to  make, 
sell,  utter  or  offer  or  expose  to  sale  any  squib,  rocket  or 
other  fireworks,  or  cast,  throw  or  fire  them  within  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  without  the  Governor's  special 
license.  This  related  to  the  old  City  of  Philadelphia, 
comprised  between  South  and  Vine  streets  and  the  Dela- 
ware and  Schuylkill  rivers,  but  by  Act  of  February  9, 
1751,  was  extended  to  the  entire  province  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The  Act  of  1721  was  held  by  the  iSupreme  Court  to 
be  still  in  force  in  1884  in  Homer  vs.   Commonwealth, 
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106  Pa.  221,  and  in  1895,  in  the  case  of  Ileidenwag  vs. 
City,  168  Pa.  72.  This  latter  case,  however,  held  that 
the  use  of  fireworks  for  municipal  celebrations  in  charge 
of  the  public  officials  of  the  City  was  not  forbidden. 

The  Act  of  March  23,  1866,  made  it  unlawful  to  manu- 
facture pyrotechnics  or  fireworks  within  the  built-up  limits 
of  the  City,  and  a  penalty  was  provided  for  so  doing  by 
Act  of  March  12,  1866. 

The  x\ct  of  June  10,  1881,  made  the  sale  of  gunpowder 
and  other  explosives,  and  of  cannon,  revolvers  and  other 
deadly  weapons,  etc.,  unlawful  if  made  to  any  person 
under  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 

The  Act  of  June  11,  1885,  made  it  a  misdemeanor  to 
manufacture  or  sell  toy  cannons,  toy  pistols,  revolvers  or 
other  such  deadly  weapons,  not  including  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  legitimate  firearms. 

By  Act  of  June  19,  1901,  the  manufacturing  and  sell- 
ing of  firecrackers  containing  explosives  other  than  ordi- 
nary gunpowder  was  forbidden,  and  by  Act  of  March  2-1, 
1905,  the  sale  or  use  of  certain  fireworks  and  firecrackers 
as  therein  defined,  or  pistols,  explosive  canes  and  am- 
munition was  forbidden  if  containing  high  explosives. 

On  June  1,  1911,  two  statutes  were  passed,  the  first, 
P.  L.  512,  to  regulate  the  use  of  firecrackers,  fireworks, 
blank  cartridges,  pellets,  tablets,  etc.,  in  any  county  in 
this  Commonwealth  and  providing  penalties  for  viola- 
tions thereof,  declared  it  unlawful  to  set  off,  fire  or  make 
use  of  for  the  purpose  of  explosion,  any  firecracker  over 
certain  specified  dimensions  in  length  and  thickness,  or 
any  firecrackers  or  fireworks  containing  picric  acid  or 
picrates,  dynamite  or  other  high-explosive  compound,  or 
to  explode  any  blank  cartridge,  pellet  or  tablet  containing 
d\Tiamite  or  other  high-explosive  compound  to  be  used 
in  pistols,  hollow  canes  or  any  toy  for  explosive  purposes. 
The  violation  of  the  Act  was  made  punishable  after  con- 
viction before  a  magistrate,  etc.,  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  $25,  and  in  default  thereof  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  ten  days.  All  inconsistent  Acts  were  thereby 
repealed. 

The  second,  Act  of  June  1,  1911,  P.  L.  551,  was  to 
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restrain  and  regulate  the  sale  and  manufacture  (not  the 
use)  of  certain  firecrackers,  fireworks  and  other  explosive 
materials  used  in  pistols,  hollow  canes  or  any  toy.  This 
Act  made  it  unlawful  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  fire- 
crackers or  fireworks  containing  picric  acid  or  picrates, 
dynamite  or  other  high-explosive  compound,  or  to  sell, 
offer  or  expose  for  sale  any  blank  cartridge,  pellet  or 
tablet  composed  of  dynamite  or  other  high-explosive  com- 
pound to  be  used  in  pistols,  hollow  canes  or  any  toy  for 
explosive  purposes,  or  any  firecracker  containing  gun- 
powder or  other  explosive  material  of  dimensions  described 
in  the  same  terms  as  those  used  in  the  Act  of  the  same 
date  already  referred  to. 

It  was  further  made  unlawful  by  the  x\ct  (page  554) 
to  manufacture  any  of  the  forbidden  articles  or  com- 
modities, and  the  penalty  anncxd  thereto  was  fixed  at  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  $500,  or  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  six  months,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

The  6th  Section  of  this  Act  provided  that  it  was  not 
intended  to  repeal  Acts  of  Assembly  relating  to  and  re- 
straining the  manufacture  of  pyrotechnic  fireworks  and 
cartridges  in  any  built-up  portions  of  any  city,  nor  to 
interfere  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  June  20,  1881, 
already  mentioned,  nor  to  repeal  the  Act  of  June  11, 
1885,  the  provisions  of  which  have  been  already  stated. 

The  statute  further  provided  that  this  Act  shall  not 
interfere  with  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  legitimate  fire- 
arms, firecrackers  or  fireworks,  and  all  other  Acts  incon- 
sistent with  it  were  repealed. 

I  think  the  foregoing  includes  substantially  all  the 
legislation  upon  the  subject.  Questions  arising  out  of 
these  Acts  and  ordinances  have  frequently  been  discussed 
by  this  department.  My  predecessor,  'Michael  J.  Ryan, 
on  June  30,  1914,  and  on  July  2d  of  that  year  (City 
Solicitor's  opinions,  pages  208-212),  after  considering  the 
relevant  provisions  of  the  laws  and  ordinances,  advised 
the  then  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety, 
that  "there  is  ample  power  vested  in  you  to  secure  a  noise- 
less, safe  and  sane  celebration  of  the  Fourth  of  July. 
All  that  is  needed  is  to  enforce  existing  statutes  and  ordi- 
nances."     (City  .Solicitor's  opinions,  1914,  p.  212.) 
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My  immecliiite  predecessor,  Mr,  Connelly,  in  an  opinion 
dated  May  17,  1917  (City  Solicitor's  opinions,  p.  G9,  laid 
stress  upon  the  repealing  clauses  of  the  later  Acts  and 
on  the  exemption  contained  therein  of  the  manufacture 
and  sale  ''of  legitimate  firearms  or  firecrackers  or  fire- 
works," as  also  upon  the  principle  that  certain  types  of 
firecrackers  and  fireworks  having  been  forbidden,  there 
resulted  by  implication  a  right  to  manufacture,  sell  and 
use  those  of  other  kinds  in  which  the  dangerous  high  ex- 
plosives were  not  contained,  or  which  were  not  of  such 
dimensions  as  to  make  their  use  unduly  perilous.  He 
therefore  held  that  the  entire  body  of  legislation  upon  the 
subject  was  such  as  to  permit  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  legitimate  firecrackers,  fireworks,  etc.,  not  distinctly 
forbidden  by  law.  However,  this  may  be  as  to  the' manu- 
facture and  sale  of  such  articles  and  without  attempting 
to  resolve  any  differences  in  the  opinions  of  Mr.  Ryan 
and  Mr.  Connelly,  I  think  that  sufficient  police  power 
resides  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  prevent  the  use. 
at  least  upon  the  streets  and  other  places  of  public  resort 
in  the  City,  of  firecrackers,  fireworks  and  other  explosives, 
and  that  the  power  thus  possessed  has  been  already  ex- 
ercised. The  Council  may,  if  it  sees  fit,  amend  the  ordi- 
nances at  present  upon  the  books,  especially  the  nuisance 
ordinance  of  1864,  but  to  the  extent  above  indicated  I 
think  the  subject  is  covered  by  existing  legislation.

Dear  iSir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  in  a 
letter  under  date  of  February  25th,  received  by  this  de- 
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partment  this  morning,  in  connection  with  the  South 
Philadelphia  track  elevation  work,  states  that  the  office 
building  for  the  engineers  engaged  therein,  heretofore 
rented  for  a  five-year  term  at  $1,500  per  annum,  has  been 
sold  and  is  no  longer  available ;  that  a  search  for  other 
quarters  has  been  unsuccessful  and  that  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company,  which  is  jointly  chargeable  with  the 
expense  of  the  undertaking,  has  offered  offices  rent  free  in 
property  owned  by  it  on  condition  that  the  iCity  will  pay 
one-half  the  cost  of  the  necessary  alterations,  approximat- 
ing $6,000.  The  term  during  which  these  will  be  used  will 
cover  a  further  period  of  five  years.  The  inquiry  is 
whether  the  City  should  approve  of  this  arrangement  and 
whether  it  can,  under  the  terms  of  the  South  Philadelphia 
ordinance  and  agreement,  pay  its  share  of  the  cost  of  such 
alterations  in  lieu  of  rent. 

I  can  see  no  reason  why,  under  the  terms  of  the  ordi- 
nance, this  expense  should  not  be  regarded  as  ordinary- 
rental  charges  would  be,  which  would  be  divided  between, 
the  City  and  the  railroad  company,  and  paid  as  such 
rental  charges  have  been  paid  heretofore. 

I  therefore  think  there  is  no  objection  to  the  proposed 
arrangement.

Daylight  Saving  Ordinance.

Dear  Mr,  Mayor  :^-Pursuant  to  our  conversation  of 
I  beg  to  advise  you  with   reference   to   the   ordinance   of 
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December  9,  1919,  to  save  daylight  and  to  provide  standard 
time  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia;  that  on  April  13,  1887, 
P.  L.  21,  an  Act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  adopting 
w^hat  was  known  as  Eastern  Standard  time — that  is  to  say, 
the  mean  solar  time  of  the  75th  meridian  of  longitude  west 
of  Greenwich,  as  the  standard  for  computing  the  time  for 
legal  purposes  in  Pennsylvania.  It  was  therein  provided 
that  on  and  after  July  1,  1887,  such  time  should  be  the 
sole  and  only  standard  of  legal  time  throughout  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  all  days  were  to  be  taken  as  beginning  and 
ending  in  accordance  therewith,  and  every  mention  of  or 
reference  to  any  hour  or  time  in  all  existing  and  future 
Acts  of  Assembly,  municipal  ordinances  and  corporate 
laws,  or  any  rules  or  regulations  adopted  by  any  public 
officer  or  official  board,  or  any  rules  of  courts,  either  stand- 
ing or  special,  and  any  orders,  judgments  and  decrees  of 
such  courts  and  judgments  and  sentences  of  magistrates, 
and  in  contracts,  deeds,  wills  and  notices,  and  in  the  trans- 
action of  all  matters  of  business,  public,  legal,  commercial 
or  otherwise,  shall  be  construed  with  reference  to  and  in 
accordance  with  the  said  standard  unless  a  different  stand- 
ard is  therein  expressly  provided  for,  with  a  proviso  sav- 
ing pre-existing  rights. 

On  March  19,  1918,  the  United  States  Congress  passed 
an  Act  providing  that  on  the  last  Sunday  of  March  in  each 
year  at  2  o'clock  A.  M.  the  time  should  be  advanced  one 
hour  and  should  be  put  back  one  hour  on  the  last  Sunday 
in  October.  Thereupon  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania 
at  its  next  session  passed  an  Act  to  accord  with  the  Act  of 
Congress  amending  the  Act  of  April  13,  1887,  by  adding  a 
further  proviso,  namely : 

"That  when  the  standard  time  shall  be  advanced 
for  any  portion  of  the  year  by  any  Act  of  Congress 
now  in  force  or  hereafter  passed  the  time  so  fixed  by 
such  Act  of  Congress  shall  be  the  standard  time  of 
this  Commonwealth  for  such  portion  of  the  year." 

Since  then,  the  Act  of  Congress  upon  the  subject  has 
been  repealed,  and  in  my  judgment  this  reinstates  the  law 
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of  Pennsylvania  as  it  was  under  tlie  Act  of  1887  and  be- 
fore any  such  Act  of  Congress  had  been  passed. 

It  results  that  by  the  statute  of  this  State  the  mean  solar 
time  of  the  75th  meridian  of  longitude  west  of  Greenwich, 
commonly  called  standard  eastern  time,  is,  for  all  the  pur- 
poses above  enumerated,  made  the  legal  time  in  the  entire 
Commonwealth. 

The  ordinance  of  December  9,  1919,  is  directly  in  con- 
flict with  this  provision  of  the  statute,  for  the  former  pro- 
vides that  between  the  last  Sunday  of  March  at  2  o'clock 
A.  M.  and  the  last  Sunday  in  October  at  2  o'clock  A.  M. 
in  each  year  "the  standard  time  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia shall  be  one  hour  in  advance  of  the  mean  astronomical 
time  of  the  degree  of  longitude  governing  the  said  City  of 
Philadelphia." 

In  the  case  of  such  a  conflict  between  a  statute  and  an 
ordinance  of  the  City  the  ordinance  must  give  way.  It 
would  doubtless  be  within  the  power  of  the  Council  to 
make  any  regulation  it  should  deem  proper  for  strictly 
municipal  purposes,  as  'the  opening  and  closing  of  the  City 
offices  and  the  like  matters  of  purely,  municipal  regula- 
tion, but  when  it  undertakes  to  set  up  as  the  standard  time 
in  the  City  a  different  measure  of  time  from  that  provided 
by  Act  of  Assembly,  it  is  to  that  extent  ineffective  and 
void.  Moreover,  the  maintenance  of  such  a  double  stand- 
ard would  be,  I  believe,  a  source  of  endless  confusion — - 
banks  and  the  like  depositories  would  be  required  to  con- 
form to  the  standard  time  as  prescribed  by  the  Act  in 
opening  and  closing  their  doors,  in  honoring  checks  and 
the  paying  of  promissory  notes  and  the  like.  The  rules 
of  court  and  the  judgments  and  decrees  thereof,  the  time 
of  giving  notice  for  legal  purposes  (wherever  the  hour  of 
the  day  might  be  important),  the  operations  of '  railroads 
and  other  carriers,  the  transition  from  one  day  to  the  other 
would  all  be  different  under  the  Act  from  what  they  would 
be  under  the  ordinance  (and  the  terms  of  the  Act  would 
prevail),  and  in  many  other  aspects  the  situation  would 
be  clouded  with  uncertainties  and  difficulties,  which  ought 
to  be  avoided  by  all  means. 
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I'  am,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  to  escape  this  unfortu- 
nate situation  the  ordinance  should  be  repealed,  and  I  en- 
close a  form  of  repealer  for  submission  to  the  Council,  or 
such  other  use  as  you  may  think  proper  to  make  of  it.  In 
the  meanwhile  notice  to  comply  with  the  ordinance  by  the 
heads  of  the  departments,  chiefs  of  bureaus,  the  super- 
intendent of  police,  etc.,  should  be  withheld.

Salaries  of  Draftsinen  in  Survey  Bureau — Bonus. 
John  C.  Winston,  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Works, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  writes 
in  reference  to  certain  draftsmen  to  be  employed  in  his 
bureau.  He  states  that  at  the  salaries  fixed  by  the  Council 
for  these  positions  it  is  impossible  to  secure  competent  in- 
cumbents unless  such  salaries  are  supplemented  by  the 
bonus  provided  for  by  the  ordinance  of  January  2,  1920, 
and  he  inquires  whether  in  the  circumstances  set  forth  by 
him  such  bonus  may  be  paid  to  those  employees  who,  as  I 
understand  his  letter,  are  to  be  newly  appointed  to  the 
positions  in  question. 

In  the  financial  program  for  the  year  1920  passed  on 
December  15,  1919,  the  salaries  of  the  draftsmen  in  that 
bureau  were  fixed.  By  a  later  ordinance  approved  Feb- 
ruary 24,  1920,  provision  was  made  for  increasing  the  sal- 
aries of  these  men.  The  latter  ordinance  when  introduced 
contained  a  proviso  "that  no  extra  compensation  shall  be 
allowed  for  any  of  the  foregoing  positions,"  as  shown  by 
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tlie  Appendix  to  the  Journal.  In  the  course  of  the  pass- 
age of  the  ordinance,  however,  that  proviso  was  so  placed 
as  to  be  inapplicable  to  the  draftsmen  in  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys. 

The  ordinance  of  January  2,  1920,  providing  for  addi- 
tional compensation  or  bonus  enacts  .  .  .  "that  during 
the  year  1920  all  per  diem  employees  and  all  other  em- 
ployees of  the  City^  County  and  other  departments,  paid 
by  appropriations  from  the  City  Treasury  except  as  here- 
inafter provided,  shall  receive  additional  compensation  as 
follows:....  Provided,  further.  That  said  additional 
compensation  shall  not  be  given  to  those  whose  salaries  or 
wages  shall  have  been  increased  during  the  year  1920  in 
the  positions  they  occupy,  but  this  shall  not  affect  employ- 
ees promoted  from  one  position  to  another." 

The  questions  suggested  by  the  inquiry  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  are:  First,  whether  the  last-mentioned  pro- 
viso applies  to  new  appointees  to  positions,  the  salaries  of 
which  positions  have  been  increased  during  the  current 
year,  or  only  to  the  case  of  employees  already  holding  posi- 
tions and  as  to  whom  personally  such  increase  or  salary 
has  been  provided  for;  and  second,  irrespective  of  what 
the  general  rule  may  be,  whether  in  view  of  the  change  in 
the  amending  ordinance  of  February  14,  1920,  while  in 
the  course  of  passage,  these  particular  civil  servants,  i.  e., 
the  draftsmen  concerning  whom  the  inquiry  is  made,  are 
to  be  regarded  as  intended  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  the 
bonus. 

It  is  seen  above  that  the  qualification  in  the  ordinance 
of  January  2,  1920,  is  to  "those"  whose  salaries  or  wages 
shall  be  increased  during  the  year  in  the  positions  they 
occupy,  but  this  shall  not  affect  employees  promoted  from 
one  position  to  another. 

This  language  appears  to  relate  to  the  individual  and 
not  to  the  position.  It  cannot  justly  be  said  that  one's 
salary  or  wages  are  raised  by  his  new  incumbency  in  a 
position  simply  because  the  salary  or  wages  jDcrtaining  to 
that  position  have  been  so  increased.  A  person  newly  ap- 
pointed to  a  position  who  would  read  the  ordinance  of  Jan- 
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uarv  2,  1920,  might  well  infer  that  the  bonus  was  to  be 
added  to  the  salary  fixed  by  the  Council,  even  though 
further  inquiry  might  show  that  the  salary  so  attached  to 
the  position  had  been  increased  during  the  year  1920,  he 
not  being  one  of  ''those"  whose  salary  or  wages  are  so  in- 
creased. 

With  reference  to  these  particular  draftsmen,  the  infer- 
ence thus  arising  from  the  words  of  the  ordinance  of  Jan- 
uary 2,  1920,  is  strengthened  by  that  to  be  drawn  from 
the  change  in  the  ordinance  of  February  14tli  between  the 
time  of  its  introduction  and  its  passage,  by  which  change 
a  clause  originally  denying  these  men  the  extra  compensa- 
tion, which  is  the  subject  of  the  ordinance  of  January  2d, 
was  so  transposed  as  not  to  apply  to  them.  This  affords 
ground  for  a  reasonably  clear  deduction  that  the  Council 
intended  the  draftsmen  in  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  to  have 
the  benefit  of  the  extra  compensation. 

For  these  reasons  I  am  of  opinion  that  they  are  entitled 
to  receive  the  bonus  in  addition  to  the  salaries  which  the 
ordinance  of  February  14th  designates.  I  am  sending  a 
copy  of  this  opinion  to  the  City  Controller.

Payment  for  Defense  of  Home  Defense  Reserve.

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — In  accordance  with  your  re- 
quest I  herewith  return  letter  from  Director  Oortelyou  to 
yourself  and  form  of  ordinance  prepared  to  authorize  pay- 
ment of  the  expense  of  the  defense  of  George  Hoff,  a  mem- 
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ber  of  the  Home  Defense  Reserves,  together  with  a  draft 
of  an  ordinance  on  the  subject. 

This  matter  has  been  the  subject  of  correspondence  by 
Mr.  Connelly  when  City  Solicitor,  and  I  send  you  a  copy 
of  his  opinion.  He  advised  the  City  Controller  to  decline 
to  countersign  the  voucher  for  this  payment  because  the 
claim  was  not  a  legal  one  against  the  City  but  rested  on 
the  basis  of  a  moral  consideration,  not  conforming,  how- 
ever, to  the  requirements  of  the  Charter  Act  in  regard  to 
claims  of  that  character.  As  Mr.  Connelly  stated,  the 
question  of  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  such  services  rests 
with  the  Council.  The  expenses  of  the  gentlemen  repre- 
senting Mr,  Hoff,  apart  from  compensation  for  their  serv- 
ices, according  to  the  voucher  then  submitted  was  $346.85. 

It  may  or  not  have  some  relevance  in  this  connection, 
that  when  counsel  is  appointed  by  the  court  to  defend  an 
individual  charged  with  homicide  under  the  Act  of  As- 
sembly two  attorneys  are  usually  assigned,  each  of  whom 
receives  for  his  services  not  more  than  $200  in  addition  to 
expenses.  But  this  need  not  limit  the  Council  in  fixing  the 
amount  which  will  be  paid  in  a  case  of  this  character 
wherein  the  purpose  is  to  relieve  the  defendant  from  the 
expense  of  defending  himself,  when  the  necessity  for  mak- 
ing the  defense  arose  out  of  his  services  to  the  City.

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor  : — I  return  to  you  as  you  request 
a  memorandum  furnished  by  the  Department  of  Pennsyl- 
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vania,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in  reference  to 
moneys  borrowed  for  a  soldiers'  monument  and  towards  a 
soldiers'  and  sailors'  memorial^  as  to  the  legal  status  of 
which  you  inquire. 

It  appears  that  under  an  ordinance  of  April  4,  1911, 
there  was  originally  borrowed  $100,000  for  the  erection  of 
a  soldiers'  and  sailors'  monument.  There  was  later  bor- 
rowed the  sum  of  $160,000  to  be  used  toward  a  soldiers' 
and  sailors'  memorial.  Of  the  latter  sum  $10,000  was 
afterwards  used  for  the  publication  of  a  book  called 
"Philadelphia  in  the  Civil  War."  There  is  thus  left  in 
the  two  funds  the  sum  of  $250,000,  and  the  inquiry  is 
whether  these  can  be  combined  to  be  used  jointly  for  the 
expense  of  the  erection  or  purchase  of  a  building  as  a 
monument  or  memorial  building  for  soldiers  and  sailors. 
It  is  stated  in  the  memorandum  that : 

"City  Councils  recently  handed  over  to  the  expendi- 
tures of  these  loans  to  the  Park  'Commission  and  it 
has  been  reported  that  an  attempt  has  been  made  to 
use  the  money  from  these  loans  for  the  improvement 
of  roads  in  the  park.  The  City  Controller  states  he 
will  not  countersign  any  warrants  for  any  purpose 
other  than  originally  intended." 

I  think  it  very  clear  that  the  money  so  borrowed  cannot 
be  used  either  by  the  Park  Commissioners  or  any  one  else 
for  improvement  of  roads,  and  that  the  City  Controller  is 
right  in  refusing  to  countersign  any  warrant  for  a  pur- 
pose other  than  originally  intended. 

I  do  not  think  there  is  any  legal  objection  to  these  two 
funds  being  coalesced,  nor  can  it  be  said  that  a  building 
may  not  be  a  monument.  On  the  contrary  it  would  seem 
that  in  some  instances  no  better  or  more  appropriate  monu- 
ment could  be  conceived.  In  the  case  of  Society  of  the 
Cincinnati's  Appeal,  154  Pa.  621,  Mr.  Justice  Mitchell 
decided  that  a  monument  was  not  a  building  in  the  sense 
that  when  the  erection  of  any  building  in  Independence 
Square  was  prohibited  this  should  not  be  construed  to 
forbid  the  erection  of  a  monument  therein ;  but  he  rec-

ognized  that  in  some  cases  a  memorial  ball  might  be  a 
monument,  saying: 

"The  proposed  monument  is  not  a  building  within 
the  prohibited  condition.  A  monument  may  take  the 
shape  of  a  memorial  hall  or  other  building,  but  this 
is  not  the  general  use  of  the  word  and  will  not  be 
presumed.  A  statue  on  a  pedestal,  even  though  the 
latter  be  large,  is  not  a  building  in  the  popular  mean- 
ing of  the  term." 

My  predecessor,  Mr.  Ryan,  while  harboring  some  doubt 
upon  the  question,  was  evidently  of  the  same  opinion  (see 
City  Solicitor's  Opinions,  1914,  pages  109,  110).  He  con- 
cluded by  saying,  in  answer  to  a  similar  inquiry:  "I 
therefore  think  that  the  proposed  use  of  the  combined 
funds  would  not  be  entirely  free  from  question ;  neverthe- 
less my  judgmenit  would  be  that  it  would  not  be  for- 
bidden." 

I  therefore  would  say  that  the  two  funds  can  be  com- 
bined and  that  a  memorial  building  may  be  erected  there- 
with which  would  have  the  characteristics  of  both  a  me- 
morial building  and  of  a  monument.  Whether  it  would  be 
possible  to  buy  a  building  to  be  so  used,  instead  of  erecting 
one,  is  not  so  clear.  The  first  ordinance  making  this  ap- 
propriation, April  4,  1911,  was  sanctioned  by  a  vote  of  the 
electors  and  was,  as  has  been  noted,  for  the  erection  of  a 
soldiers'  and  sailors'  monument.  If  these  funds  were  to 
be  used  therefor,  I  believe  that  any  objection  made  to 
the  use  of  the  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  building  would 
be  likely  to  be  sustained.

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — I  return  herewith  letters  to 
yourself  from  the  Gill  Glass  Company  of  this  City  with 
reference  to  the  possibility  of  a  reduction  in  the  price  of 
gas  to  it  to  be  used  in  large  quantities  for  manufacturing 
purposes. 

It  appears  that  this  company  competes  with  others  out- 
side of  the  City  which  use  artificial  and  natural  gas  as  a 
fuel,  whereas  this  company  has  been  using  oil  at  a  rising 
cost  and  which  they  are  obliged  to  purchase  at  such  figures 
as  to  make  competition  impossible,  thereby  threatening  to 
drive  them  away  from  the  'City  or  out  of  business  alto- 
gether. They  state  that  the  United  Gas  Improvement 
Company  would  be  willing  to  sell  them  gas  for  their  pur- 
poses as  low  as  forty  cents  per  thousand  feet,  but  are 
unable  to  do  so  because  of  the  terms  of  the  lease  between 
the  City  and  the  company. 

You  ask  whether  it  would  be  legally  possible  to  permit 
such  an  arrangement  with  the  United  Gas  Improvement 
Company  as  is  contemplated  by  the  Gill  Glass  Company. 

The  lease  agreement  between  the  City  and  the  company 
embodied  in  the  ordinance  of  November  12,  1897,  page 
223,  provides  in  Clause  11,  that: 

''The  price  which  shall  be  charged  to  all  consumers, 
other  than  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  by  the  said  The 
United  Gas  Improvement  Company,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  shall,  until  otherwise  provided  by  ordi- 
nances of  Councils,  be  one  (1)  dollar  per  thousand 
cubic  feet.  It  shall  be  competent  for  Councils  to  re- 
duce these  charges  from  time  to  time  by  ordinances ; 
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but  said  ordinances  shall  not  at  any  time  reduce  the 
price  below  the  following: 

Until  and  including  the  thirty-first  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1907,  ninety  (90)  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet. 

From  January  1,  1908,  until  and  including  Decem- 
ber 31,  1912,  eighty-five  (85)  cents  per  thousand 
cubic  feet. 

From  January  1,  1913,  until  and  including  Decem- 
ber 31,  1917,  eighty  (80)  cents  per  thousand  cubic 
feet. 

From  January  1,  1918,  until  and  including  Decem- 
ber 31,  1927,  seventy-five  (75)  cents  per  thousand 
cubic  feet." 

In  Clause  12  it  is  provided  that: 

''The  United  Gas  Improvement  'Company,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia in  each  year  during  the  continuance  of  this 
agreement,  as  follows,  viz. : 

Upon  all  gas  sold  prior  to  January  1,  1908,  all 
sums  received  by  them  in  excess  of  ninety  (90)  cents 
per  thousand  cubic  feet. 

Upon  all  gas  sold  after  December  31,  1907,  and 
prior  to  January  1,  1913,  all  sums  so  received  in  ex- 
cess of  eighty-five  (85)  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet. 

Upon  all  gas  sold  after  December  31,  1912,  and 
prior  to  January  1,  1918,  all  sums  so  received  in  ex- 
cess of  eighty  (80)  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet. 

Upon  all  gas  sold  after  December  31,  1917,  and 
prior  to  January  1,  1928,  all  sums  so  received  in  ex- 
cess of  seventy-five  (75)  cents  per  thousand  cubic 
feet." 

It  is  thus  seen  that  without  the  consent  of  the  City  the 
United  Gas  Improvement  Company  cannot  reduce  the 
price  of  gas  below  one  dollar,  and  that  the  City  would  have 
no  right  to  require  it  to  reduce  the  price  below  seventy- 
five  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet  even  if  willing  to  forego 
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the  twenty-iive  cents  per  thousand  feet  which  it  (the  City) 
receives. 

No  provision  was  made  for  the  sale  of  gas  at  different 
rates  to  large  consumers.  The  only  way  in  which  this 
could  be  changed  would  be  by  an  ordinance  of  the  Council 
entered  into  with  the  consent  of  the  gas  company,  by  which 
the  agreement  between  the  two  should  provide  for  the  sale 
of  gas  in  some  prescribed  amount  per  annum  or  per 
quarter,  or  otherwise,  and  with  a  different  arrangement 
,as  to  the  price  and  as  to  the  sum,  if  any,  to  be  paid  on  such 
sales  by  the  gas  company  to  the  City.  No  such  change 
could  be  made  as  to  any  particular  consumer,  but  would 
necessarily  be  in  general  terms  equally  open  to  every  one 
under  the  same  conditions  as  to  the  quantity  of  gas  con- 
sumed, etc.  An  agreement  of  such  a  character  would 
furthermore  require  the  sanction  of  the  Public  Service 
Commission  before  it  would  take  legal  effect. 

Until  the  gas  lease  shall  be  so  modified  there  is  no 
method  by  which  such  a  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas,  as 
is  suggested  in  the  letters,  could  be  brought  about.

Discharge  of  Inspectors — Political  Activity. 

John  C  Winston,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  letter  of  the  I7th  inst.  you  state 
that  in  discharging  inspectors  you  have  assigned  various 
reasons  for  such  discharge,  not  including  political  activity, 
and  you  inquire  whether,  in  such  cases,  should  the  dis- 
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charge  be  contested,   evidence  of  such   political  activity 
could  be  introduced  as  sustaining  the  dismissals. 

In  my  opinion  this  could  not  be  done.  The  intendment 
of  the  Charter  Act,  as  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  of  .1906, 
is  that  the  City  employee  is  entitled  to  be  advised  of  the 
reasons  for  his  discharge  in  order  that  he  may  answer 
them,  and  it  would  follow  that  all  the  reasons  which  are 
to  be  relied  on  as  justifying  the  action  of  the  superior 
officer  should  be  included  in  the  notification  of  his  in- 
tended discharge,  in  order  that  he  may  place  before  the 
discharging  officer  such  defense  as  he  may  have  with 
respect  to  any  charge  whatever  on  which  his  dismissal  is  to 
be  founded.  I  believe  that  in  such  cases  as  you  refer  to 
no  evidence  of  political  activity  would  be  admissible  in 
any  litigation  arising  out  of  the  matter  unless  such  charge 
were  included  in  the  notice  sent  to  the  employee  in  accord- 
ance w^ith  the  provisions  of  the  Act.

Dear  Sir  :— In  your  letter  of  March  20,  1920,  you 
make  inquiry  with  regard  to  the  reinstatement  of  Zinn 
after  his  voluntary  resignation  January  20,  1918.  You 
state  that  Section  13  of  Article  XIX  of  the  Charter  Act 
of  June  25,  1919,  precludes  reinstatement  of  an  employee 
after  one  year's  separation  arising  from  a  voluntary  resig- 
nation, and  you  ask  if  this  provision  is  inoperative  in  this 
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case'by  reason  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  March  8,  1918, 
entitled  ''The  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Civil  Relief  Act" 

In  my  opinion  the  Act  of  Congress  referred  to  does  not 
render  inoperative  the  section  of  the  Charter  Act  referred 
to  in  this  case.  The  section  of  the  Act  of  Congress  which 
is  referred  to  by  Zinn  reads  as  follows : 

"Sec.  205.  The  period  of  military  service  shall 
not  be  included  in  computing  any  period  now  or  here- 
after to  be  limited  by  any  law  for  the  bringing  of  any 
action  by  or  against  any  person  in  military  service  or 
by  or  against  his  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  or 
assigns,  whether  such  cause  of  action  shall  have  ac- 
crued prior  to  or  during  the  period  of  such  service." 

In  the  first  place,  I  do  not  believe  that  the  service  of 
Zinn  as  Secretary  for  the  K.  of  C.  entitles  him  to  claim 
the  benefits  of  the  Act  of  Congress  as  "&  person  in  military 
service."  Section  101  of  the  Act  of  Congress  enumerates 
the  classes  of  persons  entitled  to  claim  its  benefits,  and. 
after  referring  specifically  to  various  branches  of  the  ser- 
vice, concludes : 

''and  members  of  any  other  body  who  have  hereto- 
fore or  may  hereafter  become  a  part  of  the  military 
or  naval  forces  of  the  United  .States." 

While  I  am  not  able  to  refer  to  any  specific  ruling  on 
the  question,  I  do  not  believe  that  secretaries  in  the  K.  of 
C.  were  deemed  to  have  become  a  part  of  the  military  or 
naval  forces. 

In  the  second  place.  Section  205  tells  the  running  of 
periods  of  limitation  only  where  the  person  in  the  military 
service  has  a  right  of  action.  In  the  case  of  Zinn,  as  his 
separation  from  the  civil  service  occurred  by  his  voluntary 
resignation,  he  had  no  right  of  action  for  reinstatement 
and  the  section  confers  no  benefits  upon  him. 

I  note  in  the  letter  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  from 
Director  Cortelyou,  which  accompanies  your  inquiry,  a 
statement  by  him  that  I  have  informed  him  verbally  that 
in  my  opinion  the  Act  of  Congress  does  cover  this  case.     I 
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desire  to  state  that  in  giving  that  verbal  opinion  I  was 
under  the  impression  that  Zinn  had  been  separated  from 
the  service  against  his  will  and  might  have  had  an  action 
which  was  covered  by  Section  205  of  the  Act  of  Congress. 

The  foregoing  relates  solely  to  the  effect  of  the  Act  of 
Congress  upon  any  right  of  the  applicant  to  be  reinstated. 
However,  there  is  a  different  ground  upon  which  your 
Commission  might  make  a  ruling  favorable  to  the  appli- 
cant. 

Under  the  Civil  Service  Act  and  rules  prior  to  the 
Charter  Act,  the  limitation  of  one  year  with  regard  to  re- 
instatement was  applicable  only  to  persons  separated  from 
the  service  otherwise  than  by  voluntary  resignation.  No 
limitation  was  fixed  for  reinstatement  after  voluntary 
resignation.     The  new  Act  provides  as  follows : 

''Section  13.      The  Commission  shall  adopt  rules 
(which)  shall  provide: 

6.  Regulations  governing  the  reinstatement  within 
one  year  of  persons  who,  without  fault  or  delinquency 
on  their  part,  have  resigned  or  been  separated  from 
the  service." 

It  may  be  questioned  whether  this  cutting  down  of  the 
period  previously  allowed  to  persons  who  voluntarily  re- 
signed can  be  construed  to  work  retroactively.  Your  Com- 
mission might  properly  take  the  view  that  in  no  case  could 
the  period  of  one  year  between  resignation  and  reinstate- 
ment begin  to  run  before  the  date  when  the  rules  were 
made  under  Section  13,  or  at  the  earliest  the  date  of  the 
adoption  of  the  Charter  Act.  Therefore,  even  though 
Rule  12,  Paragraph  1,  made  by  your  Commission  under 
this  section,  provides  absolutely  that  reinstatement  may 
not  be  made  after  one  year  from  resignation,  I  think  that 
in  view  of  the  special  circumstances  of  this  case  a  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule  would  not  be  illegal  if  made  in  favor  of 
Zinn.  In  view  of  the  doubt  as  to  the  construction  of  the 
words  in  the  section  quoted  above,  and  of  the  merits  of  the 
case  of  an  applicant  who  went  abroad  and  rendered  actual 
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service  in  the  war,  although  not  technically  a  member  of 
the  military  forces,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  you  could 
lawfully  give  your  approval  to  his  reinstatement. 

I  am  further  of  the  opinion  that  your  Commission 
would  have  the  right  to  ignore  the  demotion  which  this 
applicant  refused  to  accept,  if  convinced  it  was  wrongfully 
inflicted,  and  to  approve  his  reinstatement  as  a  lieutenant.

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  memo- 
randum enclosing  letter  from  John  C.  Winston,  Esq.,  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  dated  the  19th 
inst.,  in  the  matter  of  a  communication  to  the  Council  re- 
garding the  repair  of  streets,  street  cleaning,  etc.,  after 
December  31,  1920.  I  am  also  at  the  same  time  in  receipt 
of  a  like  communication  from  Mr.  Winston  himself. 

In  these  communications  the  Director  recites  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Charter  Act  with  regard  to  the  repair  and 
cleaning  of  the  streets,  etc.,  and  submits  a  form  of  ordi- 
nance authorizing  the  transfer  of  $25,000  froni  the  regular 
item  for  the  cleaning,  etc.,  of  streets  under  the  Bureau  of 
Street  Cleaning  in  his  department  to  a  new  item ;  also  in 
his  department,  under  the  management  of  his  own  office, 
for  a  comprehensive  study  of  plans,  estimates  of  cost,  etc. 
The  object  of  this  transfer  is  to  establish  a  fund  to  be  ex- 
pended in  determining  what  it  will  cost  the  City  of  Phil  a- 
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delphia  to  clean  its  streets,  etc.,  provided  the  said  work  be 
done  by  the  municipality  itself. 

I  agree  with  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  that  it  is  most  important  that  this  information  be  at 
hand  within  as  short  a  time  as  possible,  and  I  therefore 
return  the  said  ordinance  with  certain  minor  changes,  and 
with  a  recommendation  that  the  same  be  forthwith  trans- 
mitted to  the  Council  for  its  action.  In  the  meanwhile 
the  exigencies  of  time  entailed  by  the  limitations  contained 
in  the  Act  are  to  be  kept  in  view ;  also  the  necessity  of  be- 
ginning the  work  immediately  at  the  inception  of  the  new 
year,  and  the  fact  that  under  the  ordinance  of  July  3, 
1918,  any  bids  received  will  be  a  safe  criterion  of  cost  of 
the  contract  method  of  procedure  only  for  sixty  days  after 
their  receipt.  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  in  addition 
the  preparation  of  specifications  be  now  begun  so  that  in 
due  season  bids  may  be  invited  in  order  that  the  material 
for  comparing  the  cost  of  the  work  by  the  City  itself,  and 
by  contract,  may  be  at  hand.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  of  the  iTtli  inst. 
relative  to  a  deed  from  Charles  Moorhead  and  others  to 
Frederick  J.  Schaefer,  filed  in  the  Registry  Division,  re- 
ceived. 

From  the  facts  submitted  with  your  letter,  the  descrip- 
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tion  in  the  deed  should  not  be  entered  on  the  Registry 
Plan  books,  as  it  is  apparent  that  the  grantors  in  the  said 
deed  had  no  title  to  convey  under  the  will  of  John  Moor- 
head,  deceased,  misquoted  in  the  recital  in  this  deed. 

The  intent  of  the  law  is  that  you  should  keep  a  perfect 
record  of  the  owners  of  real  estate,  and  where  it  is  so  clear 
that  the  grantors  have  no  title  to  convey,  as  it  is  in  this 
case,  a  deed  should  not  be  registered.

Purchase  of  Motor  Trucks  Without  Bids. 
Hon.  J.  Hampton  Mooke,

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor  : — I  herewith  return  letters  to 
yourself  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  and 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  concern- 
ing the  right  to  purchase  from  the  Packard  Motor  Car 
Company  of  Philadelphia  three  five-ton  trucks  with  steel 
dump  bodies  at  $6,509.21  each,  or  a  total  of  $19,527.63, 
as  to  which  you  ask  whether  the  City  has  the  right  to  buy 
these  trucks  without  advertising  for  bids. 

It  appears  thai;  prices  were  secured,  presumably  with- 
out advertising,  from  two  other  automobile  manufacturers 
in  addition  to  the  Packard  Company — of  the  three  the 
Packard  Company  being  the  lowest,  the  other  two  com- 
panies quoting  figures  slightly  in  excess  of  the  Packard 
prices. 

The  general  rule  is  that  all  supplies  or  articles  and  com- 
modities needed  by  the  City,  of  every  character,  are  to  be 
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bought  after  advertising  and  competitive  bidding,  from  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder,  save  as  provided  by  the  Act  of 
May  17,  1917,  P.  L.  197,  wherein  Councils  are  authorized 
to  empower  the  Director  of  Supplies  to  purchase  or  pro- 
cure without  public  advertisement  for  bids,  and  without 
entering  into  written  contracts,  materials  or  commodities 
to  the  value  of  $1,000,  as  therein  limited,  and  which  Act 
contains  other  provisions  not  relevant  to  the  present  in- 
quiry. 

An  exception  to  the  requirement  to  purchase  only  after 
public  bidding  from  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  has  been 
recognized  by  the  decisions  of  the  courts  in  cases  where  the 
article  or  service  wanted  can  be  obtained  only  from  one 
source,  either  by  reason  of  its  being  patented  and  sold  only 
by  the  patentee,  or  because  individual  professional  skill 
enters  into  the  question,  or  for  any  other  legitimate  reason. 

In  the  present  case,  bids  having  been  invited  without 
advertising  from  three  different  concerns,  I  think  it  very 
clear  that  the  exception  above  noted  is  not  applicable,  and 
that  the  proper  method  of  procedure  is  the  one  prescribed 
by  the  general  terms  of  the  Acts  of  Assembly  bearing  on 
the  subject — that  is  to  say,  that  due  advertisement  for 
public  bidding  should  be  made  and  the  automobile  trucks 
bought  under  written  contract  only  with  the  lowest  respon- 
sible bidder  under  such  public  invitation. 

I  might  add  on  this  subject  that  the  advertisement  to  bid 
should,  of  course,  contain  such  reasonable  specifications 
as  will  enable  an  intelligent  comparison  to  be  made  of  the 
proposals  submitted  in  response  thereto.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  March  22d  con- 
cerning the 'authority  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
over  housing  and  sanitation,  I  would  state  that  the  first 
proposition  mentioned  therein,  viz.,  ''the  need  in  this  City 
for  relief  from  the  housing  situation  owing  to  the  shortage 
of  dwellings  for  the  increase  in  population,"  is  not  a  prob- 
lem which  would  come  within  the  scope  of  your  depart- 
ment. That,  primarily,  is  an  economic  question  which 
although  indirectly  by  virtue  of  congestion,  might  affect 
the  public  health ;  nevertheless,  there  is  no  inherent  power 
in  the  department  to  regulate  that  condition,  nor  is  there 
any  specific  law  giving  authority  to  your  department,  its 
bureaus  or  divisions,  to  remedy  the  same. 

You  refer  to  the  Act  of  June  11,  1915,  which  created 
a  Division  of  Housing  and  Sanitation  and  which  division 
is  still  exclusively  within  the  control  of  your  department. 
This  Act  gives  your  department  the  power  to  regulate  the 
erection,  construction  or  alteration,  repair,  use,  occupancy, 
maintenance,  sanitation  and  condemnation  of  dwellings, 
two-family  dwellings,  rooming  houses  and  tenements,  and 
to  regulate  the  use,  maintenance  and  sanitation  of  the 
ground  concerning  the  same,  the  adjoining  buildings  and 
all  vacant  land  in  this  City. 

The  Act  further  provides  for  the  inspection  of  the  same, 
the  abatement  of  nuisances,  the  vacating  of  uninhabitable 
houses  and  the  filing  of  liens  in  connection  therewith ;  pro- 
viding for  penalties  for  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions. 
This  Act  has  not  been  repealed ;  is  in  full  force  and  effect ; 
and  the  subjects  therein  are  completely  within  the  con- 
trol of  your  department. 
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So  far  as  this  question  is  concerned,  three  branches  of 
your  department  have  jurisdiction  in  this  matter,  viz.,  the 
Board  of  Health,  which  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  January 
29,  1918,  and  subsequent  Acts,  have  been  given  extensive 
powers  in  making  rules  and  regulations  for  the  health  of 
the  community,  so  that  the  police  power,  insofar  as  the 
same  pertains  to  the  regulations  of  health,  is  lodged  fully 
with  this  body  and  has  been  specifically  made  a  part  of 
your  department  and  attached  thereto,  in  Section  4, 
Article  2  of  the  Act  of  June  25,  1919,  known  as  the 
Charter  Act.  By  virtue  of  decisions  that  whenever  this 
board  has  declared  something  to  be  a  public  nuisance 
detrimental  to  the  public  health,  unless  the  action  of  the 
board  is  made  to  appear  clearly  to  have  been  in  bad  faith, 
its  ruling  shall  be  final.  It  may  be  said  that  courts  will 
not,  except  upon  good  cause  shown,  interfere  in  any  action 
taken  by  this  body  to  protect  public  health. 

The  Bureau  of  Health,  of  which  the  Division  of  Hous- 
ing and  Sanitation  is  a  part,  has  been  granted  specific 
powers,  as  has  been  quoted  above,  by  Act  of  Assembly,  to- 
gether with  authority  to  carry  out  the  provisions  thereof. 
There  is  also  power  in  the  bureau  to  enforce  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health  which  have  been  given 
to  it  by  law,  and  which,  for  the  purposes  of  this  communi- 
cation in  connection  with  housing  problems,  affect  the  gen- 
eral health  of  the  communities. 

The  subject  is  too  vast  to  enumerate  specifically  the 
various  subjects  which  are  comprehended  in  your  depart- 
ment. I  believe  that  the  information  which  has  been  given 
above  concerning  the  authority  vested  in  your  department 
by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  1915,  together  with  the  general 
powers  of  the  board  concerning  nuisances,  the  specific  laws 
relating  to  the  maintenance  of  animals  and  slaughtering 
of  the  same,  the  supervision  of  the  premises  upon  which 
such  animals  are  maintained  or  slaughtered,  the  powers  of 
inspection  and  the  powers  to  make  rules  and  regulations 
concerning  all  these  matters  show  they  rest  exclusively 
with  your  department. 

There  are  some  features  of   housing   which   have   been 
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delegated  to  other  branches  of  the  Municipal  Government. 
These  are  covered  by  the  laws  regulating  fire  prevention, 
etc.,  and  the  safety  of  buildings. 

In  the  third  section  of  Article  7  of  the  Charter  which 
you  have  quoted  in  your  communication  and  which  is  as 
follows : 

''The  Department  of  Public  Health  shall  have  the 
care,  management,  administration  and  supervision  of 
City  activities  relating  to  public  health,  including 
hospitals,  control  of  housing  and  sanitation  and  col- 
lection of  vital  statistics.  The  department  shall  have 
all  the  powers  and  duties  now  conferred  by  law  upon 
the  Bureau  of  Health  in  any  such  city," 

yoi}  inquire  as  to  what  City  activities  relating  to  the  con- 
trol of  housing,  if  there  are  any  such  activities,  are  to  be 
administered  by  your  department  in  addition  to  those 
specified  under  housing  and  sanitation,  Act  of  June  11, 
1915.  If  you  will  consider  the  subject  of  nuisances 
in  connection  therewith,  and  the  various  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  laid  down  by  the  Board  of  Health  concerning  the 
same,  as  above  recited,  I  believe  that  will  answer  your 
question.  There  are  numerous  Acts  of  Assembly;  there 
are  countless  decisions  of  the  courts — so  that  the  subject 
is  too  vast  to  answer  generally. 

If  any  specific  questions  arise  which  you  desire  to  have 
answered  I  will  be  pleased  to  have  you  communicate  with 
me  and  they  will  be  answered  promptly.

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — -Pursuant  to  your  request  of 
the  25th  inst.  for  a  statement  of  the  law  with  respect  to 
the  use  of  fireworks  on  the  Fourth  of  July  or  any  other 
day,  to  sustain  a  proclamation  against  their  sale  or  use  in 
the  interest  of  good  order  and  public  safety,  I  send  you 
copy  of  an  opinion  rendered  on  March  5th  last  in  response 
to  a  resolution  of  the  Council  inquiring  whether  the  prohi- 
bition of  the  use  of  fireworks,  etc.,  was  sufficiently  covered 
by  existing  legislation.  As  you  will  see,  this  contains  a 
summary  of  the  existing  laws  and  ordinances  upon  the 
subject. 

As  you  are  doubtless  aware  it  has  been  the  custom  of 
Mayors  for  many  years  to  issue  a  proclamation  upon  this 
subject  in  anticipation  of  the  approach  of  the  Fourth  of 
July,  and  in  my  judgment  the  laws  now  upon  the  statute 
and  ordinance  books  would  fully  justify  you  in  following 
that  precedent.

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — As  requested  in  your  memo- 
randum I  herewith  return  letter  of  Mr.  Webster,  Chief  of 
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the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  to  yourself,  and  one  to  you  from 
Messrs.  Lukens  &  Yerkes  with  reference  to  a  piece  of 
ground  at  Wyoming  avenue  and  Fishers  lane,  w^hich  ap- 
pears to  have  been  plotted  by  the  City  as  a  portion  of 
Tacony  Creek  Park.  Messrs.  Lukens  &  Yerkes,  who 
own  the  property  in  question,  ask  that  it  be  stricken  from 
the  City  plan  because  they  wish  to  work  the  property  as 
a  stone  quarry,  but  are  informed  that  if  they  erect  a  plant 
thereon  the  plant  will  be  lost  if  the  City  takes  the  property, 
the  result  being  thatathey  are  obliged  to  carry  it  at  a  loss. 
It  appears  to  have  been  plotted  as  a  part  of  the  park  since 
1908,  and  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  thinks  it, should  not  be 
stricken  from  the  City  plan,  and  ''that  at  some  future  time 
it  should  be  taken  for  park  purposes." 

I  fear  this  course  is  not  practicable.  Under  the  Act  of 
June  7,  1915,  P.  L.  894,  it  was  provided  that  property 
which  had  been  plotted  for  park  or  parkway  purposes  for 
a  period  of  three  years  before  the  passage  of  the  Act  should 
be  deemed  to  have  been  taken  by  the  City,  entitling  the 
owner  thereof  to  have  his  damages  assessed  and  paid  forth- 
with, provided  that  the  ground  were  in  an  "entirely  built- 
up  section"  of  the  City.  Whether  this  would  apply  to  the 
property  in  question  depends,  of  course,  on  whether  the 
section  would  be  regarded  as  an  "entirely  built-up"  section. 
I  believe  the  statute  was  intended  to  apply  to  the  Park- 
way ;  moreover,  it  is  limited  to  cities  of  the  first  class,  and 
I  think  it  doubtful  whether  its  constitutionality  could  be 
sustained  should  that  question  arise.  However,  in  the  case 
of  Shisler  vs.  Philadelphia,  239  Pa.  468,  the  Supreme 
•Court  held  that  the  right  of  the  City  to  plot  streets  in 
anticipation  of  the  opening  thereof  did  not  apply  to  parks, 
that  the  plotting  of  property  for  park  purposes  without  at 
the  same  time  condemning  and  taking  it  was  ineffective 
and  not  binding  even  upon  the  City ;  and  by  inference  that 
the  inability  of  the  property  owner  to  recover  for  improve- 
ments after  such  a  plotting  would  not  apply  to  a  plotting 
for  park  purposes,  if  made.  In  the  present  case  I  think 
the  City  should  do  one  of  two  things — either  strike  the 
land  from  the  City  plan  as  a  part  of  Tacony  Creek  Park, 
or  proceed  at  once  to  condemn  it  with  the  resulting  liability 
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to  have  the  damages  assessed  and  paid  to  the  owners.     I 
think  there  is  no  other  alternative  open  to  us. 

Under  all  the  circumstances  it  might  be  well  to  have 
the  land  stricken  from  the  City  plan.

Dear  Sir: — On  March  22,  1920,  you  inquired  regard- 
ing the  lawfulness  of  preparing  plans  and  specifications 
and  advertising  for  bids  for  the  construction  of  a  perma- 
nent bulkhead  across  the  foot  of  Columbia  avenue  at  the 
Delaware  river  to  the  south  of  Penn  Treaty  Park,  the 
cost  to  be  charged  to  Item  210  loan. 

You  inquired  whether  this  improvement  is  authorized 
by  the  ordinance  of  July  10,  191(i,  entitled: 

"An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  construction  of 
a  wharf  or  dock  .  .  .  improving  and  enlarg- 
ing the  wharf  and  docks  owned  by  the  City  at  Penn 
Treaty  Park  .  .  .  and  providing  for  the 
cost  of  same  and  the  pa;)Tnent  of  sinking  fund  and 
interest  charges  out  of  the  $67,100,000  loan  au- 
thorized by  ordinance  of  June  29,  1916,  and  pro- 
viding for  carrying  into  effect  of  such  authority." 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  term  "dock"  includes  the 
entire  area  of  water  between  the  two  piers,  and  that  there- 
fore the  improvement  of  the  dock  would  include  any  im- 
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provement  to  either  of  the  piers  bounding  the  sides  of 
the  dock  or  to  the  bulkhead  across  the  head  of  the  dock. 

In  the  case  of  Penn  Treaty  Park,  the  southernmost 
dock  owned  by  the  City  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
Penn  Treaty  Park  pier ;  on  the  west  half  by  the  park 
itself  and  half  by  the  foot  of  Columbia  avenue ;  on  the 
south  by  a  privately-OMoied  pier.  I  am,  therefore,  of  the 
opinion  that  the  continuous  line  from  Penn  Treaty  Park 
pier  to  the  privately-owned  pier  may  be  treated  as  a  bulk- 
head bounding  this  dock,  and  that  the  ordinance  of  July 
10,  19 10,  authorizes  the  expenditure  of  moneys  from 
the  loan  of  $67,100,000  for  this  improvement,  including 
that  part  of  it  which  lies  across  the  foot  of  Columbia  ave- 
nue.

Transfer  of  Appropriation  Toivard  Improveme^it  of 
House  of  Correction.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  March  31st  you  sent  me 
a  copy  of  a  contract  made  with  Charles  E.  Oelschlager  for 
preparing  plans,  specifications,  etc.,  for  making  improve- 
ments and  alterations  at  the  House  of  Correction  for  the 
Bureau  of  Correction.  The  limit  of  this  contract  is 
$5,340,  and  you  inquire  as  to  its  validity.  You  ask  also 
whether  it  will  be  necessary  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $89,- 
000  appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  out 
of  the  $42,000,000  loan,  Item  190,  toward  the  improve- 
ment and  alteration  to  the  House  of  Correction. 
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The  contract,  copy  of  which  you  transmit,  appears  to 
be  regular  in  form,  to  have  been  duly  authorized  by  ordi- 
nance, to  have  been  regularly  executed,  and  countersigned 
and  debited  by  the  City  Controller  against  the  Item  of 
appropriation  as  required  by  law,  and  no  reason  is  sug- 
gested to  me  to  question  its  validity. 

The  original  appropriation  of  $89,000  toward  the  im- 
provement and  alteration  of  the  House  of  Correction  was 
made  to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  Bureau  of  Cor- 
rection, which  was  then  in  charge  of  this  institution. 
Since  then,  by  Article  VIII,  Section  3  of  the  Act  of 
June  2.5,  1919,  the  care,  management,  etc.,  of  correc- 
tional institutions  and  agencies  has  been  transferred  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  It  is  therefore 
proper  that  this  appropriation  should  be  likewise  trans- 
ferred to  that  Department,  and,  as  requested,  I  enclose 
draft  of  an  ordinance  for  that  purpose.

Discharge  of  Employee  for  Political  Activity. 

Charles  W.  Neeld,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  7th  inst.  you  inquire 
whether  notice  of  the  intended  discharge  provided  for  by 
law  and  by  the  recent  rules  of  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission, and  also  those  just  adopted,  is  required  for  the 
discharge  of  a  City  employee  for  political  activity  in 
violation  of  Section  23  of  the  Act  of  June  25,  1919. 
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Section  25  of  that  Act  provides  for  the  "immediate'* 
dismissal  of  an  employee  violating  the  provisions  of  the 
l'9th  Article. 

A  question  essentially  similar  arose  under  the  Shern 
Act,  the  provisions  of  which  on  this  subject  were  identical 
with  those  of  the  Act  of  1919.  In  the  case  of  Comm.  ex 
rel.  Rotan  vs.  Smith,  25  D.  E.  701,  certain  policemen  were 
dismissed  for  violation  of  the  iShearn  Act  without  a  trial, 
it  being  thought  that  the  duty  of  immediate  dismissal 
compelled  action  for  the  discharge  of  the  offending  police- 
men without  the  delay  a  trial  would  entail.  The  Court, 
however,  held  that  this  position  was  not  tenable  and 
ordered  the  reinstatement  of  the  policemen. 

I  think  the  same  rule  would  apply  with  respect  to  the 
notice  to  be  given  other  employees,  with  the  reason  for 
the  proposed  action  before  they  shall  be  discharged,  and 
an  opportunity  afforded  them  to  answer.  The  immediate 
dismissal  that  the  Act  provides  for  means,  I  believe, 
nothing  more  than  that  steps  should  be  at  once  taken  for 
the  dismissal  of  the  offending  civil  servant,  the  procedure 
in  such  case  to  follow  the  general  requirements  of  the 
Act,  that  is,  requiring  notice  and  an  opportunity  to  answer 
in  accordance  with  the  law  and  rules  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  if  he  be  not  a  policeman  or  fireman,  and 
requiring  a  trial  if  he  occupies  either  of  the  latter  posi- 
tions.

Dear  Sir  : — ^Writing  me  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Mayor 
and  President  of  your  Board  of  Trustees,  you  ask  advice 
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as  to  what  steps  are  necessary  in  order  to  resume  work 
on  the  main  library  building. 

The  architect  estimates  that  it  would  cost  $25,000  to 
shore  up  the  banks  of  the  excavation,  which  are 
now  in  a  dangerous  condition,  and  he  recommends 
that  this,  as  he  terms  it,  waste  of  money,  be  avoided  by 
letting  a  contract  for  the  foundations  which  would  prob- 
ably cost  about  $500,000;  that  he  has  reduced  the  esti- 
mates of  the  size  of  the  building  from  7,000,000  to  6,000,- 
000  cubic  feet  and  now  estimates  that  such  a  building, 
which  is  as  small  and  simple  as  it  can  be  made,  would 
cost  $1.00  per  cubic  foot,  including  steps,  approaches, 
etc.,  but  not  including  movable  furniture,  which  is  esti- 
mated to  cost  $1,000,000  additional,  making  the  total 
cost  of  the  building  alone  $0,000,000  and  of  the  build- 
ing and  furniture  $7,000,000. 

It  is  not  stated  just  how  much  money  is  left  of  that 
which  has  already  been  borrowed  or  avithorized  for  this 
purpose,  but  as  you  say  that  it  is  proposed  to  authorize 
another  item  of  $3,500,000  in  the  next  loan  bill  to  make 
up  the  $7,000,000  required,  it  is,  of  course,  apparent 
that  there  is  much  less  money  borrowed  or  authorized 
to  be  borrowed  than  will  be  necessary  to  complete  the 
buildings  in  the  manner  proposed. 

A  very  similar  situation  with  reference  to  the  pro- 
posed Convention  Hall  was  the  subject  of  litigation  in 
the  case  of  Wakelin  vs.  Philadelphia,  21  D.  R.  39  and 
again  in  Eaff  vs.  Philadelphia,  in  256  Pa.  312.  In  these 
cases  it  was  held  that  where  money  had  been  borrowed 
for  a  Convention  Hall  and  supplemented  by  further  moneys 
borrowed  toward  the  erection  of  a  Convention  Hall,  the 
total  sum  being  insufficient  to  meet  the  estimated  cost 
of  the  Hall  proposed  to  be  built,  that  the  City  was  ex- 
ceeding its  authority  in  attempting  to  use  the  money  so 
provided  by  law  for  the  construction  of  the  foundations, 
or  any  other  part  of  the  Convention  Hall  less  than  the 
whole  of  it,  and  that  before  proceeding  with  such  work 
it  would  be  necessary  to  provide,  with  the  sanction  of  the 
electors,  for  the  raising  of  enough  money  to  complete  the 
wall  at  the  cost  officially  estimated.     This  was  done  pur- 
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suant  to  a  bill  filed  by  taxpayers  in  the  respective  cases, 
to  enjoin  the  City  from  proceeding  to  bnild  a  part  of  the 
Convention  Hall  with  the  available  funds. 

I  do  not  see  how  these  decisions  can  be  differentiated 
as  to  the  facts  therein  from  those  now  in  question,  sav- 
ing that  in  the  original  loan  for  the  library  building 
there  was  a  distinct  provision  that  the  $1,000,000  thereby 
authorized  to  be  borrowed  must  be  paid  for  the  entire 
site  and  construction  of  the  building.  This  distinction 
would  make  the  present  case  even  less  favorable  to  the 
attempt  to  use  a  part  of  the  present  money  for  the  founda- 
tions without  having  enough  on  hand  or  authorized  to 
be  borrowed  to  complete  the  building  at  the  estimated 
cost. 

I  do  not  think  that  the  $1,000,000  required  for  mov- 
able furniture  is  involved.  A  library  building  does  not 
necessarily  impart  a  furnished  building,  and  the  furnish- 
ings may  well  be  otherwise  provided  for ;  but  as  to  the 
cost  of  the  actual  building,  I  fear  that  should  any  tax- 
payer object  to  the  proposed  course,  of  proceeding  and 
bring  the  matter  before  the  courts,  the  City  would  be 
restrained  as  it  was  in  the  Raft"  and  Wakelin  cases,  from 
utilizing  the  borrowed  money  for  a  portion  only  of  the 
building. 

With  reference  to  the  expenditure  of  $25,000  to  shore 
up  the  banks  of  the  excavation,  this  is  largely  a  matter 
of  expediency.  Should  the  conditions  threaten  serious 
damage  from  the  falling  in  of  the  banks,  I  think  they 
should  be  protected  against  such  danger  and  that  the  sum 
needed  for  that  purpose  should  be  thus  employed.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  communication  of  the 
Ctli  instant  upon  the  subject  of  fences,  you  ask: 

(a)  Does  the  Act  of  March  11,  1862,  or  any 
other  Act  or  ordinance  define  the  type  of  fence,  which 
is  a  lawful  fence,  along  the  lines  of  three-feet  wide 
private  alleys? 

I  would  state  that  the  ordinance  of  March  28,  1894, 
Section  6,  does  define  the  type  of  fence  making  it  unlaw- 
ful to  build  any  fence  of  wood  dividing  or  enclosing  any 
property  of  a  greater  height  than  ten  feet  from  the 
ground,  nor  any  fence  beyond  the  building  line.  This 
applies  to  three-feet  wide  private  alleys  as  well  as  any 
other  line. 

(b)  You  ask,  in  the  absence  of  any  Act  defining 
a  lawful  fence,  could  City  Council  establish  by  ordi- 
nance the  type  of  fence  to  be  built. 

I  would  state  that  the  ordinance  does  define  a  lawful 
fence  and  that  Councils  did  establish  by  ordinance  the 
type  of  fence  to  be  built.  I  believe  such  ordinance  to  be 
valid. 

(c)  You  ask,  if  the  type  of  fence  as  now  pre- 
scribed for  such  alleys  and  such  fences  are  found 
to  encroach  upon  the  three  feet  space  reserved  for 
passageway,  can  the  City  of  Philadelphia  cause  the 
removal  of  this  fence  to  the  proper  lines,  or  must 
proceedings  against  the  encroachment  be  instituted 
by  a  person  who  has  the  deed  of  the  alley  ? 

In  answer  to  this,  I  would  state  that  only  a  party  in 
interest  can  file  a  bill,  and  if  the  encroachment  is  merely 
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the  deprivation  of  a  property  right  of  an  individual,  the 
one  who  is  being  injured  is  the  only  one  who  has  a  right 
to  complain. 

You  suggest  that  the  City  is  a  party  in  interest  because 
it  has  annual  contracts  to  clean  these  allyes.  Wherever 
the  City  is  prevented  from  cleaning  by  virtue  of  the 
construction  of  such  a  fence,  that  might  constitute  a 
nuisance  in  the  particular  case  which  the  Board  of  Health 
could  abate.

Dear  Sir: — I  return  to  you  herewith  the  draft  of  an 
ordinance  to  establish  a  Bureau  of  Legal  Aid  and  another 
to  establish  a  Bureau  of  Social  Service  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Welfare,  which  were  submitted  by  you  to 
this  office  for  approval  as  to  form. 

In  my  opinion,  the  ordinances  should  each  contain  a 
more  specific  description  of  the  duties  to  be  performed 
by  the  respective  bureaus.  The  first  ordinance  refers  to 
*'the  legal  aid  work  of  the  City"  and  the  second  to  ''the 
social  service  activities  of  the  City."  As  there  are  no 
Acts  of  Assembly  or  ordinances  defining  these  subjects, 
which  would  be  incorporated  by  reference  into  the  body 
of  your  ordinances,  they  appear  to  me  to  be  insufficiently 
specific. 

As  I  have  no  information  as  to  the  nature  of  the  work 
to  be  performed  by  these  bureaus,  I  am  unable  to  suggest 
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a  definite  wording  for  additional  sections,  and  therefore 
return  the  drafts  to  you  with  this  comment.

Dear  Sir  : — ^With  reference  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the 
course  of  procedure  in  regard  to  applications  for  license 
for  Turkish  and  Russian  Baths,  the  rule  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety,  which  you  mention,  is  in  the  same 
terms  as  the  provision  of  the  ordinance  upon  the  subject, 
and  it  requires  the  applicant  to  pay  "into  the  City  Treas- 
ury," the  sum  of  $10.00  and  the  application  is  to  be  ac- 
companied by  the  receipt  of  the  City  Treasurer  therefor. 

I  do  not  think  this  conflicts  with  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 2  of  Article  XV  of  the  Act  of  June  25,  1919,  which 
requires  that  "all  officers  charged  with  the  duty  of  col- 
lecting taxes  and  the  receipt  and  collection  of  funds  de- 
rived from  loans,  licenses,  water  rents,  water  pipe  front- 
ages, permits  and  rents  from  markets,  landings,  wharves, 
and  other  public  property  and  interests  shall  be  attached 
and  subordinate  to"  the  Department  of  Receiver  of  Taxes. 

The  applicant  for  a  Turkish  Bath  license  may  very 
well  conform  both  to  the  statute  and  the  ordinance  by 
paying  the  $10.00  application  fee  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes, 
thereby  constructively  paying  it  "into  the  City  Treas- 
ury." The  Receiver  of  Taxes  may  then  give  a  certificate 
to  him  that  he  has  made  such  payment  for  which  the 
City  Treasurer  can  issue  his  receipt. 
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The  matter  is  merely  one  of  form  and  I  see  no  reason 
why  this  method  of  procedure,  though  perhaps  slightly 
cumbersome,  may  not  fulfill  the  directions  of  the  statute, 
the  ordinance  and  the  regulations  made  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety.

Payment  for  Brancli  Sewer  Construction — Assessment 

Bills.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  writes 
this  department  under  date  of  the  16th  inst.  in  reference  to 
bids  for  the  construction  of  branch  sewers  that  were  re- 
ceived on  March  26th  of  this  year,  on  which  no  awards 
have  been  made.  When  these  bids  were  received  the  assess- 
ment charge  against  abutting  property  was  $2.50  per  lineal 
foot  and  a  statement  was  exhibited  giving  approximately 
the  amount  of  the  assessment  bills  which  the  contractor 
would  be  required  to  accept  as  cash  in  part  payment  on  each 
sewer.  Since  that  time  an  ordinance  increasing  the  assess- 
ment charge  for  sewers  to  $4  per  lineal  foot  has  been 
passed.  This  had  not  been  approved  when  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  made  his  inquiries,  but  was  signed  by  the 
Mayor  on  the  21st  of  April,  which  was  the  date  on  which 
Mr.  Webster's  letter  was  received. 

He  asks  whether  the  bureau  would  be  legally  authorized 
to  enter  into  contracts  in  accordance  with  such  bids  and 
require  the  contractors  to  accept  as  part  payment  assess- 
ment bills  charged  against  property  at  the  rate  of  $4  per 
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foot ;  and  also,  whether  the  bureau  can  legally  enter  into 
such  contracts  provided  contractors  agree  in  writing  to 
accept  the  assessment  bills  at  that  rate. 

Answering  the  first  question,  it  is  quite  clear  that  since 
the  bids  were  received  on  the  basis  of  assessment  bills  at 
$2.50,  the  balance  being  payable  in  cash,  the  successful 
bidders  cannot  be  obliged  to  enter  into  contracts  on  such 
bids  under  conditions  which  would  compel  them  to  receive 
$4  of  the  bid  price  in  assessment  bills  and  the  balance 
(which  would,  of  course,  be  smaller  than  if  the  assessment 
bills  were  only  at  the  rate  of  $2.50)  in  cash. 

In  regard  to  the  second  inquiry,  a  written  engagement 
by  the  contractors  to  accept  assessment  bills  at  $4  per  foot 
instead  of  at  $2.50  would,  I  fear,  constitute  such  a  modifi- 
cation of  the  terms  of  the  proposed  contract  as  is  held  to  be 
forbidden  by  the  policy  of  the  law.  In  the  case  of  Louch- 
heim  vs.  Philadelphia,  218  Pa.  100,  it  was  ruled  by  the 
Supreme  Court  that  any  negotiations  or  changes  between 
the  time  of  bidding  and  the  execution  of  a  contract,  even 
though  beneficial  to  the  City,  were  unlawful  if  objected  to 
at  the  suit  of  a  taxpayer  or  other  person  in  interest. 
Should  these  contracts,  therefore,  be  awarded  on  the  basis 
of  the  new  ordinance  providing  for  a  $4  standard  and 
should  any  taxpayer  appeal  to  the  courts  to  forbid  the 
carrying  out  of  such  contracts,  the  City  would  be  unable 
to  sustain  its  position  in  having  made  the  change  of  terms. 
The  difficulty  is  not  substantially  different  from  that 
which  arose  when  the  ordinance  of  December  28,  1916,  ad- 
vanced the  rate  from  $1.50  to  $2.50  per  foot,  on  which 
change  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Connelly  of  January  22,  1917, 
was  founded.

Deductions  for  No7i-Use  of  Street  Cleaning  Machines. 
John  C.  Winston,  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Works,

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Street  Clean- 
ing inquires  with  reference  to  deductions  for  the  non-use 
of  automobile  flushers  and  machine  brooms  the  prescribed 
number  of  days,  what  warrants  such  deductions  should  be 
made  from,  whether  from  that  for  the  three^twenty-fourth 
parts  of  the  annual  sum  to  be  paid  for  street  cleaning  which 
are  retained  during  January,  February  and  March  under 
Section  33  of  the  specifications;  or  from  the  current  war- 
rants which  are  due  to  the  contractor  each  month. 

Sections  49  and  50  of  the  specifications  provide  for  the 
use  of  automobile  flushers  and  machine  brooms  respect- 
ively, which  are  required  to  be  operated  for  40  days,  of 
which  33  days  are  to  be  between  January  1st  and  March 
15th,  and  7  days  are  to  be  between  December  15th  and 
January  1st  (1921).  It  is  further  provided  that  for  each 
of  those  days  that  the  flushers  and  machine  brooms  do  not 
operate  there  will  be  deducted  from  the  warrant  due  the 
contractor  the  sum  of  $15  a  day  for  the  automobile  flushers 
and  $6  per  day  for  the  machine  brooms,  and  that  "this 
amount  does  not  represent  a  penalty  but  the  actual  saving 
to  the  contractor  for  not  operating  the  equipment." 

The  terms  of  Section  33  after  providing  for  payment  by 
warrants  on  the  City  Treasury  of  one-twelfth  of  the  con- 
tract price  less  all  deductions  for  the  current  month  as 
liquidated  damages  for  violations  of  the  contract  and  speci- 
fications, further  provided : 

"In  addition  to  any  deductions  for  each  of  these 
three  (3)  months,  as  liquidated  damages  for  viola- 
tions of  contract  and  specifications,  the  payment  of 
one-twenty-fourth  (1/24)  part  of  the  per  annum  con- 
tract price  shall  be  withheld  for  the  months  of  Jan- 
uary, February  and  March,  until  such  times  as  the

chief  may  decide  that  the  unavoidable  and  resultant 
street  dirt  accumulations,  due  to  the  inability  of  the 
contractor  to  thoroughly  clean  the  streets  and  alleys 
in  cold  weather,  shall  be  entirely  removed,  and  until 
the  streets  and  alleys  are  thoroughly  cleaned  to  his 
satisfaction." 

By  Section  34  the  contractor  is  required  to  receive  and 
accept  the  monthly  warrants  as  full  compensation  for  fur- 
nishing the  service  contemplated  and  embraced  in  the 
specifications  and  for  loss  from  accidents  or  damage,  etc. 

The  deductions  for  the  non-use  of  the  fiushers  and  ma- 
chine brooms  may,  I  believe,  be  made  from  either  the  re- 
tained one-half  of  the  sums  due  for  January,  February 
and  March,  or  from  the  current  warrants  accruing  after 
March  loth,  as  to  the  33  days  between  January  1st  and 
that  date.  Several  considerations,  however,  indicate  that 
the  latter  would  be  the  more  feasible  fund  to  which  to 
resort. 

As  to  any  deficiencies  during  the  7  days  from  December 
15th  to  January  1st  of  the  following  year,  the  only  possi- 
ble warrant  from  which  the  deduction  should  be  made  is 
that  accruing  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Again,  since  the  three-twenty-fourths  retained  during 
the  first  three  months  of  the  year  are  only  to  be  paid  when 
the  chief  of  the  bureau  shall  decide  that  the  unavoidable 
dirt  accumulations  due  to  the  inability  of  the  contractor  to 
clean  the  streets  in  cold  weather  shall  be  entirely  removed, 
and  until  the  streets  and  alleys  are  thoroughly  cleaned  to 
his  satisfaction,  it  is  at  least  conceivable  that  this  may 
never  take  place,  and  consequently  that  there  may  be  no 
payment  to  the  contractor  of  this  portion  of  the  contract 
price. 

It  is  also  desirable  that  any  deductions  under  Sections 
49  and  50  should  be  made  from  the  first  warrant  after  the 
deficiencies  shall  be  ascertained  lest  some  contention  be 
made  that  the  deductions  had  been  waived. 

The  contract  and  specifications  do  not  stipulate  out  of 
which  warrants  any  such  deduction  is  to  be  retained,  but 
in  various  portions  thereof  the  monthly  warrants  are 
spoken  of — as,  for  instance,  in  Section  34. 
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As  already  stated,  the  important  fact  is  that  the  proper 
deductions  on  this  head  should  be  made  rather  than  as  to 
the  particular  warrant  to  be  affected  by  them;  but  for 
the  foregoing  reasons  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the 
earliest  settlement  of  this  matter  should  be  preferred, 
which  would  be  by  deducting  from  the  first  current  war- 
rant after  March  15tli,  $15  for  each  of  the  33  days  that 
the  automobile  flushers  had  not  been  employed,  and  $6  for 
each  of  those  days  during  which  the  machine  brooms  had 
not  been  used.

Dear  Sir  : — I  return  to  you  herewith  notice  from  John 

Wanamaker  under  Act  of  Assembly  of  May   13,   1876, 

relating  to  the  exemption  of  pianos,  etc.,  from  execution 

or  distress,  said  notice  having  been  delivered  to  you  in 

respect  of  a  phonograph  delivered  to  a  property  owned 

by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  2034  Vine  street. 

You  inquire  whether  you  should  acknowledge  receipt 

of  this  notice  on  behalf  of  the  City.     You  are  advised  that 

the  giving  of  such  a  notice  by  the  owner  of  a  leased  chattel 

will  protect  the  chattel  from  execution  or  distress  by  the 

City  of  Philadelphia  as  well  as  by  any  other  landlord. 

This  opinion  is  without  reference  to  the  question  as  to 

whether  or  not  a  phonograph  is  entitled  to  the  exemption 

created  by  the  Act  of  Assembly  referred  to.

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — At  your  request  of  April  27th 
I  have  read  the  letter,  which  I  am  returning  to  you  here- 
with, from  the  Secretary  of  the  Art  Jury  to  yourself  con- 
cerning the  sign  erected  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Fifth 
and  Market  streets,  which  was  not  submitted  to  the  Art 
Jury  until  March  25,  1920,  and  at  the  same  time  the  ap- 
plication was  accompanied  by  a  photograph  of  the  struc- 
ture itself  in  place. 

As  the  Act  which  authorizes  the  Art  Jury  to  permit  or 
refuse  to  permit  such  structures  carries  with  it  no  penalty, 
the  only  remedy  would  be  by  filing  a  bill  in  equity  praying 
for  the  removal  of  the  structure.  There  being,  however,  in 
contemplation  an  ordinance  for  the  removal  of  all  signs 
projecting  into  the  highway,  the  passage  of  that  ordinance 
would  accomplish  the  purpose  of  a  bill  in  equity  in  this 
case  as  well  as  all  of  the  obstructions  in  the  form  of  signs 
now  infesting  the  highways.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor  : — I  return  herewith  contract  between 
the  City  and  George  0.  Frey  for  furnishing  music,  which

your  Secretary  sent  me  and  wliich  has  been  placed  before 
you  for  execution. 

It  is  stated  that  your  intention  is  to  have  the  concerts 
given  on  the  lot  at  Broad  and  Arch  streets,  but  owing 
to  a  supposed  discrepancy  between  this  location  and  that 
thought  to  be  designated  in  the  specifications  and  proposal, 
advice  is  requested  as  to  whether  any  legal  point  is  thus 
raised,  especially  in  view  of  the  large  number  of  disap- 
pointed and  discontented  bidders  for  the  contract. 

The  specifications  on  which  the  proposals  were  sought 
provide  for  concerts  to  be  held  "on  the  JSTorth  Plaza 
(east)  of  the  City  Hall,  Philadelphia,  or  at  such  places 
as  may  be  designated  by  the  Director"  at  the  various 
times  mentioned.  The  form  of  contract  provides  for  the 
giving  of  these  concerts  in  precisely  the  same  language 
so  far  as  concerns  the  location  at  which  they  are  to  be 
held.  You  will  notice  that  the  Korth  Plaza  (east).  City 
Hall,  is  mentioned  alternatively  to  "such  places  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works,"  etc.  This 
leaves  it  at  the  option  of  the  Director  to  have  the  con- 
certs produced  either  on  the  North  Plaza  (east)  or  at 
any  other  place  which  he  may  select. 

I  do  not  see  anything  in  the  fact  that  it  is  intended 
to  have  the  concerts  rendered 'at  Broad  and  Arch  streets 
which  in  any  way  conflicts  either  with  the  specifications  on 
which  the  bids  were  solicited,  or  with  the  terms  of  the 
contract  itself,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  any  legal  point 
can  be  raised  by  the  choice  of  the  lot  at  Broad  and  Arch 
streets  as  intended.

Dear  Sir:— ^Witli  reference  to  your  letter  in  regard  to 
the  contract  with  the  Philadelphia  Steam  Heating  Com- 
pany for  installing  the  water  supply  and  plumbing  for  the 
McKean  street  pier,  ISTo.  78  South  Wharves,  it  appears 
therefrom  that  the  work  under  this  contract  was  com- 
pleted on  April  10,  1919,  and  final  payment  made  May 
8th  of  that  year.  It  further  appears  that  on  March  23, 
1920,  the  contractor  was  notified  of  certain  defects  and 
required  to  make  the  necessary  adjustments,  etc.,  in  order 
to  Correct  them;  that  they  began  doing  so  and  worked 
until  April  10,  1920,  when  they  discontinued  such  work 
and  notified  your  department  they  would  proceed  there- 
with as  soon  as  materials  were  received.  You  state  that 
as  the  date  at  which  they  stopped  work  is  the  limit  of 
the  one  year  guarantee  period,  it  looks  suspicious  to  you. 
and  you  write  to  ascertain  whether  in  view  of  these  facts 
the  department  can  still  hold  the  contractors  for  the  ad- 
justments and  substitutions  mentioned  in  the  notice  sent 
them.  You  kindly  enclose  copy  of  the  specifications  and 
refer  to  paragraphs  249,  232  and  233. 

Paragraph  219  provides  that  the  contractor  or  his 
sureties  will  be  held  liable  for  keeping  in  perfect  repair 
and  good  order  the  work  contracted  for  under  the  con- 
tract, and  for  all  leakage,  breakage  or  damage  that  may 
occur  in  the  line  of  the  contract  work  "for  a  period  of 
one  year  after  the  date  of  final  payment,"  except  when 
otherwise  stated  in  the  special  provisions. 

^N'os.  232  and  233  deal  with  estoppels  and  waivers,  and 
in  substance  provide  that  any  action  by  the  department 
or  certificates  which  it  may  give  of  the  acceptance  of 
orders,  measurements,  etc.,  shall  not  constitute  an  estoppel 
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against  or  waiyer  by  the  City  in  the  assertion  of  any  of 
its  rights.   ■ 

I  find  that  in  section  212  of  the  specifications  there  is 
other  language  which  properly  bears  upon  the  subject,  to 
the  effect  that  the  contractor  will  be  required  to  furnish 
a  bond  in  a  sum  equal  to  the  total  amount  of  the  con^ 
tract,  to  accomplish  the  requirements  of  the  specifications 
and  to  repair  and  replace,  when  notified  by  the  Director 
in  writing,  any  part  of  the  system  which  may  prove  de- 
fective in  operation,  provided  such  defects  are  not  due 
to  carelessness  or  neglect  in  operation,  "for  a  period  of 
one  year,  dating  from  the  final  completion  and  acceptance 
of  the  whole  contract,"  and  on  failure  or  neglect  to  do 
this  the  Director  is  given  the  right  to  make  such  repairs 
and  remedy  such  defects  and  charge  the  expense  to  the 
contractor  or  his  surety. 

You  will  notice  that  there  is  a  slight  discrepancy  be- 
tween paragraphs  212  and  249  as  to  when  the  year  shall 
begin  to  run,  it  being  fixed  at  the  date  of  final  payment 
in  the  specifications  (249)  and  at  the  final  completion 
and  acceptance  of  the  whole  contract  in  ISTo.  212.  As 
the  contract  was  completed  on  April  10th  and  final  pay- 
ment made  May  8,  1919,  unless  the  actual  acceptance 
of  the  work  coincided  with  the  later  date,  there  may  be  a 
difference  between  the  stipulations  of  these  two  sections 
as  to  the  period  during  which  the  year  is  to  run. 

I  do  iiot  regard  this  as  very  material,  however,  since 
in  either  event  the  notice  to  the  contractor  was  in  ample 
time  to  fix  the  liability  upon  it  and  its  surety  for  the 
making  of  the  i^ecessary  repairs  and  adjustments.  The 
controlling  factor  in  this  respect  is  not  the  time  which  the 
contractor  may  take  to  do  the  work  of  completing  the  re- 
pairs, but  the  period  when  the  defects  were  discovered 
and  notice  duly  given,  which  having  been  on  March  23d, 
was  well  within  the  one  year,  whether  that  was  to  be 
computed  from  April  10,  1919,  or  May  8th  of  the  same 
year,  or  at  any  date  betwee^i  thpse, 

I  have  no  doubt  that  the  contractor  or  its  surety  can 
be  lawfully  required  to  do  this  work,  or  if  they  refuse, 
that  it  can  be  performed  by  the  City  and  the  cost  thereof 
recovered  against  them. 
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You  do  not  state  whether  the  notification  that  the  con- 
tractor would  proceed  with  the  work  as  soon  as  the  ma- 
terial was  received  was  in  writing  or  merely  an  oral  notifi- 
cation. I  do  not  think  this  would  affect  the  legal  aspect 
of  the  matter,  but  if  such  notification  was  in  writing  it 
would  facilitate  the  proof  of  the  City's  case  should  it  be 
obliged  to  do  the  work  and  sue  the  contractor  and  the 
surety.

Dear  Sir: — It  appears  from  your  letter  of  April  30th 
that  bids  having  been  asked  for  the  printing  of  the  An- 
nual Report  of  the  Art  Jury  a  contract  was  awarded  to 
the  lowest  bidder.  This  was  done  upon  a  sample  of 
paper  submitted,  which  I  gather  from  your  letter,  was 
an  eighty-pound  paper.  The  contract  has  never  been  ex- 
ecuted, however,  and  the  successful  bidder  notifies  your 
Secretary  that  the  eighty-pound  paper  is  not  obtainable 
and  offers  to  supply  a  seventy-pound  paper  in  its  place,  and 
thereupon  to  "produce  the  report  at  the  same  price  as 
quoted  you  in  ISTovember  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  on  May 
1st  we  face  an  increase  in  wages  of  twenty  per  cent,  to 
twenty-five  per  cent."  You  thereupon  inquire  whether 
a  contract  based  on  these  facts  but  with  the  said  modifica- 
tions would  be  valid. 

In  reply  to  this  I  am  obliged  to  inform  you  that  in  the 
case  of  Louchheim  vs.  Philadelphia,  218  Pa.  100,  it  was 
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decided  that  a  taxpayer  could  prevent  the  consummation 
of  any  contract  which  was  made  the  subject  of  negotia- 
tions after  the  bids  were  received,  between  the  successful 
bidder  and  the  City,  and  this  irrespective  of  whether  the 
changes  resulting  from  such  negotiations  were  advan- 
tageous or  disadvantageous  to  the  municipality. 

Should  you  proceed  with  the  contract  in  the  present 
instance  as  it  is  proposed  to  be  modified  you  would  en- 
counter the  risk  of  having  a  taxpayer  object  thereto,  and 
if  he  did  so  the  courts  would  sustain  such  objection.  As 
there  was  no  distinct  specification  calling  for  an  eighty- 
pound  paper  in  this  case,  but  only  a  sample  submitted, 
there  is  possibly  a  wider  latitude  of  discretion  left  to 
you  in  the  matter  and  somewhat  less  likelihood  of  the 
facts  coming  to  the  attention  of  any  taxpayer  or  his 
objecting  thereto  in  the  present  unusual  conditions  of  the 
market  for  labor  and  materials.  ISTevertheless,  by  the 
strict  letter  of  the  law,  as  interpreted  in  the  above-men- 
tioned case,  the  entering  into  a  contract  for  something 
different  than  that  which  was  the  subject  of  the  bidding 
could  not  be  legally  justified.

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  the  inquiry  of  the 
Finance  C'ommitte,  which  you  transmit,  whether  the  Coun- 
cil is  legally  justified  in  attaching  to  its  appropriation 
for  increases  in  new  salaries  a   qualification   as  to   the 
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length  of  time  which  City  employees  must  have  been 
residents  of  the  City  before  they  become  such,  I  find  that 
this  subject  was  fully  considered  by  Mr.  Ryan,  when 
City  Solicitor,  in  the  opinion  to  which  you  refer  of 
January  3,  1914,  page  4,  and  also  in  the  opinion  of 
December  29,  1913,  page  543  and  the  opinion  of  Decem- 
ber 19,  1911,  page  218.  He  pronounced  such  restric- 
tions invalid  both  because  they  infringed  the  provisions 
of  the  Bullitt  Act,  then  in  force,  forbidding  Councilmanic 
interference  with  executive  functions,  and  because  they 
also  interfered  with  the  powers  vested  in  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  by  Act  of  March  5,  1906,  P.  L.  83.  Both 
of  these  enactments  have  been  repeated  in  the  recent 
Charter  Act  of  June  25,  1919,  and  in  so  far  as  concerns  the 
powers  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  such  powers  have 
been  extended  and  enlarged.  See  Article  XIX,  Section 
13,  sub-section  4. 

I  coincide  with  the  judgment  of  my  predecessor  upon 
this  subject  and  believe  that  any  such  conditions  attached 
to  the  appropriation  for  the  salaries  of  City  employees 
are  unjustifiable  and  illegal.

Additional  Compensation  for  Building  Subway  Under 
City  Hall.

Deae  Sie: — In  the  matter  of  the  claim  of  the  Key- 
stone State  Construction  Company  against  the  City  for 
additional  compensation  in  connection  with  its  contracts 
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for  the  construction  of  the  subway  under  City  Hall  and 
which  was  the  subject  of  a  letter  from  yourself  to  this 
department,  I  have  examined  carefully  the  data  sub- 
mitted by  the  construction  company  to  you  and  your  com- 
ments thereon. 

In  its  final  shape  the  claim  appears  to  be  for  the  sum 
of  $325,268,02  and  it  is  said  to  have  arisen  through 
various  delays  on  the  part  of  the  City  in  the  completion 
of  the  work,  and  to  the  increased  price  of  material  and 
labor  of  all  kinds  and  the  reduced  efficiency  of  the  latter 
pending  the  delay. 

I  think  the  status  of  any  such  claim  as  a  legal  demand 
against  the  City  is,  to  say  the  least,  extremely  doubtful, 
and  I  may  say  that  it  is  principally  urged  as  a  moral 
claim  and  not  a  legal  one.  With  this  view  I  believe  the 
construction  company  has  had  introduced  into  Council 
an  ordinance  recognizing  the  claim  as  a  moral  one  and 
making  an  appropriation  for  its  payment.  I  advised  the 
representative  of  the  company  that  in  my  judgment  no 
legal  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  City  could  be  recognized, 
and  he  then,  I  understand,  had  introduced  the  ordinance 
above  referred  to. 

In  reply  to  your  request  to  take  whatever  steps  are 
deemed  proper  and  to  advise  you  accordingly,  I  may  say 
that  no  further  steps  seem  to  be  required  unless  the 
Council  or  its  committee  should  call  upon  you  or  myself 
for  information,  in  which  case  it  would  be  our  duty  re- 
spectively to  explain  fully  and  truthfully  the  facts  in 
the  matter  and  the  legal  implications  resulting  therefrom 
leaving  any  action  in  the  premises  to  be  taken  by  Council 
as  its  wisdom  may  dictate. 

I  was  under  the  impression  that  I  had  already  advised 
you  to  this  effect  and  the  delay  in  answering  your  letter 
arises  from  such  impression.

Digest  of  Acts,  Etc.,  Affecting  Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning. 
John  C  Winston,  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Works,

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Street  Clean- 
ing sends  me  a  digest  by  title  of  Acts,  ordinances  and 
resolutions  affecting  his  bureau,  which  after  examination 
seems  to  be  complete  in  so  far  as,  perhaps,  it  is  practical 
to  make  an  absolutely  full  schedule  of  this  character.  I 
cannot  but  commend  his  industry  in  having  had  this 
compiled. 

He  states  that  he  is  convinced  that  the  existing  Acts, 
ordinances,  etc.,  are  ineffective  in  obtaining  the  results 
for  which  they  were  established,  being  due  especially  to 
the  fact  that  they  are  dated  all  the  way  from  1855  and 
contain  repetitions  and  possible  conflicts,  some  of  them 
being  also  antiquated.  He  proposes  to  remedy  this  by 
a  new  code  of  ordinances  to  be  compiled  by  himself  and 
after  approval  by  this  department  to  be  presented  to 
Council  for  enactment.  As  to  this  he  asks  whether  with- 
out distinct  permission  by  statute  such  a  code  could  be 
adopted,  and  wishes  to  know  how  far  the  City  may  go  in 
enacting  such  code  and  annuling  existing  ordinances 
''which  are  insufficient  and  impotent." 

In  answer  to  these  inquiries  I  would  say  that  it  is  not 
necessary  to  have  distinct  legislative  permission  to  modify, 
amend  or  revise  the  ordinances  on  this  subject,  bearing 
in  mind,  of  course,  that  nothing  contained  in  the  ordi- 
nances of  Council  should  be  in  conflict  with  any  provi- 
sion of  an  Act  of  Assembly  now  in  force.  In  this  con- 
nection I  think  the  Charter  Act  of  1919  should  be  kept 
in  view,  with  especial  reference  to  Article  XX,  Sections 
5  and  6,  giving  to  the  City  the  right  and  making  it  pref- 
erential that  it  should  do  its  own   street  cleaning,   and 
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conferring  power  to  contract  for  materials,  supplies  or 
work  for  more  than  one  year.  These  provisions  entirely 
revolutionize  the  law  and  practice  as  they  have  heretofore 
existed.  I  understand  that  it  is  under  serious  considera- 
tion for  the  City  to  avail  itself  of  the  power  to  do  the  work 
itself,  and  probably  it  would  be  well  to  postpone  the  pro- 
posed revision  of  the  ordinances  upon  the  subject  until 
the  policy  of  the  City  is  definitely  determined  in  this  re- 
spect. In  general  I  may  say  that  any  Act,  ordinances, 
resolutions  or  opinions  antedating  the  Bullitt  Act  of  June 
1,  18&5,  should  be  carefully  scrutinized,  since  that  Act 
transferred  to  the  executive  departments  of  the  City  many 
of  the  functions  and  powers  which  before  its  date  had  been 
controlled  by  the  Councils.  This  lodgment  of  the  powers 
of  City  government  is  continued  in  the  Act  of  June  25, 
1919.  which  reenacts  the  provision  of  the  Bullitt  Act, 
forbidding  Councilmanic  interference  with  the  details  of 
executive  management. 

I  am  addressing  this  letter  to  you  and  not  directly  to 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  because  this  course  is  found  to 
be  in  the  end  better  adapted  to  carrying  on  the  business 
of  the  City,  and  to  facilitate  references  to  letters  and 
opinions  which  are  often  necessary  many  months  or  years 
after  they  have  been  sent.  The  method  pursued  in  the 
past  has  been  for  the  Chiefs  of  Bureaus  to  have  their 
communications  to  this  department  approved  by  the  Di- 
rectors of  their  own  departments,  and  for  the  replies  to 
be  sent  to  the  latter.  I  feel  sure  that  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  will  readily  understand  why  it  is  desired  that 
this  practice  shall  be  continued.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor:— I  have  your  inquiry  whether  or 
not  under  existing  law  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City 
Property  and  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  continue 
as  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park. 

The  answer  depends  upon  whether  these  officials,  re- 
spectively, have  the  authority  and  powers  to  perform  the 
duties  and  exercise  the  functions  of  the  "Commissioners 
of  City  Property"  and  "the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water 
Works"  by  which  descriptions  two  of  the  said  Commis- 
sioners were  designated  by  the  Act  of  March  26,  18'67; 
Sec.  2,  P.  L.  5-18.  That  Act  in  its  first  section  recited 
that  the  title  to  Fairmount  Park  should  be  vested  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  "as  an  open  public  place  aud 
park  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people  of  said 
City,  and  the  preservation  of  the  purity  of  the  water 
supply  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

The  holders  of  six  positions  in  the  City's  service,  to- 
gether with  ten  other  citizens  of  Philadelphia  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Judges,  were  designated  as  Commissioners. 
The  reasons  for  the  designation  of  these  two  officials  under 
the  municipal  organization,  as  well  as  for  an  adequate 
representation  of  the  municipality  upon  the  Commission, 
are  immediately  apparent.  The  Commissioner  of  City 
Property  was  "charged  with  the  care"  of  "all  the  real 
estate  belonging  to  the  corporation"  (Ord.  August  29, 
1854,  p.  60)  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Works, 
with  the  "care  of  the  Water  Works  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia .  .  he  shall  attend  to  the  direction  of  all  new 
works     now     or     hereafter     to     be     constructed"     (Ord. 
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October  3,  1854,  p.  103).  These  ordinances  had  been 
passed  under  the  authority  of  the  Consolidation  Act  of 
18o4,  P.  L.  21,  providing  in  Sec.  9:  "Councils  shall 
in  joint  meeting  appoint  all  the  heads  of  departments 
not  elective,"  and  in  Sec.  50  "It  shall  be  the  dilty  of 
the  City  Councils  to  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  all  departments"  (including  Water  and  Pub- 
lic Property). 

Thus  stood  the  law  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the 
Bullitt  Act  on  June  1,  1885,  P.  L.  3T,  which  in  Article 
II,  Section  1,  directed  Councils  to  provide  by  ordinance 
^'for  such  Bureaus  .  .  as  may  be  required  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  the  department"  and  in 
respect  to  the  government  of  the  departments  and  the 
distribution  and  performance  of  their  business  subordi- 
nated the  executive  power  to  the  legislative  and  Council- 
manic  authority.  That  Act  in  Articlie  IV,  Section  1,  con- 
fided the  Water  W^orks  and  City  Property  to  the  "De- 
partment of  Public  Works"  and  in  Article  XY,  Section  1, 
directed  Councils  to  enact  ordinances  providing  for  the 
"reorganization  of  the  several  departments  of  the  City 
so  as  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  Act — - 
All  executive  poivers  and  duties  of  the  several  officers 
shall  be  assigned  by  ordinance  to  the  appro- 
priate  departments  hereby  created  and  when  so  assigned 
all  other  departments  now  existing  shall  be  abolished." 

By  the  ordinance  of  December  30,  1886,  Section  8,  it 
was  provided  that  the  "Department  of  Public  Works" 
"shall  embrace  the  present  Departments  of  Water,  Gas, 
Highways,  Bridges  and  Sewers,  Surveys  and  the  Dis- 
trict Surveyors,  Markets,  Wharves,  City  Property 
and  City  Ice  Boats,"  and  in  Section  28  thereof  it  was 
provided  that  "upon  the  abolition  of  any  of  the  depart- 
ments ...  of  the  City  ...  all  the  powers, 
duties,  incidents  and  functions"  thereof  "shall  become 
vested  in  the  department  which  shall  thereafter  have 
charge  of  the  same  subject  matters,  which  departments 
so  abolished  .  .  .  shall  be  hereafter  respectively 
called  bureaus  under  the  several  departments  to  which 
they  have  been  assigned."

Thereafter  by  ordinance  of  Marcli  22,  1888,  p.  191, 
the  "Department  of  Markets  and  City  Property"  was 
abolished  and  for  it  a  Bureau  of  City  Property  was  sub- 
stituted. The  Director  of  the  Department,  upon  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  the  Commissioner  then  in 
charge,  was  required  to  nominate  and  by  and  with  the 
consent  of  Select  Council,  appoint  a  Commissioner ; 
and  further,  that  "all  the  powers  and  duties  conferred 
by  law  or  ordinance  on  the  Commissioner  of  Markets 
and  City  Property  shall  be  performed  by  the  head  of 
"The  Bureau  of  City  'Property"  and  that  warrants  shall 
be  drawn  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property, 
etc. 

It  appears  that  the  terms  "Commissioner"  and  "Chief" 
and  "Head"  were  used  as  designating  the  same  official 
and  that  the  "Chief"  as  he  is  called  to-day,  is  the  "Com- 
missioner" under  the  terms  of  the  last-mentioned  ordi- 
nance. 

It  further  appears  that  what  was  formerly  a  "Depart- 
ment" is  now  a  "Bureau,"  and  that  the  latter  exactly 
represents  the  former. 

The  Charter  Act  of  June  25,  1919,  makes  no  change. 
In  Article  IV,  Section  1,  thereof  it  is  expressly  set  forth 
that  except  as  therein  provided  "the  powers,  functions 
and  duties  of  all  executive  departments,  bureaus,  boards, 
divisions,  officers,  and  employees  of  such  City  shall  con- 
tinue." We,  therefore,  still  have  actually  by  name  a 
'^Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property/'  known 
also  as  the  "Chief"  of  that  Bureau.  And  if  we  did  not 
have  him  by  name  we  have  him  by  description,  one  di- 
rected to  perform  precisely  his  functions  in  a  principal 
division  of  the  executive  government  of  the  City. 

By  the  above-mentioned  ordinance  of  October  3,  1854, 
p.  103,  establishing  the  "Department  for  Supplying  the 
City  with  Water,"  it  was  provided  "The  head  of  this 
department  shall  be  called  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water 
Works,"  and  his  salary  was  fixed  at  $3,000. 

By  the  ordinance  of  April  5,  1884,  p.  94,  the  title  of 
the  department  was  changed  to  "The  Water  Department" 
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and  that  of  its  Chief  to  ''The  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Water  Department." 

When  the  Bullitt  Act  was  passed  (1885)  "The  Water 
Department"  was  not  specifically  mentioned  therein,  but 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  the  ordinance  of 
December  30,  1886,  on  p.  345,  was  embraced  in  the 
"Department  of  Public  Works,"  and  under  Section  28 
(above)  this  former  Departme^it  now  became  a  Bureau 
performing  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  the 
powers,  duties,  incidents  and  functions  of  the  former 
Water  Department. 

There  is  no  real  difference  in  authority,  powers  or 
functions  between  the  present  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Water  and  the  former  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  De- 
partment, particularly  as  to  the  matters  and  things  con- 
templated by  the  Act  of  1867  in  providing  for  his  mem- 
bership of  the  Pairmount  Park  Commission.  He  is  the 
head  of  the  Bureau  which  corresponds  to  and  represents 
the  Department  whose  head  was  to  be  called  first  "Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Water  Works"  and  then  "Chief  Engi- 
neer of  the  Water  Department,"  now  "Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Water."  The  Act  of  1867,  designated  by  the  title 
fixed  by  Councils  a  certain  person  to  act.  The  Legisla- 
ture and  Councils  have  changed  the  title,  but  the  official 
still  exists. 

It  is  true  that  certain  powers  of  appointment  and  dis- 
missal formerly  exercised  by  these  officials  they  do  not 
now  possess.  It  is  also  true  they  are  no  longer  elected 
by  Councils,  but  are  appointed  by  the  Director.  But  in 
no  degree  has  their  authority,  their  power  and  their  duty 
in  the  executive  performance  of  the  functions  attached 
to  the  activities  entrusted  to  them  been  diminished.  In 
managing  the  work  of  the  bureaus — and  this  work  is  the 
same  as  was  performed  by  the  former  departments — they 
have  the  like  authority  as  was  held  by  the  original  officials. 
'No  functions  have  been  taken  from  them  and  given  to 
the  Directors,  the  Mayor,  or  to  the  City  Council. 

Many  pumping  stations,  water  works,  reservoirs  and 
filtering  plants  have  been  constructed  within  the  physical 
limits  of  Fairmount  Park,  although  by  Act  of  April  14, 
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1868,  the  water  works  and  tlieir  appurtenances  and  the 
premises  immediately  adjacent  thereto  and  necessary  for 
their  use,  are  excluded  from  its  boundaries.  Neverthe- 
less, in  order  to  keep  these  in  good  order  and  repair,  as 
well  as  for  ''the  preservation  of  the  purity  of  the  water 
supply  of  the  City,"  it  is  essential,  even  in  greater  degree 
than  it  was  in  1867,  for  the  official  in  charge  of  the  Water 
Works  to  have  constant  and  uninterrupted  access  to  these 
structures  at  all  times,  and  that  he  be  kept  promptly  in- 
formed of  any  changes  or  contemplated  changes  made  in 
the  Park  or  with  reference  to  its  management,  which 
might  in  any  way  effect  those  works  or  plants. 

The  changes  in  the  organization  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment by  which  the  heads  of  the  Bureaus  of  Water  and  of 
City  Property,  substantially  as  they  now  exist,  were  sub- 
stituted for  the  former  officers  in  charge  of  those  activities 
as  heads  of  departments,  were  effected  by  the  Act  of 
June  1,  1885,  which  became  effective  at  the  beginning  of 
1887.  From  that  time  to  the  present  it  has  been  uniformly 
recognized  that  those  Chiefs  of  Bureaus  were  the  legiti- 
mate successors  of  the  officials  named  in  the  Act  of  1867. 
Their  right  and  their  dut}'  to  act  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  has  accord- 
ingly not  been  challenged  or  questioned  in  the  thirty-three 
years  which  have  since  elapsed,  and  it  has  been  the  gen- 
eral sense  that  the  changes  in  this  respect  made  by  that 
Act  were  changes  of  name  only,  and  that  the  various 
interests  of  the  City  connected  more  or  less  directly  with 
the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  Fairmount  Park  and 
concerned  with  the  subjects  which  those  officials  control, 
require  the  benefit  of  their  supervision  as  members  of 
the  Commission  having  charge  of  the  park. 

It  is  at  least  highly  presumptive  that  such  a  recognition 
of  the  purpose  and  effect  of  legislation  being  contem- 
poraneous with  the  passage  thereof  and  continued  with- 
out a  break  for  so  long  a  period  of  time  and  with  general 
acquiescence,  correctly  interprets  its  proper  significance 
-and  indicates  its  practical  application. 

In  my  opinion  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  and 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property  are  still  mem- 
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bers  of  the  Fairmount  Park  Commission,  and  under  ex- 
isting law  their  power  and  duty  to  act  as  Commissioners 
continues  as  heretofore.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  i^pril  27,  1920,  setting  forth 
that  you  had  received  from  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  notifi- 
cation of  the  appointment  of  John  P.  B.  Sinkler  as  City 
Architect,  and  quoting  from  the  Mayor's  letter,  as  follows : 

"All  questions  relating  to  plans  for  or  alterations 
to  buildings  should  go  to  Mr.  Sinkler  hereafter. 
Employment  of  other  architects  for  City  work  will 
not  be  sanctioned  from  this  date  without  consulta- 
tion with  the  City  Architect  and  the  Mayor ;" 

and  further  setting  forth  that  in  this  connection  the  City 
Controller  had  recently  sent  you  a  form  of  certificate  to 
be  used  on  estimates  for  elevated  railway  station  build- 
ings, to  be  signed  by  the  City  Architect  and  referring  to 
Section  3,  Article  X  of  the  Charter  Act,  describing  tran- 
sit facilities  and  suggesting  that  in  your  judgment  build- 
ings used  in  connection  with  rapid  transit  lines  should 
not  be  considered  public  buildings  in  the  sense  that  they 
are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  Architect ;  and 
further  asking  the  opinion  of  this  department  as  to 
whether  such  buildings  are  public  buildings  within  the 
meaning  of  the  law  which  requires  separate  contracts  to 
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be  made  for  plumbing  and  electrical  work  distinct  from 
general  construction,  has  been  received. 

The  Charter  Act,  Section  2,  Article  VIII,  makes  it  the 
duty  of  the  Mayor  to  appoint  a  City  Architect,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  prepare,  draft  and  execute,  or  to  supervise 
the  preparation,  drafting  and  execution  of  all  specifica- 
tions, drawings  and  plans  of  public  buildings  to  be  erected 
in  the  City  and  to  be  paid  for  by  moneys  appropriated 
by  the  City  Council,  and  the  City  Controller  is  directed 
to  require  the  certificate  of  the  City  Architect  that  the 
said  specifications,  drawings  and  plans  of  such  public 
buildings  have  been  prepared,  drafted  and  executed  by 
him  or  under  his  supervision  before  countersigning,  and 
the  City  Treasurer  before  paying  warrants  or  checks  for 
the  expenditure  from  the  City  Treasury  for  the  erection 
or  construction  of  any  public  building. 

A  building  has  been  defined  to  be  "any  structure  with 
walls  and  a  roof  which  has  a  capacity  to  contain  and  is 
designed  for  the  sheltering  of  property;"  "a  structure 
erected  by  the  hand  of  man  and  composed  of  natural 
materials,  as  stone  or  wood,  and  intended  for  use  or  con- 
venience;" "a  thing  built,"  and  the  following  have  been 
held  to  be  buildings :  An  addition,  as  an  open  shed  thrown 
out  from  a  building  and  connected  by  a  roof ;  arches  over 
which  a  road  passed  and  occupied  as  a  cellar ;  a  chicken 
house ;  a  cow  house  or  stable ;  a  dugout  or  cave  with  a 
roof  and  door ;  a  floating  wharf ;  a  freight  car  resting  on 
timbers  after  the  removal  of  the  trucks  and  occupied  by 
section  hands  as  a  lodging  place,  etc.  The  following 
have  been  held  not  to  be  buildings :  A  temporary  booth ;' 
a  brick  wall  to  be  used  as  a  fence;  a  bridge;  a  bulkhead, 
which  is  a  necessary  feature  of  water  front  property; 
the  masonry  on  the  sides  of  a  canal ;  a  coke  oven ;  a  con- 
servatory; a  hog  pen  and  hen  house.  "A  stack  intended 
for  a  furnace  considered  alone  is  not  a  building."  Cowd- 
rick  vs.  Morris,  9  Pa.  C  C.  312.  A  portable  schoolhouse; 
a  steamboat ;  a  statue  on  a  pedestal ;  a  wharf. 

(Supervision  means  direction,  oversight,  power  to  re- 
view; and  while  it  may  it  does  not  necessarily  include 
actual  performance  of  details. 
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I  therefore  answer  your  questions,  as  follows: 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  specifications,  drawings  and 
plans  for  all  public  buildings  to  be  erected  in  Philadel- 
phia and  to  be  paid  for  by  moneys  appropriated  by  the 
Council  must  be  prepared  by  or  under  the  supervision  of 
the  City  Architect.  I  further  think  that  it  is  highly 
probable  that  all  he  need  do  is  to  confirm  the  same  after 
their  preparation  in  the  various  departments.  I  believe 
that  this  confirmation  having  taken  place  his  jurisdiction 
ceases.  I  find  no  authority  given  him  in  the  matter  of 
contracts,  or  the  superintendence  of  construction  under 
those  contracts.  I  doubt  his  jurisdiction  is  taken  away 
by  the  technical  objection  that  the  structure  is  not  a 
"building"  if  it  be  a  part  of  some  large  operation,  as  a 
rapid  transit  line.  I  would  hold  that  the  specifications, 
drawings  and  plans  for  such  parts  of  the  rapid  transit 
development  as  are  a  matter  of  fact  "buildings"  should 
be  submitted  to  the  City  Architect  for  his  approval. 

With  regard  to  your  question  as  to  whether  the  build- 
ings being  constructed  by  your  department  as  a  part  of 
the  rapid  transit  development  are  public  buildings  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  May  1,  1913,  P.  L.  155,  I  am 
compelled  to  reply  that  I  can  see  no  reason  for  excepting 
such  buildings  from  the  general  operation  of  that  Act.

Reinstatement  of  H.  M.  Fuller  as  Surveyor. 
Joseph  C.  Wagnee,  Esq., 

Acting  Director,  Department  of  Public  Works, 
City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  5tli  inst.  you  make 
inquiries  with  reference  to  Mr.  H.  M.   Fuller,  who  re- 
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signed  his  position  as  a  District  Surveyor  in  April,  1919, 
after  thirty  years  of  service.  You  state  that  he  was 
"compelled  to  resign  and  was  forced  upon  the  pension 
roll,"  and  you  ask  whether  he  can  be  reinstated  in  his 
position  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  has  been  separated 
from  the  service  for  more  than  one  year. 

By  the  13th  Section  of  Article  XIX  of  the  Act  of  June 
2'5,  1919,  it  is  provided  that:  "Regulations  governing 
the  reinstatement  within  one  year  of  persons  who,  with- 
out fault  or  delinquency  on  their  part,  have  resigned  or 
have  been  separated  from  the  service,"  may  be  made  by 
the  Civil  Service  Commission.  "Provided,  That  persons 
who  have  voluntarily  resigned  from  the  service  shall  not 
be  reinstated  within  six  months." 

ISTo  positive  provision  appears  in  the  Act  forbidding 
the  reinstatement  of  persons  who  have  been  separated  from 
the  service  for  more  than  one  year.  The  implication  in 
regard  thereto  arises  from  the  qualification  to  that  effect 
in  the  authority  to  the  Commission  to  adopt  rules  upon 
the  subject.  In  accordance  therewith,  the  Commission 
adopted  Rule  8,  which  provides  for  the  reinstatement  of 
persons  separated  from  positions  in  the  competitive  class 
by  resignation,  but  further  provides:  "That  the  separa- 
tion must  have  occurred  within  one  year  preceding  the 
date  of  receipt  by  the  Commission  of  a  requisition  for 
such  reinstatement."  It  is  also  provided  therein  that  the 
person  whose  reinstatement  is  sought  shall  be  required  to 
meet  such  physical,  age  and  other  requirements  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Commission  as  prerequisite  for  en- 
trance to  examinations  for  said  positions  at  the  time  the 
requisition  for  reinstatement  is  received ;  and  that  per- 
sons who  have  voluntarily  resigned  from  the  service  shall 
not  be  reinstated  within  six  months. 

Before  the  passage  of  the  Charter  Act  of  1919,  persons 
who  had  voluntarily  resigned  from  the  service  might  be 
reinstated  without  limitation  as  to  time  and  it  may  well 
be  thought  that  the  provision  of  the  statute  was  not  in- 
tended summarily  to  do  away  with  this  right,  but  was 
intended  to  act  prospectively  so  that  as  to  persons  who  had 
resigned  from  the  service,  the  disability  to  reinstatement 
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after  one  year  might  be  held  in  suspense  until  one  year 
after  the  taking  effect  of  the  Act.  The  right  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  to  make  rules  on  the  subject  is,  how- 
ever, unrestricted  and  that  body  has  made  a  rule  forbid- 
ding the  reinstatement  of  any  person  after  one  year's 
separation  from  the  service,  which  one  year  runs  without 
reference  to  the  time  when  it  shall  have  begun  to  elapse, 
whether  before  or  after  the  passage  or  effective  date  of 
the  x\ct  of  1919. 

AVhile  the  rule  continues  in  force  in  this  form  I  do  not 
see  how  the  reinstatement  in  question  can  be  made,  for  it 
is  quite  clear  that  Mr.  Fuller  resigned  more  than  a  year 
before  the  reinstatement  was  requested ;  and  in  this  con- 
nection I  may  say  that  the  statement  that  he  was  "com- 
pelled" to  resign  does  not  affect  the  question.  Having 
signed  a  resignation,  as  I  presume  he  did,  he  is  to  be  re- 
garded as  on  the  same  plane  as  any  other  person  who  has 
resigned. 

I  believe  it  would  be  competent  for  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  to  amend  Rule  8  in  such  a  manner  that  the 
disability  to  be  reinstated  on  the  part  of  a  person  who 
had  resigned  from  the  service  more  than  one  year  before 
the  application  for  such  reinstatement  should  not  take 
effect  until  one  year  after  the  Act  of  1919  was  in  force, 
thus  applying  to  all  similar  cases  and  not  to  one  particular 
applicant.  As  the  rule  now  stands,  however,  the  require- 
ment that  the  application  be  made  within  one  year  is 
attached  to  all  proposed  reinstatements,  those  of  persons 
who  have  resigned  from  the  service  as  well  as  others, 
and  this  would  perhaps  lead  the  Commission  to  refuse  its 
consent  to  the  reinstatement  concerning  which  you  in- 
quire, until  the  rule  shall  be  amended  in  this  respect.

Pay  for  Gas  Furnished  by  Bureau  of  Correction. 

Ernest  L.  Tustin,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — Yon  have  sent  me  correspondence  with 
reference  to  a  charge  of  $68.32  for  gas  consumed  at  cer- 
tain premises  which  are  supplied  with  gas  by  the  Bureau 
of  Correction  from  the  House  of  Correction  at  Holmes- 
burg. 

It  appears  that  this  bill  has  been  standing  for  many 
years  and  was  originally  against  a  tenant  of  the  premises 
who  moved  away  without  paying  the  bill,  and  the  ques- 
tion is  whether  your  bureau  has  a  right  to  require  its 
payment  before  gas  shall  be  supplied  to  a  new  tenant. 
It  further  appears  that  the  same  person  owns  the  prop- 
erty who  did  so  when  the  bill  was  incurred. 

When  the  Gas  Works  were  operated  by  the  City,  through 
the  agency  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  that  Board  was 
'authorized  by  Councils  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  Gas  Works,  and  among  others 
they  accordingly  provided  in  'Section  15  of  such  regula- 
tions that  ''The  Trustees  reserve  to  themselves  the  right 
to  refuse  to  introduce  gas  into  any  premises  until  all 
arrears  due  in  the  same  premises  shall  have  been  paid." 
When  the  City  Gas  Works  were  leased  to  the  United  Gas 
Improvement  Company,  however,  the  right  to  make  this 
requirement  was  withheld  from  that  company.  In  the 
meantime  the  validity  of  this  regulation  and  of  similar 
rules  with  respect  to  the  supply  of  water  was  sustained 
by  the  Supreme  Court.  Later  cases  have  held  that  such 
a  regulation  making  the  premises  or  the  new  occupant 
thereof  liable  for  the  gas  or  water  bills  of  a  former  tenant 
cannot  be  enforced  except  where  they  are  provided  for 
by  ordinance,  which  gives  public  notice  of  the  rule. 
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The  Bureau  of  Correction  has  evidently  adopted  the 
old  rule  of  the  Gas  Trustees  on  this  subject  in  precisely 
the  same  words  and  prints  it  upon  its  bills.  As  already 
seen,  the  regulation  of  the  Gas  Trustees  to  this  effect 
was  authorized  by  ordinance,  but  this  only  conferred  on 
the  Trustees  the  power  to  make  such  regulations ;  the 
ordinance  did  not  of  itself  impose  any  liability  for  the 
arrears  on  the  incoming  tenant  or  the  property,  nor  did 
it  vest  authority  to  do  so  in  any  official  except  the  Trustees 
of  the  Gas  Works.  In  these  circumstances  I  am  forced 
to  advise  you  that  I  find  no  power  explicitly  given  to  your 
department  to  collect  such  charges  from  any  person  other 
than  the  tenant  who  contracted  them.  But,  however  this 
may  be,  the  rule  only  purports  to  "reserve  the  right"  to  re- 
fuse to  introduce  gas  into  such  premises.  It  does  not 
compel  a  refusal  when  the  facts  do  not  seem  to  justify  it.

Garbage  and  Ash  Receptacles  for  Two-Story  Apartment 

Houses. 

C.  Lincoln  Fuebush,  M.  D,,

Dear  Sir: — Repl^dng  to  your  inquiry  of  May  14th 
concerning  the  interpretation  of  Section  41  of  the  Act 
of  June  11,  1915,  I  would  state  that  that  section  pro- 
vides that  the  occupant  or  tenant  of  every  dwelling  and 
of  each  apartment  in  a  two-family  house,  unless  the 
lessee  or  conductor  of  every  rooming  house  and  the  con- 
ductor of  every  tenement  house,  shall  provide  for  each 
apartment  under  his  supervision  a  suitable  non-absorbent, 
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non-leakable  receptacle  for  garbage,  and  a  receptacle  of 
approved  kind  for  ashes,  a  penalty  shall  be  imposed. 

I  note  that  you  quote  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Health  of  May  19,  1916,  defining  what  is  a  suitable 
receptacle  for  garbage  and  what  is  the  proper  kind  for 
ashes.  I  agree  with  you  that  the  resolution  thus  adopted 
is  merely  for  the  guidance  of  the  inspectors  and  that  the 
words  "suitable"  and  "approved"  and  the  word  "securely" 
as  to  the  fastening  of  rubbish  is  stated  in  the  Act  itself, 
and  for  any  violations  thereof  prosecutions  should  be 
brought  for  violation  of  that  section  of  the  Act  and  not 
for  violation  of  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Health ; 
and  I  would  further  state,  that  because  the  same  Act 
permits  additional  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Health  the  resolutions  aforesaid  are  not  additional  rules 
and  regulations,  so  that  without  resolutions  of  the  Board 
of  Health  prosecutions  are  properly  brought  under  the 
Act,  where  the  receptacle  is  not  suitable,  where  the  ash 
receptacle  is  not  of  the  approved  kind,  and  where  rubbish 
is  not  securely  fastened  so  as  to  prevent  it  from  causing 
a  nuisance.

Dear  Sir: — You  state  in  your  letter  of  the  17th  inst. 
that  the  question  has  arisen  in  the  standardization  and 
classification  work  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
whether  the  titles  used  in  the  various  bureaus  and  de- 
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partments,    either   under   Act   of   Assembly    or   by   ordi- 
nance, may  be  changed. 

Section  17  of  Article  XIX  provides: 

"The  Commission  shall  classify  and  grade  all  posi- 
tions in  the  classified  service.  The  Commission 
shall  ascertain  and  record  the  duties  of  each  position 
in  the  service,  and,  wherever  it  appears  that  two 
or  more  positions  in  a  service  have  duties  which 
are  substantially  similar  in  respect  to  the  authority, 
responsibility  and  character  of  work  required  in  the 
performance  thereof,  they  shall  be  placed  in  the  same 
grade,  which  the  Commission  shall  designate  by  a 
title  indicative  of  such  duties.  Grades  having  duties 
of  the  same  general  nature  and  in  the  same  line  of 
promotion  shall  be  placed  in  the  same  class  and  the 
lines  of  promotion  definitely  specified.  For  each 
grade  the  Commission  shall  determine  a  standard 
maximiun  and  minimum  salary  or  rate  of  pay,  and 
shall  report  the  same  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Council, 
together  with  other  information  pertaining  to  a  proper 
rate  of  pay  for  personal  services  of  incumbents  of 
positions  in  the  civil  service." 

It  is  seen  from  this  that  where  two  or  more  positions 
in  the  service  have  duties  substantially  similar  in  respect 
to  the  responsibility  and  character  of  the  work  required 
in  the  performance  thereof,  they  shall  be  placed  in  the 
same  grade,  which  the  Commission  shall  designate  by  a 
title  indicative  of  such  duties.  This  would  seem  to  au- 
thorize the  designation  by  a  title  indicative  of  the  duties 
of  all  positions  coming  within  the  language  of  the  Act, 
and  if  two  or  more  positions  have  different  titles  it  would 
follow  that  the  titles  of  some  of  them  at  least,  for  the 
purposes  of  classification,  would  necessarily^be  changed ; 
I  think  this  would  be  so  even  though  the  positions  were 
provided  for  by  statute  under  a  particular  name. 

In  order  to  avoid  confusion  I  would  suggest  that 
changes  should  not  be  made  where  the  position  has  a 
specified  designation  by  statute  or  ordinance,  unless  such 
change  is  unavoidable  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the 
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purposes  of  the  Act,  and  wherever  practicable  it  would 
be  judicious,  by  sub-title  or  otherwise,  to  keep  the  designa- 
tions adopted  by  the  Council  or  the  Legislature.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  from  you  of  the  bill 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  granting  the  Philadelphia  Trans- 
portation Company,  etc.,  permission  to  transport  passen- 
gers for  hire  by  motor  busses,  etc.,"  on  Broad  street,  which 
you  are  directed  to  refer  to  me  by  the  Committee  on  Trans- 
portation and  Public  LTtilities. 

I  have  examined  this  bill  and  have  the  following  obser- 
vations to  submit : 

1.  I  am  informed  that  the  present  cost  of  upkeep  of 
the  highway  in  Broad  street  is  from  $30-000  to  $35,000 
per  annum.  I  am  further  informed  that  the  projected 
Philadelphia  Transportation  Company  in  its  memorandum 
relating  to  the  proposed  ordinance,  has  estimated  that  it 
will  commence  operation  with  twenty  motor  busses  and  has 
estimated  that  it  will  carry  an  average  of  four  hundred 
passengers  per  bus  per  day,  or  2,920,000  passengers  per 
year.  I  understand  that  it  is  estimated  that  the  added 
burden  upon  Broad  street  by  reason  of  this  volume  of 
motor  bus  operation  would  not  be  in  excess  of  ten  to 
fifteen  per  cent.,  which  would  mean  an  addition  to  the  cost 
of  maintaining  the  highway  in  Broad  street  of  about 
$4,000. 
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Section  5  of  the  proposed  bill  provides  that  the  com- 
pany shall  pay  to  the  City  five  per  cent,  per  annum  of 
its  gross  receipts  in  lieu  of  taxes  and  license  fees  payable 
to  the  City.  At  the  rate  of  fare  of  five  cents  per  passen- 
ger, provided  in  Section  4  of  the  bill  and  for  the  esti- 
mated number  of  passengers,  this  would  provide  a  total 
of  $7,300  per  annum  paid  to  the  City. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  Section  5  of  the  bill,  in  addi- 
tion to  providing  for  the  payment  to  the  City  of  five  per 
cent,  per  annum  of  the  gross  receipts,  should  provide  for 
a  minimum  payment  of  say  $5,000,  or  such  other  sum  as 
may  be  deemed  reasonable,  below  which  the  sum  payable 
under  that  Section  should  not  fall  in  any  year,  and  failure 
to  pay  which  should  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  franchise 
similarly  to  the  failure  of  operation  referred  to  in  Sec- 
tion T. 

2.  Section  7  of  the  bill  provides  for  forfeiture  of  the 
franchise  if  operation  ceases  for  more  than  six  months. 
I  believe  this  Section  or  Section  3,  which  describes  the 
manner  of  operation,  should  contain  a  provision  requir- 
ing the  motor  busses  to  be  of  such  size  as  to  be  capable  of 
seating  at  least  a  certain  number  of  passengers  in  each 
bus.  The  memorandum  submitted  by  the  company  in 
support  of  the  bill  states  that  it  is  proposed  to  provide 
for  the  seating  of  twenty-eight  passengers  in  each  bus. 
I  believe  it  would  be  fair  to  require  a  minimum  seating 
capacity  of  twenty-five  in  order  to  guarantee  that  some 
lighter  form  of  vehicle  would  not  be  substituted. 

3.  The  ordinance  should  contain  a  section  requiring  the 
company  to  submit  and  conform  to  all  regulations  which 
may  be  promulgated  by  the  Council  or  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety  with  regard  to  traffic  flow  on  and  across 
Broad  street,  parking  of  its  vehicles,  or  otherwise. 

4.  The  ordinance  should  contain  a  section  providing 
that  in  case  it  is  necessary  at  any  time  to  close  Broad 
street  or  any  part  thereof  by  reason  of  parades,  repairs 
or  otherwise,  or  if  Broad  street  is  blocked  by  reason  of 
accumulation  of  snow  or  by  reason  of  fire  or  other 
accidents,  that  the  company  should  accept  such  alterna- 
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tive  temporary  routes  as  are  prescribed  by  the  competent 
municipal  authorities. 

5.  There  should  be  an  addition  to  Section  5  of  the  bill 
providing  that  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  company 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by  the  City  Con- 
troller and  providing  for  some  proper  verification  of  the 
payments  to  be  made  by  the  company  to  the  City.  There 
should  further  be  provision  that  these  payments  should 
be  made  in  instalments  more  frequently  than  once  a  year. 

6.  I  believe  Council  could  properly  alter  the  termini 
of  the  routes  provided  in  Section  1  of  the  bill.  In  its 
present  form  all  persons  starting  a  short  distance  above 
Girard  avenue  and  coming  down  to  businets  in  the  centre 
of  the  City  would  have  to  pay  ten  cents;  similarly  per- 
sons starting  below  Washington  avenue  and  coming  ta 
the  centre  of  the  City  would  have  to  pay  ten  cents.  I 
believe  it  would  be  fairer  to  divide  Broad  street  into 
three  such  zones  that  persons  coming  from  either  ]S[orth 
Philadelphia  or  South  Philadelphia  to  the  centre  of  the 
City  would  be  able  to  do  so  for  one  five-cent  fare.  I 
would  suggest  that  the  division  points  of  the  zones  could 
well  be  fixed  at  Lehigh  avenue  and  Market  street,  and 
that  the  word  "zones"  be  used  throughout  the  bill  instead 
of  "routes." 

7.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  privileges  under  this 
ordinance  are  being  given  by  the  City  for  so  long  a  period 
as  twenty-five  years  I  think  the  Council  could  properly 
take  up  with  the  company  for  embodiment  in  the  ordi- 
nance some  provision  for  valuation  of  the  company's  prop- 
erty and  recaption  by  the  City  of  the  company's  equip- 
ment and  franchise  at  a  time  within  the  twenty-five  years ; 
say  any  time  after  ten  years.  This  would  enable  the 
City  to  take  over  the  utility  in  case  it  was  desired  at  a 
future  time  to  do  so  in  connection  with  any  more  general 
scheme  of  municipal  transportation. 

8.  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  although 
this  ordinance  and  the  agreement  under  it  would  limit 
the  company  to  a  charge  of  five  cents  for  the  fare  in  each 
zone,  the  present  tendency  of  decisions  under  the  Public

Service  Company  Law  of  1913  is  to  hold  that  agreements 
between  cities  and  public  utilities  regarding  rates  of  fare, 
even  if  embodied  in  the  ordinances  granting  the  franchises, 
are  not  binding  and  may  be  abrogated  upon  order  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission.  This  may  also  apply  to  the 
rate  of  fare  charged  by  a  motor  bus  company,  although 
some  doubt  is  drawn  upon  this  conclusion  by  the  Act  of 
Assembly  of  June  1,  1915  (P.  L.  683),  Section  1,  which 
provides :  "Each  city  may  regulate  the  transportation  by 
motor  vehicles  (not  operated  on  tracks)  of  passengers 
for  pay,  within  the  limits  of  the  city  .... 
In  such  regulation  the  city  may  ,  .  .  make  regula- 
tions for  the  operation  of  vehicles,  the  rates  to  be  charged 
for  transportation,"  etc.  This  Act  is  fortified  by  a  pro- 
vision in  Section  9  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Law  of  June 
30,  1919  (P.  L,  687),  which  expressly  recognizes  the 
right  of  a  city  to  impose  license  fees  and  taxes  on  motor 
vehicles  transporting  passengers  for  pay  within  the 
limits  of  a  city.  In  so  far  as  these  legislative  provisions 
constitute  a  repeal  of  such  powers  as  the  Public  Service 
Commission  may  have  over  the  rates  of  fare  charged  by 
a  motor  bus  company  operating  in  a  city,  the  fare  limits 
in  Section  4  of  the  proposed  bill  would  be  valid  and  bind- 
ing upon  the  company. 

However,  the  Council  may-,  if  it  chooses,  protect  the 
City  against  the  possibility  of  increase  in  fare  through 
the  Public  Service  Commission  by  providing  for  an  in- 
crease in  Section  5  over  the  five  per  cent,  royalty  if  at  any 
time  the  rate  of  fare  is  increased  over  five  cents. 

9.  The  ordinance  should  provide  that  any  regulations 
made  by  the  company  for  the  operation  of  its  vehicles  or 
the  character  of  services  should  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  appropriate  department  of  the  City  Government. 
The  power  to  require  this  is  conferred  by  the  Act  of  1915. 

10.  It  should  state  that  the  privilege  to  use  Broad 
street  is  not  to  be  exclusive.

My  Dear  Mk.  Mayor  : — ^\Vith  reference  to  the  in- 
quiries of  Mr.  John  P.  B.  Sinkler,  the  City  Architect, 
which  you  have  transmitted  to  me  and  which  I  return 
herewith,  it  appears  that  he  desires  enlightenment:  First, 
as  to  whether  the  functions  of  the  City  Architect  are 
limited  to  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications, 
or  is  he  required  to  supervise  the  erection  of  buildings 
designed  in  his  office  or  otherwise ;  second,  what  structures 
are  to  be  regarded  as  buildings  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act  of  June  25,  1919 ;  and  third,  whether  the  respon- 
sibility for  ascertaining  the  need  of  repairs  rests  with 
him  or  with  the  Bureau  of  City  Property  or  other  bureau 
or  department  in  control  of  the  building. 

The  subject  is  governed  by  the  provisions  of  Section  8, 
of  Article  II  of  the  Act  of  1919,  which  makes  it  the  duty 
of  the  Mayor  to  appoint  a  City  Architect,  who  is  au- 
thorized to  appoint  such  employees  as  may  be  provided 
for  by  ordinance.     That  section  further  provides : 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Architect  to  pre- 
pare, draft  and  execute,  or  to  supervise  the  prepara- 
tion, drafting  and  execution  of  all  specifications, 
drawings  and  plans  of  public  buildings  to  be  erected 
in  such  City  and  to  be  paid  for  by  moneys  appro- 
priated by  the  City  Council ;" 

except  where  the  magnitude  or  character  of  the  work  re- 
quires the  services  of  a  special  architect,  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  City  Architect  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor. 

It  is  further  made  unlawful  for  the  City  Controller  to 
countersign  or  the  City  Treasurer  to  pay  warrants  or 
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checks  for  the  expenditure  of  moneys  from  the  City 
Treasury  for  the  erection  or  construction  of  any  public 
building  except  upon  certificate  of  the  City  Architect  that 
the  specifications,  drawings  and  plans  have  been  prepared, 
drafted  and  executed  by  him  or  under  his  supervision, 
or  by  an  architect  selected  as  therein  set  forth,  existing 
contracts,  drawings  and  plans  being  excepted. 

Mr.  Sinkler  is  correct  in  saying  that  he  finds  nothing 
which  indicates  that  the  City  Architect  is  required  to 
inspect,  supervise  and  direct  the  erection  of  buildings 
designed  in  his  office,  and  in  answer  to  his  first  inquiry 
I  would  say  that  he  has  no  functions  to  perform  with  re- 
spect to  the  supervision  of  the  erection  of  buildings 
whether  designed  in  his  office  or  otherwise,  his  activities 
being  confined  to  the  preparation,  drafting  and  execution, 
or  to  the  supervision  of  the  preparation,  drafting  and  ex- 
ecution of  the  specifications,  drawing  and  plans  of  public 
buildings  to  be  erected  in  the  City  and  to  be  paid  for  by 
moneys  appropriated  by  City  Council. 

His  second  question —  what  constitutes  a  public  build- 
ing— it  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  answer  by  a  gen- 
eral definition.  He  instances  structures  erected  by  the 
Bureau  of  Water  in  connection  with  pumping  plants,  and 
asks  under  what  conditions  may  drawings  be  prepared 
by  other  departments  for  such  structures. 

A  building  has  been  defined  to  be:  "Any  structure 
with  walls  and  a  roof  which  has  a  capacity  to  contain  and 
is  designed  for  the  sheltering  of  property."  "A  structure 
erected  by  the  hand  of  man  and  composed  of  natural  ma- 
terials, as  stone  or  wood,  and  intended  for  use  or  con- 
venience," and  by  various  other  definitions  more  or  less 
differing  from  these.  I  believe  the  word  is  used  in  the 
Act  somewhat  synonymously  with  the  word  "house"  in 
its  largest  sense;  a  station  house,  a  fire  house,  a  public 
library,  a  bath  house,  a  railway  station,  will  serve  as 
illustrations.  Unless  the  structure  is  to  be  used  for  some 
purpose  analogous  to  those,  how^ever,  that  is,  for  the  pro- 
tection, the  housing  or  the  enclosing  of  people  or  property, 
or  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  for  which  a  building,  in 
the  conunon  ordinary  sense,  is  intended,  as  for  example,  if 
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it  be  an  elevated  railway  structure,  it  would  appear  not 
to  be  a  building  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  It  is 
impossible  to  state  any  fixed  rule  on  this  subject ;  each  case 
will  have  to  be  decided  as  it  arises  upon  the  facts  indi- 
vidually presented  by  it. 

In  answer  to  the  third  inquiry  of  the  City  Architect,  as 
to  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  public  buildings,  I  think 
the  responsibility  of  ascertaining  the  need  therefor  does 
not  rest  with  him  but  with  the  Bureau  of  City  Property 
in  the  vast  majority  of  cases,  and  with  the  department  in 
charge  of  other  buildings  which  are  not  within  the  juris- 
diction and  control  of  that  bureau.  The  Act  speaks  of 
the  erection  of  public  buildings  and  not  of  their  mainte- 
nance and  repair  in  connection  with  the  City  Architect, 
but  aside  from  this  consideration,  since  his  connection 
with  public  buildings  is  limited,  as  already  seen,  to  the 
preparation,  drafting  and  execution  of  drawings,  plans 
and  specifications,  or  the  supervision  thereof,  it  would 
follow  that  he  is  not  required  to  concern  himself  with  the 
ascertainment  of  the  need  of  repairs  and  the  like  duties. 
But  I  have  no  doubt  the  head  of  a  bureau  or  department 
having  in  charge  City  property  would  welcome  sugges- 
tions and  information  from  the  City  Architect  concern- 
ing repairs  or  even  maintenance  of  such  buildings,  and 
that  there  would  be  no  friction  between  the  parties.

Dear  Sir: — You  ask  advice  in  your  letter  of  the  18th 
inst.  concerning  certain  ordinances  for  the  laying  of  sewers 
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in  various  designated  streets.  The  second  section  of  these 
ordinances  requires  that  the  contractor  shall  accept  as 
payment  the  sums  assessed  upon  the  lines  of  said  sewers 
in  manner  and  form  authorized  by  existing  ordinances; 
and  further,  that  ''in  all  cases  where  the  property  on  the 
lines  of  the  sewers  herein  authorized  is  assessed  at  sub- 
urban rates  the  owners  of  property  shall  first  file  an  agree- 
ment to  pay  the  regular,  frontage  charges." 

You  state  that  on  the  streets  you  mention  the  abutting 
property  is  assessed  at  the  suburban  tax  rate  although 
in  a  built-up  section,  and  you  desire  to  know  whether  or 
not  the  properties  abutting  on  these  streets  may  be  assessed 
for  the  construction  of  sewers  and  the  bills  given  to  the 
contractor  to  collect  as  part  payment  for  his  work,  with- 
out the  owners  of  the  abutting  property  first  filing  an 
agreement  to  pay  the  frontage  charges.  In  this  connec- 
tion you  call  attention  to  an  opinion  of  this  department 
of  March  25,  1919,  relative  to  the  right  of  the  City_  to 
assess  abutting  property  for  paving  in  a  built-up  section 
assessed  at  suburban  rates. 

I  think  that  the  proviso  that  where  the  property  on 
the  lines  of  the  sewers  is  assessed  at  suburban  rates  the 
owners  shall  first  file  an  agreement  to  pay  the  frontage 
charges  was  intended  to  qualify  the  entire  second  section 
providing  that  the  Director  should  advertise  for  bids  and 
enter  into  -contracts  for  the  building  of  the  sewers.  Its 
purpose,  doubtless,  was  to  assure  the  fact  that  these  sewers 
would  be  paid  for  by  the  abutting  owners  and  not  by  the 
City,  and  I  regard  it  as  the  duty  of  vour  department  to 
follow  the  method  thus  prescribed  by  the  ordinance. 

The  opinion  to  which  you  refer  was  to  the  effect  that  the 
character  of  the  assessment,  whether  urban  or  suburban, 
was  not  conclusive  on  the  question  of  the  assessability  of 
the  property,  though  that  fact  might  be  evidence,  with 
other  facts  and  circumstances,  on  the  point.  In  each  such 
case  the  final  result  might  depend  upon  the  hazards  of 
litigation. 

The  Councils  in  enacting  the  ordinances  as  to  which 
you  write,  evidently  desired  to  take  no  risk  on  this  point, 
10 
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but  to  make  certain,  by  the  agreement  of  tbe  owners,  that 
they  would  pay  their  frontage  charges  for  the  sewer  con- 
struction, and  that  the  City  would  not  be  compelled  to  do 
so.  This  is,  perhaps,  emphasized  by  the  provision  in  the 
ordinance  of  July  31,  1916,  as  to  other  sewers  that  they 
should  be  laid  "without  the  assessment  being  made  there- 
for, but  that  no  permits  shall  be  issued  for  connection 
with  said  sewers  until  the  regular  frontage  charges  shall 
first  have  been  paid."

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  yesterday  you  inquire 
concerning  the  application  of  a  part  of  Section  25,  of 
Article  XIX  of  the  Act  of  June  25,  1919,  which  reads 
that  "Any  person  dismissed  under  this  section  shall  be- 
ineligible  for  reappointment  within  two  years  to  any  posi- 
tion in  the  service  of  such  City."  As  to  this  you  ask 
whether  a  man  discharged  for  neglect  of  duty,  or  by  reason 
of  other  delinquency  or  misconduct,  comes  under  the  dis- 
ability thus"  provided. 

I  do  not  think  that  this  special  disqualification  is  in- 
tended to  apply  generally  to  delinquency,  misconduct  or 
neglect  of  duty,  but  as  the  earlier  part  of  Section  25  en- 
acts the  debarment  from  reappointment  within  two  years 
is  directed  to  the  violation  of  "any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
article ;"  that  is,  Article  XIX,  dealing  with  the  Civil 
Service  of  the  City.     It  is  probable  Section  23  was  more 
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particularly  in  view  when  the  provision  concerning  which 
you  inquire  was  inserted  in  Section  25,  which  section  im- 
mediately follows  Section  23,  since  there  is  no  Section  24. 
The  words,  however,  are  broader  and  would  undoubtedly 
affect  any  employee  violating  a  requirement  or  prohibi- 
tion contained  in  any  part  of  Article  XIX,  as  for  ex- 
ample, if  he  should  make  false  statements  under  oath, 
as  forbidden  by  Section  21,  or  should  collude  to  defeat, 
deceive  or  obstruct  any  other  person  in  respect  to  his  right 
of  examination,  appointment  or  employment;  or,  in  fact,, 
should  do  or  omit  anjthing  in  contravention  of  Article- 
XIX  of  the  Act,  but  the  especial  provision  at  the  end  of 
Article  XXV  cannot  have  any  more  extensive  effect  since 
it  is  limited  to  those  dismissed  "under  this  section,"  which 
section  has  alone  to  do  with  the  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  that  article.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  19th  inst.  you  in- 
quire whether  the  Secretary  and  the  stenographer  of  the 
Art  Jury  are  subject  to  classification  and  standardization 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Section  17  of  Article  XIX  of  the  Act  of  June  25,  1919, 
provides  that  the  Commission  shall  classify  and  grade  aU 
positions  in  the  classified  service.  By  section  2  of  the 
same  Article  it  is  provided  that  the  civil  service  of  the 
City  shall  include  all  offices,  positions  and  employments 
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in  or  under  it,  or  any  department,  board  or  commission 
thereof.  Section  3  defines  the  unclassified  service  as  in- 
cluding, among  others,  the  Art  Jury,  and  further  ordains 
that  the  classified  service  "shall  comprise  all  civil  offices, 
positions  and  employments  which  are  not  specifically  in- 
cluded in  the  unclassified  service." 

From  this  it  appears  that  the  Art  Jury  itself  is  in  the 
unclassified  service  and  therefore  not  subject  to  the  stand- 
ardization and  classification  which  Section  17  has  in 
view,  but  the  Secretary  of  the  Art  Jury,  who  I  believe  is 
not  a  member  thereof,  and  the  stenographer,  are  not  with- 
in the  unclassified  service. 

The  28th  (Section  of  Article  XIX,  however,  provides 
that : 

"Xothing  in  this  article  shall  be  construed  to  apply 
to  the  ofiicers  and  employees  of  any  office,  depart- 
ment, bureau,  commission,  board  or  trust  not  now 
administered  under  the  existing  civil  service  laws." 

The  existing  civil  service  laws  thus  referred  to  were 
comprised  in  the  Act  of  March  5,  1906,  and  as  to  .this  the 
Act  of  July  24,  1913,  P.  L.  1000,  in  amending  the  earlier 
Act  creating  the  Art  Jury,  provided  that  "all  employees 
■of  the  Art  Jury  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  to  regulate  and  improve  the  civil  service  of  cities  of 
the  first  class,  approved  March  5,  1906."  From  this  it 
appears  that  the  employees  of  the  Art  Jury  were  not 
regulated  by  the  civil  service  laws  when  the  Act  of  June 
25,  1919,  was  passed,  and  hence,  by  the  provision  of 
Section  28  of  Article  XIX  above  quoted,  they  are  not 
affected  by  anything  embraced  in  that  article.  For  this 
reason  I  think  your  Commission  has  no  control  or  juris- 
diction over  the  Secretary  or  stenographer,  or  other  em- 
ployees of  the  present  Art  Jury.

He  informs  me  that  on  one  part  of  this  street, 
under  an  ordinance  of  Councils,  they  have  built  a  one- 
story  shed  and  that  the  remaining  portion  of  the  street 
is  merely  an  alley  where  dirt  and  refuse  accumulates. 
He  is  entirely  satisfied  to  pay  to  the  City  the  sum  of 
$1,200,  being  the  amount  originally  awarded  by  a  Jury  of 
View  to  the  owners  of  the  ground ;  therefore,  you  may  sign 
the  ordinance  as  it  lies  before  you,  or  you  can  ask  to  have  it 
withdrawn  until  an  agreement  in  writing  is  executed, 
although  this  is  entirely  unnecessary  as  Mr.  Lit's  word 
is  perfectly  good  and  he  stands  ready  to  send  a  check 
the  moment  a  request  is  made  of  him.

Delaware  River  Bridge.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor  : — I  herewith  return  the  letter  of  Mr. 
Horace  H.  Fritz  to  you,  in  regard  to  the  Delaware  River 
Bridge  project,  which  was  submitted  to  me  by  your  Secre- 
tary as  one  of  many  letters  of  similar  import. 
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The  gist  of  the  letter  is  to  express  the  view  of  the 
writer  that  unless  the  City  shall  take  affirmative  action  to 
commit  itself  to  this  enterprise  before  June  1,  1920,  the 
funds  appropriated  by  the  State  to  the  purpose  will  auto- 
matically revert  to  the  State  Treasury  free  from  any 
obligation  to  be  expended  for  the  construction  of  the 
bridge  and  that  the  proposition  will  therefore  have  to  be 
abandoned.  I  am  asked  whether  the  point  is  well  taken, 
and  if  there  is  any  step  that  must  be  taken  by  the  City 
at  this  time  to  make  the  State's  appropriation  binding. 

I  do  not  think  the  consequence  apprehended  by  Mr. 
Fritz  from  non-action  by  the  City  before  June  1st  will 
result  therefrom.  The  Act  of  July  9,  1919,  P.  L.  814, 
by  way  of  preamble,  recites  that  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
has  expressed  a  willingness  to  join  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania  in  the  construction  of  a  bridge  over  the 
Delaware  river  between  Philadelphia  and  Camden. 
Thereupon  it  enacts  in  Section  1  that  the  Commonwealth 
agrees  to  join  therein  on  condition  that  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia will  bear  one-half  the  cost  of  the  laud  and  ap- 
proaches on  the  Pennsylvania  side  and  share  equally  with 
the  Commonwealth  in  one-half  of  the  cost  of  the  super- 
structure of  the  bridge,  it  being  the  intention  of  the  Act 
that  the  Commonwealth  and  the  City  shall  contribute  as 
their  share  the  cost  of  the  land  and  approaches  on  the 
Pennsylvania  side,  and  one-half  the  cost  of  the  super- 
structure of  the  bridge. 

In  Section  4  it  is  provided  that  the  Joint  Commission 
established  by  the  Act  shall  not  proceed  to  exercise  or 
carry  out  any  authority  or  power  to  bind  the  Common- 
wealth beyond  the  extent  to  which  the  Commonwealth 
shall  have  appropriated  or  made  available  to  the  Joint 
Commission  the  moneys  thereinbefore  stipulated  as  its 
share ;  nor  shall  the  Joint  Conunission  proceed  to  carry 
out  any  authority  or  power  therein  given  until  the  State 
of  New  Jersey,  by  appropriate  legislation,  shall  have  first 
vested  like  powers  in  said  Commission,  and  beyond  the 
extent  to  which  that  State  shall  have  appropriated  or 
made  available  the  moneys  stipulated  as  its  share  for  pro- 
viding the  cost  of  acquiring  the  land  for  the  approaches, 
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and  for  tlie  erection  and  construction  of  the  approaches 
and  the  superstructure  of  said  bridge ;  nor  shall  the  Joint 
Commission  proceed  to  exercise  authority  or  power  beyond 
the  extent  to  which  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  have 
appropriated  or  made  available  the  moneys  stipulated  as 
the  share  of  the  City. 

In  Section  12  the  sum  of  $750,000  is  appropriated  by 
the  Commonwealth,  of  which  sum  $250,000  "shall  be 
available  during  the  year  beginning  June  1,  1919,  and 
ending  May  31,  1920,  and  $500,000  shall  be  available 
during  the  year  beginning  June  1,  1920,  and  ending  May 
31,  1921." 

On  I^ovember  12,  1919,  there  was  appropriated  by  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  the  sum  of  $250,000  towards  its 
share  of  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  bridge  and  ap- 
proaches, and  the  incidental  and  appurtenant  costs  and 
charges  connected  therewith. 

I  do  not  find  anything  in  the  language  of  the  statute 
which  makes  it  obligatory  on  the  City  expressly  to^  accept 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  before  June  1st  of  this  year 
under  the  alternative  that  if  this  is  not  done  the  appro- 
priation made  by  the  State  will  lapse.  As  seen  above, 
the  sum  of  $750,000  appropriated  by  the  Commonwealth 
is  divided  into  two  parts:  one  of  $250,000,  which  is  made 
available  during  the  year  ending  May  31,  1920,  and  the 
balance  of  $500,000  during  the  year  ending  May  31, 
1921.  I  do  not  regard  the  expression  "shall  be  available" 
as  indicating  that  after  the  dates  named  the  respective 
sums  cannot  be  expended  for  bridge  purposes  and  that 
the  appropriation  will  lapse  accordingly ;  but  even  should 
I  be  mistaken  in  this,  such  lapse  would  not  result  from 
any  want  of  action  on  the  part  of  the  City,  but  from  the 
fact  that  the  project  had  not  proceeded  far  enough  to 
enable  expenditures  to  be  made  or  contracts  entered  into 
prior  to  the  dates  designated.  It  is  obvious  that  nothing 
which  the  City  can  do  between  now  and  the  1st  of  June, 
19'20,  can  have  any  effect  on  this  condition.

Bridge  on  Broad  Street  Across  Railroad  Tracks. 

Joseph  C.  Wagner,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — On  January  31,  1920,  you  addressed  an 
inquiry  to  this  office  regarding  the  right  of  the  City  to 
require  the  railroad  company  to  rebuild  the  bridge  which 
carries  Broad  street  across  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia, 
Germantown  and  Norristown  Eailroad,  owing  to  the  de- 
teriorated and  dangerous  condition  of  the  steel  members 
of  this  bridge,  caused  by  the  exhaust  gases  from  the  loco- 
motives passing  under  the  bridge. 

While  the  ordinance  and  contract  under  which  the  rail- 
road contributed  to  the  cost  of  the  original  construction 
of  this  bridge  make  no  specific  reference  to  the  obliga- 
tion of  either  the  company  or  the  City  to  maintain  this 
structure  or  keep  it  in  repair,  there  is  authority  for  the 
proposition  that  the  right  of  the  State  to  require  a  rail- 
road to  maintain  a  proper  bridge  where  a  public  high- 
way crosses  its  line,  is  a  manifestation  of  the  police  power 
which  cannot  be  delegated  away,  either  expressly  or  im- 
pliedly, by  a  municipality  which  is  a  creature  of  the  State. 

While  there  is  no  express  adjudication  upon  this  point 
in  Pennsylvania,  under  the  circumstances  existing  in  this 
case,  I  believe  this  would  be  a  proper  case  in  which  to 
assert  the  right  of  the  City  to  require  the  company  to 
maintain  this  bridge  in  proper  condition. 

I  therefore^  recommend  that  you  give  the  company 
notice  to  reconstruct  and  repair  such  portions  of  this 
structure  as  in  your  opinion  require  replacement  or  re- 
pair in  the  interest  of  public  safety;  that  the  work  must 
be  done  in  accordance  with  such  approval  of  plans,  speci- 
fications and  materials  as  is  now  required  by  law,  and 
that  on  the  failure  of  the  company  to  do  so  the  City  will 
proceed  with  the  work  at   the  expense  of  the  company 
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or  take  such  other  proceedings  as  it  may  deem  proper 
under  the  cricumstances.

Payment  of  Printing  Bill — Emergency  Work.

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  return  copies  of  bill  rendered 
to  your  department  by  the  Dunlap  Printing  Company 
for  $135,  for  printing  10,500  petitions  to  strike  off  name 
from  the  registry  list.  You  inquire  as  to  the  legality  of 
drawing  a  warrant  for  the  payment  of  this  bill,  stating 
that  there  is  an  item  of  appropriation  to  the  Bureau  of 
Police  on  which  a  warrant  may  be  drawn.  You  further 
state  that  the  Superintendent  of  Police,  in  performing  his 
official  duties,  was  compelled  to  order  this  printing  as  an 
emergency  measure  since  the  Eegistration  Commissioners 
could  not  supply  the  necessary  blanks;  also,  that  the 
blanks  were  used  in  a  police  canvass  made  to  ascertain 
the  existence  of  fraud  and  misrepresentation  in  the 
registry  lists,  and  inasmuch  as  the  law  required  strike- 
off  petitions  to  be  filed  within  a  certain  period  it  was 
necessary  to  obtain  the  blanks  hurriedly. 

In  view  of  these  facts  I  think  you  would  be  legally 
justified  in  drawing  a  warrant  and  the  City  Controller 
in  countersigning  same,  provided  the  item  of  appropria- 
tion to  which  you  refer  is  in  such  terms  that  the  money 
can  be  used  for  this  purpose.

Foreign-Language  Neivspaper  Advertising.

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — Your  Secretary,  under  date 
of  the  13th  inst.,  inquires  concerning  an  opinion  of  this 
department  of  January  29,  19'20,  that  official  advertise- 
ments should  not  be  published  in  foreign  newspapers 
which  do  not  comply  with  the  Act  of  July  19,  1917,  P. 
L.  1122,  and  he  now  asks  ''whether  or  not  ordinances 
should  be  inserted  in  these  publications  under  the  condi- 
tions stated,"  that  is  to  say,  when  an  affidavit  shall  be 
furnished  to  you  that  the  edition  in  which  the  ordinance 
appears  is  printed  in  Philadelphia. 

The  Act  requires  that  the  notice  required  by  authority 
of  law  or  rules  of  Court  may  be  published  in  one  or  more 
daily  newspapers  printed  in  a  foreign  language  or 
languages,  in  addition  to  the  publication  in  English  news- 
papers, such  foreign  language  papers  to  be  such  "as  are 
printed  in  and  of  general  circulation  in  such  county  or  a 
city  whose  boundaries  are  coincident  thereto.  That  the 
prices  to  be  charged  for  such  publication  of  such  adver- 
tisements or  notices  in  such  papers  published  in  a  foreign 
language  or  languages  shall  not  exceed  the  rates  charged 
for  such  publication  in  newspapers  printed  in  the  English 
language  for  the  same  services.  'When  publication  is 
made  in  such  newspaper  or  newspapers  printed  in  a 
foreign  language  or  languages,  it  shall  be  made  as  often 
as  that  made  in  newspaper  or  newspapers  printed  in  the 
English  language,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  stipu- 
lations and  regulations  as  those  imposed  for  like  services 
in  such  newspapers  printed  in  the  English  language." 

When  all  of  the  requirements  thus  established  shall  be 
fulfilled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Mayor,  by  affidavit  or 
otherwise,  the  publication  then  may  be  made  in  one  or 
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more  foreign-language  papers,  but  there  is  no  require- 
ment by  the  Act  to  do  so.  It  is  a  question  of  expediency 
and  concerns  the  interests  of  the  City, 

I  gather  from  the  letter  of  your  Secretary  that  it  is 
only  "the  edition  in  which  the  ordinances  appear"  that 
is  to  be  sworn  to  as  printed  in  Philadelphia.  It  should 
therefore,  in  my  judgment,  appear  that  this  particular 
edition  and  not  the  mere  newspaper  is  of  general  cir- 
culation in  the  City  before  the  qualification  to  such  adver- 
tising as  fixed  by  the  Act  may  be  deemed  to  be  complied 
with. 

The  evident  purpose  which  the  statute  had  in  view  is 
that  the  advertisements  in  foreign-language  papers  should 
only  be  inserted — first,  when  the  newspaper  is  of  gen- 
eral circulation;  second,  when  it  is  printed  within  the 
City — and  I  do  not  think  that  this  purpose  should  be 
permitted  to  be  evaded  in  any  manner  which  might  be 
regarded  as  a  subterfuge.

Removal  of  Tracks  from  PassyunJc  Avenue.

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — I  return  herewith  draft  of  a 
proposed  ordinance  to  repeal  the  ordinance  of  January 
2,  1920,  authorizing  the  execution  of  a  contract  with  the 
Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  providing  for  the 
removal  of  tracks  and  overhead  trolley  system  on  Pass- 
yunk  avenue,  between  South  street  and  Tenth  street  and  be- 
tween Eleventh  street  and  Snyder  avenue,  and  on  Dickin- 
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son  street,  between  Fourth  street  and  Passyunk  avenue. 
As  to  this  you  ask  whether  there  is  any  legal  objection  to 
the  repeal  of  that  ordinance  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
agreement  embodied  in  the  original  ordinance  has  been 
approved  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  and  the 
Superior  Court. 

The  opinion  of  the  Superior  Court  in  this  litigation 
leaves  the  matter  squarely  up  to  the  City,  acting  through 
its  Council,  and  does  not  obligate  it  to  enter  into  such  a 
contract  unless  it  choose  to  do  so ;  nor,  in  my  judgment, 
did  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  of  January  2,  1920, 
in  the  absence  of  the  execution  of  the  contract  which  it 
provided  for,  confer  any  vested  rights  on  the  Philadel- 
phia Eapid  Transit  Company  or  its  associates  in  the 
premises. 

Should  the  Council,  therefore,  see  fit  to  repeal  that 
ordinance  I  do  not  believe  that  it  is  legally  disabled  from 
doing  so,  and  in  that  event  the  situation  would  be  the 
same  as  if  the  ordinance  had  not  been  passed.

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — With  reference  to  the  letter 
of  Messrs.  Warren  Brothers  Company  of  New  York,  con- 
cerning the  bidding  for  a  municipal  asphalt  plant  which, 
under  date  of  June  3d,  you  referred  to  this  department 
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to  take  svicli  action  as  may  be  advisable  to  protect  the  in- 
terests of  the  City,  it  appears  that  the  Messrs.  Warren 
Brothers  Company  desire  a  readvertisement  of  the  bid- 
ding on  the  ground  principally  that  they  did  not  under- 
stand that  alternative  bids  were  desired.  They  w^ere  the 
low  bidder  on  the  plan  termed  a  "Bureau  Plan,"  which 
was  the  subject  of  distinct  specifications,  and  the  Warren 
Brothers  Company  now  suggest  that  a  discussion  be  had 
between  their  attorneys  and  this  department. 

I  have  conferred  with  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways on  the  subject  and  find  that  bids  were  invited  upon 
a  so-called  Bureau  Plan  and  also  upon  alternative  plans, 
including  such  variations  from  the  Bureau  Plan  as  the 
bidders  might  fix,  conforming  generally  to  the  Bureau 
Plan  but  permitting  of  unspecified  variations  therefrom. 
This  was  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  for  the  furnishing 
of  stock  machinery  for  the  mixing  of  the  asphalt.  A  con- 
tract was  awarded  on  one  of  the  bids  upon  these  bidders' 
plans,  as  distinct  from  the  Bureau  Plan,  on  which  another 
concern  was  lower  than  the  Warren  Company. 

Our  courts  have  repeatedly  decided  that  the  proper 
way  in  which  to  invite  bids  for  municipal  work  is  to 
furnish  the  intending  bidders  with  a  fixed  standard  on 
which  the  bids  are  to  be  made,  so  that  when  received  they 
are  susceptible  of  accurate  comparison.  While  alterna- 
tive bids  are  permitted  it  is  necessary — except  in  very 
unusual  circumstances — that  specifications  as  to  each  of 
the  alternatives  on  which  bids  are  invited  should  be  pre- 
pared by  the  municipal  authorities  in  order  to  furnish 
to  bidders  a  fixed  standard  to  which  their  bids  may  relate. 

In  view  of  this  condition  of  the  law  I  think  the  situa- 
tion with  respect  to  these  bids  is  such  as  probably  to  invite 
litigation,  and  I  am  by  no  means  sure  that  if  such  were 
to  ensue  the  position  of  the  City  Department  in  the 
premises  could  be  sustained.  I  would  suggest  that  for 
the  present  no  steps  be  taken  to  give  the  contract  legal 
effect  by  executing  and  delivering  it,  with  the  necessary 
countersignature,  etc.,  of  the  City  Controller.  In  the 
meanwhile  I  have  written  to  the  Warren  Company  ac- 
cepting the  request  for  a  conference  with  its  attorneys

and  will  probably  be  able  to  advise  you  more  definitely 
after  seeing  or  hearing  from  them.

Collection  of  Dead  Animals. 
Hon.  J.  Hampton  Moore, 

Mayor  of  Philadelphia,

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — ^With  reference  to  your  in- 
quiry of  the  3d  inst.  relative  to  the  legislation  and  con- 
tracts concerning  the  collection  of  animals,  dead  and  alive, 
with  a  view  to  the  preparation  of  some  measure  that 
would  comprehensively  cover  the  entire  subject,  I  call 
your  attention  with  regard  to  dead  animals,  to  the  con- 
tract of  the  City  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  gar- 
bage and  work  incidental  thereto  for  the  current  year. 
This  contract  is  with  the  Penn  Reduction  Company  and 
the  price  to  be  paid  by  the  City  for  the  entire  year  is 
$750,000.  The  forty-fourth  specification  of  this  contract 
provides  as  follows : 

"The  contractor  shall  do  all  the  work  and  furnish 
all  labor  and  equipment  which  are  necessary  for 
the  removal  of  all  dead  animals  as  promptly  as  they 
are  found  or  reported,  and  shall  do  all  the  work 
and  furnish  all  labor  and  equipment  which  are  neces- 
sary for  their  disposal,  at  the  plant  of  the  contractor. 
or  at  such  other  places  as  may  be  approved  in  writ- 
ing by  the  Director.  All  animals  shall  be  covered 
during  the  removal  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau.  This  work  of  removal  and 
disposal  shall  be  performed  in  such  a  manner  as  in 
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the  opinion  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  will  not  create 
a  nuisance  or  be  prejudicial  to  public  health.  The 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  will,  however,  assume  no  re- 
sponsibility for  the  correctness  of  reported  dead  ani- 
mals, and  the  contractor  shall  not  charge  for,  nor 
can  he  collect  from  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  any  loss 
or  losses  incurred  in  responding  to  notification  for 
the  removal  of  dead  animals,  if  he  fail  from  any 
cause  to  make  removal." 

In  Section  36  the  term  "dead  animals"  is  defined  to 
mean  all  dead  animals  or  parts  thereof  not  intended  to 
be  used  as  food  for  man. 

As  you  will  see,  this  contract  makes  it  the  duty  of 
the  contractor  to  remove  all  dead  animals  promptly  upon 
notice. 

By  ordinance  of  September  23,  1864,  it  is  made  a 
nuisance  to  cast  or  lay  the  carcass  of  any  dead  animal 
on  any  highway  in  the  City,  or  on  any  vacant  lot,  with- 
out burying  or  placing  the  same  a  sufficient  depth  in  the 
ground ;  or  to  cast  hte  carcass  of  any  dead  animal  into 
the  Delaware  or  Schuylkill  rivers. 

By  ordinance  of  December  12,  1881,  the  removal  of 
dead  animals,  or  the  conveyance  thereof  through  any  of 
the  streets,  etc.,  of  the  built-up  portions  of  the  City  un- 
less in  covered  carts,  wagons  or  other  vehicles,  is  for- 
bidden under  penalty;  and  by  Acts  of  April  12,  1828, 
and  February  7,  1832,  the  throwing  and  casting  of  dead 
animals,  etc.,  into  parts  of  the  Schuylkill  river  and  in 
other  locations  is  forbidden. 

With  reference  to  live  animals  the  Morris  Animal 
Refuge  agrees  to  remove  and  dispose  of  any  homeless, 
sick,  suffering  or  injured  animal  upon  request  or  notice 
from  the  Police  Department  or  other  responsible  person 
or  persons.  For  this  the  Morris  Refuge  is  paid  the  sum 
of  $5,000. 

By  another  agreement  between  the  City  and  the 
Women's  Pennsylvania  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Animals,  the  latter  undertakes  to  seize,  take 
up  and  safely  convey  all  dogs  found  running  at  large  in 
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the  northeast  district,  comprising  the  Sixth,  Ninth,  Tenth, 
Eleventh,  Twelfth,  Thirteenth,  Fourteenth,  Fifteenth, 
Sixteenth,  Seventeenth,  Eighteenth,  ISTineteenth,  Twen- 
tieth, Twenty-eighth,  Twenty-ninth,  Thirty-first,  Thirty- 
second,  Thirty-seventh  and  Forty-seventh  Wards ;  and  the 
Germantown  and  Fox  Chase  districts,  comprising  the 
Twenty-first,  Twenty-second,  Thirty-fifth,  Forty-first  and 
Forty-second  Wards;  and  the  northeast  Philadelphia, 
comprising  the  Twenty-third,  Twenty-fifth,  Thirty-third 
Thirty-eighth,  Forty-third  and  Forty-fifth  Wards. 

Under  Sections  18  and  19  of  the  "Dog  Law"  of  July 
11,  1917,  they  are  also  to  seize,  take  up,  remove  and  kill 
all  unmuzzled  dogs  found  running  at  large  in  the  City  in 
violation  of  any  of  the  laws  and  ordinances  and  convey  the 
same  to  the  Dog  Pound.  For  this  the  City  agrees  to  pay 
the  sum  of  $8,000  for  the  current  year.  This  agreement 
also  provides  that  without  further  consideration  all  goats 
found  running  at  large  in  the  City  in  violation  of  any  law 
or  ordinance  shall  be  taken  up,  which  goats  are  to  be  con- 
veyed to  the  City  Pound  and  if  not  redeemed  within 
thirty-six  hours  after  capture  are  to  be  disposed  of  in 
such  manner  as  not  to  create  a  nuisance. 

I  believe  the  foregoing  comprises,  in  substance,  all  the 
laws  and  ordinances  and  contracts  bearing  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  your  inquiry.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  this  morn- 
ino;  recitino-   a   resolution   of  the    Commissioners   of  the 
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Sinking  Fund,  which  authorizes  a  temporary  loan  by  the 
Commissioners  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  not  exceeding 
$3,250,000,  repayment  to  be  made  before  September  1, 
1920,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  with  interest,  and  ask- 
ing my  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  such  a  loan. 

I  beg  to  inform  you  that  under  Section  5  of  Article 
XYII  of  the  Act  of  June  25,  1919,  it  is  provided  that: 

"Where  cash  shall  be  needed  for  the  immediate 
requirements  of  the  City  in  any  year  in  advance  of 
the  receipt  of  income  the  Mayor,  the  City  Con- 
troller and  the  City  Solicitor,  or  any  two  of  them, 
shall  have  power  to  negotiate,  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
temporary  loans,  upon  notes  for  periods  not  to  ex- 
tend beyond  such  year  and  in  aggregate  amount  not 
to  exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the  estimated  receipts 
for  such  current  year  other  than  loan  funds,  but,  at 
the  time  of  issuing  said  loans,  provision  must  bo 
made  to  repay  the  same  out  of  the  income  of  the 
same  year  in  which  they  are  negotiated,  the  inten- 
tion of  this  section  being  that  the  negotiatio'n  of  said 
loans  shall  be  solely  for  the  purpose  of  anticipating 
receipt  of  income." 

If  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  loan  does  not  exceed 
ten  per  centum  of  the  estimated  receipts  for  the  year 
1920,  I  advise  you  that  in  my  opinion,  the  loan  is  entirely 
legal,  for  your  communication  shows  that  all  other  of  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  have  been  complied  with,  it 
appearing  therefrom  that  the  loan  is  to  be  paid  within 
the  year  from  tax  moneys  received  in  August.

Return  of  Private  Property  in  Independence  Hall. 

Joseph  C.  Wagner,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — The  Acting  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City 
Property  writes  this  department  with  reference  to  a 
sword  and  silver  watch,  formerly  the  property  of  Captain 
John  Rush,  an  officer  in  the  army  of  Oliver  Cromwell. 

According  to  the  records  of  that  office  it  appears  that 
in  1877  these  two  articles  were  presented  to  the  City 
by  Benjamin  Bush,  Esq.,  now  deceased.  It  is  now 
claimed,  however,  that  they  were  not  so  presented,  but 
only  loaned,  an  affidavit  to  that  effect  being  made  by  cer- 
tain relatives  of  Benjamin  Rush,  based  on  statements 
said  to  have  been  made  by  him.  The  query  is  what 
should  be  done  in  the  premises  in  accordance  with  the 
request  to  change  the  markings  so  that  these  relics  will 
appear  as  a  loan  and  .not  as  presented  to  the  City ;  and 
it  is  also  suggested  by  the  Curator  that  they  be  returned 
to  Mr.  Rush's  daughter. 

The  matter  is  largely  one  of  discretion  by  your  depart- 
ment and  the  Curator  of  Independence  Hall.  If  the 
evidence  be  deemed  satisfactory  to  show  that  a  mistake 
has  been  made  in  regarding  the  watch  and  sword  as  hav- 
ing been  presented  by  Benjamin  Rush  and  that  the  articles 
were  not  actually  given  to  the  City,  the  change  should 
be  made,  that  is,  unless  it  is  apparent  that  the  City 
records  are  not  mistaken  on  this  point. 

From  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  it  would 
appear  that  the  Curator  thinks  the  record  should  be  so 
changed,  and  doubtless  he  is  in  possession  of  facts  which 
justify  this  belief.  Should  such  facts  indicate  that  the 
articles  are  not  the  property  of  the  City  the  desired  change 
should  be  made,  or  they  should  be  returned  as  suggested.

As  to  the  deposit  of  $^1:6,  this  has  already  been  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury  and,  as  you  know,  there  is  no 
way  of  refunding  except  by  an  ordinance  of  Council.

Removal  of  Buildings  on  Twenty-fifth  Street.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  writes 
this  department  in  reference  to  the  Miatter  of  the  con- 
tract for  the  removal  of  buildings  and  other  obstructions 
on  Twenty-fifth  street,  between  Washington  avenue  and 
Point  Breeze  avenue,  and  for  other  work  as  specified  in 
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said  contract,  being  Contract  Xo.  20i6.  This  was  the 
subject  of  an  opinion  by  this  department  on  December 
30,  1919,  p.  178,  wherein  the  City  Controller  was  advised 
that  without  favorable  action  by  Council  he  should  not 
countersign  a  warrant,  including  the  sum  of  $14,597.72, 
for  losses  claimed  to  be  due  to  the  interposition  of  the 
United  States  Government  and  not  embracing  any  of  the 
items  of  work  specified  in  the  contract.  Owing  to  the 
great  delay  in  the  doing  of  this  work  it  has  been  pro- 
posed that  the  contract  be  abandoned  so  that  a  new  one 
might  be  advertised  for.  The  contractor  is  willing  to 
have  the  contract  cancelled  providing  the  item  of  $14,- 
597.72  should  be  allowed,  but  as  this  was  not  permissible, 
no  final  action  appears  to  have  been  taken  with  reference 
to  the  cancellation  of  the  contract.  "A  final  estimate," 
together  with  a  warrant  covering  the  amount  due  the 
contractor,  but  not  including  the  said  claim,  was  approved 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  forwarded  to 
the  City  Controller.  It  is  further  stated  that  the  con- 
tractor accepted  >  the  order  for  the  warrant  but  refuses 
to  accept  the  warrant. 

On  April  23d  of  this  year  a  letter  was  forwarded  to 
him  asking  to  be  advised  whether  he  proposed  to  accept 
the  warrant  and  close  up  the  contract,  or  whether  he  was 
prepared  to  at  once  proceed  to  complete  the  work  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  thereof.  To  this  no  reply  has 
been  received,  and  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  ask  whether 
the  department  is  authorized  to  close  the  contract,  re- 
credit  the  unexpended  money,  and  advertise  and  make 
a  new  contract  for  the  unfinished  work ;  or  whether  the 
contract  is  still  in  force  and  the  contractor  and  surety 
compelled  to  complete  the  work  originally  contracted  for. 

In  one  part  of  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
it  is  stated  that  work  under  the  contract  has  so  far 
progressed  that  further  work  cannot  be  commenced  until 
such  time  as  the  work  to  be  done  under  contract  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  in  connection  therewith 
for  the  elevation  of  their  tracks  across  Grays  Perry  ave- 
nue has  been  completed.  Elsewhere  in  the  letter,  how- 
ever, it  would  appear  that  the  City  must  proceed  soon 
for  the  completion  of  the  work  which  remains  unfinished. 
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lu  answer  to  the  inquiries  submitted  I  do  not  think  the 
department  is  autliorized  to  close  the  contract,  recredit 
the  unexpended  monej,  advertise  and  make  a  new  con- 
tract ±or  the  unfinished  work  until  it  shall  plainly  appear 
lat  the  present  contractor  is  unwilling  to  proceed  with 
the   completion  of  his   contract.     The    City,    it   appears, 
made  the  proposition  to  the  contractor  that  the  contract 
siiould  be  cancelled,  but  the  minds  of  the  parties  never 
met  on  the  terms  under  which  this  should  be  done      The 
titv  proceeded,  however,  to  draw  what  is  called  a  ^''finpl' 
estimate,    accompanied  by  a  warrant,  the  order  for  which 
the  contractor  has  accepted,  but  not  the  warrant  itself 
I  his  possibly  might  be  taken  to  indicate  that  the  Ci^v 
has  assumed  the  position  that  the  contract  is  terminated 
and  if  so  held  would  probably  make  it  difficult  to  main- 
tain the  alternative  position  that  the  contractor  and  his 
surety   could   now   be   compelled    to   complete    the    work 
originally  contracted  for.     But  it  was  probablv  intended 
merely  to  dear  the  way  for  the  abrogation  of  the  con- 
tract with  the  contractor's  consent,     f  think  the  proper 
action  for  the  bureau  to  take  is  to  insist  upon  having 
from   the  contractor   a   definite   answer   to   the  letter   of 
April   2od    or   other  indication  whether  he   proposes   to 
proceed  with  the  work  or  not.     If  the  department  is  un- 
able to  obtain,  this  It  should,  whenever  it  is  readv  for 
he  contract  to  be  carried  to  completion,  notifv  the  con- 
tiactor  to  proceed  therewith  by  a  stated  time  and  advise 
him  tliat  upon  his  refusal  or  failure  to  do  so  he  will  be 
regarded  as  having  abandoned  the  contract,  which  will 
thereupon  be  relet  after  due  advertising. 

Asto  the  recrcditing  of  the  sum  of  $196,024  22  which 
i;emains  to  the  credit  of  the  contract  for  unfinished  work, 
this  should  not  be  done  until  it  is  made  clear  that  the 
present  contract  is  not  to  be  proceeded  with,  but  that  the 
work  IS  to  be  done  under  a  new  contract,  whereupon  thi. 
amount  may  be  recredited  to  the  item  so  that  the  new 
contract  may  be  charged  against  it.

Exchange  of  Property  with  American  Philosophical 
Society. 

Hon.  J.  Hampton  Moore, 

Mayor  of  Philadelphia, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor  : — As  requested  by  you  I  return 
letter  to  yourself  from  Mr.  Alba  B.  Johnson  and  others 
representing  the  American  Philosophical  Society,  in 
which  it  is  requested  that  definite  action  be  taken  by  the 
City  upon  the  contract  of  November  24,  1911,  for  the 
acquisition  by  the  City  of  a  lot  of  ground  on  the  Park- 
way at  iSixteenth  and  Cherry  streets,  and  the  exchange 
thereof  for  the  property  of  the  Society  on  Independence 
Square.  It  is  stated  in  that  letter  that  one  of  the  lots 
composing  the  Parkway  property  has  recently  been  pur- 
chased with  a  view  to  the  erection  thereon  of  a  new 
building,  and  that  it  is  believed  the  title  to  the  property 
can  be  obtained  by  the  City  at  the  present  time  more 
economically  than  in  the  future.  Further,  that  the  im- 
provements on  the  lot  are  of  little  value,  and  their  re- 
moval and  the  erection  thereon  of  a  building  by  the 
American  Philosophical  Society  would  be  of  great  benefit 
to  the  City  and  the  Parkway,  and  the  acquisition  of  the 
Society's  property  on  Independence  Square  would  com- 
plete the  City's  ownership  of  that  square  and  would  be 
popular  and  gratifying  to  the  citizens.  Your  advice  and 
co-operation  is  asked  in  the  matter. 

The  contract  referred  to  was  made  pursuant  to  the 
ordinance  of  July  18,  1911,  p.  268,  which  enacted  that 
the  plot  of  ground  on  the  Parkway  described  therein 
should  be  set  aside  for  the  use  of  the  American  Philo- 
sophical Society,  and  that  the  Mayor,  City  Solicitor  and 
City  Controller  be  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into 
negotiations  with  the  owners  of  the  property  with  a  view 
to  obtaining  title  thereto;  or,  if  such  negotiations  should 
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fail,  to  condemn  the  property  under  the  Act  of  June  8, 
1907,  P.  L.  466,  and  tlfat  having  acquired  such  title, 
either  by  purchase  or  condemnation,  to  exchange  the  prop- 
erty so  acquired  for  that  of  the  American  Philosophical 
Society  at  Fifth  and  Chestnut  streets.  The  contract  made 
under  the  ordinance,  after  reciting  these  terms  by  way 
of  preamble,  agreed  that  "when  the  said  City  of  Phila- 
delphia shall  have  acquired  title  to  the  ground  bounded 
and  described  as  stated  in  the  first  section  of  the  said 
ordinance,  or  shall  have  secured  options  from  the  owners 
of  said  plot,  or  title  to  part  of  the  plot  and  options  upon 
the  rest,"  it  would  grant  and  convey  to  the  American 
Philosophical  Society  the  said  ground  clear  of  incum- 
brance, or  transfer  and  assign  its  options  thereto,  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  paying  such  sum  or  sums  as  may  be 
necessary  under  said  options,  if  any,  to  vest  the  title 
clear  of  incumbrance  in  said  Society  subject  to  certain 
restrictions  as  therein  set  forth.  In  consideration  thereof 
the  Society  agreed  to  convey  its  said  property  at  Fifth  and 
Chestnut  streets  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

You  ask  as  to  the  status  of  the  matter,  and  whether 
the  contract  of  1911  is  binding  against  the  Park  Commis- 
sion, and  whether  the  City  is  in  position  to  go  forward 
and  effect  the  change  referred  to. 

At  the  time  this  agreement  was  entered  into  the  Act 
of  June  8,  1907,  P.  L.  466,  was  thought  to  be  in  legal 
effect,  and  was  specifically  referred  to  in  Section  3  of  the 
ordinance.  This  Act  on  its  face  authorized  the  condem- 
nation of  properties  within  two  hundred  feet  of  parks, 
parkways  and  playgrounds  and  the  resale  thereof  sub- 
ject to  such  restrictions  as  might  protect  such  parks,  etc., 
and  preserve  the  view,  appearance,  light,  air,  health  and 
usefulness  thereof.  The  Supreme  Court  afterwards  and 
the  case  of  Pennsylvania  Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.  vs.  Phila- 
delphia, 242  Pa.  47,  decided  that  this  Act  was  uncon- 
stitutional in  so  far  as  it  authorized  the  condemnation 
and  resale  of  property  within  the  prescribed  limits  bor- 
dering on  such  parks,  parkways  and  playgrounds.  In 
accordance  with  this  decision  the  power  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  to  acquire  property  of  this  character  by  con- 
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clemnation  process  ceased  to  exist,  and  the  contract  be- 
tween the  American  Philosophical  Society  and  the  City 
seems  to  have  slumbered  from  that  time  to  the  present. 
Such  is  the  status  of  the  matter  at  this  time. 

I  do  not  believe  the  contract  of  1911  is  binding  against 
the  Park  Commission,  and  whether  the  City  ''is  in  posi- 
tion to  go  forward  and  effect  the  change  referred  to" 
depends  on  its  ability  to  acquire  the  property,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  lies  beyond  the  bed  of  the  Parkway,  by  amicable 
arrangement  or  negotiations  with  its  owners.  It  cannot 
compel  them  to  surrender  the  property  under  the  City's 
power  of  eminent  domain,  because  it  has  not  the  right 
of  condemnation  for  such  purpose;  nor  can  it  force  the 
owners  of  the  property  to  sell  it  to  the  City  if  they  do 
not  wish  to  do  so.  The  City  can,  however,  enter  into 
negotiations  with  such  owners,  and  if  the  price  can  be 
agreed  upon  the  title  to  the  property  may  be  obtained  by 
purchase ;  but  if  the  property  is  not  for  sale  or  the  prices 
at  which  it  is  held  are  prohibitive  I  do  not  think  the  City 
can  be  compelled  to  consummate  the  purchase  thereof  and 
its  transfer  to  the  American  Philosophical  Society. 

As  the  gentlemen  who  addressed  you  state,  the  object 
is  probably  a  beneficial  one,  and  it  would  perhaps  be 
well  for  the  City  to  put  the  arrangement  embodied  in 
the  contract  and  ordinance  into  effect  if  it  is  reasonable 
and  practicable  to  do  so,  or  possibly  to  substitute  some 
other  arrangement  if  this  one  be  found  impracticable, 
which  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  American  Philosophical 
Society.  As  a  proper  step  to  carry  out  this  purpose  it 
would  be  desirable  to  ascertain  the  price  or  prices  asked 
for  the  property,  so  that  the  whole  subject  may  be  in- 
telligently considered  with  the  element  of  cost  in  view.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  20th  inst.  you  in- 
quire as  to  the  legality  of  a  proposed  award  of  a  contract 
for  retubing  two  boilers  on  the  Ice  Boat  "John  Weaver." 

It  appears  that  bids  for  this  work  were  opened  on  -June 
24th  last  and  that  the  lowest  bidder  accompanied  his  bid 
with  a  letter  making  it  conditional  upon  the  delivery  of 
the  required  tubes  from  the  mills.  This  bidder,  now 
learning  that  the  condition  thus  attached  to  his  bid  made 
it  irregular,  proposes  to  withdraw  the  letter  making  the 
lowest  bid  a  straight  one  for  the  amount  named.  It  is 
as  to  the  legality  of  permitting  such  withdrawal  and 
awarding  a  contract  on  the  footing  of  the  unconditioned 
bid  that  you  inquire. 

I  fear  that  this  course  cannot  be  legally  followed.  The 
courts  of  this  State  hold  that  no  negotiations  of  any 
character  are  permissible  after  the  opening  of  bids,  and 
while  in  the  present  instance,  doubtless,  no  improper 
practice  on  the  part  of  the  bidder  is  intended,  yet  to  per- 
mit an  irregular  bid  to  be  received,  and  after  the  bidder 
is  aware  of  what  the  others  have  bid  to  allow  the  irregu- 
larity to  be  cured,  would  be  a  method  of  procedure  which 
might  be  subject  to  great  abuse. 

The  next  lowest  bidder  is  within  $102  of  the  lowest  bid 
and  if  the  question  was  litigated  in  court  I  think  it  would 
be  held  that  the  alternatives  left  to  your  department  are 
either  to  award  the  contract  to  this  next  lowest  bidder 
or  to  readvertise  for  new  bids.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  24th  inst.  you  ask 
as  to  the  eligibility  of  George  E.  Datesman,  the  former 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  for  a  pen- 
sion. 

It  appears  from  the  application  of  Mr.  Datesman  that 
he  has  been  continuously  employed  by  the  City  since  1885 
up  to  January  5,  1920,  a  period  of  thirty-five  years;  that 
he  is  fifty-seven  years  of  age  and  that  he  claims  to  be 
permanently  disabled,  and  the  Board  directed  the  Secre- 
tary to  procure  from  the  Board  of  Medical  Examiners 
a  report  of  the  physical  condition  of  Mr.  Datesman  sup- 
plemental to  that  filed.  These  reports,  in  the  form  of 
letters  from  Dr.  Dercum  and  Dr.  Alexis  Dupont  Smith, 
are  enclosed  and  are  to  the  effect  that — in  the  language 
of  Dr.  Dercum — "there  is  not,  under  the  circumstances, 
much  prospect  of  marked  improvement.  The  condition 
is  essentially  a  chronic  and  persistent  one."  Other  facts 
are  stated  which  seem  to  indicate  a  condition  of  permanent 
disability.  Dr.  Smith  states  that  he  has  no  doubt  that 
the  condition  of  complete  disability  of  Mr.  Datesman  was 
brought  about  "by  intense  nervous  and  physical  strain 
while  Director  of  Public  Works,  which  did  not  reach  the 
apex  until  early  this  year."  He  further  states  that  "the 
prognosis  is  most  discouraging  and  Mr.  Datesman  is  ab- 
solutely incapacitated  from  attending  to  any  business." 

The  doubt  in  the  mind  of  the  Pension  Board  is  whether, 
when  he  is  no  longer  in  the  service  of  the  City  and  has 
not  reached  the  age  of  sixty  years,  he  is  entitled  to  a 
pension  for  permanent  disabilities  before  attaining  that 
age. 

This  is  governed  by  Section  4  of  the  Act  of  May  20, 
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1915,  P.  L.  566.  That  section  provides  that  should  any 
person  after  twenty  years  of  service  be  separated  from 
his  position  or  employment  with  the  City  before  attain- 
ing the  age  of  sixty  years  he  may,  upon  continuing  the 
monthly  payments  to  the  fund  equal  to  the  last  amount 
due  and  paid  monthly  while  in  the  active  service,  be 
entitled  to  the  above  pension  notwithstanding  he  or  she 
has  not  attained  the  age  of  sixty  years  at  the  time  of  his 
or  her  separation  from  the  public  service,  but  said  pension 
shall  not  commence  until  he  or  she  has  attained  the  age 
of  sixty  years.  There  would  seem  to  be  no  doubt  that 
under  this  provision  the  right  to  a  pension  attaches  after 
twenty  years'  service,  though  the  enjoyment  thereof  is 
postponed  until  the  applicant  is  sixty  years  of  age,  he  in 
the  meantime  keeping  up  his  monthly  payments.  Should 
any  employee,  however,  become  totally  or  permanently 
disabled  after  twenty  years'  service  and  before  attaining 
the  age  of  sixty  years,  he  or  she  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
said  pension.  Proof  of  total  and  permanent  disability 
shall  consist  of  sworn  statements  of  three  practicing 
physicians  designated  by  the  Board,  that  the  employee 
is  in  a  permanent  condition  of  health  which  will  totally 
disable  him  or  her  from  performing  the  duties  of  his  or 
her  position  or  office. 

There  is  some  implication  from  the  requirement  that 
the  applicant  shall  be  totally  disabled  from  performing 
the  duties  of  his  or  her  office,  that  the  disability  pension 
before  reaching  the  age  of  sixty  years  is  intended  only  to 
relate  to  those  holding  positions  or  offices.  The  Act,  how- 
ever, does  not  expressly  state  this,  and  there  is,  perhaps, 
reasonable  room  for  the  inference  that  the  disability  pen- 
sion is  intended  to  cover  the  case  of  a  man  who  has  served 
the  City  for  a  period  of  twenty  years  or  over,  and  after 
his  separation  from  the  service  becomes  totally  disabled 
so  that  he  could  not  perform  the  duties  of  the  position 
last  held  by  him,  and  is  precluded  by  his  disability  from 
earning  a  living  in  any  other  position,  although  he  has 
not  reached  the  age  of  sixty.  Director  Datesman  was 
undoubtedly  entitled  to  take  advantage  of  the  Act  when 
he  left  office.     It  is  highly  probable  there  existed,  at  that 
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time,  a  condition  of  mentality  which  prevented  him 
from  considering  clearly  the  precise  formalities  which  a 
strict  construction  of  the  Act  might  compel  him  to  observe. 

The  Act  is  a  benefical  one  meant  to  provide  the  neces- 
sary aid  to  faithful  servants  of  the  City  after  protracted 
devotion  of  their  time  and  energies  to  its  work.  I  think 
it  should  be  construed  broadly  and  liberally  to  effect  the 
actual  benefit  intended  to  such  faithful  servitors,  to  pre- 
vent their  suffering  acute  distress  either -in  their  old  age 
or  after  they  shall  become  disabled  by  permanent  illness 
from  caring  for  themselves,  and  I  do  not  believe  a  strictly 
technical  interpretation  of  the  Act  should  be  adopted  so 
as  to  prevent  those  results,  unless  the  language  of  the 
statute  is  expressly  such  as  to  compel  such  interpretation. 
In  this  particular  case  such  strictly  technical  construc- 
tion would  probably  work  great  injustice. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact,  however,  that  only 
two  physicians'  certificates  have  been  furnished,  whereas 
three  are  required  by  the  Act ;  also,  that  the  sworn  state- 
ments of  those  physicians  would  come  more  closely  within 
the  terms  of  the  fourth  section  if  it  were  explicitly  stated 
that  Mr.  Datesman  is  in  a  permanent  condition  of  health 
which  would  probably  totally  disable  him  from  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  the  office  held  by  him  when  his  separa- 
tion from  the  service  occurred.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  24th  inst.  you  call 
attention  to  the  proviso  to  the  appropriation  for  1920  to 
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tlie   Civil   Service   Commission,    Item  A-1,   to   the   effect 

that : 

"1^0  person  shall  be  employed  in  this  department 
while  holding  any  other  office  of  profit  under  the 
Government  of  the  United  States,  the  Common- 
vs^ealth  of  Pennsylvania,  or  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

You  ask  whether  in  accordance  with  such  proviso  the 
Commission  is  without  power  to  continue  in  its  employ 
on  part  time  an  examiner  who  is  also  employed  by  the 
First  School  District  and  who  is  paid  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  out  of  said  Item.  You  state  that  this  person 
was  found  in  the  employ  of  the  Commission  when  it  took 
office  in  January  last  and  was  continued  in  that  position 
because  of  the  excellent  character  of  his  work  and  because 
to  drop  him  would  seriously  handicap  the  activities  of  the 
Commission  which  are  already  suffering  from  want  of 
sufficient  help. 

I  do  not  think  that  an  employee  of  the  School  Board 
is  ''holding  any  other  office  of  profit  under  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, or  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  since  such  employ- 
ment with  the  School  Board  does  not  come  within  those 
categories.

Abaiidonment  of  Contract  for  Sewage  Disposal  Plant. 
Joseph  C.  AVagnek,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  re- 
fers, in  a  letter  of  July  Tth,  to  Contract  Xo.  20  with  the 
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Philadelphia  Subway  Construction  Company  to  construct 
the  Northeast  Sewage  Treatment  Works.  After  complet- 
ing thirty-three  per  cent,  of  this  work  the  contractor 
abandoned  it  and  in  order  that  the  work  completed  and 
paid  for  by  the  City  should  be  protected  from  injury,  it 
was  found  necessary  at  once  to  employ  men  to  continue 
the  operation  of  the  pumps  to  remove  the  water  from  the 
excavation.  Four  men  were  accordingly  employed  to 
operate  the  pumps  and  arrangements  made  with  the  Phila- 
delphia Electric  Company  to  furnish  current  as  motive 
power  for  the  pumps.  Pending  action  by  the  surety, 
which  has  been  called  upon  to  protect  its  interests  in  the 
matter  and  awaiting  the  conclusion  as  to  how  the  work 
shall  be  handled  in  the  future,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
asks  whether  he  has  authority  to  employ  the  men  above 
stated  in  manning  the  pumps,  to  engage  the  Electric 
Company  to  furnish  the  power,  and  to  pay  for  wages, 
power  and  supplies  out  of  Item  196,  loan,  for  the  con- 
struction of  sewage  treatment  plant  in  the  Frankford 
creek  area,  being  loan  of  June  29,  1916,  and  under  the 
appropriation  of  July  20th  of  that  year;  and  whether,  if 
so,  he  may  continue  to  do  this  until  further  arrange- 
ments are  made  for  carrying  on  the  work. 

In  my  opinion,  in  the  emergency  which  has  arisen,  full 
authority  exists  to  pay  for  wages,  power  and  supplies 
out  of  the  loan  and  appropriation  in  question,  and  to 
continue  doing  so  until  the  necessary  arrangements  shall 
be  made  for  carrying  on  the  work,  either  by  the  surety, 
or  under  a  further  contract,  or  in  such  manner  as  may 
hereafter  be  determined.

Lease  of  Machinery  for  Repairs  to  Asphalt  Streets. 
Hon.  J.  Hampton  Moore,

Dear.  Mr.  Mayor: — I  herewith  return  the  resolution 
of  Council  to  authorize  the  leasing  of  Lutz  Surface 
Heaters  for  the  repair  of  asphalt  streets,  etc.,  which  is 
before  you  for  approval  or  disapproval.  The  resolution 
authorizes  the  leasing  of  two  or  more  of  these  machines 
for  a  period  of  one  year  from  July  15,  1920,  with  the 
privilege  of  renewal  annually  for  four  years  more.  The 
rent  fixed  at  ten  cents  per  square  yard  heated  by  each 
machine  up  to  36,000  square  yards,  and  five  cents  per 
square  yard  thereafter,  with  a  minimum  payment  on 
each  machine  of  $500  per  annum.  Inquiry  is  made  as 
to  the  legality  of  the  proposed  lease,  and  if  the  intent 
of  the  resolution  should  not  be  expressed  by  an  ordinance. 

It  appears  from  a  letter  to  you  from  Acting  Director 
Wagner  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  that  he  ap- 
proves of  the  purpose  of  the  resolution. 

I  think  the  proposed  arrangement  is  a  legal  one,  being 
specifically  authorized  by  Sections  5  and  6  of  Article  XX 
of  the  Charter  Act  of  June  25,  1919,  as  well  as  Article 
XVI,  Section  7  thereof.  In  my  judgment,  liowever,  the 
Council  should  act  by  ordinance  in  a  matter  of  this  kind, 
giving  authority  extending  over  so  long  a  period  as  five 
years,  rather  than  by  resolution,  especially  so  as  Section 
6  of  Article  XX  of  the  Charter  Act  provides  that  in 
long-term  contracts  of  this  general  character  "the  City 
Council  may  by  ordinance  authorize  such  contract  with- 
out the  necessity  of  making  an  appropriation  therefor 
beyond  the  current  year." 

Ordinarily  when  a  resolution  is  passed  with  all  the 
formalities  prescribed  by  statute  for  an  ordinance,  it  is 
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of  little  importance  whether  it  be  called  the  one  or  the 
other ;  but  I  am  without  evidence  in  this  case  that  such 
formalities,  beyond  its  submission  to  the  Mayor  for  his 
approval  or  disapproval,  have  been  observed.  The  com- 
mon rule  is  that  Councilmanic  action  may  be  taken  by 
mere  resolution,  as  distinct  from  such  action  by  ordi- 
nance, for  merely  temporary  enactments  having  no  vital 
influence  on  the  body  of  the  municipal  legislation  or 
policy;  but  as  above  stated,  I  think  in  the  present  in- 
stance the  action  should  be  by  ordinance  and  not  by  reso- 
lution.

Inquiry  is  made  with  reference  thereto 
whether  there  is  any  legal  objection  to  retaining  a  drafts- 
man to  assist  the  City  Architect  in  preparing  plans  of 
City  buildings  out  of  appropriations  for  the  construction 
of  those  buildings. 

I  do  not  think  there  is  any  legal  objection  to  paying 
such  draftsmen  for  their  services  specifically  in  draw- 
ing plans  for  a  particular  building  out  of  an  appropria- 
tion for  the  construction  of  that  building;  but  it  would 
not  be  allowable  to  pay  them  from  an  appropriation  for 
the    construction    of    a    building    the    current    ordinary 
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salary  of  a  draftsman  employed  generally  on  City  work. 
If  the  former  course  is  to  be  pursued,  therefore,  in  my 
opinion  it  will  be  duly  authorized.

My  Deak  Sir: — You  spoke  to  me  this  morning  con- 
cerning the  right  of  the  Park  Commission  to  sell  prop- 
erty at  Fifty-second  and  Parkside  avenue  at  private  or 
public  sale.  I  understand  that  this  property,  while  not 
within  the  park  limits,  was,  nevertheless,  condemned  for 
park  purposes. 

The  Commissioners  are  empowered,  under  the  13th 
Section  of  Kct  of  April  14,  1868,  to  acquire  title  to  land 
in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  "to  sell  such 
part  thereof  as  lies  beyond  the  limits  of  the  park  .  .  . 
to  any  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof  by  deeds,  to  be 
signed  by  the  ]\Iayor  under  the  seal  of  the  City,  to  be 
affixed  by  direction  of  Councils,  either  for  cash  or  part 
cash  and  part  to  be  secured  by  bond  and  mortgage  to 
the  City,  paying  all  cash  into  the  City  Treasury." 

You  will  perceive  that  there  is  no  limitation  as  to  the 
manner  of  sale,  and  the  Commissioners  may  sell  either 
at  private  or  public  sale.

Motor-Drive7i  Police  Patrols  and  Vans.

Dear  Sir: — From  your  letter  of  the  14th  it  appears 
that  a  contract  has  been  made  for  furnishing  of  certain 
motor-driven  police  patrols  and  vans. 

The  specifications  require  the  installation  of  twelve- 
inch  lights  mounted  on  goosenecks  and  leaving  thirteen 
inches  between  them  for  hand  cranking  in  the  event 
of  the  mechanical  self-starter  failing  to  function. 
It  further  appears  that  this  fixture  in  certain  contingen- 
cies is  a  dangerous  one,  resulting  in  breaking  the  arm  of 
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the  operator,  and  that  the  space  which  would  be  left  be- 
tween lights  of  this  size  makes  them  impractical.  It 
further  appears  that  better  results  with  less  danger  can 
be  had  by  attaching  aluminum  cast-fixtured  lights  of  eight- 
inch  size  with  six-and-one-half-inch  lenses  and  which  are 
suspended  on  springs.  The  change  is  to  be  made  without 
additional  cost  to  the  City,  although  the  substituted  ap- 
paratus is  a  more  expensive  one  than  that  specified,  and 
it  will  also  conduce  to  the  best  interest  of  the  service. 
You  ask  whether  it  is  permissible  to  accept  this  kind  of 
light  in  place  of  that  originally  contemplated. 

In  matters  of  this  character  there  is  a  certain  measure 
of  discretion  vested  in  the  head  of  the  department  repre- 
senting the  City  under  such  contracts.  While  it  is  for 
many  reasons  highly  advisable  to  adhere  to  the  exact 
specifications  in  the  performance  of  municipal  contracts, 
thus  excluding  any  possible  suspicion  of  favoritism,  yet 
it  is  readily  conceivable  that  circumstances  may  arise, 
subsequent  to  the  making  of  the  contract,  which  render 
it  proper,  if  not  imperative,  that  some  change  of  detail 
should  be  made. 

The  present  instance  seems  to  be  one  of  the  latter  char- 
acter and  if  you  are  satisfied  that  the  best  interest  of  the 
City  would  be  served  by  making  the  change,  and  that  the 
contractor  is  not  reaping  any  undue  advantage  therefrom, 
I  do  not  regard  it  as  beyond  your  power  to  accept  the 
lights  concerning  which  you  inquire,  in  lieu  of  those 
which  were  originally  proposed  to  be  furnished.  Espe- 
cially do  I  think  that  the  change  would  be  allowed  when 
the  arrangement  on  which  the  contract  was  based  is  such 
as  to  involve  the  probability  or  even  the  possibility  of  per- 
sonal injury  to  the  City  employees  or  others.

Police  Protection  to  the  Individual.

Dear  Mk.  Mayor  : — Replying  to  your  communication 
of  the  15th  instant  inquiring  whether  it  is  within  the 
province  of  the  Police  Department,  at  the  instance  of  a 
citizen,  to  have  an  officer  accompany  an  individual  for 
the  purpose  of  protecting  the  individual  from  bodily 
harm  and  to  preserve  the  peace,  I  would  state  that  it  is 
perfectly  proper  and  within  the  power  of  the  Police 
Department  so  to  act,  as  it  is  the  duty  of  the  police  to 
prevent  the  commission  of  crime  and  disorder  as  well  as 
to  apprehend  after  the  commission  of  the  same.  If, 
therefore,  the  policeman  acted  strictly  within  the  instruc- 
tions given  to  him,  namely,  to  see  that  the  individual  was 
not  harmed  and  to  preserve  the  peace,  then  he  was  acting 
within  the  scope  of  his  authority. 

If,  however,  the  complaint  of  Mr.  Schneider  is  founded 
upon  fact,  namely,  that  the  policeman  evicted  him  from 
the  premises  and  in  so  doing  became  a  judicial  officer  to 
determine  the  rights  of  parties,  he  was  clearly  without 
the  scope  of  his  authority  and  had  no  right  to  act  in  that 
way. 

To  arrive  at  a  conclusion,  therefore,  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  police  officer  acted  within  the  scope  of  his  au- 
thority depends  upon  the  facts  in  the  case,  which  are  in 
conflict  according  to  the  correspondence  which  I  am  here- 
with returning  to  you.  The  letter  of  Superintendent 
Mills  and  the  report  of  Detective  Weir  show  that  there 
was  so  impropriety  in  the  official  action  of  the  depart- 
ment or  its  officer.

Dear  Sir  : — With  regard  to  your  further  reference  to 
tlie  matter  of  the  reinstatement  of  Acting  Lieutenant  John 
W.  Milburn  as  a  lieutenant  in  the  police  force,  the  techni- 
cal position  taken  by  Commissioner  Van  Dusen  I  believe 
to  be  correct.  In  the  opinion  of  July  15th  from  this 
department  upon  the  subject,  the  fact  was  not  adverted 
to  that  Mr.  Milburn  was  not  a  lieutenant  of  Police  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  of  1906,  hav- 
ing resigned  from  the  service  prior  thereto,  and  that  he 
has  never  taken  a  civil  service  examination  for  that  posi- 
tion. Such  fact  materially  affects  his  right  of  reinstate-

Employment  of  Arcliitect  in  Construction  of  Fire  Boats.

Dear  Sir:^ — In  your  letter  of  the  Blth  inst.  you  ask 
whether  you  are  authorized  under  ordinances  of  Decem- 
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ber  23.  1919  (appropriation  of  $150,000  to  Item  231- 
loan),  and  under  the  appropriation  of  July  15,  19'20,  to 
your  department  (Item  250-loan),  toward  the  purchase  or 
construction  of  a  boat  or  boats  for  fire  purposes,  $300,000, 
to  employ  an  architect  and  marine  engineer  for  the  pre- 
paration of  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of 
a  fire  boat  or  boats. 

On  reference  to  the  first  of  said  appropriations,  that  of 
December  23,  1919,  I  find  it  is  for  ''purchasing  of  boats 
for  fire  purposes."  This  would  not  authorize  the  em- 
ployment of  an  architect  or  marine  engineer  because  such 
services  are  not  involved  in  the  purchasing  of  boats. 

The  appropriation  of  July  15,  1920,  however,  toward 
purchase  or  construction  of  boats  would  sufficiently  justify 
the  employment  of  an  architect  or  engineer  to  be  paid 
for  out  of  the  appropriation,  if  it  be  determined  to  con- 
struct boats  and  not  buy  them.  As  to  this  authorized  loan 
I  am  informed  that  the  City  Controller  is  unwilling  at 
the  present  time  to  allow  charges  to  be  made  against  it 
awaiting  the  negotiation  of  a  part  of  the  loan,  which  is 
to  be  advertised  for  bids  in  August  next.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  inquiry  of  July  26, 
1920,  concerning  the  law  in  reference  to  drinking  cups  in 
public    places,    particularly    drug    stores    and    soda-water

fountains,  this  comes  within  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
May  28,  1915,  Section  6  of  which  provides  as  follows: 

"SECTioisr  6.  That  no  person  or  persons,  firm  or 
corporation,  operating  or  conducting  any  hotel, 
restaurant,  dining-car,  or  other  public  eating  place, 
shall  furnish,  or  keep  in  or  about  such  establish- 
ment, at  any  drinking-fountain  or  public  drinking- 
place  to  which  the  public,  or  their  customers  or 
patrons  have  access,  any  common  drinking-vessel  for 
common  use:  Provided,  That  this  section  shall  not 
preclude  the  use  of  vessels  which  are  cleansed  by 
washing  with  hot  water  and  soap,  or  are  disinfected 
or  destroyed  after  each  individual  use." 

The  penalty  for  the  violation  thereof  is  contained  in 
Section  7  of  the  Act,  as  follows : 

"Section  7.  That  any  person  or  persons,  firm  or 
corporation,  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  in  a  sum- 
mary proceeding  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or 
alderman  in  the  county  in  which  the  offense  was 
committed,  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  (5)  dollars  or  more  than  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars,  to  be  paid  to  said  county,  and  the  costs  of 
prosecution,  or  to  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail 
for  a  period  of  not  more  than  thirty  (30)  days,  or 
both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court."

Appointment  to  Position  of  Superintendent ,  Bureau  of 
Hospitals. 

Clinton  Rogers  Woodruff,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  July  19th  you  call  at- 
tention to  the  case  of  Dr.  John  D.  Jungman,  who  is  an 
applicant  for  the  position  of  Superintendent,  Bureau  of 
Hospitals,  Department  of  Public  Health. 

It  appears  that  on  February  27,  1920,  an  examination 
was  held  for  this  position  and  Dr.  Jungman  passed  the 
examination  ISTo.  1  and  George  C.  Signor  No.  2.  At 
the  same  time  an  examination  was  held  for  the  position 
of  Assistant  Superintendent  and  Dr.  Jungman  and  Mr. 
Signer  passed  this  examination  also  in  the  same  order. 
It  is  not  expressly  stated  that  these  gentlemen  were  the 
only  persons  receiving  an  average  which  would  entitle 
them  to  be  placed  upon  the  eligible  list,  but  it  seems  that 
such  was  the  case.  Mr.  Signor  was  appointed  Assistant 
Superintendent  on  May  13th  of  this  year  and  your  Com- 
mission was  then  asked  to  hold  another  examination  for 
the  position  of  Superintendent.  This  was  accordingly 
done  and  George  S.  Deibert  and  Dr.  Jungman  passed  the 
second  examination,  as  also  did  Daniel  W.  Anders.  Mr. 
Signor  did  not  take  this  examination,  but  from  his  aver- 
age at  the  first  one  he  ranked  No.  3  on  the  consolidated 
list.  Those  standing  highest  on  the  second  list  of  names 
have  not  been  certified  to  the  Director  of  the  Department, 
and  Dr.  Jungman  now  contends  that  the  second  examina- 
tion, which  he  states  he  took  under  protest,  was  illegal, 
and  he  therefore  objects  to  any  certification  therefrom. 

Section  13,  paragraph  5  of  Article  XIX  of  the  Act  of 
June  25,  1919,  authorizes  your  Commission  to  make 
rules,  among  other  purposes  ''for  the  appointment  of  one 
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of  the  two  persons  standing  highest  on  the  appropriate 
list  to  fill  a  vacancy." 

By  Section  14  of  that  Act  it  is  provided,  among  other 
things,  that : 

"As  many  examinations  shall  be  held  as  may  be 
necessary  to  provide  eligibles  for  each  grade  of  the 
service  and  to  meet  all  requisitions  and  to  fill  all 
positions  held  by  temporary  appointees.  From  the 
return  and  report  of  the  examiners,  or  from  the  ex- 
aminations made  by  the  Commission,  it  shall  pre- 
pare a  list  of  eligibles  for  such  grade.  Such  persons 
shall  take  rank  upon  the  list  in  the  order  of  their 
relative  fitness  as  determined  by  the  examination, 
without  reference  to  priority  of  time  of  examina- 
tion. The  markings  of  all  examinations  shall  be 
completed  and  the  resulting  eligible  list  posted  within 
sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  examination." 

Section  15  is  in  these  terms: 

"In  case  an  eTigible  list  consists  of  less  than  two 
names,  the  appointing  officer  may,  at  his  option,  ex- 
pressed in  writing  to  the  Commission  at  the  time 
of  the  appointment,  treat  such  appointment  as  tem- 
porary, and  if  he  does  so  treat  it,  the  Commission 
shall  proceed  at  once  to  hold  an  examination  and 
to  secure  an  eligible  list  as  promptly  as  possible. 
The  appointing  officer  shall,  upon  the  receipt  of  the 
eligible  list  from  the  Commission,  and  with  sole 
reference  to  the  relative  merit  and  fitness  of  the 
candidates,  make  an  appointment  from  the  two 
names  so  certified.  After  any  name  has  been  twice 
rejected  by  any  one  appointing  officer  for  the  same 
or  a  similar  position  in  favor  of s others  on  the  same 
eligible  list,  the  said  name  shall  not  again  be  cer- 
tified to  that  appointing  officer.  When  an  appoint- 
ment is  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
it  shall  be  in  the  first  instance  for  a  probationary 
period  of  three  months.  If  during  that  period  the 
service  of  that  officer  or  employee  is  unsatisfactory. 
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the  appointing  officer  shall  notify  him  in  writing 
that  he  will  not  be  retained  in  the  public  service 
after  such  three  months'  period.  If  not  so  notified, 
his  appointment  shall  become  permanent  at  the  end 
of  the  three  months'  probationary  period." 

The  foregoing  I  believe  are  the  provisions  of  the  Civil 
Service  section  of  the  Charter  Act,  which  are  applicable 
to  the  present  question. 

The  contention  in  behalf  of  Dr.  Jungman  rests  on  the 
proposition  that  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Signor  as  Assist- 
ant Superintendent  did  not  remove  him  from  the  list  of 
eligibles  to  the  position  of  Superintendent,  and  that, 
therefore,  since  the  Director  has  the  choice  between  two 
eligibles  for  the  position  of  Superintendent  no  further 
examination  or  certification  of  names  for  that  position 
can  be  legally  made. 

It  is  further  contended  that  the  provision  in  .Section 
15  regarding  an  appointment  where  the  eligible  list  con- 
sists of  less  than  two  names  is  obligatory  upon  the  ap- 
pointing ofiicer,  and  in  this  instance  would  require  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Jungman,  even  if  he  be  regarded  as 
the  only  person  who  is  now  eligible  for  the  position.  The 
latter  contention  I  do  not  believe  to  be  sound.  The 
dominant  purpose  of  all  of  Section  19  of  the  Act  is  to 
permit  a  choice  between  two  eligibles  for  any  position, 
and  I  believe  that  the  appointment  from  a  list  of  less 
than  two  is  purely  optional  with  the  Director,  as  the 
language  of  Section  15  indicates.  The  purpose  of  that 
language  was  probably  to  give  the  right  to  make  a  merely 
temporary  appointment  where  only  one  name  was  fur- 
nished in  cases  where  an  emergency  is  such  as  to  make 
immediate  action  necessary,  without  binding  the  Director 
to  make  even  a  probational  appointment  lasting  for  three 
months. 

The  first  proposition,  to  wit:  that  Mr.  Signer  being 
still  eligible  to  appointment  as  Superintendent  the  neces- 
sary two  names  are  now  before  the  Director  and  hence 
no  further  names  can  be  certified  to  him,  depends  upon 
the  question  whether  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Signor  as 
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Assistant  Superintendent  removed  liim  from  the  list  of 
ehgibles  for  the  higher  position  of  Superintendent.  This 
IS  not  entirely  free  from  doubt,  but  in  my  judgment,  Mr. 
Signer  may  be  appointed  Superintendent  without  taking 
another  examination  for  that  position.  He  is,  therefore^ 
still  upon  the  list  of  eligibles  for  the  Superintendency  and 
the  Director  now  has  before  him  two  names  from  which 
that  appointment  may  be  made,  and  is  not  entitled  to 
have  other  names  certified  to  him.  In  this  connection 
I  may  say  that  the  limitation  of  fourteen  days  provided 
by  the  rules  of  the  Commission  for  making  kn  appoint- 
ment is  directory  only,  and  the  fact  that  more  than  that 
time  has  elapsed  would  not  preclude  the  present  appoint- 
ment either  of  Mr.  Signer  or  Dr.  Jungman  to  the  superior 
position.  ^OY  do  I  think  that  Dr.  Jungman  waived 
whatever  right  he  had  by  taking  the  second  examination. 

It  would  follow  that  no  names   in   addition   to   those 
already  certified  to  the  Director  should  at  this  time  be 
so  certified  to  him.     He  has  the  option  either  to  appoint 
Dr.  Jungman  or  Mr.  Signor  as  Superintendent.     If  he 
appoint  the  former,  both  positions  will  be  filled  and  no 
further  certifications  should  be  made  until  a  vacancy  in 
either  may  occur.     If^  however,  the  Director  appoint  Mr. 
Signor  Superintendent,  he  will  have  before  him  only  the 
one  name,  that  of  Dr.  Jungman,  for  the  vacant  position 
of  Assistant   Superintendent,   for   it   is   reasonably   clear 
that  the  acceptance  by  Mr.  Signor  of  the  higher  position 
automatically  removes  him  from  the  list  of  eligibles  for 
the  lower  one,  and  if  not  satisfied  to  appoint  Dr.  Jungman 
Assistant  Superintendent  he  may  call  for  a  further  cer- 
tification.    Whether  he  appoint  the  one  or  the  other  of 
the  two  eligibles  as  Superintendent,  that  appointment  will 
be  m  the  first  instance  for  a  period  of  three  months,  and 
the  incumbent  may  be  discharged  at  the  termination  of 
that  period  if  he  be  not  satisfactory,  without  the  assio-n- 
ment  of  any  further  reason.  ^ 

With  reference  to  that  portion  of  Section  14  which 
enacts  that  as  many  examinations  shall  be  held  as  may 
be  necessary  to  provide  eligibles  for  each  grade  of  service 
to  meet  all  requisitions  and  to  fill  all  positions  held  by 
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temporary  appointees,  I  do  not  regard  that  clause  as  au- 
thorizing further  certifications  pending  decision  upon  a 
certification  already  made  when  the  appointing  officer  has 
before  him  a  sufficient  number  of  names  to  enable  him 
to  make  the  appointment  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 
That  is  to  say,  when  two  eligibles  are  certified  for  any 
one  position,  unless  one  or  both  be  objectionable  for 
reasons  set  forth  in  the  9th  paragraph  of  Rule  3  of  the 
Commission,  or  probably  for  reasons  of  similar  gravity, 
it  is  not  permissible  while  the  appointment  is  so  pend- 
ing for  other  names  to  be  certified  to  the  appointing 
officer,  either  in  addition  to  or  in  substitution  for  those 
which  are  thus  before  him.

Dear  Sir: — In  the  matter  of  Contract  Xo.  20  with 
the  Philadelphia  Subway  Construction  Company  for  the 
ISTortheast  Sewage  Treatment  Works,  in  which  the  surety 
was  advised  under  date  of  July  1,  1920,  that  the  con- 
tractor had  abondoned  the  work  and  of  which  the  surety 
was  informed  in  order  that  it  could  take  such  action  as 
it  deemed  proper  to  protect  its  interest  as  surety;  and  as 
to  which  the  surety  replied  under  date  of  July  2d  that 
it  was  taking  the  matter  up  with  its  principal  and  ex- 
pected proper  steps  to  be  taken,  it  now  appears  that 
nothing  further  has  been  heard  from  the  surety.     You 
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ask  what  steps  your  department  should  now  take  to 
secure  the  completion  of  the  work  which  the  Philadel- 
phia Subway  Construction  Company  agreed  to  do. 

I  would  suggest  that  another  letter  be  written  to  the 
Surety  Company  calling  its  attention  to  the  former  cor- 
respondence, and  requiring  an  immediate  indication  of 
its  purpose  and  an  early  date  be  fixed  at  which  such 
answer  is  required.  If  this  fail  of  effect  it  will  be  neces- 
sary for  yourself  as  the  head  of  the  department,  in  con- 
sultation with  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  to 
determine  which  of  the  alternative  courses  reserved  in 
the  contract  for  such  occasions  shall  be  followed.  There 
has  been  some  discussion  upon  this  head  with  Mr. 
Webster,  but  I  do  not  know  whether  a  conclusion  has 
been  reached  as  to  which  mode  of  procedure  is  the  best 
in  the  circumstances. 

It  might  be  well  before  sending  the  letter  to  the  surety 
company  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing,  that  it  be  sub- 
mitted to  this  department  for  examination.

License  Plate  Free  of  Cost  to  Soldier.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Prop- 
erty transmits  a  photographic  copy  of  a  service  furlough 
to  the  Regular  Army  Peserve  of  one  Barney  Kornblatt, 
who  applies  for  a  license  plate  without  cost,  for  the  vend- 
ing and  peddling  of  merchandise  in  accordance  with  ordi- 
nance of  JSTovember  28,  1917,  regulating  that  subject. 
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The  inquiries  are  whether  a  license  plate  can  be  issued 
without  cost  to  this  soldier,  and  if  not,  whether  the  neces- 
sary authority  may  be  procured  by  amending  the  ordi- 
nance, or  whether  an  Act  of  Assembly  is  required  for 
that  purpose. 

The  certificate  of  furlough  shows  a  service  in  the  United 
States  Army  of  over  five  years ;  that  the  soldier  was  en- 
gaged in  the  battle  of  the  Marne,  the  second  battle  of  the 
Argonne,  etc.,  and  that  his  character  is  good. 

The  provision  of  Section  9  of  said  ordinance  is  "That 
all  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  or 
their  widows  shall  be  granted  a  license  plate  without  cost 
upon  presentation  of  an  honorable  discharge  to  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property  or  his  representative, 
which  plate  shall  be  restricted  to  the  personal  use  of  the 
said  licensee  and  is  not  transferable." 

I  am  informed  that  a  certificate  of  furlough  to  the 
Regular  Army  Reserve  is  substantially  equivalent  to  an 
honorable  discharge,  as  being  the  only  instrument  of  the 
character  which  this  soldier  can  obtain.  In  view  of  this, 
I  think  you  would  not  be  going  astray  in  issuing  a  license 
plate  without  cost  in  the  present  instance,  and  in  others 
of  a  similar  type. 

In  order  to  meet  any  objection  arising  out  of  the  literal 
terms  of  the  ordinance,  however,  I  would  suggest  that 
when  the  Council  assembles  after  the  summer  vacation, 
steps  be  tnken  to  have  the  words  of  the  ordinance 
sufficiently  broadened  to  avoid  any  such  question.  This 
can  be  done  by  amendment ;  no  statute  is  necessary.

Sewer  Construction  Claims — Payment. 

Hon.  J.  Hampton  Moore,

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — With  reference  to  the  ordi- 
nance (herewith  returned)  now  before  you  for  approval, 
to  strike  from  the  records  of  the  City  sewer  claims  against 
property  on  .west  side  of  Graham  street  sixty-five  feet 
south  of  Callowhill  street,  I  note  that  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  has  recommended  that  this 
ordinance  be  not  approved. 

It  appears  that  assessment  bills  were  given  to  the  con- 
tractors for  the  sewer  charges,  amounting  to  $540,  and 
that  the  liens  were  against  the  bed  of  an  alley  running 
three  hundred  and  sixty  feet  on  Graham  street,  the  east 
line  of  which  alley  is  coincident  with  the  west  line  of 
Graham  street.  That  the  alley  is  in  process  of  abandon- 
ment by  reason  of  the  abutting  property  ovniers,  the  rear 
of  which  properties  are  on  Graham  street  and  the  fronts 
on  Salford  street,  taking  in  the  bed  of  the  alley  and  erect- 
ing fences  on  the  east  line  thereof,  which  is  the  west  line 
of  Graham  street.  That  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  believes  that  this  will  be  continued  until 
the  bed  of  the  alley  becomes  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
an  integral  part  of  the  lots  in  question,  which  will  there- 
upon abut  on  Salford  street  in  the  front  and  on  Graham 
street  in  the  rear. 

The  interest  of  the  City  arises  from  the  fact  that  the 
contractor,  being  unable  to  collect  the  liens,  the  City, 
under  direction  of  Council,  paid  the  amount  thereof  in 
cash,  taking  an  assignment  of  the  assessment  bills  and 
liens.  The  ordinance  provides  "that  before  any  connec- 
tion shall  be  made  from  any  property  on  the  said  west 
side  of  Graham  street,  owners  of  property  shall  first  pay 
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the  sewer  charges."  But  since  these  properties,  which 
are  of  the  shallow  depth  of  fifty-seven  feet  front  on  Sal- 
ford  street,  it  is  not  likely  that  the  properties  will  be 
connected  with  the  Graham  street  sewer;  and,  therefore, 
if  the  City  should  strike  off  these  claims,  it  will  probably 
never  receive  the  share  with  which  these  properties  are 
charged  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer. 

While  the  question  is  one  of  expediency  rather  than 
a  legal  question,  for  the  reasons  above  stated,  I  think  the 
proposed  ordinance  would  best  be  disapproved,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Works.

pany, and  appropriating  funds  necessary  for  that  pur- 
pose. This  ordinance  appears  to  be  in  the  form  which 
was  prepared  by  the  Law  Department  and  introduced  in 
Council  at  your  instance,  acting  on  my  request.

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in  fares,  and  as  tlie  litigation  resulting  therefrom  will 
require  expert  services  to  prepare  evidence  to  meet  the 
case  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Company,  and  as  funds  are 
necessary  for  this  purpose,  I  think  the  proposed  ordi- 
nance is  a  proper  one  and  recommend  its  approval.

Transfer  of  Land  for  Playground. 

Hon,  J.  Hampton  Mooke,

My  Dear  Me,  Mayoe: — I  return  herewith  proposed 
ordinance  iN'o.  164,  to  transfer  the  custody  and  control 
of  a  certain  plot  of  ground  in  the  Forty-fifth  Ward,  from 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  City  Prop- 
erty, to  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  Bureau  of 
Recreation,  for  park  and  playground  purposes. 

From  the  report  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  which  accompanies  the  communication,  this 
ordinance  is  approved  by  that  official  and  is  stated  also 
to  be  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Welfare, 

While  the  title  of  this  ordinance  purports  to  transfer 
the  use  of  this  property  from  one  department  to  the  other 
"for  park  and  playground  purposes,"  the  body  of  the 
ordinance  describes  this  as  "for  playground  and  recrea- 
tion purposes,"  I  do  not,  however,  regard  this  as  an 
essential  difference. 

Examination  of  the  ordinances  concerned  with  the  ac- 
quisition of  this  property  shows  that  it  was  purchased 
13 
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with  money  borrowed  for  park  purposes,  but  in  my  judg- 
ment this  does  not  stand  in  the  way  of  the  proposed  use 
of  the  land  for  playground  and  recreation  purposes,  nor 
to  its  transfer  from  the  Bureau  of  City  Property  to  the 
Bureau  of  Recreation. 

I,   therefore,   see  no  legal  objection  to  your   approval 
of  the  ordinance.

Dear  Sie  : — With  regard  to  the  proposed  notice  to  the 
ISTational  Surety  Company  of  ISTew  York,  surety  for  the 
Philadelphia  Subway  Construction  Company,  copy  of 
which  you  were  kind  enough  to  send  me  and  which  I 
herewith  return,  such  notice  appears  to  be  a  proper  one 
in  the  circumstances,  but  possibly  might  be  made  some- 
what more  definite  as  to  the  proposed  action  of  the  City 
in  the  premises.  I  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
following,  in  place  of  the  second  paragraph  of  your  letter, 
which  you  will  adopt  only  if  it  meets  with  your  approval : 

''In  reply,  we  received  your  letter  of  July  2d,  in 
which  you  stated  that  you  were  taking  up  the  matter 
with  the  corporation  (contractor),  and  expected 
proper  steps  to  be  taken.  Up  to  the  present  time 
nothing  has  been  done  by  you  or  by  the  contractor, 
either  in  going  on  with  the  work  or  in  taking  care  of 
that  which  has  been  partially  done,  nor  have  we 
since  heard  from  you  again. 
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"It  is  imperatively  necessary  that  the  work  be 
carried  forward  without  further  delay,  and  we  must 
ask  you  to  state  distinctly  what  you  intend  to  do  in 
the  matter  on  or  before  August.  In  default  of  your 
so  doing  the  City  will  have  no  course  but  to  assume 
that  you  decline  to  proceed  with  the  completion  of 
the  contract  and  it  will  take  such  action  for  that 
purpose  as  may  be  warranted  by  the  ternis  thereof."

Deae  Me.  Mayoe: — I  return  to  you  herewith  letter 
from  Director  Twining  to  yourself  with  respect  to  the 
service  given  by  the  Frankford,  Tacony  and  Holmesburg 
Railway  Company,  which  was  referred  to  me  by  you  on 
August  4th,  with  a  request  for  advice  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  City  should  take  any  legal  steps  in  this  matter. 

Complaint  against  service  rendered  by  a  public  utility  is 
primarily  for  the  consumers  or  customers  thereof  to  make. 
However,  the  Public  Service  Commission  has  consistently 
recognized  the  standing  of  municipalities  to  make  these 
complaints.  If,  in  your  opinion,  the  matter  is  of  such 
general  municipal  interest  that  the  municipality  should 
appear  as  the  moving  party,  it  would  be  proper  for  you 
to  recommend  to  Council  the  passage  of  a  resolution  in- 
structing the  City  Solicitor  to  file  such  protest  as  is  neces- 
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sai'v.  In  connection  with  such  step  you  should  have  your 
Department  of  Transit  place  in  the  hands  of  the  City 
Solicitor  sufficient  facts  upon  which  to  base  such  a  protest. 
If,  however,  you  believe  this  is  a  matter  which  should 
be  taken  care  of  by  the  customers  of  the  line  you  could 
properly  take  the  position  that  the  Public  Service  Com- 
pany Law  makes  ample  provision  for  the  protection  of 
their  rights  without  intervention  of  the  City.

Dear  Sir: — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  July  31,  1920,  reciting  the  fact  that  in  the  Loan 
Bill  of  July  20,  there  were  included  for  the  Department 
of  Public  Health,  Bureau  of  Hospitals,  three  (3)  items, 
one  of  $425,000,  being  Item  250,  another  of  $25,000, 
being  Item  251,  and  another  of  $250,000,  being  Item  252 ; 
Item  250  referring  to  Blockley,  Item  251  to  the  Municipal 
Hospital  and  Item  252  to  Byberry;  and  further  reciting 
that  out  of  Item  250  you  propose  to  expend  the  sum  of 
$375,000 ;  that  you  propose  to  expend  the  total  amount 
of  Item  251  and  the  total  amount  of  Item  252,  enclosing 
a  report  from  the  City  Architect  with  respect  to  the 
amount  he  estimates  it  would  cost  his  office  to  prepare 
plans  and  specifications  for  certain  of  the  buildings,  and 
requesting  answers  to  certain  questions,  all  of  which  have 
relation  to  the  contract  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
and  Mr.  Philip  H,  Johnson  for  services  as  architect. 
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This  contract  between  Mr.  Johnson  and  the  City  was 
made  the  31st  day  of  March,  1903,  in  pursuance  of  an 
ordinance  of  Councils  approved  the  21st  day  of  March, 
1903,  by  which  Mr.  Johnson  was  engaged  to  perform  and 
agreed  to  perform  all  the  customary  duties  of  an  architect 
required  in  the  construction  "of  the  buildings  to  be  erected 
and  constructed  on  the  land  owned  by  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia for  the  use  of  the  'Hospital  for  the  Indigetit,' 
'The  Philadelphia  Hospital  for  the  Insane,'  'The  Penn- 
sylvania General  Hospital  for  Surgical  and  other  Cases,' 
and  'The  Municipal  Hospital  for  Contagious  Diseases,' 
until  the  said  buildings  are  completed  and  ready  for  occu- 
pancy." The  above  quotation  is  from  the  ordinance  author- 
izing the  City  to  enter  into  the  contract.  The  contract  it- 
self, however,  contains  the  following  language:  "that  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  (namely,  the  City)  doth  hereby 
covenant  and  agree  with  the  party  of  the  second  part  to 
employ  him  as  architect  of  the  said  new  hospital  build- 
ings, and  such  other  buildings  to  be  erected  in  the  future 
as  may  be  necessary  for  executive  and  departmental  pur- 
poses thereof."  The  validity  of  this  contract  was  up- 
held by  Judge  Sulzberger  in  the  case  of  Com,  ex  rel. 
Eotan,  District  Attorney  vs.  Ryan,  City  Solicitor,  23 
District  Reports,  page  665.  As  to  whether  there  was 
specifically  raised  the  question  that  the  inclusion  of  the 
"other  buildings"  above  referred  to  was  ultra  vires  does 
not  appear.  The  court  (p.  669)  referred  to  the  ordi- 
nance upon  which  the  contract  w^as  based  thus :  "The  pur- 
pose of  the  ordinance  was  to  fix  a  general  plan  for  the 
erection  of  a  composite  Municipal  Hospital  to  be  composed 
of  buildings  to  house  four  hospitals,  to  wit :  for  the  indi- 
gent, for  the  insane,  for  surgical  and  other  cases  and  for 
contagious  diseases.  That  the  project  was  a  large  one 
and  could  not  be  carried  out  by  the  construction  of  less 
than  four  large  buildings  is  obvious.  It  is  equally  cer- 
tain that  there  might  be  a  necessity  for  a  considerable 
number  of  separate  buildings  for  each  group  .... 
They  would  probably,  also,  find  it  necessary  to  provide 
separate  buildings  for  housing  physicians,  nurses,  officers 
and  employees,  for  kitchens,  for  laundries,  for  stables 
and  the  like,  as  well  as  for  other  manifold  purposes  for 
so  great  a  series  of  institutions."     And  on  page  673 : 
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"After  mature  consideration  we  are  unable  to  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  Councils  of  the  City  exceeded 
their  power  in  enacting  the  ordinance  of  March  21,  1903. 
As  the  contract  of  March  30,  1903,  ivas  in  strict  con- 
formity with  this  ordinance,  we  hold  that  this  is  a  valid 
and  subsisting  contract." 

This  decision  was  rendered  on  the  22d  of  July,  191-1, 
at  which  time  the  contract  was  eleven  (11)  years  old. 

You  ask  the  opinion  of  this  department  as  to  very  many 
propositions,  being  in  brief  whether  Mr.  Johnson  is  en- 
titled to  draw  the  plans  and  specifications,  and  supervise 
the  construction  of  various  buildings,  etc.,  and  to  be  paid 
for  so  doing,  and  I  will  endeavor  to  reply  to  them  in  the 
same  sequence  as  they  are  asked: 

As  to  the  first  question,  which  refers  to  new  buildings 
at  the  Philadelphia  General  Hospital: 

I  would  answer,  yes.  In  so  far  as  the  new  buildings 
referred  to  are  such  as  may  be  ordinarily  understood  as 
contemplated  in  the  original  agreement  with  Mr.  John- 
son, I  would  say  Mr.  Johnson  has  the  right  to  draw  plans 
and  specifications  therefor  and  supervise  the  erection 
thereof. 

As  to  the  second  question,  namely :  The  construction  of 
an  additional  floor  of  the  Home  for  JSTurses  at  the  Phila- 
delphia General  Hospital : 

I  would  answer,  no.  Mr.  Johnson  has  no  claim  under 
his  contract  to  draw  plans  and  specifications  therefor,  for 
the  reason  that  this  building  having  been  constructed  and 
turned  over  to  the  hospital  and  Mr.  Johnson  having  been 
paid  for  his  services  in  connection  therewith,  his  con- 
tract as  to  this  particular  building  is  at  an  end. 

As  to  question  ISTo.  3  (b),  namely:  Additional  Farm 
Colony  Group,  Byberry : 

I  would  answer,  no.  This  group  appears  not  only  not 
to  have  been  embraced  in  the  original  plan  but  it  is  doubt- 
ful whether  it  can  be  included  in  the  words  "executive 
or  departmental"  buildings.  It  is  probable  that  Mr. 
Johnson   did   not   intend   to   prepare   the   plans   for   and 
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supervise  the  erection  of  these  additional  farm  buildings. 
Such  buildings  as  these  appear  to  have  no  direct  relation 
to  a  hospital,  or  to  its  departmental  or  executive  functions. 

As  to  question  'No.  4,  namely:  House  for  storage  and 
protection  of  agricultural  implements : 

I  would  answer,  no.  This  does  not  seem  to  be  an 
executive  or  departmental  building.  It  was  evidently 
not  contemplated  as  a  part  of  the  hospital  structures  in 
the  original  plan  and  for  these  reasons  it  would  appear 
that  Mr.  Johnson  would  have  no  claim  with  reference  to 
this  particular  building.  It  is  a  small  operation  and  the 
City  Architect  has  not  included  it  in  his  report  of  July 
29,  1920,  and  also  it  is  not  necessarily  or  directly  related 
to  the  hospital  proper. 

As  to  question  No.  5,  namely:  The  reconstruction  of 
old  farm  houses — not  new  erections : 

I  would  answer,  no.  The  Johnson  contract  related  ex- 
clusively to  erection  and  construction  of  new  buildings, 
not  mere  remodeling  of  or  additions  thereto. 

As  to  question  No.  Q,  namely:  The  construction  of 
cottage  for  chronic  intubation  cases : 

I  would  answer,  yes.  This  cottage  is  stated  not  to 
have  been  provided  for  in  the  plans  made  by  Mr.  Johnson, 
but  it  would  seem  to  be  a  new  departmental  building  with- 
in the  provision  of  the  contract  for  the  reason  that  it  will 
provide  for  patients  necessarily  required  to  be  provided 
for  in  the  original  scheme,  and  if  this  be  so,  Mr.  Johnson 
would  have  the  right  to  draw  plans,  etc. 

As  to  question  No.  7  (not  numbered,  but  immediately 
following  ISTo.  6)  : 

I  would  answer,  as  to  the  first  request :  You  may  call 
on  the  City  Architect  to  make  plans  and  specifications 
for  additions  and  extensions.  As  to  new  buildings,  you 
are  referred  to  the  more  specific  answers  to  your  in- 
quiries. 

As  to  the  general  question  in  Xo.  7,  in  which  you  ask 
me  to  refer  to  the  Items  250,  251  and  252,  and  to  designate 
upon  each   item  whether   or  not  the  contract  with   Mr. 
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Jolmson  applies  to  the  work  therein  contemplated.  I 
reply  as  follows : 

Item  250  (c).  Eesiclence  buildings  for  internes  and 
resident  physicians  composed  of  a  staff  of  about  fifty-five 
physicians,  at  the  Philadelphia  General  Hospital. 

If  this  building  is  a  mere  residential  building  and  is 
not  intended  to  take  the  place  of  the  building  which 
was  shown  on  Mr.  Johnson's  comprehensive  plan  as  the 
residence  of  the  Medical  Director  and  is  not  a  depart- 
mental or  executive  building,  the  contract  with  Mr.  John- 
son does  not  apply.  If,  however,  it  is  a  departmental  or 
executive  building,  or  it  is  to  take  the  place  of  the  build- 
ing marked  on  the  same  site  as  the  Medical  Director's 
residence,  or  is  intended  to  house  the  said  Medical  Di- 
rector, then  it  is  included  in  the  buildings  referred  to  in 
Mr.  Johnson's  contract,  I  think  it  probable  that  the  latter 
is  the  correct  view. 

Item  250  (f)  Erection  of  building  for  advanced  cases 
of  tubercular  women  patients. 

There  are  not  sufficient  reasons  given  for  taking  this 
out  of  the  scope  of  Mr.  Johnson's  contract. 

Item  250  (b).  Erection  of  home  for  attendants  and 
domestic  help. 

There  are  likewise  not  sufficient  reasons  for  taking  this 
building  out  of  the  scope  of  Mr.  Johnson's  contract. 

Item  250    (a).     Addition  to  nurses'  building. 

This  has  already  been  answered  in  the  answer  to  the 
second  question,  which  was,  no.  This  building  having 
been  constructed  and  turned  over  to  the  hospital  and  Mr. 
Johnson  having  been  paid  for  his  services  in  connection 
therewith,  his  contract  with  regard  to  it  is  at  an  end. 

Item  251  (a).  Construction  of  cottages  for  chronic 
intubation  cases. 

This  has  already  been  answered  in  the  answer  to  the 
sixth  question,  which  was,  yes.

r^J^  f  7.^;-eady-referred  to  accompanying  letter  from  the 
City  Architec  ,  giving  the  probable  cost  of  preparing  plans 
and  specifications,  there  is,  as  above  stated,  no  reference 
to  the  regrouping  of  the  cottages  for  the  smallpox  hos- 
pital, and  the  erection  of  a  house  for  storage  and  protec- 
tion of  agricultural  implements  and  the  additional   fire 
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protection  at  Bjberry.  The  appropriation  for  these  three 
aggregates  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  The  total  appropria- 
tions which  it  is  proposed  to  expend  and  which  relate  to 
buildings  referred  to  by  the  City  Architect  are,  at 
Bleckley,  $375,000 ;  at  the  Hospital  for  Contagious  Dis- 
eases, $20,000;  and  at  Byberry,  $240,000.  The  City 
Architect  estimates  the  cost  of  preparing  plans,  etc.,  for 
Blockley  to  total  $8,700 ;  at  the  Hospital  for  Contagious 
Diseases,  $550,  and  for  the  Hospital  at  Byberry  to  total 
$5,500.  Mr.  Johnson's  commissions  at  the  Philadelphia 
Hospital,  if  he  performed  services  on  all  of  these  buildings, 
would  be  $18,750  ;  at  the  Hospital  for  Contagious  Diseases, 
$1,000,  and  at  Byberry,  $12,000.  Mr.  Johnson's  total 
commissions  thus  would  be  $31,750  and  the  City  Archi- 
tect's total  expense  would  be  $14,850. 

But  from  what  has  already  been  said  it  appears  that 
certain  of  these  buildings  may,  with  propriety,  be  con- 
sidered as  not  within  the  scope  of  Mr.  Johnson's  contract.

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It  therefore  appears  that  if  without  proper  warrant 
Mr.  Johnson  is  denied  the  privilege  of  performing  the 
work  npon  the  above  contracts  aggregating  $420,000,  and 
so  conducts  himself  as  not  to  lose  any  of  his  contractual 
rights  and  the  City  performs  the  said  work  with  its  own 
architects,  the  City  will  be  at  a  total  expense  of  $30,350. 

If  Mr.  Johnson  is  employed  and  keeps  the  cost  of  the 
buildings  within  the  appropriations  the  expense  will  be 
$21,000.  Will  the  more  cordial  relations  existing  be- 
tween the  City  Architect  and  the  Director  and  their 
closer  understanding  of  each  other's  ideas  result  in  a  sav- 
ing approximating  or  exceeding  this  additional  expense 
of  $9,350  ?  And  would  it  be  desirable  to  discuss  with 
Mr.  Johnson  the  question  of  compromise,  Mr.  Johnson, 
from  what  is  said  by  the  court  in  the  case  of  Day  & 
Klauder  vs.  Ryan^  23  District  Reports,  toward  the  end 
of  page  54,  apparently  having  heretofore  in  a  matter  in- 
volved in  this  contract  divided  his  fee  with  another  archi- 
tect ? 

If  it  be  considered  desirable  to  subject  the  City  to 
the  risk  of  such  a  double  liability  as  to  any  of  the  items 
deemed  with  reasonable  probability  to  be  within  the  John- 
son contract,  I  do  not  think  that  this  should  be  done 
until  the  whole  matter  has  been  laid  before  the  Mayor 
or  perhaps  Coimcil  (should  time  admit  of  awaiting  the 
assembling  of  the  latter)  and  the  approval  of  that  course 
shall  be  had.

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — Your  inquiries  of  August 
12th  with  my  answers  thereto  are  as  follows : 

^'1.  Has  the  Mayor  the  lawful  right,  under  the 
new  City  Charter,  or  otherwise,  to  remove  a  Director 
or  an  Assistant  Director,  without  cause,  and  if  not, 
what  procedure  would  be  necessary  to  enforce  the 
removal  of  a  Director  or  an  Assistant  Director,  or 
of  direct  appointees  of  the  Mayor,  as  for  instance, 
the  City  Architect,  members  of  the  Art  Jury,  mem- 
bers of  the  Zoning  Commission,  etc.  ?" 

As  to  those  officers  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  he  has  a 
right  to  discharge  without  giving  reasons  therefor.  The 
Assistant  Directors  are  appointed  by  the  Directors  of  the 
departments  who  have  a  similar  right  of  discharge  as  to 
such  assistants. 

"2.  Does  the  Mayor's  right  (Section  5,  new  City 
Charter)  to  appoint  persons  to  examine  the  accounts 
of  City  departments,  extend  to  County  offices,  and  if 
so  does  it  extend  to  others  than  those  referred  to  in 
the  executive  departments  (Section  1,  Article  III)  ?" 

The  right  of  the  Mayor  in  this  connection  is  limited  to 
the  City  officials  and  departments  and  does  not  extend  to 
the  County  offices. 

"3.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  by  whom  would  the  place  be  filled  ?" 
By  the  City  Council. 

"4.  I  find  inequalities  in  the  City  Hall  in  the 
matter  of  vacation  periods  for  officials  and  employees^ 
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some  going  away  for  a  month  or  more  and  others 
for  a  much  less  period  of  time.  Is  there  any  law 
or  regulation  on  the  subject  of  vacations  ?" 

There  is  no  general  law,  ordinance  or  regulation  gov- 
erning this  subject.  I  find  an  ordinance  of  December 
29,  1870,  Section  19,  authorizing  firemen  to  have  a  vaca- 
tion of  two  weeks,  and  a  similar  vacation  period  is  allowed 
the  members  of  the  police  force. 

"5.  Has  the  Mayor  any  lawful  right  to  delegate 
his  powers  during  temporary  absence  from  the  office 
as  is  accorded  to  his  Directors  and  the  County 
officials,  provided  with  assistants  who  are  qualified 
to  sign  official  papers,  approve  contracts,  etc.  ?" 

ISTo.  The  Mayor  seems  to  have  no  such  right  accorded 
to  him. 

"5-b.  In  the  event  the  Mayor  should  desire  volun- 
tarily to  retire  from  office,  to  whom  should  his  resig- 
nation be  sent,  and  in  the  event  of  a  resignation  by 
the  Mayor,  who  would  succeed  him  in  office  ?" 

The  resignation  should  be  sent  to  the  Council.  Should 
the  Mayor  resign  or  a  vacancy  in  the  office  otherwise  occur 
his  successor  would  be  elected  at  the  next  election  oc- 
curring not  more  than  thirty  days  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  vacancy.  Should,  however,  such  election 
occur  in  the  last  year  of  the  Mayor's  term  the  successor 
would  be  chosen  by  the  Council  by  a  majority  vote  of  all 
the  members  elected  thereto.  Until  the  vacancy  shall  be 
filled,  as  above  indicated,  the  Director  of  Public  Safety 
shall  act  as  ^Mayor,  and  if  disabled  from  so  doing  the  succes- 
sion is  provided  for  in  the  following  order :  the  Director  of 
Public  Works,  the  Director  of  Public  Health,  the  Director 
of  Public  Welfare,  the  Director  of  Wharves,  Docks  and 
Ferries,  the  Director  of  City  Transit  and  the  President 
of  the  Council.

Deae  Sir: — Under  date  of  August  6th  you  sent  me 
copy  of  an  opinion  of  the  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals 
of  ^ew  Jersey  in  the  case  of  McCarter,  Attorney  General 
vs.  Water  Company.  The  decision  in  that  case  was 
affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in 
209  U.  S.,  349.  In  connection  therewith  you  refer  to 
the  opinion  of  this  department,  which  was  given  before 
the  decision  in  the  McCarter  case,  to  wit:  on  August  10, 
1899  (City  Solicitor's  Opinions,  page  60),  and  you  ask 
whether  that  decision  modifies  the  scope  of  the  opinion 
of  1899. 

That  opinion  dealt  with  two  questions,  which  were 
disposed  of: 

1st.  With  reference  to  the  right  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  to  take  and  permanently  divert  from 
the  State  of  ISTew  Jersey  and  deliver  to  the  City 
waters  of  certain  streams  lying  wholly  within  that 
State;  and 

2d.  As  to  the  right  of  the  City  to  take  and  ab- 
solutely and  permanently  divert  from  the  Delaware 
river  "one-half  of  its  minimum  flow  of  water  at  that 
point  (near  Water  Gap)  ;  said  water  not  to  be  re- 
turned to  the  river  until  it  has  reached  the  City  of 
Philadelphia." 

In  answer  to  the  first  question,  that  relating  to  waters 
wholly  within  the  State  of  Kew  Jersey,  this  department 
was  of  the  clear  opinion  that  the  City  had  no  such  right 
either  at  common  law  or  under  certain  statutes  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey.     The  opinion  of  the  court  in  the 
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case  of  McCarter  vs.  Water  Company  construes  and  up- 
holds a  later  statute  of  that  State,  passed  May  11,  1905, 
making  it  unlawful  for  any  person  or  corporation  to  trans- 
port through  pipes,  conduits,  etc.,  the  waters  of  any  fresh 
water  lake^  pond  or  stream  "of  this  State  into  any  other 
State."  The  effect  of  the  decision  in  the  case  referred 
to  is  merely  to  emphasize  the  views  on  this  first  question 
expressed  in  the  opinion  of  this  department. 

As  to  the  second  question ;  whether  the  City  would  have 
the  right  to  divert  a  part  of  the  flow  of  the  Delaware 
river  for  use  in  supplying  the  consumers  within  the 
City,  after  a  somewhat  lengthy  and  elaborate  discussion 
of  the  subject,  it  was  stated: 

"I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  may  legally  divert  one-half  of  the  sur- 
plus water  from  the  Delaware  river,  as  above  defined^ 
without  the  consent  of  the  New  Jersey  authorities, 
and,  as  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  authority,  under 
the  Act  of  1887,  to  acquire  lands,  streams,  etc.,  in 
any  part  of  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
or  extending  its  water  supply,  that  the  City  may 
likewise  divert  and  apply  one-half  of  the  surplus  of 
said  water  to  its  use  at  any  point  above  the  City,  pro- 
vided, that  the  rights  of  other  municipalities  on  the 
Pennsylvania  side  to  take  water  from  the  river  are 
not  invaded.  If  individual  rights  should  be  injuri- 
ously affected  or  destroyed  by  the  City  in  taking 
water  from  the  river,  it  would  be  liable  to  answer 
in  damages  to  the  amount  of  the  injury  inflicted." 

The  J^ew  Jersey  Act  of  1905,  the  provisions  of  which 
were  considered  in  the  case  kindly  sent  me  by  you,  was 
I  think,  intended  to  relate  wholly  to  the  domestic  waters 
of  ]^ew  Jersey  and  not  to  the  Delaware  river,  which  flows 
for  a  great  part  of  its  length  between  that  State  and 
Pennsylvania.  After  a  careful  examination  of  that  deci- 
sion, I  do  not  think  it  has,  or  was  intended  to  have,  any 
effect  upon  such  questions  as  the  second  one  discussed  in 
the    City    Solicitor's    opinion    relating    to    the    respective 
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rights  of  ISTew  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  in  tlie  waters  of 
the  Delaware  river. 

For  your  information,  should  you  feel  interested  in 
pursuing  the  subject,  I  may  perhaps  call  your  attention 
to  the  case  of  Kansas  vs.  Colorado  in  206  U.  S.  Reports, 
46,  which  thoroughly  discussed  the  rights  of  the  respective 
States  in  a  river  (the  Arkansas)  which  was  not  a  boundary 
line  between  these  two  States,  but  which  was  used  for 
the  irrigation  of  lands  in  both  and  in  which  the  State 
of  Kansas  claimed  that  Colorado  and  its  inhabitants  were 
depleting  the  river  for  irrigation  purposes  to  an  undue 
extent.  The  decision  of  the  United  States  Court  in  that 
case  took  up  the  question  of  the  rights  of  various  States 
to  the  water  of  rivers  situated  in  both  or  all  of  them,  but 
there  is  nothing  appearing  in  the  decision  of  the  court  in 
that  case  which  invalidates  the  conclusion  reached  by  the 
late  Judge  Kinsey  in  the  final  paragraph  of  his  opinion. 

I  thank  you  very  much  for  your  thoughtfulness  in 
sending  me  a  copy  of  the  opinion  of  the  ISTew  Jersey  court, 
which  I  shall  be  glad  to  return  if  you  so  desire. 

I  may  add  that  the  opinion  is  to  be  found  in  70  New 
Jersey  Equity,  page  695.

of  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  or  their  surety, 
or  both ;  or  the  said  Director  may,  without  notice, 
declare  this  contract  null  and  void,  and  the  security 
bond  and  the  retained  percentage  and  the  material 
delivered  and  used  in,  on  or  about  the  said  work 
shall  then  become  the  property  of  the  said  City  of 
Philadelphia." 

The  next  step  to  be  taken  by  your  department  is  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  the  contract, 
and  it  may  pursue  either  of  the  alternatives  therein  stated 
as  may  be  determined  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
City.  That  is,  to  purchase  such  materials,  tools  and  ma- 
chinery, and  to  employ  such  workmen  as  in  your  opinion 
shall  be  required  for  the  proper  completion  of  the  work 
at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  contractors  or  their  surety, 
or  both ;  or  to  declare  the  contract  null  and  void,  the 
security  bond  and  the  retained  percentage,  and  the  ma- 
terial delivered  and  used  in,  on,  or  about  the  said  work 
becoming  the  property  of  the  City. 

Which  of  these  courses  shall  be  pursued  is  a  question 
of  expediency  to  be  determined  by  you,  together  with  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  which  bureau  has  the 
matter  directly  in  charge. 

Should  it  be  determined  to  advertise  for  new  bids  for 
the  completion  of  this  work  with  the  intention  of  hold- 
ing the  contractor  and  surety  liable  for  any  difference 
in  the  cost  thereof,  care  should  be  used  to  follow  precisely 
the  same  specifications  in  so  far  as  they  may  be  appli- 
cable to  the  uncompleted  contract,  as  those  forming  a  part 
of  the  original  agreement  between  the  City  and  the  con- 
tractor, and  I  think  notice  of  the  steps  taken  by  the  City 
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may  advantageously  be  given  to  the  contractor  and  the 
surety. 

In  view  of  the  statement  in  the  letter  of  the  surety 
that  the  contractor  was  to  have  had  a  conference  with 
you,  it  may  be  well  for  you  to  consider,  before  taking 
any  action,  whether  it  is  not  advisable  for  you  to  write 
to  the  contractor  calling  its  attention  to  this  statement 
and  definitely  ascertaining  whether  it  does  intend  to  hold 
such  a  conference  with  your  department  in  the  matter.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor  : — In  the  matter  of  your  recent  com- 
munications with  reference  to  "the  ownership  and  custody 
of  the  John  G.  Johnson  residence  on  South  Broad  street," 
I  have  been  in  communication  with  Mr.  Jay  Gates  the 
Vice-President  of  the  Pennsylvania  Company  for  Insur- 
ances on  Lives  and  Granting  Annuities,  the  Trustee  under 
the  will  of  the  late  Mr.  Johnson,  and  this  morning  received 
from  Maurice  B.  Saul,  Esq.,  his  attorney,  a  letter  of 
which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

"Mr.  Jay  Gates,  Vice-President  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Company  for  Insurances  on  Lives  and  Granting 
Annuities,  has  referred  to  me  your  letter  of  August 
13th  in  reference  to  property  510  South  Broad  street, 
belonging  to  the  above  estate. 

"It  is  provided  by  codicil  dated  the  12th  day  of 
February,  1917,  as  follows: 
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''  'T  devise  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  if  it  accepts 
the  bequest  to  it  in  my  will  and  enters  into  the 
specified  contract  concerning  my  art  objects,  my 
house  and  lot  l^o.  510  South  Broad  street  with  all 

of  the  appurtenances,   etc I   direct   that   if. 

shall  be  forever  kept  up  and  maintained  as  such 
museum  in  which  my  art  objects  shall  be  exhibited 
....  It  will  be  necessary  to  devote  a  considerable 
annual  sum  to  the  upkeep,  heating,  lighting  and  care 
of  the  museum,  etc.  .  .  .  Upon  the  decease  of  my 
son  I  direct  that  the  income  which  shall  be  paid  to 
him  if  and  whilst  alive,  shall  be  devoted  as  far  as 

possible  to  this  purpose To  such  extcmt  as 

my  income  applicable  to  the  purpose  shall  prove  in- 
sufficient, the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  the  contract 
must  agree  to  pay  from  time  to  time  as  demanded 
by  the  said  Trustee,  the  requisite  sums.' 

''T  have  advised  the  Trustee  that  while  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  is  the  owner  of  the  property  under 
said  devise,  it  cannot  be  used  for  other  purposes 
than  as  a  museum  until  such  time  as  the  City  'makes 
proper  provision'  for  the  exhibiting  of  the  Johnson 
Collection,  when  the  property  may  be  disposed  of 
in  such  manner  as  the  court  may  direct,  the  proceeds 
to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  Johnson  Col- 
lection. 

"I  have  further  advised  the  Trustee  that  although 
the  property  is  devised  to  the  City,  in  view  of  the 
language  of  the  codicil  the  duty  of  supervising  any 
repairs  to  the  property  is  upon  the  Trustee." 

I  agree  with  Mr.  Saul  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
is  the  owner  of  the  property.  As  you  know  there  is 
pending  before  the  Orphans'  Court  of  the  County  of  Phila- 
delphia proceedings  in  which  the  permission  of  the  Court 
is  asked  to  sell  the  same,  which  proceedings  are  as  yet 
undetermined.  If  such  permission  is  eventually  granted, 
the  Court  in  its  decree,  no  doubt,  will  make  provision  for 
the  disposition  of  the  proceeds. 

It  would  seem  true  also  that  the  duty  of  supervising 
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repairs  to  the  property  is  upon  the  Trustee.  As  to  the 
actual  taking  possession  of  the  property  at  this  time  by 
the  City,  I  deem  it  inadvisable  that  the  City  should  do 
so  or  attempt  to  do  so  pending  the  result  of  the  Orphans' 
Court  proceedings.  If  the  property  is  permitted  to  be 
sold,  of  course,  that  will  dispose  of  the  matter  of  its 
custody  to  the  satisfaction  of  everyone  concerned.  If  such 
permission  be  refused,  further  consideration  of  the  matter 
will  forthwith  become  necessary.

Dear  Sir: — You  send  me  copy  of  communication  from 
William  H.  Kreider,  Esq.,  protesting  against  the  pay- 
ment of  salaries  to  certain  City  employees  who  have  been 
reinstated  to  the  City  service  after  more  than  one  year's 
separation  therefix)m,  together  with  a  list  of  the  persons 
concerning  whom  such  protest  is  made. 

You  state  that  your  office  ''has  on  file  certificates  of 
reinstatement  from  the  Civil  Service  Commission  inform- 
ing the  City  Controller  of  such  reinstatement  as  well  as  the 
date  and  cause  of  such  termination  of  service." 

You  accordingly  ask  to  be  advised  whether  you  are 
justified  in  countersigning  warrants  covering  the  payrolls 
of  these  employees,  or  in  recognizing  documents  sub- 
mitted for  approval  whereof  their  signatures  are  a  part. 
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I  assume,  in  addition  to  the  facts  stated  by  jou  as  to 
the  regularity  of  the  notice  of  the  reinstatement  from 
the  Civil  Service  Commission,  that  these  men  are  in  the 
actual  performance  of  their  duties  under  such  reinstate- 
ment. If  such  be  the  case,  I  think  you  should  continue 
to  countersign  warrants  for  their  payment  and  to  recog- 
nize documents  of  which  their  signatures  are  a  part  un- 
less judicially  forbidden  to  pursue  that  course.

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor  : — I  have  examined  the  corre- 
spondence .addressed  to  you  by  the  Philadelphia  Board  of 
Trade. 

The  matter  contained  in  the  attached  pamphlet  is  true 
insofar  that  the  Council  cannot  pass  ordinances  inflicting 
imprisonment  for  breach  thereof,  without  specific  legisla- 
tive authority.  The  Act  of  May  11,  1901,  which  is  re- 
ferred to  in  the  pamphlet,  should  be  amended  by  striking 
out  the  proviso  making  it  inapplicable  to  cities  of  the  first, 
second  and  third  classes.  The  Act  would  thereupon  give 
the  necessary  authority  to  the  Council  of  Philadelphia  to 
provide  for  arrest  and  imprisonment  for  violation  of  its 
ordinances,  upon  default  in  payment  of  fines.

Charge  for  Water — Philadelphia  and  Bristol  Water 
Com^pany. 

Hox.  J.  Hampton  Moore,

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
August  23,  1920,  in  the  matter  of  proposed  charges  against 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  be  made  by  the  Philadelphia 
and  Bristol  Water  Company,  and  enclosing  a  letter  from 
Chief  Davis,  of  the  Bureau  of  Water ;  a  letter  from  Mr. 
M.  P.  Quinn,  President  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Bristol 
Water  Company  and  a  copy  of  rates,  rules  and  regulations 
for  water  service  filed  by  the  said  company  with  the  Public 
Service  Commission  as  of  June  1,  1920  (P.  S.  C. — Pa. — 
JSTo.  4,  superseding  P.  S.  C. — Pa. — l^o.  3),  marked  on  the 
first  page  thereof  as  "effective  July  1,  1920." 

The  Philadelphia  and  Bristol  Water  Company  is  the 
successor  of  the  Holmesburg  Water  Company  and  the  Diss- 
ton  Water  Company.  Permission  to  lay  water  pipe  was 
given  to  the  Holmesburg  and  Disston  companies  by  the 
Ordinance  of  July  2,  1888  (Ordinance  Book  of  that  year, 
page  241),  Section  2  of  which  provided  as  follows: 

"2.  That  said  water  companies  will  erect,  main- 
tain and  supply  with  water,  without  charge  to  the 
City,  all  fire-hydrants  that  may  be  required  by  the 
said  Department. 

"3.  To  furnish  without  charge  any  and  all  water 
required  for  City  purposes,  except  water  that  may  be 
required  by  the  House  of  Correction  or  the  County 
Prison,  Almshouse  or  Municipal  Hospital,  or  other 
institutions  of  a  like  character  located  in  the  said 
Ward." 

The  above  schedule  filed  by  the  water  company  makes 
a  new  charge  against  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  fire- 
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hydrants  at  $50  per  annum,  and  Mr.  Quinn's  letter  states 
that  there  are  approximately  one  hundred  and  ninety  of 
such  ifire-hydrants. 

Chief  Davis's  letter  states  ''this  charge  is  apparently 
identical  in  principle  with  similar  charges  made  by  the 
Springfield  Company  in  the  Oak  Lane  territory. 
In  the  latter  case  I  understand  the  City  .Solicitor  feels 
that  the  right  of  the  company  to  charge  for  fire-hydrant 
service  should  not  he  acknowledged  unless  the  company 
establishes  its  claim  in  the  notice  as  a  result  of  suit." 

Heretofore  this  office  has  declined  to  pay  the  Spring- 
field Water  Company  its  charges  for  fire-hydrants,  and 
our  present  disposition  is  to  require  legal  action  for  the 
recovery  of  such  charges.  Again,  the  charge  now  made 
by  the  Philadelphia  and  Bristol  Water  Company  is  made 
under  circumstances  somewhat  different  from  the  charge 
made  by  the  Springfield  -Company,  because  certain  of  the 
Springfield  schedules  have  been  considered  by  the  Com- 
mission and  approved ;  there  is  no  evidence  before  us  that 
the  Philadelphia  and  Bristol  Water  Company  has  ever 
been  considered  by  the  Commission,  therefore  there  is 
raised  the  same  legal  point  which  was  presented  to  the 
Commission  in  the  matter  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Tran- 
sit Company's  recent  schedule,  namely,  that  until  such 
schedule  is  considered  and  approved  by  the  Commission 
it  may  not  become  effective  as  against  a  formal  contract 
(which  formal  contract  exists  here)  made  between  the 
company  and  the  City,  with  regard  to  the  charges  of  the 
company. 

I  think  it  doubtful  whether  the  Philadelphia  and  Bristol 
Water  Company  may  make  such  a  charge  merely  by  pre- 
senting a  schedule,  but  must  have  affirmative  action  of  the 
Commission  before  such  charge  may  be  properly  enforced. 
I  understand  such  affirmative  action  does  not  exist  in  this 
case. 

Mr.  Quinn's  letter  states  that  the  schedule  of  rates  will 
be  put  into  effect  on  January  1,  1921.  However,  the 
schedule  itself  states  the  rates  were  to  become  effective 
July  1,  1920.     It  may  interest  you  to  know  that  no  notice 
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of  the  filing  of  this  notice  was  givon  to  tliis  office.  We 
knew  nothing  of  it  until  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  August

Increase  in  Interest  Rate  on  Citij  Bonds.

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor  : — I  herewith  return  draft  of  or- 
dinance to  amend  the  Ordinance  of  July  8,  1919,  amend- 
ing the  Ordinance  of  June  29,  191G,  which  original  ordi- 
nance provides  for  the  creation  of  a  loan  of  $67,100,000 
for  the  construction  and  improvement  of  wharves  and 
docks  and  the  construction  and  improvement  of  tunnels, 
railways  and  other  transit  facilities.  The  original  ordi- 
nance fixed  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  at  4  per  cent., 
and  a  tax  levy  of  5  per  cent.  These  figures  were  changed 
by  the  amending  ordinance  of  1919  to  4|  per  cent,  and  5^ 
per  cent.,  respectively.  The  present  amendment  is  in- 
tended to  authorize  the  issuing  of  the  balance  of  this  loan 
bearing  interest  at  5  per  cent,  and  levying  a  tax  of  6  per 
cent,  to  pay  the  interest  and  Sinking  Fund  requirements. 

In  view  of  the  present  condition  of  the  money  market 
it  is  probable  that  should  any  part  of  this  loan  be  issued 
in  the  near  future  it  could  not  be  floated  at  a  less  rate 
than  5  per  cent.  On  the  other  hand,  should  the  issuance 
of  the  loan  be  postponed  and  the  financial  conditions  in 
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the  meantime  adjust  themselves  so  as  to  permit  the  bor- 
rowing of  money  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest,  since  5  per 
cent,  is  simply  a  maximum  rate,  there  would  be  nothing 
to  prevent  the  City's  taking  advantage  of  such  lower  rate 
whenever  it  may  become  available.  The  purpose  of  the 
ordinance,  therefore,  meets  my  approval. 

The  Ordinance  of  June  29,  1916,  and  the  amendment 
thereto  of  July  8,  1919,  have  been  supplied  by  the  later 
Ordinance  of  December  30,  1919,  which  provided  for  the 
issuing  of  $62,100,000,  being  the  unissued  portion  of  the 
$67,100,000  loan,  and  it  is  the  latter  ordinance — that  of 
December  30,  1919 — which  should  be  amended,  and  not 
the  earlier  ones.  I  am  therefore  redrafting  the  proposed 
ordinance  so  as  to  meet  this  situation,  and  send  you  a  copy 
thereof,  which  I  also  send  to  the  City  Controller.

Payments  from  Loan  Funds.

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor: — Eeferring  to  that  portion  of 
Article  XVII,  Section  1  of  the  Charter,  which  requires 
the  Mayor,  in  his  communication  to  Council  relative  to 
the  budget  "to  designate  which  of  the  liabilities  and  ex- 
penditures should  be  met  from  current  receipts,  and  which 
should  be  met  from  loan  funds,"  you  tell  me  that  you  are 
informed  that  Mr.  Connelly  when  City  Solicitor  held  that 
a  loan  bill  was  itself  a  loan  budget,  and  therefore  dis- 
pensed with  the  necessity  for  the  Mayor  in  sending  the 
budget  estimate  to  Council,  to  take  nccount  of  loan  funds. 
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You  thereupon  ask  whether  you  are  correct  in  taking  that 
position. 

I  do  not  find  any  such  opinion  of  my  predecessor  in  the 
printed  opinions  of  the  year  1919,  being  the  only  year  in 
which  he  possibly  could  have  rendered  it ;  nor  do  the  gen- 
tlemen who  were  associated  with  Mr.  Connelly  while  in 
office  recall  having  given  any  such  opinion. 

The  purpose  of  that  section  of  the  Charter  Act  was  to 
require  the  Mayor  to  submit  to  Council  a  comprehensive 
plan  of  financing  the  needs  of  the  City  for  the  next  en- 
suing year,  and  in  doing  so  he  was  to  designate  what  ex- 
penditures should  be  met  from  current  revenue  and  whicli 
from  loan  funds.  The  mere  fact  that  a  loan  bill  may  have 
been  passed  would  not  necessarily  answer  the  requirement 
which  was  in  view,  for  it  might  well  be  that  other  ex- 
penditures were,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Mayor,  properly 
to  be  met  from  loan  funds  than  those  already  provided  for 
by  loans  authorized  or  pending.  The  Mayor  would  not 
be  debarred,  of  course,  from  referring  to  any  such  existing 
or  purposed  loan  ordinances  as  sufficiently  providing  for  all 
or  part  of  the  expenditures  thought  by  him  to  be  advisedly 
met  from  loans,  but  this  would  be  incidental  to  his  sug- 
gestions or  recommendations  with  regard  to  apportioning 
the  City  appropriations  as  between  current  and  loan  funds. 
This,  I  think,  should  be  specifically  indicated  in  the  budget 
estimate  which  you  will  transmit  to  the  Council.

Dear  Sir  : — Controller  Iladley,  as  you  know,  has  for- 
warded  to  this   office   a   contract   between   the    City   and 
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Thomas  H.  Asli^  having  to  do  with  certain  services  on 
work  to  be  performed  at  the  Home  for  the  Indigent,  ac- 
companying the  said  contract  with  a  copy  of  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Philip  H.  Johnson,  protesting  against  the  execution 
of  the  same  for  the  reason,  as  Mr.  Johnson  claims,  that 
the  services  to  be  performed  by  Mr.  Ash  are  such  as  he 
(Mr.  Johnson)  is  entitled  to  perform  under  his  contract 
with  the  City,  dated  March  31,  1903,  and  asking  our 
opinion  whether  the  said  contract  is  a  proper  charge 
against  Item  250  loan.  Bureau  of  Charities  and  Correc- 
tion. Notice  of  the  above  having  been  given  to  you,  you 
have  stated  verbally  that  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  work  un- 
der said  item  is  not  such  work  as  is  included  within  Mr. 
Johnson's  said  contract,  with  which  you  are  familiar. 

I  would  thank  you  to  confirm,  in  writing,  these  state- 
ments as  to  your  knowledge  of  the  Johnson  contract,  and 
that  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  work  which  you  contemplate 
and  which  is  included  under  the  provisions  of  said  item  is 
not  such  work  as  is  contained  within  the  Johnson  con- 
tract ;  and  further,  that  you  are  prepared  to  dispute,  and 
will  dispute,  the  right  of  Mr.  Johnson  to  interfere  with  or 
have  to  do  with  said  work  in  any  way.

South  Philadelphia  Agreement;  Aholition  of  Grade 
Crossings.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  writes 
me  with  reference  to  a  question  which  has  arisen  under 
the  South  Philadelphia   agreement  for   abolishing  grade 
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crossings,  authorized  by  Ordinance  of  February  14,  1914, 
page  8.  That  contract,  among  other  things,  provided  in 
general  that  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  should 
abandon  certain  property  now  used  for  railroad  purposes, 
in  lieu  thereof  acquiring  real  estate  in  the  extreme  south- 
ern section  of  the  City,  the  cost  of  the  property  so  ac- 
quired with  the  added  requirement  for  putting  it  in  usable 
condition  by  the  railroad  company  to  be  jointly  borne  in 
equal  shares  by  the  company  and  the  City,  the  latter  being 
credited  with  its  share  of  the  proceeds  of  the  abandoned 
property  which  was  to  be  sold  when  no  longer  used  by  the 
railroad  company.  Property  for  the  proposed  substitu- 
tion has  been  acquired  by  the  railroad  company,  which  has 
taken  title  thereto,  but  owing,  at  least  in  part,  to  unex- 
pected delays  it  is  impossible  to  complete  the  work  of 
fitting  the  new  railroad  yards,  etc.,  to  be  there  located  for 
that  purpose  until  some  considerable  time  shall  elapse,  and 
in  the  meanwhile  the  railroad  company  is  charged  with 
taxes,  both  upon  the  property  to  be  abandoned  as  above 
stated,  and  also  on  that  which  has  been  so  acquired  and  is 
held  in  its  name.  Taxes  already  accrued  when  the  title 
was  taken  over  were  paid  at  the  joint  account  of  the  City 
and  the  company,  but  the  present  question  relates  to 
taxes  since  accruing  and  which  will  be  levied  from  time  to 
time  during  the  interval  between  the  taking  of  title  by  the 
railroad  company  and  its  abandonment  of  the  old  sites, 
which  must,  of  course,  be  continued  to  be  used  until  new 
ones  are  ready  for  occupancy. 

An  opinion  is  requested  whether  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia is  obligated  by  the  agreement  to  pay  a  share  of  said 
taxes,  and  if  so  when  it  should  cease  paying  its  share. 

The  provision  for  the  abandonment  of  the  track,  yards, 
rights-of-way  and  the  rail  connections  appurtenant  thereto 
is  contained  in  Section  5  of  the  agreement,  which  further 
provides  for  the  immediate  use  of  the  substituted  facili- 
ties upon  their  completion  and  the  abandonment  of  the  old 
ones.  In  the  same  section  the  construction  work  to  be 
paid  for  at  joint  expense  is  particularly  specified. 

The  ninth  section  provides  the  necessary  authority  to 
the  City  and  the  railroad  companies,  parties  to  the  agree- 
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ment,  for  the  acquisition  by  each  of  them  of  the  property 
necessary  to  effect  the  change  of  location. 

Section  10  divides  the  property  to  be  abandoned  into 
two  parts,  designated  as  Section  1  and  Section  2,  the 
former  of  which  it  is  directed  shall  be  sold  by  the  Penn- 
sylvania Companies  and  bought  by  the  City  at  an  ap- 
praised valuation ;  and  this  further  provision  appears  in 
that  section: 

"The  cost  of  the  real  estate  to  provide  the  said 
new  area  equal  to  the  area  abandoned  in  Section  2, 
and  the  cost  of  the  new  terminal  yard  and  its  facili- 
ties, south  of  the  south  building  line  of  Hoyt  street, 
equal  to  those  now  used  and  enjoyed,  and  which  will 
be  abandoned  for  railroad  purposes  by  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Companies  in  said  Section  2,  shall  be  included 
in  the  general  cost  of  the  work  herein  provided  to  be 
borne  equally  by  the  City  and  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
panies." 

In  the  thirteenth  section  a  number  of  other  matters  are 
grouped  as  subjects  for  the  joint  account  of  the  City  and 
the  railroad  companies,  such  as  claims  for  damages  for 
personal  injuries,  etc.,  damages  for  the  opening,  widening 
and  vacation,  or  physical  change  in  streets,  etc.,  and  claims 
and  judgments,  including  interest  and  costs  for  conse- 
quential injuries  growing  out  of  the  change  of  location  or 
elevation  of  the  railroad  which  are  the  subject  of  the  con- 
tract; and  in  Section  14  it  is  agreed  that  the  work  to  be 
jointly  paid  for  is  limited  to  that  which  will  give  the  rail- 
road companies  facilities  equal  in  area  and  otherwise  to 
those  enjoyed  by  them  before  the  taking  effect  of  the  con- 
tract, all  additions  thereto  or  betterments  thereof  to  be  at 
the  sole  expense  of  the  companies  for  whose  benefit  they 
are  acquired  or  constructed. 

I  think  the  foregoing  epitomizes  all  of  the  terms  of  the 
contract  which  have  any  significance  bearing  on  the  ques- 
tion submitted. 

The  dominant  purpose  in  this  connection  is  seen  to  be 
that  the  City  and  the  various  companies  should  share 
equally  in  the  cost  of  making  the  desired  changes  to  the 
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extent  of  providing  the  companies  with  structures  and  fa- 
cilities equal  to  those  abandoned,  and  with  real  estate  of 
equal  area.  It  was  evidently  contemplated  that  the  work 
of  construction  should  proceed  with  sufficient  rapidity 
that  no  long  time  would  elapse  between  the  taking  of  title 
to  the  real  estate  by  the  companies  and  the  put- 
ting of  the  tracks  and  other  facilities  in  condition  ready 
for  use,  and  no  distinct  provision  was  made  for  including  a 
duplication  of  taxes  among  the  things  chargeable  to  joint 
account.  The  itemization  was  evidently  intended  to  be 
fairly  complete  and  exhaustive,  but  I  do  not  think  that  this 
enumeration  had  the  purpose  of  overriding  the  general 
intent  that  the  City  and  the  railroad  company  should  share 
equally  in  the  cost  of  this  part  of  the  improvement.  This 
would  not  be  done,  it  seems  to  me,  if  the  railroad  com- 
pany, pending  delays  caused  by  unlooked-for  circumstances 
and  through  no  fault  of  its  own,  was  compelled  to  bear 
the  entire  cost  of  taxes  upon  the  property  formerly  owned 
by  it  and'  that  which  it  has  acquired  under  the  terms  of 
the  agreement  in  substitution  therefor,  but  which  cannot 
be  used  for  the  object  for  which  it  was  acquired  until  the 
necessary  structures  thereon  can  be  completed. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  matter  is  one  in  which  the 
City  may  well  deal  broadly  and  equitably  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  into  effect  the  predominant  plan  of  equal  di- 
vision which  was  in  contemplation. 

I  would  accordingly  advise  you  that  it  would  be  proper 
to  permit  these  taxes  upon  the  newly  acquired  property  to 
be  brought  into  the  joint  account  until  such  time  as  the 
railroad  company,  with  reasonable  diligence  and  in  view 
of  all  the  circumstances  involved,  can  complete  the  struc- 
tures thereon,  enabling  the  property  to  be  employed  for 
the  yards,  etc.,  for  which  it  was  taken  over,  so  that  the 
ground  may  be  dedicated  to  the  use  intended  for  it ;  where- 
upon the  old  property  and  facilities  thereon  are  to  be 
abandoned  as  provided  by  the  terms  of  the  ordinance.

Printing  Report  of  War  History  Commission.

Dear  Mb.  Mayor: — From  vour  letter  of  the  24:tli  inst. 
it  appears  that  the  War  History  Commission  has  finislied^ 
compiling  the  data  and  is  now  ready  to  publish  the  history 
in  book  form,  and  that  a  firm  in  JSTew  York  has  offered 
to  print  and  distribute  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mission without  expense  to  the  City,  and  also  to  turn 
over  the  sum  of  $2,500  to  the  City  in  part  payment  for 
the  assembling  of  the  data,  etc.,  and  you  inquire  as  to  the 
legality  of  a  private  concern  doing  the  work  as  mentioned. 

It  appears  from  the  resolution  of  November  7,  1919, 
that  the  Commission  was  appointed  by  the  Mayor  at  the 
request  of  the  Governor,  who  is  Chairman  of  the  War 
History  Committee  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
that  its  duty  was  to  prepare  and  compile  a  complete 
record  of  the  City's  activities  in  the  war,  the  City  paying 
for  clerical  and  stenographic  services,  stationery  and  trans- 
portation incidental  to  the  Philadelphia  War  History  Com- 
mittee. 

I  know  of  no  legal  objection  to  the  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  the  report  being  done  by  a  private  concern, 
but  like  all  other  contracts  for  the  expenditure  of  the 
money  of  the  City,  it  should,  I  think,  be  preceded  by 
competitive  bidding  after  due  advertisement,  in  order  that 
the  most  advantageous  terms  may  be  made  by  the  City 
for  such  contract.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor  : — In  reply  to  the  verbal  inquiry  von 
made  concerning  the  letter  of  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  and  the  enclosed  ordinance  relat- 
ing to  the  University  Parkway,  I  want  to  say  that  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  ordinance  submitted  by  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  properly  be  in- 
troduced in  Council. 

It  is  true  that  the  City  entered  its  bond  in  September, 
1916,  and  that  the  highway  notices  have  been  served, 
and  that  the  Board  of  View  has  taken  testimony,  but 
under  the  decision  of  the  Court  in  Franklin  Street  (re- 
ported in  14  Superior,  page  403),  I  am  satisfied  that  the 
City  has  the  right  to  abandon  the  opening  on  payment 
of  such  damage  as  the  property  owners  have  actually  sus- 
tained b}^  reason  of  the  City's  proceeding  and  their  aban- 
donment. The  report  of  the  Director  would  indicate  that 
such  damage  as  we  might  be.  put  to  in  the  matter  under 
consideration  would  be  small  compared  to  the  great  sav- 
ing by  the  widening  of  Thirty-second  street. 

Therefore,  if  you  see  fit,  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
ordinance  should  not  be  presented  at  the  next  session  of 
Council.

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  your  oral  request  I 
beg  leave  to  advise  you  that  the  Loan  Bill  which  was 
pending  before  Council  and  which  failed  to  receive  the 
required  vote  on  September  28,  1920,  and  as  to  which 
a  motion  to  reconsider  was  then  adopted,  may  be  taken 
lip  for  such  reconsideration  at  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Citj  Council. 

The  requirement  of  Section  11  of  the  Act  of  May  23, 
1874,  P.  L.  230,  which  requires  the  final  passage  of  a 
Loan  Bill  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Council  and  the 
amendment  of  such  Act,  which  was  substantially  a  re- 
adoption  thereof,  of  May  26,  1891,  were  repealed  as  to 
cities  of  the  first  class  by  Section  23  of  the  Charter  Act 
of  June  25,  1919,  and  I  find  no  other  legislation  which 
makes  it  necessary  that  such  a  bill  should  be  passed  at  a 
stated  meeting.  ]^o  such' provision  appears  in  the  Charter 
Act  which,  under  Section  18,  regulates  the  subject  of  in- 
curring indebtedness  by  cities  of  the  first  class,  and  that 
Act  having  reorganized  the  City  Council  so  that  it  con- 
sists of  but  one  Chamber,  much  of  the  substance  of  Section 
11  of  the  Act  of  1874  was  necessarily  abrogated;  but  as 
already  stated,  that  section  and  the  later  statute  amend- 
ing it  were  specifically  repealed,  and  no  other  require- 
ment exists  that  legislation  of  this  character  must  be 
passed  at  a  stated  meeting. 

I  enclose  draft  of  a  form  which  would  be  proper  to 
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be  used  by  the  President  of  Council  in  instructing  the 
Clerk  of  Council  to  issue  the  notices  for  the  special  meet- 
ing.

Dear  Sir  : — You  transmit  to  this  department  copy  of  a 
resolution  of  the  Council  of  September  28,  1920,  which 
refers  to  a  proposed  ordinance  now  before  Council,  pro- 
viding that  pending  final  action  by  the  Public  Service 
Commission  based  upon  the  valuation  of  the  property 
used  by  the  Philadelphia  Papid  Transit  Company  in  the 
public  service,  the  consent  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
be  given  to  that  Company  to  discontinue  the  privilege 
of  transferring  from  one  route  to  another  on  its  lines, 
free  of  charge,  and  to  discontinue  the  privilege  of  trans- 
ferring from  one  route  to  another  on  its  lines  upon  the 
payment  of' a  fare  of  eight  cents  within  the  limits  of  the 
City. 

The  resolution  sent  me,  after  various  recitals  b}'  way 
of  preamble,  asks  for  an  opinion : 

"Whether  in  case  the  Council  agrees  to  the  pro- 
posed change  of  fare,  the  said  ordinance  of  July  1, 
1907,  or  any  part  thereof  could  be  repealed  or  an- 
nulled, and  whether  the  Company,  in  consideration 
of  such  consent,  could  legally  rescind  any  part  or 
parts  of  the   1907   agreement,   particularly  that  set 
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forth  in  the  eighth  section  thereof,  which  confirmed 
a]l  rights  and  franchises  of  the  subsidiary  companies, 
free  of  all  terms,  conditions  and  regulations  not  pro- 
vided for  in  said  agreement,  so  as  to  place  such  com- 
panies in  the  same  position  so  far  as  respects  their 
relations  with  the  City,  as  they  were  prior  to  the 
execution  of  the  said  agreement," 

As  to  the  first  branch  of  this  inquiry  I  would  say  that 
the  ordinance  of  July  1,  1907,  or  any  part  thereof,  could 
not  be  repealed  or  annulled  by  the  action  of  the  Council 
alone  merely  by  reason  of  that  body  agreeing  to  the  pro- 
posed change  of  fare.  Any  •  such  repeal  or  annulment 
in  so  far  as  it  affects  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit 
Company  could,  however,  be  made  with  the  assent  of 
both  parties  to  the  agreement — that  is  to  say,  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  and  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
pany, subject,  as  are  all  agreements  between  municipalities 
and  Public  Service  Companies,  to  the  approval  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  second  branch  of  the  inquiry  is  whether  the  Com- 
pany, in  consideration  of  the  consent  of  the  City  as  em- 
bodied in  the  proposed  ordinance,  could  legally  rescind 
any  part  or  parts  of  the  1907  Agreement,  particularly 
that  part  of  the  eighth  section  thereof  which  confirms  all 
rights  and  franchises  of  the  subsidiary "  companies,  free 
of  all  terms,  conditions  and  regulations  not  provided  for 
in  said  agreement  ''so  as  to  place  such  companies  in  the 
same  position,  so  far  as  respects  their  relations  with  the 
City,  as  they  were  prior  to  the  execution  of  the  said  agree- 
ment." 

So  far  as  concerns  the  mere  Agreement  of  1907,  which 
constitutes  the  greater  part  of  the  ordinance  in  which 
it  was  embodied,  while  the  Transit  Company  could  not 
of  itself  and  without  the  assent  of  the  City  rescind  any 
part  of  the  1907  Agreement,  either  the  quoted  portion 
thereof  comprised  in  the  eighth  section  or  any  other  of 
its  provisions,  this  might  be  done  with  the  joint  asseni 
of  that  Company  and  the  City.  But  I  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  in  addition  to  the  provisions  of  the  agree- 
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ment,  which  wore  the  subject  of  the  ordinance  of  1907, 
that  ordinance  in  its  tliird  section,  apart  from  and  ex- 
trinsic to  the  ag-reement  itself,  repealed,  cancelled  and 
annulled  the  ordinance  of  July  Y,  1857,  together  with 
all  supplements  thereto,  and  all  other  ordinances  or  parts 
of  ordinances  and  all  contracts  inconsistent  with  itself — - 
that  is,  with  the  ordinance  of  July  1,  1907 — '^this  repeal 
to  take  effect  only  upon  due  execution  and  delivery  by 
both  parties  to  the  contract  provided  for  in  the  first 
section  of  this  ordinance." 

It  would  seem  from  this  language  that  when  tlie  con- 
tract of  July  1,  1907,  was  executed  and  mutualJy  delivered, 
the  repeal  provided  for  in  Section  3  of  the  ordinance  of 
that  date  took  effect ;  and  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion 
that  the  consent  of  the  Council  to  the  proposed  change  of 
fare  would  not  enable  the  Company  to  alter  the  relation 
of  the  City  and  the  underlying  companies  "so  as  to  place 
such  companies  in  the  same  position  so  far  as  respects 
their  relations  with  the  City  as  they  were  prior  to  the 
execution  of  the  said  agreement."

Dear  Mr.  Mayor  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  letter  of 
your  Secretary  under  date  of  September  30th,  enclosing 
ordinance  (Appendix  Xo.  129)  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
to  authorize  the  execution  of  a  deed  for  a  lot  of  ground 
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in  the  Thirty-fourth  Ward  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
of  the  proceeds  of  sale  thereof,''  and  asking  me  to  advise 
yon  as  to  the  '^purpose  and  legality  of  this  ordinance." 

In  reply,  permit  me  to  say  that  the  object  of  this  ordi- 
nance is  to  dispose  of  land  outside  of  the  established  park 
boundaries,  which  is  owned  by  the  City  and  taken  for 
park  purposes.  Under  the  Act  of  April  14,  1868  (P.  L. 
1087),  it  is  provided  that: 

"It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Park  Commissioners 
to  acquire  title  to  the  whole  of  any  tract  of  land, 
part  of  which  shall  fall  within  the  boundaries  men- 
tioned in  the  first  section  of  this  Act,  and  to  take 
conveyance  thereof  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia;  and  such  part  thereof  as  shall  lie  beyond 
or  without  the  said  park  limits,  again  to  sell  and 
convey  in  absolute  fee  simple  to  any  purchaser  or 
purchasers  thereof,  by  deeds  to  be  signed  by  the 
Mayor,  under  the  seal  of  the  City,  to  be  affixed  by 
direction  of  Councils."

Erection  of  Building  on  Pier  South  of  Columbia  Avenue. 

George  F.  Speoule,  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries, 
Bourse  Building,  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  September  24th  you  in- 
quire concerning  an  application  which  has  been  made  to 
you  from  the  owner  of  a  pier  south  of  Columbia  avenue 
on  the  Delaware  river  front  for  a  permit  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  warehouse  on  the  fast  land  adjacent  thereto. 
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a   portion  of  which  proposed  warehouse  extends  beyond 
the  bulkhead  line. 

You  ask  whether  you  have  the  right  to  permit  the  con- 
struction of  that  portion  of  the  warehouse  extending 
beyond  that  line,  stating  that  you  interpret  the  law  to 
be  that  could  this  be  construed  as  a  maritime  structure 
or  one  solely  in  the  interests  of  commerce^  you  would  be 
justified  in  authorizing  its  construction,  providing  it  did 
not  interfere  with  navigation  or  unnecessarily  injure  the 
riparian  rights  of  the  owners  on  either  side  of  the  prop- 
erty in  question.  The  doubt,  therefore,  in  your  mind  is 
whether  the  building  is  or  is  not  what  you  term  a  mari- 
time structure  or  one  solely  in  the  interests  of  commerce. 

The  requirement  to  obtain  a  license  or  permit  from 
your  department  before  erecting  a  wharf,  pier,  or  any 
other  structure  beyond  the  artificial  low-water  mark 
limited  by  the  bulkhead  line  is  undoubted.  This  was 
originally  provided  for  by  Acts  of  xissembly  conferring 
the  power  of  regulating  and  supervising  the  maritime 
structures  of  the  port  on  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens, 
whose  functions,  duties  and  authority  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries 
by  the  Act  of  June  8,  1907,  which  in  various  aspects  has 
been  modified  by  the  Act  of  May  23,  1913  (P.  L.  280). 

Section  10  of  the  Act  of  1907  as  amended  bv  the  Act 
of  1913,  provides  that  whenever  any  person  or  persons 
shall  desire  to  construct,  extend,  alter,  improve,  or  repair 
any  wharf  or  other  building  in  the  nature  of  a  wharf  or 
other  harbor  structure  situate  within  a  city  of  the  first 
class,  such  persons  shall  make  application  to  the  Director 
for  the  necessary  license  or  permit,  filing  plans,  specifica- 
tions, etc.  This  would  apply  to  anv  structure  extend- 
ing beyond  the  bulkhead  line. 

The  same  Section  of  the  Act  provides  that  whenever 
any  person  desires  to  construct,  extend,  alter,  improve, 
or  repair  any  structure  to  be  erected  or  alreadv  erected 
on  ground  supported  by  bulkheads  and  to  be  nsed  or  al- 
ready used  for  the  purpose  of  loading  or  unloading  passen- 
gers or  freight  on  or  from  vessels,  or  anv  structure  to  be 
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physically  connected  or  already  physically  connected,  or 
to  be  used  or  already  used  as  appurtenant  to  any  wharf  or 
structure  and  who  shall  have  applied  to  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection,  such  application  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  and 
shall  be  granted  only  when  it  shall  have  received  the  ap- 
proval of  the  said  Director  "which  he  is  hereby  empowered 
to  grant." 

Section  11  of  the  Act  of  1907,  makes  it  a  nuisance  and 
punishes  the  offender  if  he  shall  construct,  alter,  or  im- 
prove any  wharf  or  building  or  harbor  structure  within 
the  limits  of  said  City  beyond  low-water  mark,  without 
license  or  an  order  of  the  court  having  been  obtained. 
The  order  of  the  court  therein  referred  to  is  made  on 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Director '  of  the  Depart- 
ment— all  such  decisions  being  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
the  court. 

The  application  for  the  permit  in  question  is  for  a 
warehouse  building  on  the  property  of  the  Columbia  Ave- 
nue Pier  Company,  Beach  street  and  Columbia  avenue, 
approximating  in  size  115  x  120  feet  and  being  one  story 
in  height.  The  building  is  to  be  of  structural  steel,  and 
the  walls  brick  and  steel  sash,  and  is  to  have  within  it 
two  five-ton  cranes.  It  is  further  stated  in  the  applica- 
tion that  "the  Columbia  Avenue  Pier  Company  have 
leased  this  property  to  the  Harold  McCalla  Co.,  who  will 
use  this  proposed  new  building  for  warehouse  purposes 
in  carrying  out  their  business  of  sellers  of  steel  and  iron 
of  every  description.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Harold 
McCalla  Co.  to  do  an  export  business  in  iron  and  steel." 

The  plan  submitted  with  the  application  shows  a  build- 
ing erected  on  the  land  adjoining  the  pier,  mainly  on 
property  west  of  the  bulkhead  line,  but  extending  for 
some  distance  east  of  that  line. 

From  this  description  it  would  seem  that  the  proposed 
new  building  to  be  used  in  the  manner  described  might 
not  improperly  be  called,  in  the  language  of  Section  10 
of  the  Act  of  1907,  as  amended,  a  harbor  structure.  Also 
as   a   building   to   be   used   as   appurtenant   to    a    harbor 
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structure,  or  in  the  language  of  the  eleventh  section  of  the 
Act  of  1907,  ''as  a  building  or  harbor  structure  within 
the  limits  of  said  cities." 

The  matter  is  one  which  is  largely  within  vour  own 
discretion,  subject,  of  course,  to  the  revision  of  the  court 
to  which  an  appeal  from  your  decision  might  be  made. 
From  the  application  it  appears  that  the  lessee  of  the 
building  is  in  the  export  iron  and  steel  business,  and  it 
is  possible  that  the  cranes  designated  in  the  application 
are  to  be  or  may  be  used  for  the  loading  and  unloading 
of  the  steel  products.  These  matters,  both  as  to  the  truth 
of  the  representation  so  made  and  as  to  the  question 
whether  such  a  structure  is  of  a  sufficiently  maritime 
character  to  admit  of  the  permit  or  license  being  granted, 
are  for  you  to  decide,  subject  only  to  the  appeal  already 
mentioned. 

As  the  facts  appear  from  your  own  letter  and  from  that 
of  the  application  for  the  permit,  and  in  view  of  the 
provisions  above  mentioned  of  the  Acts  of  Assembly,  T  do 
not  think  you  should  consider  yourself  disabled  from 
granting  such  application  on  the  ground  that  the  pro- 
posed building  was  not  a  maritime  structure  or  one  to 
be  used  in  the  interests  of  commerce;  and  if  you  are 
satisfied  that  such  structure  will  not  interfere  with  navi- 
gation or  unnecessarily  injure  the  riparian  rights  of  the 
adjacent  owners  on  either  side,  I  believe  there  vv^ould  be 
no  legal  obstacle  to  granting  the  permit  for  the  erection 
of  this  building  either  after  advertisement  and  hearing, 
as  provided  in  Section  10  of  the  Act  with  reference  to 
buildings  which  will  encroach  upon  the  waterway,  or 
without  such  hearing  if  it  do  not  encroach  thereon ;  and 
if,  in  your  judgment  the  interests  of  the  port  will  not  be 
hindered  thereby. 

As  requested,  I  return  herewith  the  application  of  the 
Contracting  Company  and  the  accompanying  draft  which 
were  kindly  furnished  me  in  accordance  with  the  request 
of  the  Assistant  Director  of  your  department.

Increase  in  Fare  by  P.  R.  T.  Co. — Jurisdiction. 
Wii^LiAM  H.  Felton,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — You  have  sent  me  a  resolution  of  the  City 
Council  passed  October  5,  1920,  which  recites  in  pre; 
ambles  that  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  the  Supreme  Court  of  that  State,  have  held 
that  the  Public  Service  Commission  has  exclusive  juris- 
diction over  questions  relating  to  change  in  the  rates  of 
fare  charged  by  public  service  companies,  and  that  the 
power  to  regulate  fares  lies  with  that  Commission,  there- 
upon it  is 

"BesoJvecl,  By  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, That  the  City  Solicitor  be  requested,  in  view 
of  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  and  the 
decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  to  advise  Council 
whether  or  not  Council  has  any  jurisdiction  over 
the  question  of  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  by  the  Phila- 
delphia Rapid  Transit  Company,  or  whether  said 
power  lies  solely  with  the  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania." 

In  answer  to  this  resolution  I  would  say: 

(1)  The  right  to  fix  the  rates  of  fare  finally,  in  cases 
of  this  character,  after  due  valuation  and  hearing,  rests 
solely  with  the  Public  Service  Commission. 

(2)  While  the  Commission  has  that  final  power,  the 
City  has  a  standing  to  assent  or  object  before  the  Com- 
mission to  any  change ;  and  I  think,  in  view  of  the  con- 
tract between  the  City  and  the  Philadelphia  Eapid  Transit 
Company  such  an  objection  would,  in  the  usual  course, 
prevent  the  change  from  taking  effect  until  final  deter- 
mination by  the  Commission.  But  that  body  has  also 
the  right  where  it  considers  an  emergency  as  existing, 
to  order  a  new  schedule  of  fares  into'  eifect  at  once. 
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As  representing  the  City  in  deriding  wliotlicr  tlio  pro- 
posal of  the  Transit  Company  shall  be  consented  to  or 
opposed  by  it,  the  Council  has  full  power  to  act.  In 
short,  if  the  question  propounded  by  the  resolution  is 
whether  the  Council  can  legally  determine  tinally  what 
fares  shall  be  charged,  I  answer  that  it  cannot;  but  if  an 
opinion  is  sought  as  to  whether  the  Council  may,  by  pass- 
ing the  ordinance  before  it,  give  its  own  and  the  City's 
consent  to  the  change  of  fares,  or  whether  it  may  decline 
to  do  so,  I  would  say  that  it  has  the  right  to  so  .assent  or 
decline. 

(3)  To  the  foregoing  I  would  add,  that  irrespective 
of  the  legal  authority  and  powers  of  the  Public  Service 
Commission,  it  has  expressed  its  intention  to  be  largely 
influenced  by  the  wishes  of  the  City  with  regard  to  grant- 
ing the  petition  of  the  Eapid  Transit  Company,  or  as  to 
any  alternative  plan  which  the  City  may  deem  proper  to 
offer. 

At  a  hearing  before  Messrs.  Commissioners  Clement 
and  Benn,  held  on  October  6th,  upon  the  petition  of  the 
Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  asking  leave  to  file 
a  schedule  which  would  provide  temporarily  for  a  flat  five- 
cent  fare,  and  for  the  abolition  of  all  exchange  and  trans- 
fer privileges,  and  that  such  change,  because  of  the  emer- 
gency arising  from  the  alleged  deficiency  in  its  revenue, 
should  become  operative  on  one  day's  notice,  the  sitting 
Commissioners  asked  the  City  Solicitor  to  request  the 
Mayor  and  the  Council  to  formulate  and  inform  the  Com- 
mission of  any  such  alternative  plan  that  they  would  sug- 
gest for  the  relief  of  the  emergent  condition  of  the  Com- 
pany, assuming  such  condition  to  be  as  testified  by  its 
President,  and  in  case  the  proposed  plan  of  relief  should 
not  meet  with  their  approval.  As  the  Commission  de- 
sires to  act  promptly  in  the  matter,  I  advise  you  of  this 
request  without  delay,  and  enclose  a  copy  of  that  portion 
of  the  stenographer's  notes  which  relates  thereto.

Dear  8ir  : — With  reference  to  tlie  restoration  of  por- 
traits in  Independence  Hall  which  from  their  condition 
is  now  necessary,  you  say  in  you  letter  of  the  Tth  inst. : 

"In  view  of  the  especial  nature  of  the  work  requir- 
ing expert  services,  and  also  that  the  work  properly 
should  be  done  at  Independence  Hall  without  the 
removal  of  the  portraits  from  the  building,  I  de- 
sire your  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  such  work 
of  restoring  these  old  portraits  may  be  done  without 
the  formality  of  entering  first  into  a  regular  contract 
for  the  same." 

It  is  necessary  that  a  written  contract  be  entered  into 
and  charged  against  the  proper  appropriation  in  the  regu- 
lar routine  required  by  law  as  all  City  contracts  must  be, 
in  order  that  they  may  be  binding  upon  the  municipality. 

In  view  of  the  special  nature  of  the  work  and  the  ex- 
pert services,  required,  however,  it  is  not  necessary  in  my 
opinion,  that  the  contract  be  preceded  by  advertising  and 
competitive  bids.  It  would  be  permissible  to  select  the 
expert  whose  services  are  desired  without  such  competi- 
tive bids.

In  Re  Peiitions  to  File  Bonds — Opening  of  Certain 
Streets.

Deak  Mr.  Mayor: — I  am  in  possession  of  a  petition 
for  leave  to  file  a  bond  of  the  'City  of  Philadelphia  in 
the  matter  of  the  opening  of  the  unopened  portion  of 
Rising  iSun  avenue,  from  Roosevelt  Boulevard  to  Olney 
avenue,  Forty-second  Ward,  and  I  have  in  mind  your 
communication  of  some  time  ago  in  which  you  raised  the 
question  of  the  necessity  of  the  City  filing  a  bond  in  these 
matters.  The  Act  of  Assembly  of  March  20,  1903,  hov/- 
ever,  states: 

"In  cases  where  the  City  and  the  owner  or  owners 
cannot  agree  as  to  the  price  or  damages  to  be  paid, 
or  where  by  reason  of  the  absence  or  legal  incapacity 
of  such  owner  or  owners,  or  where  the  owner  or 
owners  are  unknown,  no  agreement  as  to  the  price 
or  the  damages  sustained  can  be  agreed  upon,  the 
said  City  may  tender  its  bond  to  "the  party  claiming 
or  entitled  to  said  moneys  or  damages,  or  to  the  agent 
of  any  person  absent,  or  to  the  guardian  or  com- 
mittee of  any  one  under  legal  incapacity,  the  condi- 
tion of  which  shall  be  that -the  said  City  will  pay  or 
cause  to  be  paid  such  amount  of  damages  as  the 
party  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  after  the  same  shall 
have  been  agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  or  assessed  in 
the  manner  provided  by  this  Act." 

The  ordinances  which  were  passed  following  this  Act 
of  Assembly  provide  for  the  entry  of  a  bond  by  the  City, 
and  while  I  agree  with  you  that  the  owner  of  the  property 
condemned  is  protected  without  the  entry  of  a  bond  by  the 
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City,  nevertheless,  under  the  Act  there  is  nothing  for  us 
to  Jo  but  to  enter  a  bond. 

Will  you  be  good  enough,   therefore,   to   sign  the  en- 
closed bond  relating  to  Rising  Sun  avenue.

Appointment  of  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures; 
Power  of  Mayor. 

Hoisr.  J.  Hampton  Moore,

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor: — With  regard  to  your  favor  of 
the  18th  inst.  respecting  your  powers  and  duties  in  refer- 
ence to  the  appointment  of  ins'pectors  of  weights  and  meas- 
ures in  this  City,  by  Act  of  May  11,  1911,  P.  L.  275,  it 
was  p^'ovided  that  the  Boards  of  County  Commissioners 
"and  the  mayors  of  the  several  cities  of  the  Common- 
weath"  were  authorized  to  appoint  such  inspectors.  The 
context  of  this  statute  made  it  clear  that  the  Mayor  had 
the  power  of  appointment  within  the  cities  and  the  County 
Commissioners  in  that  portion  of  the  various  counties 
which  were  not  within  the  boundaries  of  the  cities  therein. 
This  Act,  however,  was  amended  by  the  Act  of  July  24, 
1913,  P.  L.  960,  which  altered  the  language'  so  that  "the 
mayors  of  cities  of  the  second  and  third  class  and  the  sev- 
eral Boards  of  County  Commissioners  shall  respectively" 
appoint  the  inspectors  of  weights  and  measures,  and  it  was 
provided  in  the  Act  of  1913  that  "in  cities  of  the  first 
class  the  Inspectors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  County 
Commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  the  said  city  may 
be  located." 
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The  terms  of  the  Act  of  1913  were  repeated  in  the 
later  amending  Act  of  July  19,  1917,  P.  L.  1102,  which 
in  changing  the  provisions  of  the  law  in  other  respects 
retained  the  limitation  in  the  appointment  to  the  Mayors 
of  the  second  and  third  class  cities  and  continued  the 
proviso  that  in  cities  of  the  first  class  the  inspectors  should 
be  appointed  by  the  County  Commissioners. 

There  has  been  no  later  modification  of  the  law,  which 
thus  stands  in  such  form  that  in  Philadelphia,  i.  e.,  cities 
of  the  first  class,  the  County  Commissioners  have  the 
power  of  appointment  of  these  inspectors,  and  therefore 
the  Mayor  has  no  authority  or  duty  in  the  premises.

Increase  in  Interest  Bate  on  City  Bonds. 
Hon.  J.  Ha:mpton  Moore,

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor: — On  September  l^th  your  Sec- 
retary submitted  to  this  department  the  draft  of  a  pro- 
posed ordinance  prepared  by  the  City  Controller,  increas- 
ing the  rate  of  interest  upon  the  unsold  portion  of  the 
$67,100,000  loan  to  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  cent, 
per  annum,  and  asked  whether  this  met  with  my  approval. 

In  reply  thereto,  under  date  of  the  16th  inst.  I  ap- 
proved of  the  purpose  of  the  proposed  amendment,  but 
suggested  that  the  ordinance  to  be  amended  should  be 
that  of  December  30,  1919,  authorizing  the  borrowing  of 
$62,100,000,  the  unborrowed  portion  of  the  $67,100,000 
loan.  I,  therefore,  redrafted  the  proposed  amending  ordi- 
nance in  accordance  with  that  suggestion  and  sent  a  copy 
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to  you  and  one  to  the  City  Controller.  It  now  appears 
that  by  some  mischance  the  ordinance  to  amend  the  $67.- 
100,000  loan,  and  not  the  one  to  amend  the  $62,100,000 
loan  of  December  30,  1919,  was  introduced  in  the  Council 
and  has  been  passed  and  approved. 

I  fear  that  unless  this  be  corrected  it  will  make  a  com- 
plication in  the  legal  situation  which  would  probably  re- 
sult in  the  bidder  being  advised  by  counsel  to  reject  the 
bonds,  some  of  which  it  is  now  desired  to  float.  In  the 
meantime,  the  City  Controller  advises  me  that  it  would 
be  better  to  increase  the  interest  rate  to  five  and  one-half 
per  cent,  and  the  tax  levy  to  six  and  one-half  per  cent, 
instead  of  five  per  cent,  and  six  per  cent.,  respectively,  as 
was  intended  in  September  when  the  enactment  of  the 
amending  ordinance  was  proposed. 

I  am,  therefore,  again  drafting  an  ordinance  to  amend 
the  $62,100,000  ordinance  so  that  the  maximum  rate  of 
interest  will  be  five  and  one-half  per  cent,  and  the  tax 
levy  six  and  one-half  per  cent.  This  should  be  passed 
by  the  Council  and  duly  approved  by  you  before  any  part 
of  the  loan  is  oft'ered  for  public  bidding.

Exemption  of  Church  Property  From  Taxation. 

Hon.   J.   IlAMrTON  MOOKE,

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor: — There  is  returned  herewith  an 
ordinance  (Mayor's  ISTo.  210),  authorizing  the  Board  of 
Revision  of  Taxes  to  exempt  the  Cohocksink  ]\r.  E.  Church 
from  the  payment  of  taxes  for  1919  and  1920,  which  has 
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been  referred  to  this  department  for  information  and  ad- 
vice. 

The  power  to  exempt  from  taxation  is  strictly  defined 
by  the  Constitution  of  Pennsylvania  in  Article  IX,  Sec- 
tion 1,  and  this  limitation  is  further  emphasized  by  Sec- 
tion 2  of  the  same  article,  which  provides  that  "All  laws 
exempting  property  from  taxation  other  than  the  prop- 
erty above  enumerated,  shall  be  null  and  void." 

The  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes  reports  that  the  Church 
building  on  the  lot  in  question  was  destroyed  by  fire  on 
June  24,  1919,  and  that  the  taxes  in  question  are  for  the 
balance  of  the  year  1919,  and  also  the  year  1920,  while 
the  lot  was  either  unoccupied  or  used  only  for  building  pur- 
poses and  that  even  now  it  is  partly  covered  by  a  parsonage. 

The  Courts  of  this  State  have  always  held  that  the 
words  of  the  Constitution  permitting  the  exemption  of 
''actual  places  of  religious  worship"  apply  only  in  cases 
where  the  buildings  and  grounds  are  in  actual  use  as  such, 
and  that  unfinished  and  uncompleted  buildings,  even 
though  owned  by  a  church  and  intended  for  religious 
worship  when  completed,  are  taxable  up  until  the  first 
of  January  after  such  actual  use  as  a  regular  place  of 
stated  worship  commences.  Parsonages  are  also  held  tax- 
able in  quite  a  line  of  cases. 

The  Constitutional  limitation  on  the  power  to  exempt 
has  always  been  strictly  followed  and  various  Acts  of 
Assembly  have  been  held  void  in  attempting  to  exempt 
other  classes  of  property  than  those  enumerated  in  the 
above-mentioned  Constitutional  provision. 

Any  Constitutional  provision  which  has  the  effect  of 
restricting  or  prohibiting  the  creation  of  exemption  by 
the  Legislature,  will  necessarily  have  the  effect  of  re- 
straining whatever  power  in  that  respect  the  various 
municipalities  in  the  State  might  otherwise  possess. 
Municipal  corporations  have  no  inherent  power  to  ex- 
empt.    Cyc.  Vol.  37,  p.  885. 

"Exemptions  which  are  forbidden  by  the  Constitution 
cannot  be  affected  by  the  Legislature  in  an  indirect  man- 
ner, as  by  providing  that  certain  property  shall  not  be 
16  "^ 
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assessed  or  that  portions  of  some  particular  property  shall 
be  omitted  from  the  assessment  or  authorizing  the  re- 
mission, rebating,  or  refunding  of  taxes,  or  renewing  or 
transferring  ,a  previously  existing  valid  grant  of  exemp- 
tion." 

Am.  &  Encyc.  of  Law,  Vol.  12,  p.  280. 

For  the  reasons  here  given  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
the  proposed  ordinance  should  not  be  approved,  and  if 
approved,  that  it  would  be  unconstitutional,  null  and  void.

Exemption  of  Church  Property  From  Water  Pipe  Claim. 

Hon.  J.  Hampton  Mooee, 

Mayor  of  Philadelphia. 

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor: — I  am  returning  herewith  an 
ordinance  (Mayor's  IvTo.  211)  "directing  the  City  Solicitor 
to  strike  from  the  records  lien  for  water  pipe  (1  Dec, 
1915,  ISTo.  6686),  against  property  of  the  Congregation 
of  the  Mission  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul." 

This  Congregation  owns  a  large  lot  of  ground  fronting 
on  the  east  side  of  Sprague  street,  south  side  of  Price, 
west  side  of  Ardleigh  street  and  north  side  of  Chelten  ave- 
nue. The  ground  is  partly  built  upon  and  occupied  by 
a  church,  a  parish  house,  two  dwellings,  and  a  parochial 
school. 

The  particular  lien  in  question  is  for  laying  water  pipe 
in  front  of  part  of  the  lot  only,  i.  e.,  on  the  east  side 
of  Sprague  street,  extending  from  the  southeast  corner  of 
Price  street  a  distance  of  184  feet,  the  lien  covering  this 
184  feet  front  by  100  feet  deep  along  Price  street. 
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Tins  portion  of  the  Congregation's  land  is  not  built 
upon  and  is  assessed  as  taxable  by  the  Board  of  Eevision 
as  not  being  used  for  such  religious  or  charitable  pur- 
poses as  would  exempt  it  from  taxation. 

Under  the  Act  of  June  4,  1901,  and  its  various  sup- 
plements, the  lot  liened  is  therefore  legally  liable  to  liens 
lor  water  pipe  the  same  as  land  owned  by  private  indi- 
viduals. However,  there  is  no  Constitutional  or  statutory 
restriction  on  the  power  of  the  Citv  to  relieve  or  exempt 
any  properly  from  luater  pipe  lien  if  it  deems  such  action 
proper  under  the  circumstances  of  the  particular  case.. 
Whether  such  exemption  would  create  a  dangerous  prec- 
edent or  whether  it  is  justified  by  the  special  benefits 
conferred  upon  the  general  community  by  the  nature  of 
the  work  carried  on  by  the  institutions  exempted,  has 
been  treated  as  a  legislative  question  to  be  passed  upon 
and  settled  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Ordinances  directing  the  satisfaction  of  water  pipe 
hens  against  non-exempt  property  owned  by  religious  or 
charitable  institutions  when  duly  passed  bv' Councils  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor  have  been  treated  as  valid  by  the- 
Law  Department  and  the  liens  satisfied.

Occupancy  of  Streets  by  Various  Structures.

Dear  Sir:— You  send  me  draft  of  a  proposed  ordi- 
nance for   the   purpose   of  granting   permission   for   the 
occupancy  of  the   City  streets  by  certain  surface    sub- 
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surface  and  elevated  structures,  which  was  prepared  by 
the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  at  the  request  of  the 
Mayor,  You  state  that  this  is  sent  me  for  examination 
as  to  its  form  and  substance,  I  return  the  draft  here- 
with with  the  following  suggestions  which  have  occurred 
to  me  in  relation  to  the  matter. 

1.  The  ordinance  authorizes  a  lessee  to  obtain  per- 
mission from  the  Board  of  Highway  .Supervisors  to  erect 
these  various  structures.  It  would  seem  to  me  that  this 
should  be  confined  to  owners,  or  at  least  that  the  con- 
sent of  the  owner  to  any  such  application  be  shown  and 
that  he  join  in  the  bond, 

2.  Under  the  law  the  consent  of  the  Art  Jury  is 
needed,  at  least  for  bridges.  This  should  be  provided 
for  in  the  ordinance. 

3.  With  reference  to  "railroad  sidings,  and  perhaps 
bridges,  it  is  quite  possible  that  the  courts  would  hold  this 
ordinance  to  be  an  unlawful  delegation  of  power  to  an 
administrative  body  which  should  be  retained  by  the 
Council,  Would  it  not  be  well  to  require  the  confirma- 
tion of  the  Council,  both  to  such  sidings  and  to  bridges 
across  the  highways,  which  have  quite  an  important  eifect 
with  reference  to  the  streets  ? 

4.  Section  2  begins:  "The  Board  of  Highway  Super- 
Tisors  is  hereby  authorized"  to  grant  the  permits  in  ques- 
tion. It  is  not  clear  from  this  language  whether  dis- 
cretionary power  is  meant  to  be  vested  in  that  Board 
to  grant  or  refuse  in  individual  cases,  or  whether  the 
granting  of  the  permission  where  the  applicant  complies 
with  the  conditions  of  the  ordinance  is  to  be  mandatory. 
I  think  it  probable  that  the  latter  would  be  the  proper 
inference;  but  whichever  alternative  is  intended  the 
matter  should  be  made  clear  beyond  dispute  by  the  lan- 
guage of  the  ordinance. 

5.  In  Section  4  the  word  "Dimensions,"  used  several 
times,  is  vague  and  perhaps  misleading.  Should  not 
diameter  or  some  similar  word  be  substituted  ? 

6.  The  same  section  makes  the  annual  charge  depend 
upon    the   value    of    the    abutting    property,    except    that 
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certain  iiiiuiiinnii  cliarg-es  arc  provided;  and  in  Section  3 
a  nietliod  of  determining  this  value  by  real  estate  expert 
advice  is  provided.  It  seems  to  mc;  that  this  is,  if  not 
impracticable,  at  least  uncertain,  possibly  liable  to  abuse 
and  somewhat  cumbersome,  and  mav  also  be  thought  to 
be  discriminatory.  Would  it  not  be  better  to  have  fixed 
amounts  for  fees  for  the  various  kinds  of  structures, 
perhaps  dependent  on  their  size,  instead  of  minimum 
amounts  subject  to  the  uncertainties  arising  out  of  such 
valuations. 

7.  I  find  no  provision  regulating  the  width  and  height 
of  bridges  over  and  across  the  highways.  AYould  or  would 
it  not  be  desirable  to  have  some  such  limitation  ? 

8.  The  amount  of  the  bond  provided  for  in  Section 
G  "shall  not  be  less  than  five  times  the  annual  considera- 
tion for  the  permission  to  be  granted."  It  should  also, 
I  believe,  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  estimated  cost  of  dem- 
olition and  restoration,  with  perhaps  a  percentage  of 
margin  above  that  cost  to  allow  for  fluctuations  in  the 
cost  and  value  of  the  work. 

9.  What  will  the  effect  of  this  ordinance  be  with 
reference  to  sewers,  water  pipes,  gas  mains  and  other 
City  structures  in  the  bed  of  the  street,  either  as  to 
those  already  in  place,  or  with  respect  to  reserving  part 
of  the  highway  for  such  structures  ?  Possibly,  if  dis- 
cretionary power  is  to  be  given  to  the  Board  of  Highway 
Siipervisors  to  grant  or  refuse,  this  may  be  thought  to  be 
sufficiently  taken  care  of,  nevertheless,  it  would  probably 
not  be  amiss  to  have  some  reference  to  the  subject  appear 
in  the  ordinance. 

I  call  these  matters  to  your  attention  for  such  con- 
sideration as  yourself  and  the  Board  of  Highway  Super- 
visors may  deem  them  worth. 

If  I  can  be  of  further  assistance  in  tlie  matter  I  will,, 
of  course,  be  glad  to  have  you  avail  yourself  of  my  services.

Dear  Sir: — ^On  October  14th  you  made  inquiry  as  to 
whether  the  Bureau  of  Water  can  extend  its  system  at 
Torresdale  so  as  to  supply  the  County  Prison,  the  House 
of  Correction,  and  the  Home  for  the  Indigent  at  Holmes- 
burg  with  water  from  the  Torresdale  Plant  as  an  alterna- 
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tJve  to  tlieir  present   supply  derived  from   the  Tlolmcs- 
burg  Water  Company. 

The  Public  Service  Company  Law  of  1913,  provides 
in  Article  III,  .Section  3  (d),  that  a  certificate  of  the 
approval  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  is  a  prereq- 
uisite for  any  municipal  corporation  ''to  acquire,  con- 
struct, or  begin  to  operate  any  plant,  equipment,  or  other 
facilities  for  the  rendering  or  furnishing  to  the  public  of 
any  service  of  the  kind  or  character  already  being  rendered 
or  furnished  by  any  public  service  company  within  the 
municipality.  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  interfere  with  or  affect  the  right  or  power 
of  a  municipal  corporation  to  contimie  the  operation  of 
its  municipal  plant  or  to  extend  the  same  within  the  terri- 
tory of  such  municipal  corporation  or  any  part  thereof, 
which  is  not  then  being  supplied  by  a  public  service  com- 
pany rendering  or  furnishing  service  of  a  like  kind  or 
character." 

Under  this  section,  it  has  been  decided  by  the  Public 
'Service  Commission  that  where  the  City  desires  to  con- 
struct a  public  utility  facility  not  for  tlio  sale  of  service 
to  the  public,  but  for  use  or  consumption  by  itself  no 
certificate  of  approval  from  the  Commission  is  necessary. 
This  was  decided  in  the  Borough  of  Gettysburg  Petition, 
2  P.  C.  E.,  331  (1915),  and  in  White  Oak  Light,  Heat 
and  Power  Co.  vs.  Borough  of  Benson,  3  P.  C.  P.,  149 
(1915).  Cases  such  as  Bethlehem  City  Water  Co.  vs. 
Bethlehem  Borough,  253  Pa.,  333  (1916),  where  the  ex- 
isting Water  Company  enjoined  the  Borough  from  ex- 
tending municipal  water  mains  into  the  Company's  terri- 
tory are  based  upon  the  fact  that  the  Borough  proposed 
to  sell  service  to  the  public  generally. 

I  would  advise  you  that  the  Public  Service  Company 
Law  imposes  no  obstacle  upon  any  rights  which  the  Bu- 
reau of  Water  has  to  extend  its  system  at  Torresdale  to 
supply  the  municipal  institutions  mentioned.

Appointment  to  Position  of  Superinfendent,  Bureau  of

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  October  28th  you  make 
further   inquiries  with   reference   to   the   certification   of 
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names  for  the  position  of  Superintendent,  Bureau  of  Hos- 
pitals. 

This  matter  was  the  subject  of  consideration  in  July 
last,  and  on  the  28th  of  that  month  an  opinion  was  given 
to  the  President  of  your  Commission  in  which  the  facts 
involved  were  recited  at  length.  It  is  not  necessary,  there- 
fore, to  repeat  them. 

From  the  language  of  the  inquiry  of  last  July  this 
department  inferred  that  the  names  of  Dr.  Jungman  and 
Mr,  .Signor  had  then  already  been  certified  to  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  and  the 
opinion  based  upon  that  assumption  was  that  no  further 
certification  should  be  made,  but  that  the  Director  should 
make  his  appointment  from  the  two  names  then  before 
him.  '  It  now  a])pears,  however,  that  no  certification  had 
been  made  at  that  time,  but  that  two  examinations  had 
been  held,  from  the  consolidated  result  of  which  those 
eligible  for  the  position  stood  in  the  following  order : 
'No.  1  George  S.  Diebert ;  No.  2  Dr.  John  D.  Jungman 
and  JSTo.  3  George  C.  Signor.  This  materially  alters  the 
situation  as  it  was  supposed  to  be  in  July. 

In  your  letter  of  October  2Sth  summing  up  the  facts 
in  detail,  you  conclude  by  saying:  "As  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  desires  certification  in 
this  matter  we  would  appreciate  early  advices  as  to  our 
duty  in  this  matter."  In  a  later  letter,  however,  dated 
ISTovember  3d,  you  state  that  "certification  of  the  names 
of  George  S.  Deibert  and  John  D.  Jungman  was  made 
from  the  amalgamated  list  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  on  October  26,  1920."  This  date,  you  will  note, 
was  two  days  before  the  date  of  your  letter  asking  as  to 
your  duty  with  regard  to  the  certification  said  to  be  de- 
sired by  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

From  all  this  it  appears  that  there  are  now  before  that 
department  the  names  of  Mr.  Diebert  and  Dr.  Jungman 
from  which  to  make  a  selection. 

I  think  you  have  no  further  duty  to  perform  in  the 
matter,  and  that  from  these  two  names  certified  as  the 
result   of   the   examinations,    the   Director   may    properly 
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make  an  appointment ;  that,  therefore,  no  additional  cer- 
tification should  now  be  made.

Jurisdiction  of  Municipal  Court  Over  Commitme^its  by 
Magistrates. 

Hon.  J.  Hampton  Moore, 
Mayor  of  Philadelphia,

My  dear,  Mr.  Mayor: — Replying  to  your  inquiries 
contained  in  your  communication  of  October  27th,  I  would 
answer  as  follows :  . 

"Is  it  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Municipal 
Court  to  order  the  discharge  on  a  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  of  an  inmate  of  the  House  of  Correction  com- 
mitted by  a  magistrate  ?" 

The  Act  which  created  the  jSIunicipal  Court  gives  it 
all  the  powers  of  a  court  of  record  possessed  by  the  Courts 
of  Common  Pleas  and  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the 
Peace,  including  jurisdiction  in  all  criminal  actions  ex- 
cept in  certain  crimes  none  of  which  are  punishable  by 
commitment  to  the  House  of  Correction.  In  addition  to 
which  the  Municipal  Court  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  in 
the  matter  of  dependent,  delinquent  or  neglected  children, 
desertion  and  non-support  and  also  street  walkers.  It 
would,  therefore,  appear  that  the  Municipal  Court  does 
have  jurisdiction  to  hear  writs  of  habeas  corpus  on  behalf 
of  an  inmate  of  the  House  of  Correction  committed  by 
a  magistrate. 
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"Does  the  Director  of  Public  Welfare  or  any  other 
Director,  or  the  Mayor,  have  the  power  to  release 
any  person  committed  to  the  House  of  Correction 
by  a  magistrate?" 

Under  the  Act  of  1871  certain  powers  were  given  to 
the  Managers  of  the  House  of  Correction  and  among 
these  powers  was  the  right  to  discharge  inmates.  By  the 
Bullitt  Bill  those  powers  were  conferred  upon  the  De- 
partment of  Charity  and  Correction,  and  by  the  Act  of 
1903  those  powers  were  transferred  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety,  and  by  the  Charter  Act  the  same  were 
transferred  to  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  I 
would,  therefore,  conclude  that  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Welfare  now  has  the  powers  which 
were  formerly  vested  in  the  Managers  of  the  House  of 
Correction  and  that  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Welfare  has  authoi-ity  to  discharge  inmates  of  the 
House  of  Correction. 

"With  whom  does  the  power  rest  to  hear  writs  on 
commitments  to  the  House  of  Correction  by  a  magis- 
trate?" 

B}^  the  Act  of  1871  the  authority  to  hear  writs  of 
habeas  corpus  on  behalf  of  persons  committed  to  the 
House  of  Correction  was  vested  in  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions;  by  the  jurisdiction  given  to  the  Municipal  Court 
by  the  Act  of  1913,  creating  the  Court  and  the  supple- 
ment of  1915,  enlarging  the  scope  of  the  original  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Municipal  Court.  I  would  say  that  the  Munici- 
pal 'Court  also  has  jurisdiction  to  hear  writs  of  habeas 
corpus  for  release  from  the  House  of  Correction.  There- 
fore, there  is  concurrent  jurisdiction  and  either  the  Court 
of  Quarter  Sessions  or  the  Municipal  Court  may  hear 
writs  of  habeas  corpus  brought  by  inmates  of  the  House 
of  Correction.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  of  October  22cl 
as  to  whether  the  City  would  be  fully  and  completely  pro- 
tected from  loss  in  the  event  of  City's  money  being  taken 
forcibly  from  any  paymaster  by  hold-up,  robbery,  or  other 
unlawful  method,  the  surety  companies  claim  that  the 
bonds  filed  by  them  protect  the  City  only  against  the 
wrong-doing  or  default  of  the  paymaster  and  that  in  the 
event  of  his  being  robbed,  without  fault  on  his  part, 
they  would  not  be  responsible  for  the  loss  to  the  City. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  bond,  I  agree  in  this  construc- 
tion of  its  language.

Prohibition  of  the  Erection  and  Maintenance  of  Awnings. 

Hon.  J.  Hampton  Moore, 
Mayor  of  Philadelphia, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

My  bear  Mr.  ]\Liyor  : — I  herewith  return  draft  of 
ordinance  submitted  to  me  prohibiting  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  awnings.      I  have  interpreted  your  reqitest 
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for  comments  as  to  form  somewliat  liberally,  and  have  ac- 
cordingly drafted  a  new  form,  which  it  occurs  to  me  is 
rather  more  logical. 

Your  question  mark  after  the  words  "the  maintenance 
or  construction  of  movable  awnings,"  etc.,  deals  with  a 
subject  which  is  one  of  expediency  rather  than  of  form. 
In  1914  an  ordinance  w^as  passed  (Ord.  1914,  p.  219),  for- 
bidding the  erection  and  maintenance  of  all  awnings  on 
South  street,  between  the  two  rivers,  but  it  was  found 
necessary  to  amend  this  (Ord.  1914,  p.  439),  by  except- 
ing movable  awnings  of  the  sort  described  in  the  present 
proposed  ordinance,  and  existing  canopies  of  glass  and 
metal.  It  may  perhaps  be  thought  that  for  the  purpose 
of  shading  and  protecting  goods  in  the  bulk  windows  of 
stores  and  the  like,  some  such  device  should  be  permitted, 
and  that  this  will  not  infringe  the  real  purpose  in  view. 

I  think  some  of  the  other  ordinances  as  to  particular 
streets,  have  not  contained  this  exception. 

As  to  the  provision  that  the  penalties  are  to  be  recover- 
able as  penalties  of  like  amount  are  now  recoverable, 
which  you  interrogate — this  is  the  usual  form  of  all  ordi- 
nances of  the  general  character  of  this  one.  It  is  put 
in  to  differentiate  between  penalties  amounting  to  over 
$100,  which  must  be  sued  for  in  the  courts,  and  those 
under  $100,  which  may  be  sued  for  before  a  magistrate. 

It  seems  advisable  to  provide  for  an  additional  penalty 
for  the  continued  maintenance  of  the  forbidden  nuisances- 
after  notice,  as  well  as  for  their  summary  removal.  This 
additional  penalty  I  think  desirable  to  meet  the  possibility 
that  offenders  may  prefer  to  pay  one  penalty  and  keep 
the  awnings  up  rather  than  to  abate  them.

Jurisdiction  of  City  as  to  the  Schuylkill  River  Above 
the  Dam. 

Hon.  J.  Hampton  Mooke, 
Mayor  of  Philadelphia, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor: — Your  letter  of  October  13th 
asks,  among  other  things,  for  a  report  "upon  the  juris- 
diction of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  .Schuylkill ,  river 
above  Pairmount  Dam."  This  inquiry  being  in  general 
terms  and  not  directed  to  any  specific  question  of  jurisdic- 
tion, involves  a  number  of  broad  principles  and  questions 
of  fact,  some  of  which  have  been  already  judicially  settled 
and  some  not;  and  I  will,  therefore,  endeavor  to  cover 
the  points  which  you  may  particularly  have  in  mind,  by 
what  must  necessarily  be  a  general  discussion  of  the  sub- 
ject, trusting  that  you  will  call  'my  attention  to  anything 
that  may  not  have  "been  adequately  covered  for  your  pur- 
poses. 

It  has  been  decided  that  the  Schuylkill  river  is  a  navi- 
gable stream  and  that  the  City  as  a  riparian  owner  rep- 
resenting its  citizens,  may  take  from  the  river  for  its 
citizens  as  much  water  as  may  be  required  for  domestic 
(as  distinguished  from  manufacturing)  purposes,  even 
to  the  extent  of  pumping  the  river  dry,  and  irrespective 
of  the  effect,  if  any,  upon  the  navigability  of  the  river. 

This  right  to  take  water  for  domestic  purposes  is  a 
natural  right  which  it  has  been  held  (City  vs.  Collins, 
68  Pa.,  120)  could  not  be  taken  away  by  any  adverse 
legislative  action.  To  what  extent,  if  at  all,  the  City 
by  its  own  action  might  lose  or  be  held  to  have  waived 
such  right,  as  for  instance  by  taking  advantage  of  the 
benefits  of  special  legislation  in  its  favor  and  thereby 
being  bound  by  incidental  limitations  on  its  general  right, 
I  do  not  consider  as  being  now  involved,  as  in  my  opinion, 
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the  only  Acts  which  could  be  considered  in  this  connec- 
tion (viz.:  The  Fairmount  Park  Acts),  impose  no  such 
limitations. 

The  Act  of  March  26,  1867,  P.  L.  54Y,  the  original 
Fairmount  Park  Act,  vested  the  title  to  the  land  described 
therein  (through  which  flowed  the  river  Schuylkill)  "to 
be  laid  out  and  maintained  forever,  as  an  open  public 
place  and  park,  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people 
of  said  City,  and  the  preservation  of  the  water  supply  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia."  And  further  provided,  Sec- 
tion 5  :  ^'That  as  soon  as  the  said  Commissioners  have  fully 
organized,  they  shall  have  the  care  and  management  of 
Fairmount  Park,  on  both  banks  of  the  river  Schuylkill, 
and  all  plans  and  expeditures  for  the  improvement  and 
maintenance  of  the  same"  (and  this  can  only  mean  for 
the  improvement  and  maintenance  of  the  Park  as  a  park 
and  not  as  something  else,  i.  e.,  not  as  a  pumping  station 
or  power  plant)  "shall  be  under  their  control,  subject  to 
such  appropriations  as  Councils  may  from  time  to  time 
make  as  aforesaid." 

By  the  supplemental  Act  of  April  14,  1868,  P.  L. 
1083,  the  boundaries  were  changed  and  enlarged,  but 
there  were  expressly  excepted  out  of  the  land  and  lises 
so  given  for  park  purposes  "the  several  water  works  and 
their  appurtenances,  which  are  included  within  these 
boundaries,  and  such  uses  of  the  premises  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  same,  and  such  other  portions  of  the 
ground  as  are  described  in  the  plan,  as  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia may  from  time  to  time  require  for  the  purposes 
of  its  Water  Department." 

It  is,  therefore,  obvious  that  for  purposes  of  water 
supply  with  the  necessary  dredging  to  form  supply  pools, 
the  laying  of  pipes,  etc.,  the  City  may  proceed  inde- 
pendently of  the  Park  Commissioners.  In  other  words, 
the  City  originally  had  these  rights  and  the  Fairmount 
Park  Acts  have  not  taken  them  away  but  have  recognized 
them.  In  this  connection  the  language  of  Judge  Gibson, 
in  Mayor  vs.  Commissioners  of  Spring  Garden,  7  Pa. 
348,  may  be  quoted : 
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"The  inhabitants  of  the  districts  might  have  law- 
fully dipped  from  the  margin  of  the  pool,  water 
enough  for  their  several  necessities,  but  instead  of 
drawing  it  by  hand  or  by  horses  they  have  combined 
their  funds  to  produce  a  cheaper  and  better  trans- 
portation. True  they  have  laid  pipes  in  the  pool, 
as  they  might  have  laid  them  in  the  bed  of  the  river, 
had  not  the  dam  been  erected." 

As  to  the  quantity  of  water  that  the  City  may  with- 
draw, the  principles  involved  are  that  water  for  domestic 
purposes  takes  precedence  over  water  for  navigation,  and 
the  latter  over  water  for  manufacturing.  It  has  been 
decided,  for  instance  (City  vs.  Collins,  68,  Pa.  120),  that 
while  the  City  might  withdraw  for  domestic  purposes  as 
much  water  as  the  citizens  needed,  yet  when  the  works 
at  Fairmount  in  doing  this  consmned  as  water-power 
ten  times  as  much  water  as  was  pumped  and  thereby 
lowered  the  depth  of  water  in  the  river  so  as  to  prevent 
the  movements  of  canal  boats,  the  City  was  liable  in 
damages  to  the  owner  of  the  boats  because  of  this  inter- 
ference to  navigation. 

Therefore,  as  far  as  general  principles  and  the  Fair- 
mount  Park  Acts  are  concerned,  the  City  may  take  as 
much  water  as  it  needs  for  any  purpose,  so  long  as  navi- 
gation is  not  injuriously  affected,  nor  the  rights  of  lower 
riparian  owners  (of  whom  incidentally  there  are  none) 
below  the  City  infringed. 

It  is  true,  the  Schuylkill  N'avigation  Company  was 
given  extensive  water-power  rights  by  the  Act  under  which 
that  Company  was  incorporated  (Act  of  March  8,  1815, 
6  Sm.  Laws  257)  and  these  rights  might  possibly  come 
into  the  question  now,  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  the 
reciprocal  rights  and  obligations  of  this  Company  and 
the  City  were  made  a  matter  of  agreement  by  three 
written  agreements,  dated  respectively  June  3,  1819,  July 
20,  1820,  and  June  14,  1824. 

These  agreements  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  a  dam 
at   Fairmount  by  the   City  at  a   definite  height,   in   ac- 
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cordance  with  certain  drawings  referred  to,  and  further 
provide,  as  to  the  taking  of  water,  that  the  City  may : 

"Hold,  take,  nse  and  enjoy  the  whole  water  and 
water  power  of  the  river  Schuylkill  at  Fairmount, 
that  shall  remain  after  drawing  off  from  the  dam 
there  erected,  so  much  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  the  navigation  of  the  said  river,  canal 
and  locks,  without  any  restriction  or  other  reserva- 
tion whatever,  and  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
to  and  for  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia,  and  their  successors,  to  lease,  sell 
and  dispose  of  the  said  water  power,  and  to  use  the 
same  and  every  or  any  part  thereof,  for  any  and 
every  purpose  whatsoever,  without  any  let  or  hin- 
drance by  the  said  President,  Managers  and  Com- 
pany of  the  Schuylkill  ISTavigation  Company." 

It  is,  however,  also  .provided: 

"Should  it  at  any  time  happen  that  the  water 
should  be  drawn  off  below  the  top  or  surface  of  the 
dam,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  President,  Mana- 
gers and  Company  to  fasten  up  the  gates  or  open- 
ings used  by  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia  to  draw  off  the  water,  and  keep  the 
same  fastened  until  the  water  shall  be  raised  as  high 
as  the  top  or  surface  of  the  dam." 

The  provision  as  to  water  flowing  over  tlie  dam.  I  take 
it,  is  a  question  of  mere  water  level  and  not  of  flow,  and 
refers  to  the  dam  as  a  measure  of  height.  So  that  if 
the  dam  has  been  since  voluntarily  raised  to  a  height 
higher  than  contemplated  in  the  agreement  of  1824:.  I 
should  believe  that  the  maintenance  of  the  water  level  at 
the  height  of  the  old  dam  w^ould  suffice. 

It  will  throw  an  explanatory  light  on-  these  agreements 
to  remember  that  as  early  as  1810  the  City  had  acquired- 
by  purchase  from  the  assignees  of  one,  Kennedy,  and 
otherwise,  the  right  to  erect  a  dam  at  the  Falls  of  Schuyl- 
kill of  a  certain  height,  and  the  real  purpose  of  these 
17 
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agreements  in  the  first  place  was  that  this  height  at  the 
Falls  of  Schuylkill  should  be  maintained  by  a  dam  actually 
built  further  down  the  river  at  Fairmount.  This  dam 
as  so  originally  built,  it  would  appear,  has  actually  been 
raised  since  then  at  various  times  by  the  addition  of  flash 
boards,  or  similar  more  or  less  permanent  constructions, 
and  the  height  thus  varied  from  time  to  time. 

The  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway,  which  holds 
a  lease  from  the  Schuylkill  j^avigation  Company  of  its 
canal,  etc.,  filed  a  bill  in  equity  against  the  City  in  1895 
(P.  &  R.  vs  City,  C.  P.  No.  2,  March  Term,  1895,  No. 
71'7),  setting  forth  that  the  City  was  obliged  to  maintain 
a  higher  level  at  the  dam  than  that  prescribed  by  the  agree- 
ment of  1821.  The  City  in  its  answer  denied  this,  and 
there  were  no  further  proceedings  in  the  matter. 

If  the  question  should  again  be  raised,  an  interesting 
number  of  averments  can  be  found  in  the  bill  as  to  what 
is  alleged  to  have  been  actually  physically  done  from 
time  to  time  on  the  dam.  The  question  does  not  seem  to 
be  a  live  one' at  present. 

On  the  subject  of  the  policing  of  the  river,  I  have  found 
nothing  which  would  seem  to  place  this  duty  in  other 
hands  than  those  of  the  Commissioners.  On  the  other 
hand,  I  find  much  to  sustain  the  Commissioners  in  any 
claim  of  exclusive  right  in  this  matter. 

In  Section  5  of  the  Park  x\ct  of  March  26,  1867,  P.  L. 
549,  these  words  are  used :  '"They  (the  Commissioners) 
shall  have  the  care  and  management  of  Fairmount  Park 
on  both  sides  of  the  river  Schuylkill." 

•  In  the  Act  of  April  14,  1868,  P.  L.  10'87,  in  Section 
12,  they  "shall  from  time  to  time  appoint  such  officers, 
agents,  and  subordinates  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  purposes  of  this  Act  and  the  Act  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement." 

In  .Section  19,  they  "shall  have  power  to  govern, 
manage,  lay  out,  plant  and  ornament." 

In  Section  21 :  '^The  said  park  shall  be  under  the  fol- 
lowing rules  and  regulations  and  such  others  as  the  Park 
Commissioners  may  from  time  to  time  ordain." 
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Section  27  of  the  Act,  which  seems  to  deal  more  di- 
rectly with  this  subject,  is  not  as  clearly  worded  as  might 
be  desired.     Its  language  is  as  follows : 

"The  Park  Commissioners  shall  employ,  equip  and 
pay  a  park  force,  adequate  to  maintain  good  order 
therein  and  in  all  houses  thereupon ;  which  force 
shall  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Mayor  upon  any 
emergency ;  and  so  far  as  said  force  shall  consist  of 
others  than  the  hands  employed  to  labor  in  the  park 
it  shall  be  appointed  and  controlled  as  the  other 
police  of  the  City." 

However,  this  language  has  been  judicially  interpreted. 
In  Wood  vs.  Phila.  et  al.,  23  D.  Pt.  125  (1914),  Judge 
Kinsey  held  that  the  Commissioners  had  the  right  of 
appointing  the  park  guards  and  other  employees  without 
conforming  to  the  requirements  of  the  Civil  Service  Act ; 
and  no  subsequent  legislation  appears  to  have  changed 
the  foundation  of  this  decision. 

Judge  Kinsey  further  held  in  reference  to  this  section : 

'''A  plain  analysis  of  -Section  27  of  the  Act  of 
1868  demonstrates,  in  the  first  clause  thereof,  that 
power  is  given  to  the  said  Park  Commissioners  to 
employ,  equip  and  pay  a  park  force.  The  second 
and  last  clause  simply  provides  that  in  case  of  emer- 
gency (mark  this  qualification — that  is,  ^upon  any 
emergency'),  the  park  force,  exclusive  of  laborers, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Mayor,  and  shall 
be  appointed  and  confi'olled  as  the  other  police  of 
the  City.  The  word  'Emergency'  is  one  that  is 
frequently  used  and  whose  meaning  is  well  under- 
stood ;  ordinarily,  it  is  descriptive  of  a  sudden  neces- 
sity calling  for  prompt  action.  When  such  a  condi- 
tion occurs,  and  only  then,  has  the  Mayor  the  right 
to  appoint  and  control  the  park  force.  To  'appoint.' 
as  here  meant,  is  that  he  shall  designate  or  call  from 
the  park  force  such  men  as  he  needs,  appoint  them 
to  tlie  City  service  proper,  and,  consequently,  of 
course,  to  control  them.  We  consider  that  this  power 
is  restricted  wholly  to  an  emergency." 
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There  are  numerous  rulings  and  expressions  in  various 
reported  cases  dealing  with  the  park^  showing  a  strong 
disinclination  on  the  part  of  the  judiciary  to  in  any  way 
permit  to  be  abridged  what  appears  to  have  always  been 
the  Legislature's  policy  that  the  Commissioners  should 
be  in  the  management  of  the  Park  free  from  the  control 
or  influence  in  any  way  of  City  Councils  or  of  City 
officials,  except  in  so  far  as  some  of  the  latter  are  them- 
selves made  members  of  the  Commission. 

I  am,  thereof,  of  the  opinion  that  the  policing  of  the 
Park,  including  the  river,  so  far  as  the  City  is  concerned, 
is  a  matter  entirely  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Com- 
missioners. 

Por  the  reasons  given  above  I  also  am  of  the  opinion 
that  any  bathing  beaches  or  dredging  within  the  Parks  are, 
as  respects  the  City,  matters  entirely  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Commissioners,  except  dredging  incidental  to 
water  supply  and  the  maintenance  of  the  dam. 

The  authority  of  Congress  over  navigable  waters  de- 
pends upon  the  clause  in  the  Constitution  giving  it  the 
right  to  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations  and  among 
the  several  States.  This  authority  as  far  as  construc- 
tive work  is  concerned,  is  ordinarily  exercised  by  appro- 
priation acts  directing  specific  work  in  a  specific  locality 
to  be  performed  through  the  War  Department.  I  am 
credibly  informed  that  there  is  at  the  present  no  Federal 
appropriation  directly  available  for  dredging  or  other 
work  on  the  Schuylkill  above  the  dam,  nor  is  anything  in 
contemplation  by  the  Engineer  Officers  of  the  War  De- 
partment requiring  an  appropriation  for  such  work. 

As  far  as  restriction  by  Congress  on  work  to  be  done 
under  State  or  municipal  authority  is  concerned,  I  would 
call  attention  to  the  River  and  Harbor  Act  of  March  3, 
1S99,  Stats.  L.,  Vol.  30,  pp.  1151-1155.  A  portion  of 
Section  10  of  this  Act  reads  as  follows : 

"It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  excavate  or  fill,  or  in 
any  manner  to  alter  or  modify  the  course,  location, . 
condition,  or  capacity  of  any  port,  roadstead,  haven, 
harbor,   canal,  lake,  harbor  of  refuge,   or   inclosure 
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witliin  the  limits  of  any  breakwater,  or  of  tlic  channel 
of  any  navigable  water  of  the  United  States,  un- 
less the  work  has  been  recommended  by  the  Chief 
Engineers  and  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  War 
prior  to  beginning  the  same." 

Should  the  City  and  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount 
Park  agree  in  the  future  as  to  any  dredging  that  might 
seem  desirable  or  should  any  become  necessary,  the  local 
United  States  District  Engineer  has  authority  to  issue 
permits  in  cases  where  required.

My  dear  Mr.  Cavex  : — In  your  letter  of  the  6th  inst. 
you  transmit  to  this  department  a  letter  from  a  Mr. 
Milford  K.  Dorff,  A^o.  1544  South  Bailey  street,  with 
reference  to  the  proposed  sale  of  the  old  reservoir  at 
Twenty-sixth,  Thompson  and  Master  streets,  and  ask  for 
the  information  desired  by  Mr.  Dorif. 

The  letter  from  Mr.  Dorff  claims  that  the  site  of  the  old 
basin  "was  loaned  to  the  City  for  a  basin  with  the  under- 
standing that  after  the  City  ceased  to  use  it  for  that  pur- 
pose it  was  to  revert  to  the  heirs,"  and  that  they  purpose 
claiming  such  reversion  should  the  City  attempt  to  sell  it. 

The  Conveyancing  Bureau  of  this  department  has  care- 
fully examined  the  title  to  this  property  and  finds  that 
such  title  is  in  no  way  restricted  so  as  to  prevent  the  sale 
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of  the  property  absolutely  clear  of  any  trust,  limitation 
or  condition  whatsoever,  so  that  the  City  is  not  disabled 
from  selling  it  to  private  parties  if  it  deems  that  course 
an  advisable  and  proper  one.

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor  : — I  return  herewith  engrossed 
draft  of  ordinance  Xo.  229,  which  is  before  you  for  ap- 
proval, authorizing  payment  of  a  warrant  in  favor  of 
Harry  J.  Clifton,  Probation  Officer,  Municipal  Court, 
for  repairs  to  an  automobile  used  by  him  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  official  duties.  The  ordinance  provides 
for  the  pa}Tnent  of  $140.55  for  the  purpose  in  question 
It  is  recited  therein  that  the  automobile,  which  is  the 
personal  property  of  the  claimant,  was  damaged  by  reason 
of  falling  in  a  hole  or  rut  in  the  street,  but  from  an  inter- 
view by  a  representative  of  this  department  it  appears 
that  the  claim  is  based  mainly  upon  the  fact  that  the 
automobile  has  been  used  for  many  years  in  the  service 
of  the  City.  You  ask  for  a  report  on  the  legality  of  the 
ordinance. 

While  the  claim  would  not  be  a  legal  one  against  the 
City  it  could,  in  the  circumstances  developed,  probably 
be  regarded  as  a  moral  claim  requiring  the  favorable 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Council  and  your  own  assent. 

You  further  ask  that  we  ascertain  the  nature  and  ex- 
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tent  of  the  damage,  and  how  the  bill  is  made  up ;  also 
whether  a  compromise  can  be  effected  without  an  ordi- 
nance. 

Mr.  Clifton  refuses  to  make  any  compromise.  Our 
representative  gathers  that  the  nature  and  extent  of  the 
damages  are  a  general  depreciation  of  the  machine  through 
wear  and  tear  and  a  breakage  of  some  of  the  parts,  the 
total  amount  thereof  being  the  amount  set  forth  in  the 
ordinance,  that  is,  bills  have  been  presented  to  him  for 
putting  the  car  in  condition  which  equal  the  said  amount. 

From  further  inquiry  I  gather  that  the  claimant  has 
satisfied  the  Committee  on  Law  of  Council  and  the  Coun- 
cil itself  as  to  the  equity  of  this  claim.

Marine  Architect  to  Supervise  Fire  Boat  Construction.

Dear  Sir: — Under  date  of  the  10th  inst.  you  ask  con- 
cerning the  proposed  empldjonent  of  a  marine  architect 
and  engineer  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  and  super- 
vise the  construction  of  a  fire  boat. 

''a.  In  the  employment  of  a  marine  architect  and 
engineer,  will  it  be  necessary  to  advertise  ? 

"b.  If  advertisement  is  not  essential,  will  it  be 
necessary,  before  selecting  any  individual,  to  request 
three  or  more  competitive  bids  ? 
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"c.  Upon  the  selection  will  it  be  essential  to  have 
a  contract  drawn  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
and  the  marine  architect  and  engineer  ?" 

In  answer  to  these  inquiries  I  would  say: 

(a)  If  the  services  of  the  marine  architect  and  engi- 
neer involve  the  element  of  personal  skill  so  that  bidding 
between  competitors  would  not  fulfill  the  purpose  for 
which  bidding  is  required,  that  is,  to  have  competition 
on  the  basis  of  equality  of  service;  but  if  on  the  contrary 
the  skill  of  the  architect  and  engineer  is  a  matter  of  indi- 
vidual distinction  between  men  of  that  profession,  then 
it  will  not  be  necessary  to  advertise  for  bids  for  these 
services. 

(b)  It  will  not  be  legally  necessary  before  selecting 
any  individual  to  request  three  or  more  competitive  bids. 

(c)  Upon  the  selection  of  such  an  architect  and  engi- 
neer it  will  be  essential  to  have  a  contract  drawn  between 
him  and  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

Fire  Boats;  Employment  of  a  Marine  Architect-. 

James  T.  Cortelyou,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — In  a  former  opinion  from  this  depart- 
ment you  were  advised  that  when  money  has  been  bor- 
rowed for  the  purchase  of  boats  for  fire  purposes  and 
appropriated  for   that   distinct   purpose  it  would  not  be 
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admissible  to  employ  a  marine  architect  and  engineer 
for  the  purpose  of  having  the  boat  constructed  by  the 
City  instead  of  being  purchased,  as  provided  for  in  the 
loan  and  appropriation  ordinance. 

You  now  ask  whether  a  resolution  of  Council  permit- 
ting such  employment  would  be  sufficient  to  justify  it, 
or  whether  "the  appropriation  can  only  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  a  boat  already  constructed  or  to  be  con- 
structed according  to  design  submitted  by  the  bidders." 

I  do  not  think  that  a  resolution  of  Council  permitting 
the  use  of  money  borrowed  for  the  purchase  of  a  boat  and 
appropriated  for  such  purpose  would  admit  of  the  use 
of  such  money  to  pay  for  the  services  of  a  marine  architect 
and  engineer  for  the  construction  of  a  boat  under  the 
auspices  of  the  City.  I  think  the  appropriation  should 
be  used  for  the  purchase  of  a  boat  to  be  constructed,  but 
not  according  to. designs  submitted  by  the  bidders,  as  this 
would  prevent  that  standard  of  comparison  between  bid- 
ders which  the  law  deems  essential.  The  design  and 
specifications  for  the  boat  should  be  submitted  by  the 
City  so  that  all  bidders  may  be  upon  an  equality  in  mak- 
ing their  proposals  thereon. 

In  this  connection  I  may  say,  that  if  the  services  of  a 
marine  architect  are  necessary  in  preparing  the  design 
and  specifications  to  be  thus  submitted^,  to  that  extent 
the  funds  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  the  boat  may 
be  so  used.

Deak  Sir: — With  reference  to  your  letter  of  ISTovem- 
ber  10th  concerning  damage  to  a  fire  truck,  Pipe  Line 
Xo.  2,  Bureau  of  Fire,  which  was  damaged  in  a  collision 
with  a  train  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway 
while  responding  to  an  alarm  of  fire,  it  appears  that  the 
Railway  Company  has  agreed  to  assume  the  bill  of  the 
Mack  International  Motor  Truck  Corporation  for  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  repairs  to  the  chasis,  amounting  to  $3,700. 
This  is  stated  to  be  an  exceedingly  satisfactory  settlement, 
as  the  required  repairs  to  the  wagon  body  will  be  made 
in  the  Municipal  Repair  Shop,  Bureau  of  Fire.  This 
settlement  is  stated  by  the  Railway  Company  to  be  in 
full  of  the  claim  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Safety,  which  is  to  have  no  further 
claim  against  the  Company  on  account  of  the  accident. 

You  ask  to  be  advised  whether  you  are  vested  with 
authority  to  give  such  a  release  on  behalf  of  the  City; 
and  further  request  the  approval  of  this  department  of 
the  settlement  on  the  above  basis  in  order  to  complete  the 
records  of  both  departments. 

I  think  that  your  department  is  vested  with  authority 
to  make  the  settlement  and  give  the  necessary  release  on 
behalf  of  the  City,  and  after  an  examination  of  the  report, 
etc.,  connected  with  the  accident,  I  approve  of  the  settle- 
ment on  the  above  basis.

Traffic  Circle — Widening  of  Eighth  Street.

Dear  Sir: — -You  transmit  a  letter  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Philadelphia  Board  of  Trade  contiiining  an  ex- 
cerpt from  the  report  of  Mr.  Miers  Busch,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Municipal  Aifairs,  to  the  effect  that 
"inquiry  be  made  through  the  City  officials  as  to  the 
possibility  of  securing  from  the  next  Legislature  authority 
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to  create  a  special  loan"  to  finance  tlie  construction  of  a 
Traffic  Circle  on  the  lines  of  Locust,  Eighth  and  Race 
streets  and  also  the  widening  of  Eighth  street,  from 
Spring  Garden  to  South  street. 

If  the  money  needed  for  this  project  were  within  the 
borrowing  capacity  of  the  City,  I  believe  legislative  action 
would  be  unnecessary,  as  the  City  would  have  the  power 
to  contract  the  debt  under  authority  which  it  now  pos- 
sesses. The  limitation  of  the  municipal  debt  to  10  per 
cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property, 
however,  is  imposed  by  the  Constitution  and  the  Legisla- 
ture cannot  authorize  any  debt  in  excess  thereof.  The 
recently  authorized  loan  of  $33,000,000  added  to  the 
present  debt  of  the  City  makes  the  sum  thereof  over 
9  per  cent,  and  I  do  not  see  what  action  could  be  taken 
by  Statute  which  would  be  of  material  help  in  the  matter. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  new  Constitutional  Amend- 
ment authorizing  the  exclusion  from  the  calculation  of 
debt  of  proposed  or  incurred  indebtedness  for  purposes 
which  will  produce  the  revenue  necessary  to  meet  in- 
terest and  sinking  fund  charges  is  not  applicable  in  this 
instance  because  these  improvements  would  not  of  them- 
selves produce  revenue  whatever  indirect  effect  thej  might 
have.

Classification  and  Salary  Payments;  Action  by  the 
Council.

Dear  Sir: — You  transmit  a  motion  of  the  Council  to 
the  effect  that : 
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"the  City  Solicitor  furnish  Council  with  an  opinion 
as  to  the  meaning  of  Article  XIX,  Section  17  of 
the  new  Charter,  and  whether  or  not  the  first  sentence 
in  that  section  makes  it  mandatory  upon  Council 
to  accept  and  approve  the  classification  as  trans- 
mitted by  the  Civil  Service  Commission ;  and  whether 
or  not  the  balance  of  the  section,  after  the  first 
sentence  is  mandatory  upon  Council  in  deciding  the 
maximum  and  minimum  rate  of  salary  or  wage  in- 
dependent of  the  recommendation  of  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice Commission." 

The  section  in  question  is  as  follows: 

''The  Commission  shall  classify  and  grade  all  posi- 
tions in  the  classified  service.  The  Commission 
shall  ascertain  and  record  the  duties  ,of  each  position 
in  the  service,  and,  wherever  it  appears  that  two  or 
more  positions  in  a  service  have  duties  which  are 
substantially  similar  in  respect  to  the  authority,  re- 
sponsibility and  character  of  work  required  in  the 
performance  thereof,  they  shall  be  placed  in  the  same 
grade,  which  the  Commission  shall  designate  by  a 
title  indicative  of  such  duties.  Grades  having  duties 
of  the  same  general  nature  and  in  the  same  line  of 
promotion  shall  be  placed  in  the  same  class  and  the 
lines  of  promotion  definitely  specified.  For  each 
grade  the  Commission  shall  determine  a  standard 
maximum  and  minimum  salary  or  rate  of  pay,  and 
shall  report  the  same  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Council, 
together  with  other  information  pertaining  to  a 
proper  rate  of  pay  for  personal  services  of  incum- 
bents of  positions  in  the  civil  service." 

I  do  not  think  that  the  first  sentence  of  this  section 
is  to  be  regarded  differently  from  the  rest  of  the  section 
wdth  reference  to  the  respective  powers  of  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice Commission  and  the  Council  in  the  premises. 

The  section  is  to  be  read  as  a  whole,  and  in  my  judg- 
ment the  words  "together  with  other  information  per- 
taining to  a  j)roper  rate  of  pay  for  personal  services  of 
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incumbents  of  positions  in  the  civil  service,"  determine 
the  status  of  all  of  the  matter  which  is  to  be  reported  to 
the  Mayor  and  Council. 

The  Act  does  not  state  in  terms  for  what  purpose  the 
classification  and  grading  of  maximum  and  minimum 
salaries  and  other  information  are  to  be  so  reported,  but 
the  presumption  is  that  this  is  to  be  done  for  the  purpose 
of  enlightening  the  Council  in  the  performance  of  its 
proper  functions  in  the  fixing  of  the  rates  of  pay,  the 
number  of  positions,  and  in  so  far  as  its  action  does  not 
interfere  with  the  executive  branch  of  the  municipal  gov- 
ernment, the  duties  of  the  employees  in  the  organization 
thereof,  together  with  the  co-ordination  of  the  expenses 
and  the  revenues  of  the  City.  That  these  powers  are 
intended  to  be  lodged  in  the  Council  and  in  no  other  body 
appears  from  a  number  of  the  other  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  June  25,  1919.  Thus,  in  Section  2  (a),  Article 
III,  it  is  provided  that: 

"The  Council  shall  have  power  to  organize  and 
from  time  to  time  reorganize  any  department  of  the 
City  Government." 

and  in  Clause  (b)  of  the  same  section  it  appears  that : 

"The  Council  shall  provide  by  ordinance  for  the 
proper  and  effective  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the 
City  by  the  Mayor  and  several  departments  and 
boards  thereof,  including  all  necessary  expendi- 
tures."    .     . 

Again,  in  Section  2,  Article  XVII,  on  the  subject  of 
"Finance"  it  is  provided  that  immediately  after  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  annual  statement  from  the  Mayor  regarding 
the  needs  of  the  City  and  its  various  departments,  em- 
bracing the  liabilities  of  every  kind,  and  the  amount  and 
character  of  expenditures  to  be  made  by  such  departments, 
etc. : 

"the  Council  shall  be  bound  to  accept  the  estimates 
of  receipts  and  liabilities  furnished  to  the  Mayor 
bv  the  Citv  Controller,  but  shall  have  full  discretion 
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to  determine  the  character  and  amount  of  expendi- 
tures to  be  made  out  of  the  estimated  receipts  of  the 
City  during  the  ensuing  year." 

Other  provisions  of  the  Act  might  be  cited  to  show 
that  it  intended  to  effect  a  unification  of  the  City  gov- 
ernment in  such  manner  that  the  unrestricted  control  of 
the  expenditures,  and  of  the  money  to  be  raised  by  taxa- 
tion and  otherwise  to  meet  them,  shoukl  be  with  the  City 
Council, 

I  do  not  believe  it  was  intended  that  any  other  body 
independently  of  the  Council  should  have  power  to  fix 
salaries  or  other  expenses  of  the  City  so  that  the  Council 
would  be  divested  of  control  thereof,  except  as  to  certain 
fixed  charges,  either  imposed  by  statute  or  through  the 
requirement  to  meet  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges 
on  the  loans,  or  the  like. 

Doubtless  the  Civil  Service  Commission  has  broad  and 
extensive  powers  with  reference  to  the  conduct  of  the  ex- 
ecutive departments  of  the  City  government,  but  in  the 
organization  or  reorganization  of  those  departments,  in  the 
fixing  of  salaries  or  other  compensation,  or  in  the  regula- 
tion of  expenditures  for  the  City's  needs,  the  powers  and 
functions  of  tliat  Commission  are  advisory  to  the  Council, 
and  while  its  recommendations  are  beyond  question  en- 
titled to  respectful  consideration,  in  my  judgment  the 
wliole  scope  of  the  Charter  Act  indicates  that  it  had  no 
purpose  to  establish  a  dual  authority  in  such  matters,  and 
that  the  final  duty  to  pass  on  questions  concerned  there- 
with rests  with  the  Council,

Volstead  Act — Broohs  License  Laiv — Interpretation. 
Hon.  J,  Hampton  Moore, 

Mayor  of  Philadelphia, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — In  your  inquiry  of  jSToyember  10, 
1920,  you  request  me  to  look  over  the  Volstead  Act  in 
connection  with  State  laws  and  City  ordinances  and  regu- 
lations with  a  view  of  advising  you: 

1.  As  to  the  responsibility  of  the  City  in  the  matter 
of  detecting  and  punishing  the  ownership,  sale  or  dis- 
tribution of  intoxicating  liquors. 

2.  As  to  the  effect  upon  these  transactions  of  the 
issuance  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  of  licenses 
under  the  so-called  Brooks  High  License  Law. 

I  will  address  myself  to  your  questions  in  the  order 
named. 

I. 

The  general  principle  is  clear  that  Federal  offences 
cannot  be  prosecuted  in  our  State  courts,  .as  R.  S.  711 
(Judicial  Code,  Sec.  .266),  vests  in  the  United  States 
Courts  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  crimes  and  offences 
cognizable  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States. 
Therefore,  unless  there  is  something  specific  in  the  Act 
of  Congress  of  October  28,  1919  (commonly  called  the 
Volstead  Act),  there  will  be  no  obligation  upon  State 
officers  to  assist  in  the  enforcement  of  .the  Act. 

The  Volstead  Act  in  Title  II,  Sec.  2,  provides  that 
''the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  his  assistants, 
agents  and  inspectors  shall  investigate  and  report  viola- 
tions of  this  Act."  Section  26  of  the  same  title  provid- 
ing for  the  detection  of  the  offence  of  transportation  of 
intoxicating  liquors  in  violation  of  the  law,  refers  to  "the 
Commissioner,  his  assistants,  inspectors  or  any  officer  of 
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the  law,"  but  this  broad  language  must  be  read  in  the 
light  of  the  rest  of  the  law  and  especially  of  the  follow- 
ing words  in  Section  28  of  Title  II: 

'"The  Commissioner,  his  assistants,  agents,  inspec- 
tors and  all  other  officers  of  the  United  States,  whose 
duty  it  is  to  enforce  criminal  laws,  shall  have  all  the 
power  and  protection  in  the  enforcement  of  this  Act 
or  any  provisions  thereof,"  etc., 

and  therefore  there  is  nothing  specific  in  the  Volstead 
Act  requiring  ■  the  co-operation  of  State  or  municipal 
officers  in  the  detection  of  violations  of  the  apprehension 
of  violators  of  the  law. 

The  only  reference  in  the  Volstead  Act  to  co-operation 
of  local  agencies  is  the  following,  in  .Section  22  of  Title  II : 

"An  action  to  enjoin  any  nuisance  defined  in  this 
Title,  may  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  United 
States  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States 
or  by  any  United  States  Attorney,  or  any  prosecut- 
ing attorney  of  any  State  or  any  sub-division  thereof 
.  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  to  hear 
and  determine  equity  cases." 

This  follows  the  definition  of  Section  21,  which  states: 

"Any  room,  house,  building,  boat,  .vehicle,  struc- 
ture or  place  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  manufac- 
tured, sold,  kept  or  bartered  in  violation  of  this 
Title,  and  all  intoxicating  liquor  and  property  kept 
and  used  in  maintaining  the  same,  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  a  common  nuisance." 

As  is  apparent,  this  power  is  conferred  upon  the  prose- 
cuting attorney  of  the  county,  and  does  not  call  for  any 
action  by  any  municipal  officers  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia. 

An  examination   of  Federal  Laws  reveals  no   specific 

statute  calling  for   co-operation   by   City   officers   in   the 

enforcement    of    Federal    Laws.     It    is    true    that    the 

Eighteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 

18 
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States  confers  upon  State  and  Federal  Governments  con- 
current power  to  enforce  its  provisions,  but  it  is  con- 
ceived that  this  refers  to  the  situation  where  a  State  has 
already  enacted  a  prohibition  or  similar  law  calling  for 
the  exercise  of  police  powers  by  State  and  municipal 
officials.  In  Pennsylvania,  where  there  is  no  State  law 
forbidding  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  the  Amendment  would  in  itself  confer  no  powers 
upon  local  police  officers. 

Another  consideration  is  that  of  the  lack  of  power  of 
local  police  officers  to  make  arrests  for  Federal  offences. 
ISTo  person  has  the  authority  to  serve  a  criminal  warrant 
issued  by  a  Federal  judicial  officer  except  if  such  power 
is  specifically  conferred  by  the.  criminal  statutes  under 
which  the  warrant  is  issued.  This  would,  exclude  our 
local  police  officers  in  connection  with  the  Volstead  Act. 
Furthermore,  no  police  officer  can  make  an  arrest  without 
a  warrant,  except  where  a  criminal  offence  is  being  com- 
mitted in  his  view,  and  in  the  case  of  a  Federal  offence, 
the  power  of  a  local  police  officer  to  arrest  without  a 
warrant  would  be  limited  to  cases  where  the  commission 
of  the  offence  amounted  to  a  breach  of  the  peace. 

There  is,  however,  no  reason  why  local  police  officers 
could  not  at  the  direction  of  their  superiors  observe  and 
detect  such  violations  of  the  Volstead  Act-  or  any  other 
Federal  Law,  as  come  within  their  knowledge,  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  testimony  in  criminal  proceedings  in 
the  United  States  Courts  brought  by  the  proper  officers. 
In  fact,  this  is  a  practice  which  has  been  followed  in  this 
City  for  some  time  where  City  policemen  and  detectives 
are  constantly  being  subpoenaed  by  the  United  States 
Court  to  give  evidence  in  criminal  proceedings  under  the 
IsTarcotic  Laws,  the  Immigration  Laws  and  the  Selective 
Service  Law.  They  are  subpoenaed  by  the  Federal  Courts, 
and  paid  a  witness  fee  in  like  manner  as  other  citizens 
would  be. 

II. 

It  has  been  decided  by  the  Courts  of  Philadelphia 
County  that   there  is  nothing   in   Federal  legislation   so 
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far  passed,  to  prohibit  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  malty 
spirituous  or  vinous  liquors,  which  are  covered  by  the 
Brooks  High  License  Law.  It  is  under  these  decisions 
that  license  fees  paid  by  retailers  and  wholesalers  in 
Philadelphia,  have  been  retained  by  the  County  Treasurer, 
and  are  still  being  received.  As  long  as  Federal  legisla- 
tion under  the  Amendment  permits  the  manufacture  of 
liquors  containing  malt,  spirituous  or  vinous  elements  of 
however  small  alcoholic  content,  licenses  can  be  issued 
under  the  Brooks  High  License  Law  to  dealers  in  such 
commodities.  Any  person  who  sells  malt,  vinous,  or 
spirituous  liquors,  however  small  or  large  their  alcoholic 
content,  without  being  a  holder  of  a  license  under  the 
Brooks  Act,  would  be  a  violator  of  State  laws,  subject  to 
apprehension  and  prosecution  by  our  local  police  and  law- 
enforcing  officers.  It  is,  therefore,  competent  for  our 
local  officers  to  make  arrests  of  all  such  persons  as  boot- 
leggers or  retailers  who  sell  liquors  without  holding  a 
Brooks  license.

Exemption  of  Beth  Sholom  Congregation  from  Taxation.

Dear  Sir  : — ^With  reference  to  the  biUs  for  paving  and 
laying  water  pipe  on  Belfield  avenue  in  front  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Beth  Sholom  Congregation,  I  have  had  an 
investigation  made  as  to  the  facts.  It  appears  therefrom 
that  at  the  time  this  work  was  done,  some  six  months  ago, 
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tliere  wrs  no  synagogue  or  other  building  erected  at  the 
site.     The  synagogue  is  only  now  in  course  of  erection. 

The  taxes  have  been  regularly  levied  upon  the  lot 
for  the  year  1920,  and  will  necessarily,  under  the  law,  be 
again  levied  upon  it  for  1921, 

The  bill  for  paving  amounts  to  $3,466.98  and  assess- 
ment bills  have  been  given  to  the  Eastern  Paving  Company, 
the  contractor  for  the  work,  in  order  that  it  may  proceed 
to  collect  the  claim.  This  is  in  accordance  with  the  Pav- 
ing Company's  contract  with  the  City.  The  claim  has 
therefore  passed  out  of  the  control  of  the  City,  and  the 
latter  has  no  power  to  order  it  to  be  satisfied  without 
payment.  In  oi'der  to  do  this  we  would  be  compelled 
to  pay  this  amount  by  appropriation  to  the  contracting 
company,  virtually  making  a  gift  to  the  synagogue  of 
this  sum. 

The  bill  for  water  pipe  amounts  to  $654.15,  but  owing 
to  the  fact  already  stated  that  there  was  no  synagogue 
upon  the  premises  when  the  water  pipe  was  laid,  the  case 
is  differentiated  from  those  in  which  the  authority  of 
the  City  to  satisfy  more  or  less  similar  claims  or  liens 
has  been  recognized.  In  all  of  those  cases  the  property, 
or  a  part  of  it,  had  been  in  actual  use  for  religious  or 
<?haritable  purposes,  or  at  the  time  the  improvement 
was  made  there  was  an  interval  between  its  former  and 
its  intended  use  for  such  purposes;  or  some  like  fact 
raised  equitable  considerations  in  the  matter. 

In  my  judgment,  should  any  taxpayer  object  to  the 
proposed  remission  of  these  claims  his  contention  would 
be  sustained,  and  should  such  an  ordinance  be  passed  the 
Mayor  would  be  loath  to  approve  it  unless  advised  so  to 
do  by  this  department,  which  advice  under  the  circum- 
stances could  not  properly  be  given. 

I  am,  therefore,  returning  the  papers  to  you  without 
an  ordinance  on  the  subject. 

I  note  from  a  letter  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works, 
which  you  sent  me,  that  you  are  interesting  yourself  in 
this  matter  at  his  instance,  and  am,  therefore,   sending 
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him  a  copy  of  this  letter  in  order  that  he  may  under- 
stand just  where  the  difficulty  lies.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  letter  of  the  24th  ult.  you  make 
inquiries  with  regard  to  the  right  of  your  department, 
without  an  ordinance,  to  recognize  a  claim  for  extra  work 
by  C.  P.  Bower,  under  Contract  l^o.  20,  1917,  for  bridge 
abutments  and  removal  of  core  of  Tulip  street.  This 
extra  work  was  done  under  contract  with  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Reading  Railway  Company  and  the  City  is 
under  agreement  with  the  Railway  Company  to  pay  a 
share  of  the  cost  of  this  improvement.  The  Railway 
Company  is  satisfied  with  the  propriety  of  the  claim  and 
is  willing  to  pay  its  share  of  the  claim  for  the  extra  work, 
which  arose  out  of  conditions  incident  to  the  war  and  the 
delay  and  difficulty  of  obtaining  materials  resulting  there- 
from. 

I  think  the  principles  governing  the  matter  are  the 
same  which  w^ere  involved  in  a  similar  contract  for  work 
w^ith  the  same  contractor,  at  the  same  point,  and  which 
was  the  subject  of  an  opinion  by  my  predecessor  on 
October  17,  1919,  page  127.  It  there  appeared  that  on 
a  similar  claim  under  a  contract  which  gave  the  right  to 
decide  such  matters  to  the  Railway  Company,   an  ordi- 
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nance  was  not  deemed  necessary  "provided  there  was  a 
sufficient  sum  appropriated  to  this  work  and  credited  to 
this  contract  to  enable  the  City  to  discharge"  its  share 
of  the  sum  there  in  question. 

I  concur  in  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Connelly  in  this  matter 
and  if  the  circumstances  in  this  case  are  like  those  in 
the  one  which  was  before  him,  I  would  reach  the  same 
conclusion.

Sie: — Your  letter  of  December  9,  1920,  requests  an 
opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  it  is  necessary  to  have  a 
certificate  from  the  Civil  Service  Commission  under 
Article  XIX,  Section  3  (d)  of  the  Charter  Act  before 
you  can  advise  the  Mayor  that  a  contract  is  properly 
chargeable  to  an  appropriation  item,  when  the  contract 
is  for  expert  services  of  a  consulting  engineer. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  section  referred  to  requires  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  to  certify  that  the  contract  for 
a  special  service  is  for  employment  which  cannot  be  per- 
formed by  persons  in  the  classified  service,  it  is  evident 
that  this  section  must  be  read  in  the  light  of  Section  2 
of  the  same  article. 

Section  2  defines  the  civil  service,  saying  that  it  "shall 
include  all  offices,  positions  and  employments  in  or  under 
such  city  or  any  department,  boards  or  commissions 
thereof." 
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It  appears  to  be  clear  that  a  person  who  is  retained 
to  give  advice  or  service  as  a  consulting  engineer  is  a 
professional  expert  who,  in  performing  his  services,  does 
not  enter  either  into  an  office  or  a  position  or  an  em- 
ployment in  or  under  the  City.  The  manner  in  which 
he  performs  the  details  of  his  work  and  the  portion  of 
his  time,  which  he  spends  in  performing  it,  are  not  under 
the  direct  control  of  the  City  as  though  he  were  an  em- 
ployee thereof.  The  relation  is  one  not  of  employment 
but  of  retainer  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  expert  serv- 
ices of  such  a  character  that  the  person  performing  them 
is  not  under  the  direct  control  of  the  City  as  an  employee 
for  a  fixed  period,  but  entirely  independent  and  free  to 
perform  the  work  in  his  own  way,  do  not  constitute  an 
office,  position  or  employment  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  2,  and  that  the  person  so  retained  is  not  in  the 
civil  service  within  the  meaning  of  Article  XIX  of  the 
Charter. 

I  would,  therefore,  advise  you  that  a  contract  for  ex- 
pert services  of  this  character,  when  made  under  the  au- 
thority of  an  ordinance  and  otherwise  in  compliance  with 
law,  would  not  require  to  be  certified  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  under  the  provisions  of  Article  XIX,  Section 
3  of  the  Charter.

My  dear  Mr.   ]\Iayor: — In  reply  to  oral   inquiry,   I 
beg  to  state  that  I  have  carefully  examined  the  ordinance 
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of  December  30,  1919,  as  amended  by  ordinance  l^ovem- 
ber  18,  1920,  under  which  the  recent  oiTering  of  bonds 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  the  extent  of  $7,000,000 
was  made,  together  with  the  Constitutional  provision  re- 
lating to  the  subject,  and  have  also  carefully  examined 
all  of  the  necessary  procedure  incident  to  the  issuing  of 
such  bonds — and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  stating  to  you 
that  in  my  opinion  the  issue  is  valid  and  legal  and  imposes 
a  perfectly  lawful  obligation  upon  the  City,  in  accordance 
with  the  tenor  of  the  said  bonds  when  actually  issued.

Dear  ^In.  Mayor  : — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  Decem- 
ber 17th  in  regard  to  the  case  of  Walter  Bedloe,  I  would 
advise  as  follows: 

The  iVct  of  the  Legislature  of  June  12,  1913,  Pamphlet 
Laws,  Page  492,  provides : 

"That  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class  of  this 
Commonwealth  be,  and  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  pay  all  persons  in  their  employ  dur- 
ing absence  from  their  employment,  caused  by  in- 
juries, sickness,  or  disablement  of  any  kind  whatso- 
ever, sustained  in  the  performance  of  their  duties: 
Provided,  That  such  compensation  made  by  the  City 
shall  only  be  equal  to  the  amount  of  wages  or  s'alary 
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said  person  would  have  received  during  the  period  of 
absence  from  his  or  her  employment,  and  never  for 
a  period  of  time  to  exceed  one  year." 

Subsequent  to  the  passage  of  this  Act  there  has  been 
passed  by  Councils  the  following  resolutions : 

Kesolution  of  July  15^  1913,  page  258,  providing  as 
follows : 

''The  Directors  of  the  various  departments  of  the 
City  gdvernment  be  authorized  to  issue  warrants  and 
pay  all  regular  per  diem  men  employed  by  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  for  one  week's  vacation  and  for  all 
legal  holidays,  and  upon  presentation  of  satisfactory 
evidence,  for  disability  or  sickness  contracted  while 
in  the  employ  of  the  City,  and  who  may  be  tem- 
porarily unable  to  perform  the  duties  or  work 
assigned  to  them  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty 
days." 

also  resolution  of  the  24th  of  Februarv,  A.  D.  1920,  page 

49: 

"That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  be,  and  is  authorized  on  the  presentation  to 
him  of  satisfactory  evidence  establishing  the  fact 
that  any  employee  carried  on  the  payrolls  of  the 
several  bureaus  connected  with  the  said  department, 
while  in  the  performance  of  his  dut,v,  has  been  un- 
able, by  reason  of  sickness  or  other  disability,  to  per- 
form the  duties  or  work  assigned  to  him,  to  issue 
a  warrant  for  the  pay  of  any  such  employee:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  same  shall  not  exceed  a  period  longer 
than  sixty  (60)  days  from  the  date  of  this  resolu- 
tion." 

and  also  resolution  of  May  22,  1920,  page  168: 

"That  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  be,  and  is 
authorized,  on  the  presentation  to  him  of  satisfactory 
evidence  establishing  the  fact  that  any  employee 
carried  on  the  payrolls  of  the  several  bureaus  con- 
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nected  with  the  said  department  has  been  unable,  by 
reason  of  sickness  or  other  disability,  to  perform  the 
duties  or  work  assigned  to  him,  to  issue  a  warrant 
for  the  pay  of  any  such  employee:  Provided,  That 
the  same  shall  not  exceed  a  period  longer  than  twelve 
months,  from  April  10,  1920." 

I  would,  therefore,  advise  that  Council  by  resolution 
could  authorize  the  Director  of  Public  Welfare,  on  pres- 
entation to  him  of  satisfactory  evidence  establishing  the 
fact  that  any  employee  on  the  payrolls  of  his  department 
has  been  unable,  by  sickness  or  other  disabilities,  to  per- 
form the  duties  or  work  assigned  to  him,  to  issue  a  war- 
rant for  the  pay  of  any  such  employee,  but  not  to  exceed 
a  period  of  one  year.

being  five  per  cent,  thereof,  returned. 

It  further  appears  that  the  Mayor,  City  Controller  and 
the  City  Solicitor  have  acquiesced  in  this  request,  as  will 
be  seen  from  a  copy  of  the  correspondence  on  the  subject 
between  counsel  for  said  bidder  and  the  Mayor,  who  acted 
therein  in  conjunction  and  by  the  advice  of  the  City  So- 
licitor and  of  the  City  Controller. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  you  would  be  legally  justified  in 
returning  the  said  deposit  of  $50,000  to  the  bidder  or 
its  attorney,  by  sending  a  check  therefor,  since  the  cer- 
tified check  representing  such  deposit  has  already  been 
collected.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  the  9th  ult.,  with 
reference  to  an  ordinance  pased  by  considerably  more  than 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  Council,  authorizing 
a  transfer  in  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  purpose 
of  helping  defray  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  Olympic 
team  representing  the  United  States  at  Antwerp. 

It  appears  that  a  protest  has  been  made  to  you  against 
making  such  transfer  or  drawing  warrants  for  the  pur- 
pose indicated  by  the  ordinance. 

You  ask  as  to  the  legal  situation  of  the  matter  because 
of  the  filing  of  the  protest,  stating  further  that: 
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"although  in  the  absence  of  such  formal  protest  I 
do  not  hesitate  to  state  that  the  credit  and  reputation 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  my  opinion,  will  be 
better  served  by  recognizing  the  splendid  perform- 
ances of  Philadelphia's  amateur  athletes  at  this 
world's  amateur  athletic  event  rather  than  by  failing 
60  to  do.  Especially  would  I  be  constrained  to  ap- 
prove this  expenditure  after  the  matter  had  received 
the  almost  unanimous  approval  of  the  City  Council 
and  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  after  full  and  de- 
liberate consideration." 

I  agree  fully  with  you  in  the  sentiments  thus  expressed 
and  believe  that  the  purpose  of  this  appropriation  is  an 
eminently  worthy  one.  The  proposed  expenditure,  how- 
ever, resembles  in  its  essential  features  others  which  in 
the  past  have  been  held  to  be  an  illegal  use  of  the  tax- 
payers' money.  Thus  in  Blankenburg  vs.  Philadelphia, 
20  D.  R.  531,  such  an  appropriation  for  a  dinner  to  com- 
memorate the  establishment  of  the  Metropolitan  Grand 
Opera  House  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  was  held  viola- 
tive of  the  rights  of  the  taxpayers ;  and  in  Historical 
Pageant  Association  vs.  Philadelphia,  '260  Pa.  447,  an 
appropriation  to  pay  the  expenses  and  meet  a  deficit  of 
the  Historical  Pageant  Association  was  arrested  by  the 
then  City  Controller,  and  his  action  therein  was  sus- 
tained by  the  Supreme  Court. 

I  should  be  glad  to  find  some  ground  of  distinction 
between  these  cases  and  the  one  now  before  you,  but  I 
fear  that  in  their  relationship  to  the  City's  money  they 
are  so  similar  to  the  present  instance  that  if  the  matter 
were  tested  in  the  courts  by  any  taxpayer  the  right  to  use 
the  money  of  the  City  in  the  manner  proposed  would  be 
denied.

Settlement  of  Claim  for  Damage  to  Fire  Ti^ck.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Assistant  Director  of  your  depart- 
ment inquires  whether  3'ou  are  authorized  to  settle  on  a 
fifty  per  cent,  basis  a  claim  of  the  City  against  the  Phila- 
delphia Rapid  Transit  Company  for  repairs  to  a  truck, 
which  were  made  necessary  by  reason  of  damage  occasioned 
by  its  being  struck  by  a  trolley  car  of  that  Company.  It 
appears  that  the  cost  of  repairs  amounts  to  $6,550,  and 
the  Philadelphia  Papid  Transit  Company  denies  any 
liability  for  the  accident,  offering,  however,  to  settle  on 
the  above  basis  of  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  making 
repairs.  The  matter  was  referred  to  Mr.  Costello,  Chief 
of  the  Claims  Bureau  of  this  department,  who,  after  in- 
vestigation, ajDproved  of  the  settlement.  This,  however, 
is  a  matter  for  your  department  to  decide.  You  will  note 
that  the  inquiry  is  whether  or  not  you  are  authorized  to 
settle  on  this  basis.  In  my  judgment,  you  have  the  neces- 
sary authority.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  20th  inst.  you  in- 
quire concerning  John  O.  Xonemaker,  who  was  a  patrol- 
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man  in  the  police  force,  but  was  dismissed  together  with 
Patrolman  William  Corboy  on  March  26,  1919.  In 
March,  1920,  Corboy  asked  for  the  reopening  of  his  case, 
as  a  result  of  which  his  reinstatement  as  a  patrolman 
was  ordered;  but  John  N'onemaker,  who  was  dismissed 
at  the  same  time  and  for  the  same  reason,  did  not  make 
application  for  reinstatement  until  December  of  this 
year,  1920.  The  Commission  would  thereupon  like  to 
be  advised  whether  there  is  any  way  open  for  it  to  reopen 
this  case  and  reinstate  him  as  his  colleague  was  reinstated. 
The  provisions  of  the  Act  of  June  25,  1919,  and  of  the 
rule  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  make  it  essential 
in  any  such  reinstatement  of  one  separated  from  the  serv- 
ice without  fault,  that  it  shall  be  within  one  year  from 
dismissal.  In  view  of  this  I  do  not  see  how  the  applicant 
can  be  reinstated  at  this  late  date.

The  advertisement  seems  to  be  in  the  usual  form  and 
I  have  no  objection  to  its  tenor.  I  note  that  the  first 
advertisement  is  to  be  inserted  to-morrow  (Thursday), 
December  30th,  and  I  am,  therefore,  advising  you  at  once. 

Part  of  the  loan  under  the  ordinance  of  July  13th  hav-

and  the  $33,000,000  electoral  loan  appears  to  have  been 
passed  with  all  the  formalities  required  by  law.

Dear  Sir  : — In  accordance  with  your  letter  of  the  28th 
inst.  I  have  prepared  the  enclosed  amendment  to  the  ordi- 
nance of  December  15,  1919,  authorizing  the  loan  of 
$12,460,000,  which  amendment  raises  the  interest  rate 
to  five  and  one-half  per  cent,  and  the  tax  rate  to  six  and 
one-half  per  cent.  You  will  also  note  that  in  Section  4 
the  phrase  "and  there  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  to 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  out  of  the  tax 
so  collected,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said 
loan,  also  the  principal  thereof,"  etc.,  is  changed  to  read 
thus :  "There  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  the  proceeds  of  the  tax 
so  collected  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  loan,  also  the  princi- 
pal thereof." 

I  do  not  think  that  this  makes  any  practical  difference, 
but  Section  8,  x\rticle  XVIII  of  the  Charter  Act  provides, 
as  previous  legislation  substantially  did,  that  "the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  taxes  levied  for  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  of  such  debt  and  all  other  money  pledged  or 
appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  in- 
terest of  such  debt  shall  be  paid  into  the  sinking  fund  of 
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sncli  city,  and  shall  be  inviolably  reserved  for,  and  applied 
exclusively  to,  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  such  debt." 

This  provision  mig'ht  lead  counsel  for  a  proposed  or 
actual  bidder  for  City  loans  to  object  "that  a  sum 
sufficient"  out  of  the  taxes  does  not  comply  with  the  re- 
quirement that  '^the  proceeds  of  the  taxes"  shall  be  paid 
into  the  sinking  fund  and  inviolably  reserved  for  and 
applied  exclusively  to,  the  payment  of  the  principal  and 
interest.  In  these  days  of  such  critical  inspection  of 
every  step  in  the  borrowing  of  money  by  the  City  we 
cannot  be  too  careful  to  comply  with  the  very  letter  of 
the  law.

Dear  Sir  : — I  return  herewith  the  contract  between  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  J.  TsT.  Dodd  forwarded  to  me  by 
you  under  cover  of  your  letter  of  December  18,  1920, 
in  which  you  inquire  whether  a  contract  containing  its 
provisions  comes  within  the  terms  of  my  opinion  of  De- 
cember 15,  1920,  with  regard  to  the  question  of  certifica- 
tion by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  under  the  provisions 
of  Article  XIX,  Section  3,  of  the  City  Charter. 

After  examining  the  provisions  of  this  contract  with 
reference  particularly  to  the  terms  providing  for  the  pay- 
ment of  a  regular  monthly  salary  of  $500  per  month  for 
19 
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a  period  not  exceeding  one  year,  and  also  to  the  provision 
that  during  the  period  of  this  contract  the  said  J.  IST.  Dodd 
will  give  his  entire  time  to  the  work,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  this  contract  would  not  come  within  the  terms  of  my 
opinion  of  December  15th  and  is  of  such  a  character  as 
would  require  certification  by  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion. 

You  further  inquire  in  your  letter  of  December  9th, 
and  in  your  letter  of  December  18th,  whether  this  con- 
tract is  properly  chargeable  to  Item  240^  loan,  in  view  of 
the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  the  ordinance  approved  June 
9,  1920,  pursuant  to  which  ordinance  this  contract  is 
made.  In  my  opinion  this  contract  comes  within  the 
class  of  contracts  upon  which  this  department  has  pre- 
viously ruled  which  included  contracts  for  services,  the 
rendering  of  which  is  a  necessary  and  component  part  of 
the  construction  and  improvement  or  installation  of 
facilities  for  which  authority  is  contained  and  appropria- 
tion made  in  the  ordinance  under  which  the  contract  is 
executed.  I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  this  con- 
tract is  properly  chargeable  to  Item  240  loan.

My  dear  Me.  Matoe: — I  return  herewith  the  corre- 
spondence between  yourself  and  the  Department  of 
Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  under  date  of  December  18, 
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1920,  with  reference  to  the  question  of  the  amount  of 
rent  paj'able  by  the  Pennsylvania  Kailroad  for  the  water 
.lot  at  Pier  'No.  1,  isTorth  Wharves,  at  Delaware  avenue 
and  Market  streets,  Philadelphia. 

I  beg  to  advise  you  that  the  effect  of  the  condemnation 
under  the  ordinance  of  July  30,  1920,  is  to  give  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  the  right  to  take  possession  of  the  premises 
free  of  any  leasehold  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany, or  any  other  tenancy,  and  therefore  the  City  could 
have  taken  possession  of  the  entire  property  on  ISTbvember 
27,  1920,  when  it  did  take  possession  of  the  other  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  Girard  Estate.  Any  decision  by 
the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  to  permit 
the  Pennsylvania  Pailroad  Company  to  remain  in  pos- 
session of  the  leased  premises  until  September  30,  1921, 
or  any  other  period,  is  purely  a  discretionary  matter,  and 
the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  such  tenancy  is 
permitted  are  entirely  a  matter  of  negotiation  between 
that  department  and  the  railroad  company.  For  this 
reason  it  is  not  open  to  the  railroad  company  to  raise 
any  question  as  to  the  interpretation  of  any  clause  in 
its  original  lease  with  the  Girard  Estate. 

If  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  con- 
siders that  a  fair  rent  for  the  premises  is  $6000  per  an- 
num, plus  one-fourth  of  what  should  have  been  the  taxes 
on  the  entire  Girard  Estate  property  for  the  year  1921, 
plus  any  water  rent  that  the  said  company  was  paying, 
then  the  railroad  company  might  either  accept  that  figure 
or  reject  it,  but  if  it  chooses  to  reject  it  a  figure  must  be 
arrived  at  acceptable  to  the  Department,  of  Wharves, 
Docks  and  Ferries  before  it  can  establish  any  right  of 
tenancy.

Legal  Besidence — Charge  on  Poor  District.

My  dear  Mrs.  Roberts: — Replying  to  your  letter  of 
December  23,  1920,  in  the  matter  of  James  Thomas, 
colored,  single,  I  would  advise  as  follows: 

Section  1  of  the  Act  of  April  6,  1905,  P.  L.  112,  pro- 
vides "That  a  settlement  may  be  gained  in  any  poor  dis- 
trict by  any  person,  married  or  single,  who  bonafide  comes 
to  inhabit  therein  and  continues  to  reside  there  for  one 
year." 

Under  the  facts  submitted  in  your  letter  James  Thomas 
has  never  acquired  a  settlement  in  the  poor  district  of 
Philadelphia.  His  employment  by  the  B.  &  O.  Railroad 
and  his ,  residence  in  the  camp  car  on  that  railroad  is 
not  a  bonafide  one  year's  residence  as  provided  in  the 
Act  of  1905. 

In  the  event  of  a  residence  under  the  Act  of  1905,  supra, 
having  been  established,  such  residence  is  not  lost  except 
by  the  abandonment  of  the  residence  here  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  residence  elsewhere.  It  has  been  held  that 
absence  from  the  jurisdiction  for  two  years  without  estab- 
lishing a  residence  elsewhere  is  not  sufficient  evidence 
of  a  fchange  of  domicile.  (Parker  City  Poor  Overseers  vs.' 
Du  Bois  Bor.  Poor  Overseers,  20  W. 'x.  C.  81.) 

Whether  James  Thomas  is  a  ward  of  the  poor  district 
of  Cincinnati  depends  on  whether  he  has  ever  acquired 
a  residence  in  Cincinnati  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Ohio.  His  mere  absence  from  Philadelphia 
for  two  years  would  not  necessarily  mean  an  abandon- 
ment  of  residence  here  unless   proof   of   residence   else- 
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where  could  be  established.  In  any  event  be  is  not  prop- 
erly a  charge  of  the  poor  district  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia as  he  never  acquired  a  legal  settlement  here.
